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INAUGURAL ADDRESS OF HON. JOHN F. COLLINS, 
MAYOR OF BOSTON. 


As I assume the office of Mayor of Boston, although 
I am acutely aware of the many grave problems which 
face our city, I am heartened by the confidence you 
have shown in my determination to perform the tasks 
that le ahead, and inspired by your willingness to 
share in the monumental civic effort which we must 
make together. 

Despite the financial crisis confronting us—which 
has lowered the city’s national credit rating—and des- 
pite our staggering 1959 tax rate and the forbidding 
prospects of an even higher tax rate in 1960—the result 
of nearly ten million dollars in fixed commitments made 
or incurred since the 1959 rate was established—I 
enter upon the performance of my duties undeterred by 
prophecies of doom, ready to meet the challenge, and 
ready to launch “Operation Revival’’ for Boston. 

What is “Operation Revival?” It is not ‘‘Opera- 
tion Survival.” Our purpose is not merely to keep 
the city alive, or to spare it from municipal insolvency 
alone. As “Bostonians United’’—united in a resolute, 
unsparing, and enthusiastic effort to revitalize our city 
so that a resurging Boston, with its treasured past, may 
also take its dynamic place in the forefront of American 
cities of the future—we must move forward with con- 
fidence in our ability to meet the challenge. 

Survival is not enough. We must restore, rebuild, 
and redevelop. We must and we shall move forward, 
and we shall do so with the dedication, the zeal, and 
the vigor which our task requires. In this crusade for 
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Boston, [ know that every citizen will join with me, 
with the City Council, with the School Committee, 
and with every civic organization and public agency 
in dedicating ourselves to the revitalization of our 
capital city. 


Boston’s problems may be classified in two major 
groups: those of Boston’s own creation, which are 
within its own control, and those originating elsewhere 
and beyond Boston’s power to control. Expressed in 
terms of the mounting municipal tax rate, each group 
roughly accounts for half of our city’s expenditures. 

Within Boston’s own control—and therefore its 
own responsibility—are the management and house- 
keeping problems of a major city. Boston’s Mayor 
must provide its citizens with a full measure of those 
governmental services to which they are entitled, with 
maximum efficiency, at lowest possible cost, and with 
faithful and impartial stewardship. Police and fire 
protection must be good. Streets and highways must 
be clean and in good repair. Schools must be well 
maintained and administered. Parks and playgrounds 
must be well kept and managed. 

As to such matters, Boston and its Mayor must, 
and do, this day accept exclusive responsibility—with- 
out need or request for favor, assistance, or subsidy 
from outside sources. And if there is any house clean- 
ing to be done in these areas of municipal responsibility, 
then Boston will do its own house cleaning. 

But beyond Boston’s control—and therefore not 
its responsibility—are the problems created by the 
burdens originally thrust upon it in years past. The 
original reasons for these burdens have no justification 
today in fact or in logic, and indeed require Boston’s 
taxpayers to subsidize the costs of municipal services in 
surrounding cities and towns, and of state-wide services 
which should be borne by the entire Commonwealth. 

In these respects, Boston’s interests coincide with 
those of many of our cities and towns. It is in the 
solution of such problems that Boston is entitled to, 
and therefore courageously requests, outside assistance. 
Their solution is relatively simple—but their solution 
hes with the Legislature.

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It is often said that Boston is entitled to no outside 
help until she demonstrates a willingness to help her- 
self. This is more exaggerated than accurate, but we 
accept it as a challenge. And we shall prove to the 
Legislature and to the Commonwealth at large that we 
are able to meet that challenge.

The last dozen years alone have demonstrated to 
the people of Massachusetts that those fiscal diffi- 
culties which it was formerly fashionable to regard as 
wholly peculiar to Boston have strangely forced their 
way into the governmental mechanisms of all of our 
expanding and maturing municipalities throughout 
the state. 


As our neighboring citizens have observed their 
own skyrocketing tax rates with increasing concern, 
they have come to grips with the fiscal facts of life, in 
the form of ever-mounting costs of commodities, con- 
struction, and payroll. They realize that corrective 
measures must be taken at once, on an equitable, 
state-wide basis, if we are to avoid the strangling 
effects of our present tax system. 

In view of these facts, and the increasingly pre- 
carious financial circumstances of all our cities and 
towns, it is my solemn public duty to urge upon our 
Legislature—especially those members from outside 
Boston—that those of our municipal problems which 
are wholly within the Legislature’s control call for 
solutions which are statesmanlike and state-wide in 
nature—solutions which are nonpartisan, nonpolitical, 
and nongeographical in approach. 


If I am not mistaken, the people of the entire 
Commonwealth recognize these facts, and are eagerly 
awaiting this kind of solution of our common fiscal 
problems. 

It would be a serious error to underestimate the 
public’s intelligence and understanding, or to disregard 
its insistence on prompt, effective action. 

The public, which pays the bills, is becoming 
increasingly watchful and impatient with unnecessary 
delays and inaction, at whatever level of government 
they may occur. 
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It is my intention to deal with these matters which 
are within the Mayor’s control aggressively, real- 
istically, thoughtfully, and without regard to political 
consequences. 

I accept now the responsibility for those matters, 
and dedicate myself to their fulfillment. 


Let us now address ourselves to those matters 
which are within Boston’s own control: 

Home owners and property owners have long 
known and felt the severe impact of our rising municipal 
expenditures and tax rate. Rent payers are no longer 
under the illusion that such matters are of remote or 
indirect concern to them. Everybody’s pocketbook 
is hurting, with the result that our citizens are demand- 
ing not only an immediate stop to the upwardly curving 
spiral, but a prompt accounting for the money already 
being extracted from them. 

While most of our citizens realize that for sub- 
stantial relief we must await legislative action, they 
rightly insist upon the most rigorous economy and the 
maximum efficiency possible in all areas of local financial 
management. 

While financial commitments already made by, or 
imposed upon, the City of Boston for the year 1960 
make it difficult, if not impossible, to prevent an in- 
crease in our 1960 tax rate, I solemnly pledge you that 
not one cent in our 1960 tax rate will represent an 
avoidable or unnecessary expenditure of public funds. 
We shall run an extremely tight ship. 

I have been advised by the City Auditor that 
if the city’s expenses and income during 1960 do not 
vary in other respects from 1959, we must nevertheless 
raise almost ten million dollars more to meet these 
inherited obligations, which by themselves will necessi- 
tate an increase of about six and one-half dollars in 
our 1960 tax rate, unless we succeed in offsetting their 
severe impact by correspondingly deep and drastic 
slashes in our expenditures. 

These sobering and discouraging facts both il- 
lustrate and underline the nature of our problems and 
the necessity of prompt relief in those areas open to 
legislative action. 
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But, if we are dismayed, we cannot afford to be 
deterred by our dismay. We must proceed vigorously 
and relentlessly to counter the results of these obliga- 
tions by putting into effect every possible economy, 
and by eliminating every known source of waste. 

A fundamental step in this direction is a survey 
and analysis of our costs, methods, and operations—- 
department by department—in order to determine 
where, with proper equipment, savings can be made, 
and unnecessary or overlapping functions can be 
eliminated. Only in this way can we be sure where 
three dollars will do the work of four. 

An example of such a study is the recently pub- 
lished report of a survey of the functions and expendi- 
tures of the Hospital Department. According to this 
report, we can achieve savings of at least one million 
dollars this year—and annual savings of several million 
dollars in succeeding years in this department alone. 
I need not assure you that we shall promptly carry out 
every economy which can be effected at the City 
Hospital, now or in the future, without adversely 
affecting its purpose and function. 

For the same purpose, I have already taken steps 
to initiate, through the use of public and private funds, 
other departmental analyses. Indeed, I expect that 
my administration during the next four years will 
undertake continuous surveys of all departmental 
functions, to the end that we secure the most for our 
money—and always for the least money. 

Every reasonable economy already brought to 
public attention will be effected, including the elimina- 
tion of most chauffeur-driven cars, the establishment 
of motor vehicle pools for city officials and employees 
requiring such transportation, and the elimination 
of those of our public baths which are substantially 
unnecessary. 

I shall reconstitute and strengthen the special 
bureau to coordinate the functions of the Law Depart- 
ment and the Collecting Department, in order to speed 
up the collection of the millions of dollars due the city 
on account of tax titles, City Hospital bills, and other 
accounts payable to the city. 

But by far the major possible saving to the city 
is in the area of payroll, and here we must not only hold 
the line, but we must also reduce our expenditures, 
without detriment or injustice to our city employees, 
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the vast majority of whom are faithful, trusted, and as 
anxious to perform the best possible service as the public 
is to receive such service. 

We would make a grievous error not to recognize 
the importance of all public employees, both as indi- 
viduals and as workers, if we fail to offer them challeng- 
ing and stimulating opportunities, at every level, to 
make and display their best efforts, and if we fail to 
reward meritorious service and outstanding accomplish- 
ment. We must give career people the scope and 
incentive to put their experience to bear on expenditure 
control and other problems, and we must weld our 
forces, through leadership, into a spirited, loyal, and 
effective employee organization. 


Nevertheless, there can be no doubt that we are 
presently overstaffed in many departments, and that 
the per capita cost of many municipal services in Boston 
is greatly in excess of what is normal, necessary, or 
reasonable—even after due regard has been given to 
the metropolitan nature of some of our functions. 


Our payroll must and will be cut—not by indis- 
criminate or needless discharges, but by stern applica- 
tion of a policy of no unnecessary hiring. 


Of our more than twenty-one thousand public 
positions, about one thousand annually become vacant 
by reason of retirement, resignation, or death. In 
theory, if these positions could be abolished as they 
become vacant, an annual saving to the city of three 
to four million dollars would be possible. It is my 
obligation, and therefore my intention, to effect such 
savings where consistent with a minimum level of 
essential services. 


In frankness and in friendship, I must make this 
further statement to our city employees: Except for 
the correction of any obvious and unintended inequities 
which may exist, and barring unforeseen emergencies, 
I see no possibility of general pay increases or of general 
increases in so-called fringe benefits until the city’s 
financial household is put in order. 


We who serve the public cannot afford, in our own 
interest, to set ourselves up as an irresponsible, reck- 
less oligarchy—unmindful of our obligations to our 
employers and of the mutuality of our stake in Boston’s 
financial stability. 
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By this time, we must recognize and acknowledge 
that the compensation and working conditions of public 
employees in Boston compare favorably with those in 
private industry. The city treasury must be regarded 
as a trust fund, to be administered with fiduciary care. 
In large part, the money that goes into our treasury 
comes from working people of average income. It is 
not fair to our home owners and rent payers of limited 
means to subject them to incessant demands by their 
public servants for further increases in compensation, 
while their own pocketbooks become less and less ade- 
quate for their family needs. All of us in public serv- 
ice must exercise self-restraint, lest we endanger our 
job security itself. 

In like manner, I say, with all respect, to the 
honorable members of our School Committee and to 
every other agency to whom the same may apply: We 
are all part of a single government. The responsi- 
bility for fiseal self-control is not intended to be the 
Mayor’s alone. If, in fact, the responsibility is left 
to me alone, then you may be certain that I will carry 
it out as though it were indeed my own. 

In this regard, I urge the public and the Legisla- 
ture to give thoughtful reconsideration to existing 
public policies which grant relatively unlimited appro- 
priation powers to some public agencies, without cor- 
responding fiscal responsibility, and substantially with- 
out any control by the Mayor and City Council. 

For over a century, for example, School Commit- 
tees have been given almost full autonomy with respect 
to school expenditures. There are some good reasons 
for such a policy, not the least of which is to keep polit- 
ical considerations out of our children’s education, 
and to assure adequate municipal provision for educa- 
tional facilities. Nevertheless, the time has arrived for 
a review of this policy, to the end that due regard be 
given to the fiscal responsibilities involved, and for 
the purpose of insuring the maximum utility to be 
derived from the educational dollar itself. 

While I would be reluctant to recommend at this 
time any change in legislation applicable to the ap- 
propriating powers of the Boston School Committee, I 
am compelled to draw the attention of the members 
of that honorable body to the dire financial plight of 
this city. School Committee expenditures alone ac- 
count for more than thirty million dollars annually, 
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by far the highest of all city departments, and more 
than twice the combined expenditures of the Police 
and Fire Departments and represent more than seven- 
teen dollars in the 1959 tax rate. 

The adoption of a mere ‘‘hold-the-line”’ policy in 
the School Committee will not sufficiently serve the 
city in this, its hour of crisis. I urge the committee to 
inaugurate an immediate, over-all review of its expendi- 
tures for the purpose of determining what budgetary 
economies can be effected at once. I shall request the 
members of the committee to meet with me at the 
earliest possible time, in order to set in motion the 
machinery necessary to effect such immediate econo- 
mies. I am hopeful that the savings in the School 
Department budget, to be worked out cooperatively 
between us, can and will be measured, not in thousands, 
but in millions, of dollars. The choice confronting the 
School Committee is clear. Either eliminate in this 
cooperative fashion all waste and extravagance in your 
budget voluntarily, or force upon me a course of action 
I should be most reluctant to adopt—an arbitrary cut 
in the expenditures of the School Department budget 
consistent both with the legislative powers conferred 
upon the Mayor and with what I feel to be the justi- 
fiable demands of Boston’s taxpayers. 

As to the Police Department, although its adminis- 
tration has been placed beyond the Mayor’s control, 
money for its expenditures must nevertheless be raised 
in the same manner and from the same sources as 
other municipal expenses. I do not believe it is in the 
publie interest that the fiscal control of the Police 
Department shall be wholly beyond the purview of the 
Mayor and City Council. 


In short, if our taxpayers’ money is to be expended 
with maximum economy and for the most useful pur- 
poses, then the Mayor and City Council must have 
fiscal authority and control commensurate with their 
public accountability. 


Let me assure you, however, that my program of 
economy and efficiency is immediate, and will not be 
delayed while awaiting such legislative changes. We 
shall make progress as rapidly as the circumstances 
require or permit. Avoiding unnecessary abruptness 
and all sensationalism, we shall act at once where 
urgency dictates—more slowly where wisdom advises. 
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Our work will be done, however, with constant 
awareness of the human values as well as the dollar 
values involved in the administration of the govern- 
ment of a large city. Mere fiscal reform is not an end 
in itself, but only a means by which we may bring better 
government and better services to human beings. 
Government is not a mere bookkeeping process. ‘The 
electronic computer has its own limitations. Bril- 
liantly and relentlessly accurate in its special way, 
it nevertheless lacks the heart, the compassion, and 
the understanding of human needs and _ aspirations 
which our government must have if it is to serve well 
and truly as a government of the people.

I turn now to other important areas of local man- 
agement and responsibility. 


In the field of departmental organization, I con- 
template certain changes, realignments, and innova- 
tions, which will be put into effect as soon as studies 
are completed. Among these, the following are indi- 
cated at this time: 


The establishment of a Bureau of Public Informa- 
tion and Citizen Relations, in which will be combined 
those functions relating to public relations, citizen 
complaints, public events, and community relations. 
It is my present intention that an integral function of 
this bureau will be to organize and coordinate citizens’ 
community councils in local areas and to improve com- 
munication between our citizens and City Hall, so that 
the convenience of local areas may be served to the 
fullest extent possible. The positions of Labor Advisor 
and Industrial Advisor will be abolished, and most of 
their functions will be absorbed by this bureau. 


We shall restore Boston’s reputation in the recre- 
ational field. By intelligent reorganization of the 
Parks and Recreation Department, we can enrich its 
recreation program, make better use of indoor and 
outdoor recreation facilities, and improve its recreation 
leadership. We can do these things without adding 
to our budget. We shall take proper advantage of all 
available public and private recreation resources, and 
tie them together into a diversified program for citizens 
of all ages. 
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The Mayor’s Office will be staffed with administra- 
tive assistants who will aid in supervision of depart- 
mental functions and maintain proper haison between 
the Mayor and department heads and between the 
Mayor and civic and other governmental agencies. 

Generally, as to appointment of department heads, 
it has been and will remain my intention and purpose 
to obtain the best possible personnel—men and women 
who realize that not only they and I, but also our 
government itself, are on trial, and who have the zeal 
and dedication to serve the public as it deserves to be 
served. 

In the field of urban renewal we have made a 
beginning—but only a beginning. It has been truly 
said that urban renewal is not only the means of rebuild- 
ing and revitalizing our city, but also one fundamental 
key to the solution of our financial problems. 

This subject deserves far more elaboration than 
my time today permits. Be assured, however, that 
it has my earnest, constant, and deep concern, and 
that it constitutes a major portion of my continuing 
program for Boston. 

Suffice it to say that I consider urban renewal 
to be of such vital importance to our city that I intend 
to strengthen our renewal organization and program 
by appointing a Development Administrator, responsi- 
ble directly to me, and of proven experience and ability. 
Through his full-time coordination of all renewal 
activities—slum clearance, rehabilitation, conservation, 
code enforcement, housing, and promotion of all kinds 
of taxable development—the Development Adminis- 
trator will expedite and accelerate the plans and pro- 
grams of the Boston Redevelopment Authority, the 
City Planning Board, and all other agencies operating 
in this field. He will make sure that Boston, which 
now ranks far too low among the major cities in federal 
renewal grants, obtains its just share of financial assist- 
tance from the federal government for this purpose. 

As to real estate assessment practices, in keeping 
with my prior announcements, it is my intention to put 
into effect the results of the Equalization Survey recently 
completed by the outgoing administration, and to 
adopt, in connection therewith, the new related stand- 
ards for valuation. It is my hope that these will prove 
to be as important, as farsighted, and beneficial ad- 
vances in the field of commercial property assessments 
as it was intended they should be. 
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Doubtless some imperfections will become apparent, 
which can in due time be overcome. But a good and 
necessary start has been made in the right direction. 

We now have the right to expect that valuations of 
commercial property will become more equitable, just, 
and nondiscriminatory, and that, as a result, the prob- 
lem of abatements will steadily diminish in difficulty 
and importance.

I do not believe that anyone within hearing of my 
voice needs further persuasion that our tax rate is too 
high, or that the home owner and property owner bear 
far too great a burden of our municipal expenditures. 

In turning to the Legislature for the tax relief that 
is so urgently and obviously necessary, it is not enough, 
I submit, to say, ‘‘Give us a new source of revenue, so 
that we can pay for these expenses.”’ It is necessary, in 
addition, to suggest, “‘Relieve us also of such expenses 
as are not properly ours.” 

It is the common responsibility of all the cities and 
towns to present to the Legislature, for its consideration, 
certain basic facts bearing on the division of financial 
responsibility, as between the state and local govern- 
ments, according to the nature of the governmental 
functions involved. 

For it is my conviction that, regardless of the rate 
of tax, and regardless of the nature and amount of tax 
relief, no fundamental solution to local fiscal problems 
will occur until municipal budgets are restricted to 
expenditures for functions and responsibilities which are 
intrinsically local in nature. 

Freeing ourselves from mere tradition and from 
formulas based on accident, convention, or political 
convenience—and realizing that we must accommodate 
ourselves to the conditions and needs of the seventh 
decade of the twentieth century, and not of the nine- 
teenth century—we must recognize that, as between 
the state and its municipalities, expenditures for wel- 
fare, court costs, hospitals, and prison expenses are no 
longer city responsibilities, but state responsibilities, 
because they are no longer local, but state-wide, in 
substance and function. 

Illness, poverty, disability, and infirmities of old 
age occur and exist in Boston—as in every city and 
town throughout the land—but they do not occur 
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because of Boston. They need and receive enlightened 
and generous relief. But the financial responsibility 
therefor is no more local than in the cases of social 
security and unemployment insurance. The entire cost 
of welfare expenses, of which Boston’s share alone is 
over eight million dollars, should be removed from 
municipal budgets. 

Our judicial system is not local, but is state-wide 
in nature, function, and administration. It is wholly 
beyond municipal control. Yet Boston pays more than 
four million dollars per year for court expenses in 
Suffolk County. Such expenses are state responsibili- 
ties, and should be so met. 

By similar analysis, we may ask whether hospital 
and prison expenses should be borne, or so nearly ex- 
clusively borne, by the cities and towns. Indeed, in 
the light of advanced knowledge in the fields of public 
health and penology, is it even desirable that hospitals 
and prisons be municipally operated and controlled? 

It is my belief that the general public interest, and 
not only that of the citizens of Boston, would be bene- 
ficially served and promoted by the transfer to the 
state of the Mattapan Sanatorium and, perhaps ulti- 
mately, the City Hospital. In addition, inmates of the 
Deer Island House of Correction should for many 
sound reasons be transferred to state penal institutions, 
and to this end appropriate initial steps have been 
taken. 

Other matters which deserve the sympathetic con- 
sideration of the Legislature, and as to which I have 
filed various legislative proposals, are the familiar sub- 
jects of MTA, MDC, and county costs in general, 
which require no extended discussion at this time. 

While it is for the Legislature itself to determine 
the extent and nature of tax relief, there seems to be 
general agreement among all groups of interested citizens 
that some new source of tax revenue for our cities and 
towns is necessary. 

However, I continue to favor, for this purpose, the 
kind of limited sales tax bill which was last year sub- 
mitted to the Legislature. That bill, while broadening 
the tax base and exempting all regularly purchased 
necessaries of life, contained certain basic features 
which, while perhaps obscured in the heat of public 
debate, nevertheless constituted a farsighted and prac- 
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tical initial approach to the fundamental problems 
involved. Among these were: 

First, mandatory local tax-rate limitations, which 
in effect would have given local taxpayers some actual 
control over their tax rates. 

Second, built-in penalties for municipal extrava- 
gance, by cutting off state aid to the extent of exces- 
sive local expenditures. 

Third, state reimbursement for county expenses. 

Fourth, increased subsidies by the state for educa- 
tional purposes. 

Fifth, increased subsidies by the state for treat- 
ment of tubercular patients. 

And, sixth, assumption by the state of an increased 
portion of expenses for general relief and veterans’ 
benefits. 

It is my earnest hope that any legislation adopted 
in this area will include these sensible and salutary 
provisions.

There are doubtless other matters which could be 
profitably discussed and explored—if time and your 
own patience were inexhaustible. 

It is, in fact, to be anticipated that each new day 
may bring its own new problems, calling for new analy- 
sis, new strength, and new action. 

As of today, however, we know what lies before 
us. We know the direction from which we must turn, 
and the direction in which we must go. We know the 
changes which must be made. We are determined to 
make those changes which we ourselves can make. We 
are hopeful that our remaining goals will be achieved. 

The task before us is imposing. But we shall not 
let its formidable nature discourage us, or slow us down. 
If, indeed, the task should prove to be herculean in 
nature, then we must prove that we have the strength 
equal to the task. 

With courage to meet the challenge, and resolu- 
tion born of necessity, as Bostonians united, we shall 
together launch and successfully accomplish ‘‘Opera- 


tion Revival.’’ 
* * * * * 


Our city is the past, with its glorious achieve- 
ments, its traditions, its historic shrines. Our city is 
the present, with its churches and temples, its museums 
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and parks, its great universities. Our city is the future, 
with our hopes and aspirations. 

But above all our city is its people—our children, 
our parents, our neighbors—and not a mere compen- 
dium of statistics. 

The future we seek for Boston may be expressed 
in terms of lower tax rates, new construction, better 
and more attractive boulevards and parks. But it its 
even better expressed and realized by the enrichment 
of the lives and the attainment of the ideals of its 
people. 

With divine guidance in our work—fortified by 
the good will of all who wish us well—with faith in 
ourselves, with faith in each other and in our mission 
—this is the kind of future we shall achieve for our 
city and its people.

DEAR MR. Mayor: 


We are pleased to submit herewith the sixth annual 
report of the Administrative Services Department for 
the year commencing January I, 1959, and ended 
December 31, 1959, concerning the activities of all 
divisions and units involved, together with com- 
ments and observations made with reference to vari- 
ous studies and policies initiated by the Board in 
connection with the operation and management of 
various other city departments. 


ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES BOARD 


Under Chapter 3A, Section 2, of the Ordinances of 
1953, as amended by Chapter 3, Sections 1 to 8, in- 
clusive, of the Ordinances of 1956, the Administrative 
Services Board is charged with the administration of 
the department and consists of the Director of 
Administrative Services as Chairman, Supervisor of 
Budgets, Supervisor of Personnel, the Purchasing 
Agent, the City Auditor, the Collector-Treasurer, 
and the Assessor. More specifically, under Section 
2, Chapter 3A, mentioned above, the Board, and 
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more especially the Director, shall be responsible to 
make, under the Mayor, studies and recommenda- 
tions with respect to the organization, activities, 
policies, and procedures of all departments, boards, 
and offices of the city government, so that the admin- 
istration thereof shall be economical and efficient. 

During the year the Board met formally on ten 
separate occasions, and various members of the 
Board met informally on many other occasions to 
discuss matters of mutual concern. Formal meetings 
were held at Room 43, City Hall, on the following 
dates: 


January 14 June 10 
February II July 23 
March I1 October 14 
April 8 November 12 
May 6 December 2 


In addition to the above Board meetings, the Di- 
rector called four meetings of department heads, at 
which many subjects of an administrative nature 
were discussed and which were recorded by the Ad- 
ministrative Secretary to the Board. These meetings 
were held at Room 43, City Hall, with one exception, 
on the following dates:

His Honor the Mayor, John B. Hynes, called one 
meeting of department heads on June 5, 1959, at his 
office to explain changes made in 1959 budget re- 
quests, which were also recorded by the Administra- 
tive Secretary to the Board. 


Department heads meetings have been most help- 
ful in transmitting to department heads information 
and facts concerning the operations of all city de- 
partments, together with information concerning the 
operations of other large cities throughout the coun- 
try which have been studied and evaluated by Board 
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members but, more especially, the Director, who has 
made it a practice to keep up to date on administra- 
tive improvements placed in operation by other large 
cities. This has resulted in department heads secur- 
ing a general knowledge of what is transpiring, not 
only within the confines of our own city government, 
but outside as well. 


In 1958 the Director initiated a policy of issuing 
information bulletins and memoranda from time to 
time, and the establishment of this policy has met 
with the approval of department heads and such civic 
agencies to which pertinent memoranda and bulletins 
were issued. Subjects contained in the above- 
mentioned memoranda and bulletins issued in 1959 
are listed herewith:

The above memoranda and bulletins contain a 
varied assortment of statistics, facts, and information 
which were both instructive and informative and 
which should be of particular interest to the new 
administration in securing an over-all picture of the 
activities and aims of the Board during the past year. 

In reviewing the above memoranda, bulletins, 
board meetings, department heads meetings, it might 
be well to include herewith a few pertinent remarks 
concerning their contents. 


Library, Parks and Recreation, Public Works, and 
Traffic Departments reduced personnel in their 1959 
budgets to conform to the ‘* White Paper Agreement”’ 
with reference to the number of permanent em- 
ployees. 

Net change in the number of permanent city em- 
ployees indicated a decrease of 162, or approximately 
I per cent, between the period of November 1, 1957, 
and January I, 1959, exclusive of the School Depart- 
ment. Net decrease in permanent employees be- 
tween the period of November 1, 1957, and January 
I, 1960, was 463, or a net decrease in 1959 of 301. 


In view of unnecessary delays experienced in 
awarding contracts without advertising, a new pro- 
cedure was placed into effect whereby requests for 
permission to award are now sent directly to the 
Chief Clerk of the Mayor’s Office (an original and 
eight copies), who, in turn, forwards same to the 
Supervisor of Budgets and City Auditor for certifica- 
tion as to the availability of funds, and forwards a 
copy to the Finance Commission for review prior to 
presentation to the Mayor for approval. This new 
procedure has worked out most satisfactorily. 

In accordance with an interpretation of Rule Io of 
the Compensation and Classification Plan, as ap- 
proved by Mayor Hynes on January 20, 1959, all 
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permanent employees with twenty-five or more years’ 
service shall be compensated on promotion in the 
maximum salary grade to which he or she is being 
promoted, exclusive of fire and police uniformed 
forces, hospital nursing personnel, etc., which em- 
ployees are covered by other plans. It was the feeling 
of Board members, and especially Mayor Hynes, 
that employees having at least twenty-five years of 
service should not be obliged to wait three or four 
years in attaining their maximum salaries upon pro- 
motion. A travel survey was conducted, in addition 
to a space utilization survey, in connection with 
requirements for a new City Hall, and the results of 
these surveys were utilized by Becker and Becker 
Associates in determining space requirements and 
other factors relating to the possible site of a new City 
Hall and the location of the various departments in- 
volved. 


Vacation schedules were established in each de- 
partment and copies of same were forwarded to the 
Personnel Division. ‘This resulted in more central- 
ized control and informed department heads just 
when certain individuals would be absent during the 
summer months, so that arrangements could be 
made to have complete coverage of departmental 
operations at all times. 


All city employees, whether temporary or perma- 
nent, are now required to undergo physical examina- 
tions prior to entering the employ of the city. It 
was found that some department heads were lax in 
following this procedure, and it was necessary to 
bring the matter to the attention of all department 
heads in order to correct several situations which re- 
sulted in employees being eligible for workmen’s 
compensation after being employed for short periods 
of time. 


A safety first directive was issued to all depart- 
ment heads and county officials covering various 
types and conditions that should be observed and 
corrected in everyday operations. 


ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES DEPARTMENT ‘ 


The Finding List, compiled for City of Boston 
certificates, licenses, permits, and services, contains 
information not readily available elsewhere and has 
been most valuable to department heads and em- 
ployees in answering questions concerning various 
city services and where they may be obtained. 

Information Bulletin No. 2 contains a summary of 
selected activities and accomplishments of various 
city departments during the year 1958, both in 
tabular arrangement and narrative form. The pur- 
pose of compiling this summary was to inform the 
Mayor, in condensed form, of some of the major 
accomplishments and achievements for the year 
1958, which would not have been summarized for 
him until sometime later in the year when the annual 
reports are compiled and issued by the various de- 
partments. 


The new telephone directory, designated as Bulle- 
tin No. 3, contains telephone listings of all city de- 
partments, boards, commissions, service divisions, 
schools, and courts, in addition to emergency tele- 
phone numbers and many noncity services to which 
city personnel have occasion to refer from time to 
time in their daily duties. This directory has proven 
most helpful as a quick reference and should be re- 
vised and brought up to date at least once a year. 


Information Bulletin No. 4 contains zone numbers 
of postal districts within the Boston and Boston 
metropolitan areas, and was compiled mainly for the 
purpose of expediting mail deliveries. This docu- 
ment has also proven most helpful to stenographers 
and typists when addressing mail to the districts 
involved, which, in turn, facilitates the processing of 
mail by the Post Office Department. 


As many department heads were unaware of the 
many public and private urban renewal projects, 
both under construction and under consideration, 
it was felt that a cataloguing of these various projects 
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would keep department heads informed as to what 
was being done and what was being planned for the 
future. 


A table of information regarding compensation 
scales of the Commonwealth and other cities and 
towns in Massachusetts served a useful purpose when 
department heads were giving consideration to the 
never-ending pressure for pay raises. In many classi- 
fication-compensation scales, it was indicated that 
our employees are the highest paid; in other cate- 
gories we met the average salaries for specified 
ratings, and in others we were below the compensa- 
tion paid by some other Massachusetts cities and 
towns for specified jobs. All positions and classifica- 
tions could not possibly be compared, however, be- 
cause we have some titles and compensations which 
many of the smaller cities do not have. 


Tax rate factors and city and county budget sta- 
tistics were compiled by the Budget Division in 
conjunction with the City Auditor and the Assessor. 
The facts contained in this bulletin were most in- 
formative and enlightening and should be of ex- 
ceptional value to city officials in making comparisons 
in the future. 


Section 1 of Bulletin No. 8, assembled from various 
sources by the Budget Division, contains compara- 
tive tables of total receipts and expenditures during 
the past ten years, with some components separately 
tabulated and some other pertinent statistics added. 
Section 2 of Bulletin No. 8, compiled by the staff 
of the Equalization Survey Committee, summarizes 
assessments on real property over a ten-year period 
and tax rate computations for the same period. 


Section 3 of Bulletin No. 8 is a handbook for Boston 
city employees, the first official document of this 
character ever published in the history of the city, 
and was compiled by this department at the sug- 
gestion of the Director. This booklet is a convenient 
reference manual to answer many questions asked 
frequently by many city employees. As this was our 
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initial endeavor to compile an employees’ manual 
and as sufficient time was not afforded to go into 
detail on many matters, it will be necessary to revise 
and issue a revised manual at some later date, con- 
taining many other phases of employee administra- 
tion which we failed to include in the original docu- 
ment. 


BOARD MEETINGS 


As many of the information bulletins and memo- 
randa were a result of discussions held at Board 
meetings, there is no need of repeating them here. 
However, some of the other items discussed are of 
sufficient importance to include them herein in tabu- 
lar form. 


A) Collection of rentals on city-owned properties. 
There appeared to be some duplication of effort in 
the collection of said rentals, with both the Collecting 
Division of the Treasury Department and the Real 
Property Department collecting rentals, which re- 
sulted in confusion when balancing the books and 
retaining proper controls. It was resolved to com- 
mit all collections to the Collector-Treasurer, and 
this new procedure has eliminated the previous con- 
fusion and created a more businesslike method of 
handling the situation. 


B) The subject of postage meters for use in the 
Main Library, the Hospital Department, and the 
School Department was taken up on several occasions 
with a view to reducing postage costs in these three 
departments and relieving the Treasury Department 
of the responsibility of supplying loose stamps and 
perforating such stamps before issuance. The Li- 
brary Department is now utilizing a postage meter, 
but the School and Hospital Departments have failed, 
up to the present time, to initiate this new procedure, 
claiming they do not have sufficient space to set up a 
Central Mailing Unit, which they intend to establish 
in connection with their postage meter operations. 
We are hopeful that the matter can be resolved in 
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the near future in order that uniformity in postage 
and mailing operations will eventually become a 
reality in all city departments. 


C) Steady improvements in City Printing Plant 
operations have been the result of Board deliberations 
over the past five years, as is evidenced in the Annual 
Reports for those years. Last year consideration was 
given to a further improvement by eliminating indi- 
vidual appropriations for printing and office and 
stationery supplies. Although billings by the Print- 
ing Section for city departments have been reduced 
from twelve to two annually, it was felt that indi- 
vidual appropriations might be eliminated in the 
same manner as City Record appropriations were 
eliminated previously. However, definite action has 
not been taken on this new concept for the reason 
that it would require an amendment to the present 
ordinance and, in the event a sales tax were enacted, 
the distribution may be tied in with certain city 
operations for which the city would not receive the 
benefit of income if the present system of billing were 
abolished. It was the thinking of the Board that 
when and if the sales tax is enacted, it would be 
proper at that time to consider the feasibility of re- 
questing the school and county departments to 
utilize the Printing Plant for all their printing re- 
quirements. This procedure would tend to reduce 
costs for printing by both agencies, would eliminate 
individual appropriations, would increase production 
at the Printing Plant, and would reduce to a mini- 
mum the tremendous amount of paper work presently 
required to advertise and requisition printing from 
outside agencies, which has been the practice for a 
- great many years. 


D) A Remington-Rand control was established and 
is now maintained in the Buying Unit of the Pur- 
chasing Division, covering the physical inventory of 
all valuable equipment in the city government, and 
is being kept up to date by amending existing records 
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as changes are made. This is the first time since 
W.P.A. days that an inventory of this character has 
been established. 


E) Excise tax bills. Due to difficulties experienced 
in the past several years in securing prompt submis- 
sion of required information from the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles for the processing of Excise Tax Bills, 
a suggestion of this Board to improve the situation 
was adopted by the Registry Division this year and 
will go into effect when applications for 1960 regis- 
trations are made. The new concept includes the 
addition of a stub or carbon copy to the present form, 
which will be forwarded to the city or town con- 
cerned. This new system will be helpful in eliminat- 
ing some of the discrepancies which were brought to 
the attention of the Registrar the early part of the 
year, and will enable the cities and towns throughout 
the Commonwealth to process and mail excise tax 
bills more promptly and with less chance of error. 


F) Since the installation of the Univac, the City 
Auditor has been increasing the number of functions 
that ordinarily would be accomplished by manual 
labor and, as reference to the additional functions 
now applying to the Univac will be contained in the 
Auditor’s Report, further reference is omitted herein. 


G) During the latter part of 1958 a new process was 
adopted in the processing of poll tax bills, whereby 
the former practice of sending bills out to those sixty- 
five years of age and over, who, under the law, are 
eligible for abatements, was discontinued. Commit- 
ments are now made to the Collector-Treasurer for 
the total amount involved, and abatements are made 
automatically without requiring individuals to call at 
the Hall to secure the same. 


H) Unrealistic valuations on tax-exempt properties 
was another subject of several discussions which 
brought out the fact that we are actually using a 
fictitious percentage figure when claiming that 36 per 
cent of the total properties in Boston are tax exempt, 
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whereas the true percentage figure is probably closer 
to 27 per cent or somewhere in that vicinity. A case 
in point was the valuation placed on the land and 
buildings comprising the City Hall Annex, namely, 
$12,028,000, whereas it has been estimated by expert 
appraisers that the possible sale of both properties 
on today’s market would only bring in between 
$3,000,000 and $4,000,000. It has been the practice 
of street men for a great many years to disregard the 
placing of new values on tax-exempt property and to 
use the same valuations each year without giving any 
consideration to depreciation, obsolescence, or true 
market value. This matter was brought to the at- 
tention of the Assessor, but, in view of the many 
other duties of street men which will receive priority 
this year, it is doubtful that this phase of operations 
will be undertaken until 1961. In all probability, 
the number of new tax-exempt properties now being 
added to the tax rolls, or being contemplated, will 
offset the inequities that exist in this particular type 
of property at the present time. 


I) A new procedure was adopted this year by the 
Assessor in the processing of veterans’ abatements. 
Applications were forwarded to all eligible veterans, 
with an addressed envelope enclosed, for the return 
of the application together with the veteran’s cer- 
tificate of eligibility. After receipt of the applica- 
tion and certificate of eligibility, the amount of the 
abatement was endorsed as a credit on his tax bill 
before mailing and indicated the net amount due. 
Under this new procedure, the veteran is not obliged 
to make at least two trips to City Hall, as he was 
obliged to do in the past, the issuance of refund 
-checks has been eliminated, the veteran’s monthly 
mortgage payments have been reduced, and the 
amount of paper work involved previously has been 
substantially decreased. 


J) A suggestion was offered to consider the fea- 
sibility of working out some system whereby Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield deductions could be made on a 
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weekly basis rather than on a monthly basis, as it 
was pointed out that an employee receiving $84.75 a 
week, which is a high average, has a take-home pay of 
approximately $60 once a month, and this tends to 
create a hardship on many employees, especially 
those in the lower salary categories. The main 
objection to this idea was voiced by the City Auditor, 
who claimed that a changeover to weekly deductions 
would require the services of at least six additional 
employees and, in view of the fact that the city re- 
ceives no fee from the Blue Cross-Blue Shield or- 
ganization for the collecting service involved, the 
city would be obliged to bear the added expense. 


K) Utilization of advertising plates on metered 
mail was initiated this year, although recommenda- 
tions have been made previously. This advertising 
medium has proven to be valuable and most inex- 
pensive in the popularizing of major city attractions 
such as the Arts Festival, the Mayor’s Field Day, the 
Christmas Festival, etc. 


L) Emergency telephone calls outside of regular 
working hours created much discussion and delibera- 
tion on several occasions, but nothing definite was 
decided upon. It was brought out that the Fire, 
Police, and Hospital Departments and the Water 
Division of the Public Works Department presented 
no problem, but to contact other city departments in 
case of emergency outside of regular hours was 
difficult and, in many cases, impossible. A 24-hour 
service was suggested, but it was believed that such a 
system would require the services of at least two 
additional operators, and this was not considered 
feasible. A phone-answering service was also sug- 
gested, with the thought in mind that home tele- 
phone numbers of responsible department and divi- 
sion heads be supplied in order that contacts might 
be made for the correction at the earliest possible 
moment of any serious mishaps that might be 
detrimental to the health and safety of the public.

M) The filing of annual reports, which is required 
under Section 24, Chapter 3, of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947, was a subject of lengthy discussion 
at several meetings, including department heads 
meetings, because of the laxity of certain depart- 
ments in filing reports until a year or two after the 
year for which the report was compiled. It was 
pointed out that by the time certain reports were 
compiled and printed they were of little value except 
to the departments concerned. The Mayor, natu- 
rally, was unaware of much of this important 
information at the time when it would have been 
most useful. Periodic checks were made during the 
year with all city departments to accelerate this 
ordinance requirement, with the result that annual 
reports were submitted at an earlier date last year 
than at any time in the past quarter of a century. 


N) At the recommendation of the Board and ap- 
proval of the Mayor, all city employees, including 
emergency and provisional appointees, are now 
obliged to take physical examinations before they are 
hired. Prior to this ruling, emergency and provi- 
sional employees were appointed without a physical 
examination, and this resulted in the city being 
obliged to pay workmen’s compensation to certain 
temporary or provisional employees who would re- 
port ‘‘sick’”’ for a lengthy period of time shortly after 
they had been hired. In many cases it was difficult to 
prove that such individuals’ sickness was existent 
prior to or on the date of their appointment, and, 
therefore, the city was liable to pay workmen’s com- 
pensation for many months or until such time as such 
individuals had completely recovered. Although all 
departments under the control of the Mayor are gov- 
erned by this new procedure, we have been experi- 
encing some difficulty in having county and cafeteria 
employees in the School Department comply. 
County officials and the School Department have 
been requested to cooperate, but have been reluctant 
to do so up to the present time. When and if some of 
these employees hired during the past year are 
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obliged to apply for workmen’s compensation, they 
might find that the Law Department will have found 
some legal basis for not honoring such applications. 


O) Mimeograph operations at the Printing Plant 
have not been working out satisfactorily, and a sug- 
gestion was made to transfer this function to City 
Hall, either in the office of the Machine Repair Unit 
or some other suitable location. The advantages of 
transferring mimeograph operations to the Hall are 
threefold, namely:

Elimination of high production costs. (The 
appointment of a female operator at a salary 
commensurate with that paid for such oper- 
ations in private industry as against salaries 
now being paid to members of the Typo- 
graphical Union, whose duties should be de- 
voted to machinery of a more highly technical 
character, would result in substantial sav- 
ings.) 


Production would be speeded up consider- 
ably. (At the present time if a union member 
at the Printing Plant is working on another 
machine, mimeograph operations are de- 
layed.) 


The proximity of a Central Mimeograph Unit 
to the Hall and Annex, with a full-time 
operator available at all times, would be an 
incentive for all departments in the Hall and 
Annex to take advantage of this service and 
utilize mimeograph production in many cases 
where printing is requested at the present 
time. 

The above suggestion was not acted upon 
for the reason that sufficient space was not 
available in the Office Machine Repair Unit 
and, secondly, because the hiring of an addi- 
tional permanent employee would be con- 
trary to the provisions of the ‘‘ White Paper 
Agreement.” 
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P) At the recommendation of the Board, a general 
inventory was compiled by the Purchasing Division 
covering office machines and equipment, office furni- 
ture, and automotive equipment. This information 
was transferred to IBM key punch cards and, as 
changes are made in various categories, cards are 
amended accordingly, thereby resulting in an up-to- 
date inventory control of all such items. The in- 
ventory does not include hospital or library equip- 
ment up to the present time, but it is intended to 
review these reports and possibly incorporate them 
into the central control. 


Q) A new telephone system was installed with the 
thought in mind of eliminating as many private 
phones as possible and reducing outside calls to a 
minimum. A three-digit dialing system for reaching 
departments and individuals throughout the city 
government was inaugurated, thereby decreasing the 
number of operators necessary to handle business 
calls. The positions of two operators were eliminated 
through retirement, and it is believed that even- 
tually there will be no need for operators to handle 
intercity departmental calls. 


R) With a view to reducing paper work, saving 
time, and expediting delivery of minor items which 
are purchased individually in small lots during the 
course of a year, a recommendation was made to 
review all 1960 budgets for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing the various types of similar materials being re- 
quested by various departments. By following this 
procedure it would then be possible to purchase such 
materials in larger lots at lower costs. To improve 
on this procedure it was also recommended that con- 
sideration be given to the setting up of a revolving 
fund for the purchasing of items costing $25 or less, 
which would result in additional savings of paper 
work and time. As it was felt that certain complica- 
tions might arise in the event such procedures were 
adopted without giving consideration to the ordi-. 
nances and other factors that might be involved from 
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a budgetary standpoint, it was the consensus that 
action on both matters should be delayed and given 
further study during the year 1960. 


As a result of the revision of Boston’s credit rating 
by Moody’s Investor Service from A to BAA, the 
City Auditor prepared and issued a most interesting 
and informative document, under date of November 
I2, 1959, entitled ‘‘ Boston’s Credit,’’ which, because 
of its importance, is being incorporated herein. 


BOSTON’S CREDIT 


Boston’s credit rating, recently revised by Moody’s Investors 
Service from A to BAA, is another indication of the general 
awareness of the serious and complex financial problem facing 
the city. In their analysis of the reasons for their action, 
Moody’s states that a ranking problem concerns high govern- 
ment expense intensified by a near-steady decline in the tax 
base, resulting in a high tax rate which has become distinctly 
onerous. In addition, Moody’s analysis alleges that com- 
paratively little progress has been made in counteraction to 
urban deterioration, and the city’s economy has been declining 
due to population shifts and the development of industrial 
centers outside the New England area, and, of more import- 
ance, the new industrial development which has taken place 
in the metropolitan area, particularly on the perimeter of the 
city along Route 128. 


The effect of this change in credit rating might mean a pos- 
sible increase of one quarter of 1 per cent in interest costs on 
future borrowings and a possible narrowing of the market for 
Boston bonds. 


While there can be general agreement with these facts and 
while a down-grading in credit rating is serious, the situation 
is not as serious as it might first appear. The financial structure 
of the city is essentially sound and there certainly is no danger 
of any default of any municipal obligation. The tax collection 
record is satisfactory, with 86.376 per cent of the 1959 levy 
collected as of November 6, 1959. The debt picture is sound. 
In 1959 Boston will have paid off $17,990,000 of long-term debt 
and will issue this month $5,800,000, meaning that the direct 
funded debt will have been reduced this year by $12,190,000. 
Of the gross funded debt of the city, amounting to $158,390,500 
as of October 31, 1959, $55,893,500—representing rapid 
transit and traffic tunnel debt —is completely covered by 
sinking fund reserves. Very important to note is the fact that 
this sinking fund debt is graded AA. For the remaining general 
obligation city debt in the amount of $102,497,000, there are 
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sinking fund reserves of approximately $3,650,000. There are 
loans authorized but not issued amounting to $64,087,000, of 
which $5,800,000 will be issued this month, and $5,837,000 of 
which will probably never beissued. There is no precise method 
of determining how much debt a municipality can carry. In 
general, debt-paying capacity must be gauged by the amount 
and quality of the municipality’s resources. For practical 
purposes, the assessed valuations on real and personal property, 
which provide the major source of revenue, must be considered 
the tangible resources of the city. On this basis the ratio of the 
net debt of the city, i.e., debt which has been issued for which 
there is no sinking fund reserve and for which the funds for 
redemption must be appropriated in the tax levy, to the total 
assessed valuations is approximately 6.75 per cent. On the 
basis of population, Boston’s per capita debt is $136. In the 
same issue of Moody’s Bond Survey wherein was reported the 
analysis of Boston’s lowered credit standing, a report was made 
concerning a bond issue of Wake County, North Carolina, 
rated AA. The comparable figures of Wake County were 
7.8 per cent, the ratio of debt to assessed valuations, and $100 
per capita debt. On this comparative basis, Boston rated BAA 
compares very favorably with Wake County rated AA. 


Boston’s short-term debt picture is also very good. In 1959 
Boston issued $55,000,000 of short-term debt in anticipation of 
tax revenues. These notes were to be paid off as follows: 
November 2, 1959 — $15,000,000; November 3, 1959 — $20,- 
000,000; November 4, 1959 — $15,000,000; and November 5, 
1959 — $5,000,000. Interest on these borrowings amounted to 
$543,770.42. On November 2, 1959, there was on deposit in 
New York banks all of the funds needed for the payment of 
this debt and interest, and at the same time there was on deposit 
in Boston banks approximately $50,000,000 to finance the city 
for the balance of the year. No more short-term borrowings 
will be needed in 1959, and it is extremely likely that Boston 
will not be in the market until February, 1960, for any more 
short-term loans. There will be no outstanding short-term 
loans at the end of this fiscal year to be carried over into 1960. 
Unquestionably, the 1957 funding loan legislation is accomplish- 
ing the purpose for which it was conceived — the stabilization 
of the city’s finances. Provisions of this legislation, initiated 
by city financial officials, plugged up loopholes which had con- 
tributed in the past to some of the city’s financial difficulties. 


Boston’s basic resources are still tremendous. The largest 
city in New England and the hub of a metropolitan area con- 
taining sixty-five municipalities with a population of more 
than 2,500,000, Boston is the commercial, financial, and service 
center for a metropolitan area which ranks sixth in the United 
States. The supply center of retail trade throughout most of 
the New England area and upper New York State, the capital 
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city of the Commonwealth is the marketing and distributing 
point for the densely populated and highly industrialized area. 
Possessor of one of the best natural seaports on the east coast 
and one of the best situated airports of any major city in the 
country, Boston is the terminus of three trunk-line railroads 
and eight major air transport systems. Boston’s educational 
and medical institutions are known throughout the world. 
Rich in culture and historical tradition, the city has attractions 
for conventions that few other cities possess. 


Boston’s future is bright. The effect of the efforts of the 
Massachusetts Port Authority to rebuild the port has not yet 
been realized because of the short time the Authority has been 
in existence. A tremendously valuable natural resource, the 
port of Boston will bring in trade and commerce to the economic 
advantage of the entire area. The airport expansion program, 
also under the direction of the Massachusetts Port Authority, 
will contribute to the realization of economic potentialities. 
The new construction planned for downtown Boston will 
change the face of the city. The Prudential Center, of which 
the new municipal auditorium will be a part, is one of the 
largest private projects ever undertaken in the United States. 
The government center will stabilize values in a section of the 
city sorely in need of rehabilitation. There has been consider- 
able major construction in the city, some of it completed within 
the past two years and more under construction. To name 
a few of the projects: the Boston Globe building, the Herald- 
Traveler building, the Travelers Insurance building, the Liberty 
Mutual building, the IBM building, the Remington-Rand 
building, the Blue Cross-Blue Shield building, the George 
Robert White Fund building, the Graybar Electric building, 
and many other lesser projects. All of this construction 
represents the investment of millions of dollars. Certainly this 
indicates confidence in the future of Boston. The construction 
of the second vehicular traffic tunnel under Boston Harbor, 
estimated to cost $29,000,000, is under way. The opening of 
the Southeast Expressway-Central Artery link is another 
major step forward in the economic progress of the city. 


True, many serious problems face the city. They all can and 
will be solved. The sincere cooperation of civic organizations, 
private citizens and our suburban residents is most necessary. 
The economic health and welfare not only of the metropolitan 
area but also of the entire New England area depends upon the 
economic health and welfare of Boston. Let the apostles of 
doom change their tune and face instead the bright prospects 
which lie ahead. 


Be optimists! Don’t sell Boston short!

ADMINISTRATIVE DIVISION 


This division was established mainly for the pur- 
pose of carrying out the policies and directives of the 
administration, of the Director of Administrative 
Services, and the Administrative Services Board. 
Its functions are varied and numerous and are all 
facets of municipal administration. The more 
important accomplishments of the division for the 
year 1959 are listed herewith: 


I. Minutes of all Board meetings have been 
compiled and copies supplied to each mem- 
ber. 

2. The Fourth Conferama on Municipal Ad- 
ministration was organized and conducted, 
and a report is at present being prepared for 
publication. 
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3. Eight information bulletins and sixteen mem- 
oranda were compiled and distributed among 
city departments, to which reference was 
made earlier in this report. 


4. Direct supervision of the equalization survey 
study, as delegated to this division, was con- 
tinued and completed by December 31, with 
the return of the Senior Administrative 
Analyst to his regular duties. 


5. Surveys and reports from other departments 
and from some outside agencies were re- 
viewed and channeled through this division. 


6. The annual report of the department, to- 
gether with the annual report of the Public 
Safety Commission, were compiled by this 
division, and annual reports from other 
departments were reviewed for the purpose of 
eliminating duplications in reporting. 


7. Several reports on the ‘White Paper Agree- 
ment’’ were prepared prior to the termina- 
tion of the agreement under date of March 31. 


8. Minutes of all department heads meetings 
have been compiled and distributed, to de- 
partment heads and to the press. 


In view of the Director’s added duties as chairman 
of various committees to which the Administrative 
Secretary has been assigned as secretary, the follow- 
ing additional work, consisting of the recording of 
the minutes and the distribution of copies of same 
to the various committee members, has been per- 
formed for the following committees and com- 
missions: 

a) Equalization Survey Committee and Mayor’s 
Realty Advisory Committee 

b) Government Center Commission 

c) Public Safety Commission 

d) South Station Garage Committee 

e) Urban Renewal Coordinating Committee 
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The resulting coordination of current information, 
gained by active participation in the above com- 
mittee work, has proven to be of real value in resolv- 
ing matters concerned with over-all administration. 


BUDGET DIVISION 


This division, as you know, is responsible for the 
assembling and compiling of the annual and supple- 
mentary budgets after careful studies have been 
made on each individual request for funds. The 
preparation of the annual budget is a time-consuming 
operation, which commences in December of a given 
year and continues until final Council approval is 
secured by the first Monday in April. During the 
balance of the year, analysts are occupied with vari- 
ous surveys and studies pertaining to departmental 
operations, with a view to improving efficiency in 
the matter of disbursing funds allocated. 


Budget analyzing during the past year has resulted 
in a decrease in the number of permanent employees, 
recommended decreases in certain categories for the 
1960 budget, and a more systematic approach to per- 
formance budgeting. Much more should be done, 
however, but this will take considerably more time 
than was anticipated when the performance budget 
was adopted in 1955. 


The screening of purchase requisitions, requisitions 
for transfer of funds, and requests for permission to 
award contracts have been given special attention 
during the past year and have resulted in the elimina- 
tion of the former practice of overbuying, overspend- 
ing, and the awarding of contracts with insufficient 
funds being allocated for the purpose. 


PERSONNEL DIVISION 


The administration of the city and county com- 
pensation and classification plans, personnel proce- 
dures, and statistics have been maintained by this 
division in an efficient manner. 
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A final monthly report in connection with the so- 
called White Paper of 1957 was submitted to the 
Director as of March 31, 1959. 


Subsequent monthly reports showing the number 
of employees working and the number of existing 
vacancies, by department, were compiled and sub- 
mitted to the Director. Quarterly reports, indicating 
the total number of employees working, were also 
prepared for comparisons with previous periods. 


The punch card system established in 1958 for the 
purpose of correlating personnel records of individual 
employees was discontinued for the time being, due to 
the difficulty and inconvenience in arranging for the 
punching of the cards and other operations involving 
the system. The Remington-Rand machines are 
located in the Auditing Department, and, after an 
extended trial period, it was determined that the 
information expected from the cards could be ob- 
tained more quickly by the use of the routine per- 
sonnel record system of the division. 


Many inquiries were received from other cities and 
agencies for comparative salary rates and employee 
benefits. All such requests were answered and the 
desired information provided. In this connection a 
new file was set up in the division to provide, as much 
as possible, immediate statistical information when 
required. 


A reprint of the Compensation and Classification 
Plans for City of Boston Employees (Document 39- 
1959) was completed. There were so many amend- 
ments to the plans as printed in Document 36-1958 
that it became necessary to print an up-to-date 
document. 


The Classification and Compensation Plans for 
the Officers and Employees of Suffolk County is also 
being reprinted (Document 40-1959). ‘This is the 
first reprint of the original Document 57-1952 and 
is made necessary by the many amendments to this 
plan as originally established. 
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COMPLAINTS DIVISION 


This division has been rendering exceptional serv- 
ice to the public at a minimum cost since its estab- 
lishment in 1954. Prior to its establishment, there 
was no central agency to which the public could turn 
for the registering of complaints, and, many times, 
complaints were directed to the incorrect agency 
with the result that little or no action was ever 
taken by the department or agency contacted. This 
condition has been rectified and complaints now 
receive immediate attention and are followed through 
to final adjudication. 


The system of processing complaints has been im- 
proving each year, cooperation among departments 
has been excellent, and, although its services might 
be expanded to include a Central Information and 
Public Relations Bureau, it is not considered feasible 
at this time as it would require the hiring of addi- 
tional personnel and the relocating of the division in 
a more permanent area on the first floor in City 
Hall, where facilities at the present time are just not 
available. Plans are being made, however, for such 
an agency in the new City Hall, where space has 
been allocated on the first floor of the proposed new 
structure. 


Some of the more important complaints registered 
concerned defective sidewalks and roadways; viola- 
tions of the Building, Fire, and Housing Codes; 
clogged catch basins, removal of snow, and sanding 
of slippery streets. Many complaints were received 
regarding dilapidated buildings throughout the city, 
many of which were razed through the cooperation 
of John A. Murray, the Director of Demolition and 
Restoration. Owners of other structures, which 
could not be legally razed, were requested to make 
repairs, and many who did not comply were taken 
into court by the Building Department. 


Our reference to the possible expansion of the 
functions of this division prompts us to mention 
that, as a result of publicity received when the 
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division was established, many requests for informa- 
tion concerning the city, such as its hotels, motels, 
and historic points of interest, were received and 
handled to the best degree, considering that no 
funds were available for the publication of suitable 
pamphlets or booklets by the city. We were obliged 
to secure literature from the Chamber of Commerce 
and the Boston Hotel Association, which agencies 
were most cooperative when and if they had the 
required literature on hand. We are hopeful that 
this unusual procedure will be abolished as soon as 
an opportunity presents itself to enlarge the division, 
locate it in a more accessible area, and secure the 
funds necessary to operate a first class Complaints 


and Public Relations Division. 


PURCHASING DIVISION 


During the past year the Purchasing Division has 
been improving its inventory control of office furni- 
ture and office equipment, which was inaugurated in 
1958. This new inventory control should serve a dual 
purpose during the coming year — namely, it will 
relieve all departments from the responsibility of re- 
taining individual records of equipment and it will 
be an important source of information for the equip- 
ment consultants, who are to make a survey of 
present equipment and new equipment requirements 
in connection with the construction of a new City 
Hall. 

The repairing of old office furniture at Deer Island 
for replacement has been a real money-saving device 


and has precluded the necessity of purchasing many 
items of new furniture when requests from depart- 


ments are submitted. 

The over-all purchases for the year amounted to 
$10,000,000, covering in the vicinity of some 20,000 
individual requisitions which required processing and 


final action. 


ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES DEPARTMENT 27 


OFFICE MACHINE REPAIR UNIT 


This is the fourth year this unit has been in oper- 
ation, and it has proven that it is not only a money- 
saving agency but has rendered a service with which 
outside firms could not compete. During the year, 
2,059 inspections on typewriters were made, con- 
sisting of cleaning, oiling, and minor repairs. There 
were 749 emergency calls answered for repairs re- 
quiring immediate attention. The cost for this serv- 
ice, in the event the city entered into contracts with 
outside firms, would be in the vicinity of $19,000. 
The cost of operations for the unit during the past 
year was $9,035, which includes the salaries of two 
technicians; in other words, a savings of $9,965 was 
realized. 


Services to departments included all those located 
in the City Hall and Annex, the old and new Court 
Houses, the Public Welfare Department on Hawkins 
street, the Health Department in Haymarket square, 
the Law Department at 11 Beacon street, the Print- 
ing Section on North street, the Parks and Recre- 
ation Department at 33 Beacon street, and the 
Veterans’ Graves and Veterans’ Services Depart- 
ments, located at 14 State street and 18 Cornhill, 
respectively. Other departments remote from the 
City Hall area send in their broken machines to the 
shop and pick them up when repaired, via truck. 


On short notice the unit equipped an office with 
typewriters from the typewriter pool for the Inaugu- 
ral Committee and for the Christmas Basket Fund 
group during December. The typewriter pool itself 
deserves mention here, as it has loaned many ma- 
chines throughout the year for replacements and has 
saved the cost of renting machines, which adds to the 
savings mentioned above. ‘Twenty machines were 
condemned as being worn or damaged beyond eco- 
nomical repair, and these damaged machines will be 
traded in when the city is obliged to purchase new 
machines. 
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PRINTING SECTION 


The Printing Section is one of the many organiza- 
tional units, all of whose appropriations make up the 
over-all budget compiled for the City of Boston. 
With the performance of its primary mission, service 
to all other departments, the analogy ends, and the 
anomaly begins. 

The Printing Section operates under an ap- 
propriation which is estimated in anticipation of 
orders from other city departments, whether or not 
each department uses its prerogative and orders from 
the Printing Section instead of from outside sup- 


pliers. 

The costs of such operation cover the paper stock, 
printing materials, various and sundry supplies, in 
addition to the maintenance of the printing equip- 
ment on an efficient basis. The operation of the 
Printing Section is carried on in a business-like 
manner, taking advantage of all improved methods 
of production and printing, and during the year 1959 
demonstrated a savings of 16 per cent as compared 
with the year 1956, the first year the Addressograph 
equipment was utilized.

The Printing Section not only is required to 
operate within the limitations of its own budget 
without jeopardizing the efficiency of operating 
methods, but it must also seek out new methods or 
diversification of old processes which will ultimately 
reflect in the reduced costs of other organizational 
units. 

The following tabulation is submitted as concrete 
evidence of reductions effected in printing costs of 
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the four departments that have received greatest 
benefits from the standardization of forms, and the 
installation of the Addressograph-Multigraph proc- 
ess:

The decrease in the number of jobs was accom- 
plished through the standardization of forms. The 
increase in the Assessing Department figure is ex- 
plained by the fact that $8,o00 of this total is the 
charge for printing the poll tax bills, lists, and com- 
mitments, a service we were not equipped to perform 
for the Assessing Department in 1956. 


Supplemental benefits enjoyed by these depart- 
ments include a statistical count of total persons 
in each ward and precinct; bursting and separation 
of poll tax forms; $30,000 annual savings to the Police 
Department by the adoption of a recommended 
preprinted card form used by the police officer in 
resident listing; annual savings of $20,000 in over- 
time charges through the use of these 500,000 cards 
prepared from previous listing. 

We are constantly seeking to expand our horizons 
of operations in order to increase our volume without 
compromising our avowed object of reducing operat- 
ing costs. 

The 16 per cent reduction in costs since 1956 has 
been accomplished in the face of step-rate increases, 
promotional increases, and other increases granted 
to our union-member employees, a resulting average 
of 19.9 per cent. In January, 1956, the average 
salary was $90.18, compared to an average salary 
of $107.60 in January, 1960. 

We shall continue on the program of attrition by 
not replacing employees who have terminated em- 
ployment in the Printing Section. 
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ART COMMISSION 


The activities of the Art Commission for the year 
embraced the following services: 


a) A new bronze sword for the Shaw Memorial 
(carried over from the 1958 budget). 


b) Shoring up of the Shaw Memorial to prevent 
further damages. 

c) Replacing missing parts on the White Memo- 
rial Clinic fountain. 


d) A photographic record was made of all city- 
owned property in charge of the Art Com- 
mission. 


This commission, in cooperation with the Park 
Commission, has met repeatedly in consultation on 
the project to beautify the Mall along the Tremont 
Street side of the Common and approved the design 
for the water feature and plaza opposite West street; 
in addition, a portrait bust of Alice Stone Blackwell 
was also approved for presentation by the Boston 
League of Women Voters to the Boston Public 
Library. 

SUMMARY 


This is the sixth year that the Administrative 
services Department has been functioning under the 
general reorganization of the city government, which 
took place in 1954. We have endeavored, during 
this time, to modernize municipal operations, to keep 
informed as to how other large cities in the country 
are solving mutual problems, to increase efficiency in 
government and to decrease or eliminate expendi- 
tures wherever possible or feasible. We believe we 
have made some real progress in the right direction, 
but, nevertheless, there is much more to be accom- 
plished, and we can only hope that those who will 
be responsible for future operations, after some of 
us have taken our leave with the advent of the new 
administration, will review our past achievements 
with a view to reaching some of the goals to which 
we aspired. 
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In addition to being Chairman of the Administra- 
tive Services Board, our Chairman has had the 
privilege of serving as Chairman on four other boards 
or committees, namely, the Equalization Survey 
committee, the Urban Renewal Coordinating Com- 
mittee, the Public Safety Commission and the South 
Station Garage Committee, and as a member of the 
Government Center Commission, which was acti- 
vated the latter part of 1958. This has afforded us 
an opportunity to receive the benefit of his diversi- 
fied activities in municipal operations, which were 
most helpful in our deliberations. 

We are keenly aware of the tremendous task ahead 
and trust you will convey to the new members of the 
Board our sincere and best wishes for success in 
their future endeavors.

In accordance with section 20 of chapter 521 of the 
Acts of 1922 and section 20 (5) (i) of chapter 658 of the 
Acts of 1945, the Boston Retirement Board respectfully 
submits a combined annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1959. 


The Retirement Board is composed of three members, 
Walter J. Malloy, City Clerk, appointed by the Mayor, 
City Auditor Joseph P. Lally (ex officio), and John C. 
Kabachus, elected by the membership. Mr. Malloy was 
elected chairman by Mr. Lally and Mr. Kabachus. The 
City Treasurer is the custodian of the funds, and Mr. 
Paul L. Carty is secretary and executive officer. 
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SECTION I 


STATE-BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


With the acceptance by the Mayor and the City 
Council on June 5, 1946, of chapter 658 of the Acts of 
1945, as amended by chapter 166 of the Acts of 1946, 
the State-Boston Retirement System for employees of 
the City of Boston and County of Suffolk was estab- 
lished on October 1, 1946. 


By the operation of that law, persons entering the 
employment of the City of Boston and County of Suffolk 
after September 30, 1946, whose compensation is paid 
by the City of Boston, automatically became members 
of the State-Boston Retirement System, unless in- 
eligible under its provisions, and the Boston Retirement 
System, which was established on February 1, 1923, 
by chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922, was closed to new 
members. 


Every person whose employment began prior to 
October 1, 1946, whether he was a member of the 
Boston Retirement System or had other pension rights 
or no pension rights at all, was given an opportunity, 
under certain conditions of make-up payments, to join 
the State-Boston Retirement System during the three- 
month period between October 1, 1946, and December 
31, 1946. 


By chapter 520 of the Acts of 1947 the employees were 
given an additional year and a half to join the State- 
Boston Retirement System. 


By chapter 355 of the Acts of 1950 the State-Boston 
Retirement System was reopened for a sixty-day period, 
for another period of sixty days by chapter 379 of the 
Acts of 1952, and for another ninety-day period by 
chapter 684 of the Acts of 1954. 


Chapter 391 of the Acts of 1958 reopened the State- 
Boston Retirement System, effective October 1, 1957, 
and provided for the acceptance of membership for 
non-members and Boston Retirement System members 
for an indefinite period. 
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The following tables show in detail the receipts and 


payments of the State-Boston Retirement 
the fiscal year ending December 31, 1959.

INFORMATION RELATIVE TO PROVISIONS OF 
THE STATE-BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


CONDITIONS FOR RETIREMENT 


(Member in Service) 


1. Superannuation Retirement — at any time be- 
tween ages fifty-five and seventy, or at any time before 
age fifty-five after having completed twenty or more 
years of creditable service. 

2. Compulsory Retirement — Group I, last day of 
the month in which the member attains age seventy. 
Officials and general employees including clerical, ad- 
ministrative, and technical workers, laborers, mechan- 
ics, and all others not otherwise classified. 

Group II, last day of the month in which the member 
attains age sixty-five. Members of Police and Fire De- 
partments not classified in Group I. Members whose 
regular and major duties require them to have the care 
and custody of prisoners or insane persons or of defective 
delinquents. 

3. Ordinary Disability — A member of the retire- 
ment system who has not attained age fifty-five and 
who has completed fifteen or more years of creditable 
service, or a member who is a veteran, as defined by 
law, who has completed ten or more years of creditable 
service and while under the maximum age for his 
group, may be retired by the Retirement Board subject 
to whatever proof of disability it may require. Such a 
aS must be permanently incapacitated for further 

uty. 
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4. Accidental Disability — In order to be eligible for 
retirement under this provision a member must be 
totally and permanently incapacitated for further duty 
through an injury sustained or a hazard undergone in 
the performance of his duties, before attaining the 
maximum age for his group, and retirement will be 
allowed only if (a) notice was given to the Retirement 
Board within ninety days of the occurrence or (b) ap- 
plication for such retirement is filed within two years 
of the occurrence or (c) the member received workmen’s 
compensation for the same injury or, if a member of 
Group II, a record of the injury is on file in his depart- 
ment. Such a member must be permanently incapaci- 
tated for further duty. 


In case of application for either form of disability 
retirement, a physician’s report stating the nature of 
the disability, its cause and likelihood of being perma- 
ent, should accompany the application. 


Determination of eligibility for either form of disability 
retirement is made by a medical panel consisting of a 
physician appointed by the State Commissioner of 
Public Health, one appointed by the Retirement Board, 
and the third representing the employee member. The 
Retirement Board will act upon the recommendation of 
this panel. 


RE-EXAMINATION OF MEMBERS RETIRED FOR 
DISABILITY 


The Retirement Board may require the re-examination 
at stated intervals of any member under age sixty pre- 
viously retired for disability. If the re-examination 
shows that the retired member is engaged or able to 
engage in a gainful occupation, the amount of his al- 
lowance may be reduced. If the member’s physical 
condition after such examination permits, the Retire- 
ment Board may order his reinstatement with the ap- 
proval of the head of his department. 


REPORT OF INCOME 


In accordance with chapter 684 of the Acts of 1958, 
all members retired due to disability shall report to the 
retiring authority any income received from gainful 
occupation. The law further provides that if the in- 
come from gainful occupation added to the pension pay- 
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ment exceeds the regular compensation which would 
have been paid to the member had he continued in 
service, such excess shall be refunded to the Retirement 
Board. 


SERVICE RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Upon retirement at age fifty-five or over, the retire- 
ment allowance is based on age, number of years of 
creditable service, and salary. An additional sum of 
$15 per year, or any fraction thereof, not to exceed $300, 
is allowed if the member is a veteran. In no event 
shall the retirement allowance exceed 80 per cent of 
either the highest five-consecutive-year average or the 
highest two-consecutive-year average salary, whichever 
is applicable in individual cases. 


ORDINARY DISABILITY RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Upon retirement after ten or more years of creditable 
service, a member who is a veteran will be paid a retire- 
ment allowance which consists of a pension equal to 
one half of the regular compensation for one year im- 
mediately preceding date of retirement, plus an annuity 
based on his accumulated deductions. 


Upon retirement after fifteen or more years of credit- 
able service but at an age under fifty-five years, a non- 
veteran will receive a retirement allowance based on 
years of creditable service and salary, without regard 
to age of the member but on a basis of age fifty-five. 


ACCIDENTAL DISABILITY RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Retirement allowance paid under this provision 
consists of a pension equal to two thirds of the annual 
rate of regular compensation on the date of the accident 
or the average rate for the last twelve months during 
which regular compensation was received, whichever 
is greater. In addition, $312 per annum is payable for 
each surviving dependent child under age eighteen, or 
for each surviving child over age eighteen, if unmarried 
and physically or mentally incapacitated from earning; 
plus an annuity based on the member’s accumulated 
deductions, providing that such pension and annuity 
shall not increase the total allowance to more than the 
annual rate on which the pension is based. 
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TERMINATION RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Any member who upon completing twenty or more 
years of creditable service before attaining age fifty-five 
resigns or voluntarily terminates his service may receive 
a superannuation retirement allowance. 

Such superannuation retirement allowance is deter- 
mined by the age and contributions of the member. 

Any member who after attaining age fifty-five resigns, 
fails of re-election, fails of reappointment, or is removed 
or discharged from his office or position without moral 
turpitude on his part, or any such member whose office 
or position is abolished, may receive a superannuation 
retirement allowance. 

Such retirement allowance is calculated on the basis 
of age, years of creditable service, and salary. 

Any member, after completing twenty or more years 
of creditable service, whose office or position is abolished 
and any member who has completed thirty or more 
years of creditable service before attaining age fifty-five 
may receive a retirement allowance. 

Such retirement allowance consists of a pension equal 
to at least one third of the highest two consecutive 
years’ average salary, plus an annuity based on his age 
and accumulated deductions. 


OpTIOoNS AT RETIREMENT 


Option (a): Retirement allowance under this option 
is the largest amount possible and payments cease at 
death. 

Option (b): Retirement allowance under this option 
contains a refund annuity and is smaller than Option 
(a). This allowance is so calculated that in the event 
of death before the total payments under the annuity 
portion of the allowance equals the amount of the 
accumulated total deductions to the member’s credit 
at the date of retirement, the balance is paid to the 
beneficiary. 

Option (c): Retirement allowance under this option 
is smaller than Option (a) and is so calculated that 
upon the death of the member two thirds of such smaller 
allowance is payable to the beneficiary. This allowance 
is so calculated that the age and sex of the beneficiary 
will affect the amount. Such beneficiary may be the 
spouse, child, father, mother, brother, or sister. If the 
beneficiary dies before the effective date of retirement, 
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member may make a new election of either of the three 
options. After the retirement allowance becomes effec- 
tive, the death of the beneficiary, before the death of the 
member, elected under Option (c) does not alter the 
allowance. 

Any member retired for either ordinary or accidental 
disability may elect to receive his retirement allowance 
paid in accordance with Option (a) or Option (6). 

No payment shall be made if a retirement allowance 
is computed to be less than $360 per year. In such 
cases a member will receive a refund of his total deduc- 
tions and interest. 


If any retirement allowance is computed to be more 
than $360 but less than $600 per year, the member may 
elect to receive the retirement allowance or a cash 
refund of his total deductions and interest. 


If any retirement allowance is computed to be more 
than $600 per year, the retirement allowance must be 
paid. 

SURVIVORSHIP ALLOWANCE 


The 1958 amendments to the retirement statutes im- 
proved substantially the provisions to surviving widows 
of members of the State-Boston Retirement System, 
namely, chapter 614 of the Acts of 1958, as amended by 
chapter 515 of the Acts of 1959 and further amended 
by chapter 617 of the Acts of 1959, effective October 3, 
1958. 


The statutes now provide that if a member in service 
who has completed two years or more of creditable serv- 
ice dies and leaves a wife to whom he had been married 
for at least three years, such widow shall receive an allow- 
ance of $100 a month. If there are any children who 
are under age eighteen, or over said age and physically 
or mentally incapacitated for earning, there is an addi- 
tional allowance of $50 a month for one child plus an 
allowance of $385 a month for each additional child. 


If there is no surviving widow, or if the widow dies, 
such amount as would be payable to a widow shall be 
paid in equal shares to such children surviving. If 
the widow remarries, all payments shall terminate, and 
thereafter each child shail be paid $35 monthly. 


The allowance paid to any widow shall be reduced by 
the amount of any benefits payable to such widow or 
child as old age and survivors’ insurance benefit pay- 
ments under the Federal Social Security Act. 
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OTHER BENEFICIARIES 


Other beneficiaries who are eligible to receive a sur- 
vivorship allowance are: child, father, mother, brother, or 
sister, providing one is named on a prescribed form and 
such form is on file at the Retirement Board at the time 
of the death of the member in service. 

A member may name any person as beneficiary to 
receive a lump sum payment. The lump sum payment 
shall include the total contributions made by the mem- 
ber and the interest applied thereto. 


ACCIDENTAL DEATH BENEFIT 


Upon proper proof that any member in service died 
as the natural and proximate result of a personal injury 
sustained or a hazard undergone as a result of and in 
the performance of his duties, without serious and wilful 
misconduct on his part, the Board shall grant accidental 
death benefits to his beneficiary or beneficiaries, as the 
case may be. 

The allowance granted under this section consists 
of a pension equal to two thirds of the annual rate of 
regular compensation on the date of such injury or 
equal to two thirds of the average annual rate of regular 
compensation for the twelve-month period for which 
he last received regular compensation immediately pre- 
ceding the date of death, whichever is greater, and an 
additional pension at the rate of $312 yearly for each 
dependent child under age eighteen, or if over said age 
and physically or mentally incapacitated for earning. 

In no event shall the total yearly amount of pension 
exceed the annual rate on which the pension is based. 

In addition, a lump sum payment of the members’ 
total contributions and interest shall be paid to his 
surviving beneficiary or beneficiaries entitled thereto. 


REFUNDS 


Upon withdrawal because of resignation or dismissal 
at any time before attaining age fifty-five years, a 
member shall receive a refund of his total contributions 
and interest, or, if otherwise eligible, a retirement 
allowance. 

VETERANS 
A veteran, as defined by the retirement statutes, who 


was employed before July 1, 1939, and has a total 
period of thirty years in the aggregate, shall, at his own 
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request, with the approval of the retiring authority, be 
retired from active service at 65 per cent of the highest 
annual rate of compensation, including any bonuses or 
temporary wage increase and including any mainte- 
nance allowance payable to him while he was holding 
the grade held by him at his retirement, and payable 
from the same source. 

A veteran, as stated above, who has less than thirty 
years of service and who becomes incapacitated for 
further active service shall be retired at one half of the 
highest annual rate of compensation, including any 
bonuses, or temporary wage increase, and including any 
allowance for maintenance, payable to him while he was 
holding the grade held by him at his retirement and 
payable from the same source; provided he had been in 
sald service for at least ten years, with a further allow- 
ance of 1 per cent of said annual compensation for each 
additional year of service, but not to exceed 65 per cent 
in any case. 

In addition, the veteran shall be refunded the amount 
of his total contributions and interest. 

The above sections apply also to members of the 
Boston Retirement System and those veterans who are 
members of the Non-Contributory System. 


FINANCING 


Contributions made by members of the State-Boston 
Retirement System are at the rate of 5 per cent of 
salary, not including overtime or bonuses. Additional 
contributions may be made at the rate of 5 per cent of 
salary, not to exceed a salary of $3,600 per year. 

All assets of the State-Boston Retirement System are 
held in one of the five following funds: annuity savings 
fund, annuity reserve fund, pension fund, special fund 
for military service credit, and the expense fund. 

The annuity savings fund is the fund providing for 
the accumulation of the regular deductions, additional 
deductions, and make-up payments of the members of 
the system, and to which regular interest is transferred 
to be credited to the account of each member. 

Annuity reserve fund is the fund to which the ac- 
cumulated total deductions and interest of a member 
are transferred from his account in the annuity savings 
fund when a retirement allowance becomes effective 
for the member. Also transferred to this fund are any 
amounts standing to the credit of the member in the 
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special fund for military service. The total amounts so 
transferred on account of any member shall thereby es- 
tablish the initial annuity reserve for the annuity por- 
tion of his retirement allowance. 

Pension fund is the fund into which go all amounts 
appropriated from the city for the purpose of providing 
for the cost of operation of the system exclusive of the 
administration except those amounts as may be appro- 
priated for the special fund for military service credit. 
All pensions to members or to beneficiaries and all 
pensions paid are paid from this fund. 

The special fund for military service credit is the 
fund establishing the amounts which would have been 
paid into the system as regular deductions by members 
thereof on military leaves of absence had these members 
remained in the active service of the City of Boston. 

The expense fund is the fund to which is credited the 
amount appropriated for any fiscal year for the purpose 
of providing for the payment of all expenses of adminis- 
tration of the system for the fiscal year and from which 
all such expenses are paid. 


STATISTICAL DATA 


During the year the Board retired 368 members from 
active service; of this number 261 were for service, 19 
for ordinary disability, 26 for accidental disability, 8 
were termination retirements. Survivorship allowances 
granted amounted to 50, and 4 accidental death benefits 
were granted. 

The number of withdrawals from membership was 
1,121, of which 368 were retirements, 640 were due to 
resignations, dismissals, and transfers to other retire- 
ment systems, 51 due to veteran retirements, and 62 
due to death. 

Members enrolled in the system during 1959 amounted 
to 1,766, of which 65 were former members of the 
Boston Retirement System who joined the State- 
Boston Retirement System in accordance with chapter 
391 of the Acts of 1958, and 358 temporary teachers who 
were allowed to become members in accordance with 
chapter 578 of the Acts of 1958. This brought the net 
amount of active members to 20,350. 

The amount of cash refunded as a result of resigna- 
tions, dismissals, deaths, veteran retirements, and trans- 
fers to other systems throughout the Commonwealth 
was $900,801.23 for the fiscal year ending December 31, 
1959. 
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Boston Hovusinc AUTHORITY 


Under the provisions of chapter 507 of the Acts of 
1948, the employees of the Boston Housing Authority 
became eligible for membership in the State-Boston 
Retirement System as provided by sections 1-28 of 
chapter 32 of the Massachusetts General Laws. 

During the year the Board retired 9 male members 
and 2 female members due to superannuation, 1 for 
accidental disability, and granted 4 survivorship al- 
lowances. 

Withdrawals from membership amounted to 22; of 


this number 18 were due to resignations and 4 due to 
death. 


New members enrolled during 1959 amounted to 64, 
bringing the net number of active members to 753. 


The amount of cash refunded as a result of resigna- 
tions and death was $20,477.21. 


Boston REDEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY 


Chapters 150 and 415 of the Acts of 1957 established 
the Boston Redevelopment Authority and further pro- 
vided employees who transferred from the Boston Hous- 
ing Authority and other eligible employees membership 
in the State-Boston Retirement System under the provi- 
sions of sections 1—28 of chapter 32 of the Massachusetts 
General Laws. 

During the year the membership of the Boston 
Redevelopment grew to 52. Withdrawals from mem- 
bership amounted to 8, and the Board retired 1 member, 
leaving a net membership of 48. The amount of cash 
refunded due to resignations was $388.43 for the year 
ending December 31, 1959. 


MASSACHUSETTS TURNPIKE AUTHORITY 


Chapter 598 of the Acts of 1958 provided for the 
transfer of the Sumner Tunnel from the City of Boston 
to the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority. 

All employees who were members of the Boston Retire- 
ment System or of the State-Boston Retirement System 
on the date of the transfer retained all their retirement 
rights. Any person who became an employee of the 
Massachusetts Turnpike Authority after said date of 
transfer was not eligible for membership. 
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There were 97 members who remained as employees 
of the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority; of this 
number 1 member resigned, 1 died, 5 members trans- 
ferred to various departments of the City of Boston, 
and 2 were retired in accordance with the so-called 
veterans law. This brought the net active membership 
to 88. 

The amount of cash refunded due to resignations, 
death, and veteran retirements was $7,541.04 for the 
year ending December 31, 1959.

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SECTION II 


BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


Prior to February 1, 1923, there were in force a num- 
ber of non-contributory retirement plans for employees 
of the City of Boston and the County of Suffolk. These 
provided for veterans, laborers, firefighters, policemen, 
police matrons, school teachers, school janitors, attend- 
ance officers, prison officers, court officers, probation 
officers, and judges. 

Chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922 created on February 1, 
1923, a system of retirement for employees of the City 
of Boston and County of Suffolk. This system became 
known as the Boston Retirement System. 

The system went into effect on February 1, 19238, and 
was optional for all persons who were in the employ of 
the City of Boston and County of Suffolk on that date. 
All employees who were not eligible for a pension under 
any existing law became members, without any action 
on their part, unless they waived this right. All persons 
who became employees after February 1, 1923, became 
members of the Boston Retirement System and could 
not receive any other pension or retirement allowance 
from the city or county. In order to secure credit for 
service prior to February 1, 1928, employees must have 
become members within one year after February 1, 
1923. 


INFORMATION RELATIVE TO PROVISIONS OF 
THE BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


SUPERANNUATION RETIREMENT 


A member reaching the age of sixty years may be 
retired on his own request, or on the request of the head 
of his department; and at the age of seventy he is auto- 
matically retired. 

Upon retirement, a member receives a retirement al- 
lowance which will consist of an annuity based on the 
value of his accumulated deductions, and, in addition, 
a pension provided by the city which will be equal to the 
annuity, but the city’s part or pension shall not exceed 
one half of the employee’s average salary for five years 
immediately preceding retirement. 

If a member has been an employee for a period of 
fifteen or more years, the total retirement allowance 
shall not be less than $480 a year. 
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ORDINARY DISABILITY RETIREMENT 


For ordinary disability, due to any cause except an 
accident occurring during the performance of duty, 
a member under age sixty who has completed fifteen 
years of service in the city or county may be granted a 
retirement allowance. 

The retirement allowance consists of an annuity 
based on the value of his accumulated deductions, and, 
in addition, a pension equal to nine tenths of the pension 
which the city would have granted if the member had 
remained in service until sixty years of age without an 
increase in salary. 


MEDICAL BOARD 


The Medical Board consists of three physicians, a 
surgeon, a medical practitioner, and a neurologist. 
The Medical Board is appointed by the trustees of the 
Boston City Hospital on nominations made by the 
senior medical staff. The Medical Board shall arrange 
for and pass upon all medical examinations and report 
in writing to the Retirement Board its conclusions and 
recommendations thereon. 


ACCIDENTAL DISABILITY RETIREMENT 


If a member becomes disabled as the result of an 
accident occurring in the performance of duty, regard- 
less of age and length of service, he may be granted a 
retirement allowance. 

The retirement allowance consists of an annuity 
based on the value of his accumulated deductions and, 
in addition, a pension of such an amount as will, to- 
gether with the annuity, be equal to three fourths of the 
annual compensation received by him during the year 
immediately preceding the date of accident. 


RE-EXAMINATION OF MEMBERS RETIRED FOR 
DISABILITY 


Once a year every member under the age of sixty 
who has retired for disability shall submit to a medical 
examination by the Medical Board appointed for the 
purpose. If the Medical Board shall find that the dis- 
ability for which the member was retired has ceased, 
the member may be restored to active duty, or, if the 
member fails to submit to an examination, his retire- 
ment allowance shall be discontinued. 
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Report OF INCOME 


Members retired for disability from the Boston 
Retirement System or by any other retirement system 
are also subject to Chapter 684 of the Acts of 1958. 


ACCIDENTAL DEATH BENEFITS 


Regardless of length of service, a death benefit may 
be granted in case a member is killed or dies as a result 
of an accident occurring in the performance of his duty. 

This benefit shall consist of his accumulated deduc- 
tions, which will be paid in a lump sum to his legal 
representative, and, in addition, if he has dependents, 
a pension equal to one half of the annual compensation 
received by him during the year immediately preceding 
the date of the accident shall be paid to his widow, 
or, if he leaves no widow, to his children under age 
eighteen and unmarried, or, if he has no children under 
age eighteen and unmarried, to his dependent father or 
mother. 

OPTIONS AT RETIREMENT 


No Option: Largest amount payable to the retired 
member with all benefits to cease upon death. 

Option 1: Reduced retirement allowance paid during 
lifetime of the retired member, with the balance of the 
retirement reserve, if any, paid to his estate or bene- 
ficiary. 

Option 2: Reduced retirement allowance paid to 
member throughout his lifetime, and the same allow- 
ance paid to his surviving beneficiary, who must be a 
blood relative, throughout said beneficiary’s lifetime. 

Option 3: Reduced allowance, greater than Option 2, 
paid to the member throughout his lifetime, with one 
half of his allowance paid to surviving beneficiary, who 
must be a blood relative, throughout said beneficiary’s 
lifetime. 

Under Options 2 and 3 there are no provisions made 
for the balance, if any, of the retirement reserve fund in 
cases where the beneficiary predeceases the member. 
The member’s allowance remains the same as his original 
optional selection. 


SURVIVORSHIP BENEFITS 


There are no provisions for survivorship benefits or 
allowances, other than the accidental death benefit, for 
members of the Boston Retirement System. 
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REFUNDS 

If a member resigns or is dismissed from active service 
before retirement, the total amount of his contributions 
with 4 per cent compound interest will be returned to 
him. If the member dies before retirement, the total 
amount which he has contributed with compound 
interest at 4 per cent will be paid to his legal repre- 
sentative or to the beneficiary or beneficiaries named. 
Beneficiaries must be blood relatives. 


VETERANS 


The ‘‘veteran law” as explained in the first section 
of this report is also applicable to eligible members of 
the Boston Retirement System. 


FINANCING 


Each member contributes 4 per cent of his regular 
compensation. All contributions are based on regular 
compensation received. Overtime and extra pay are 
not assessable. 

The city makes annual contributions, consisting of a 
normal contribution and an accumulated lability con- 
tribution. The normal contribution covers the lability 
on account of current services of members. The ac- 
cumulated lability contribution covers the lability on 
account of services rendered before the establishment of 
the system and will be discontinued when the liability 
is liquidated. 

The entire cost of administration of the system is 
borne by the city. 


STATISTICAL DATA 


During the year the Board retired eight members 
from active service; of this number two were for service, 
one for ordinary disability, three for accidental dis- 
ability, and two accidental death benefits were granted. 

The number of withdrawals from membership was 
131, of which eight were retirements, three were resigna- 
tions, one transferred to another system, seventeen were 
due to death, and thirty-seven were veteran retirements. 
Also included were sixty-five members who joined the 
State-Boston Retirement System in accordance with 
the provisions of chapter 391 of the Acts of 1958. This 
brought the net active membership to 924. 

The amount of cash refunded as a result of resigna- 
tions, death, and veteran retirements was $282,542.70 
for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1959.

AIl licenses 
and permits are processed and issued by this group. 

The technical services group passes on all applications 
and plans for permits for the erection, alteration, and 
repairing of buildings and structures. It also conducts 
examinations and tests of materials and methods used 
in construction of buildings and makes recommenda- 
tions to the Building Commissioner as to approval or 
disapproval of such methods and materials. 


The construction and safety inspections group, com- 
prising the head of the division, two chief building 
inspectors, one chief egress inspector, and a staff of 
building, egress and zoning inspectors, inspects and 
examines all buildings and structures in process of erec- 
tion, repair, alteration, or demolition. It also inspects 
all buildings as to proper and sufficient means of egress 
in relation to the construction and occupancy of such 
structures. 

The mechanical inspections section is charged with 
the inspection of all mechanical functions in connection 
with the erection or alteration of buildings and struc- 
tures. It inspects all installations or extensions of plumb- 
ing, gasfitting, elevator, and sprinkler systems. 


The electrical inspections group examines and inspects 
all electrical work, both interior and exterior, which 
comes under the control of the Building Department. 

In accordance with an ordinance passed by the City 
Council and effective as of December 1, 1956, there was 
established a revised schedule of fees for permits and 
licenses issued by the department. This revised schedule 
has brought about a marked increase in the revenue of 
the department, though falling far short of making the 
department self-supporting.

PUBLIC SAFETY COMMISSION 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 3, 
Section 24, of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, we are 
pleased to submit herewith the Sixth Annual Report of 
the Public Safety Commission for the year commencing 
January 1, 1959 and ended December 31, 1959. 

This is the final Public Safety Commission Report 
that will be submitted as part of the Building Depart- 
ment’s Annual Reports, as legislation enacted under 
date of April 15, 1959, and accepted by the City Council 
and the Mayor under date of December 16, 1959, pro- 
vides that this Commission shall be in the Administra- 
tive Services Department, from which department 
future annual reports will emanate. 


BUILDING DEPARTMENT i 


The chief function of this Commission, which was 
established in May of 1954, was to coordinate the work 
of the Building, Fire and Health Departments to the 
end that there may be efficient and concerted action by 
said departments under the provisions of Chapter 2, 
Section 25, of the Ordinances of 1954. As this particular 
function was climaxed with success during the period the 
Commission has been in existence, it was felt that an 
extension of its functions was necessary if the Commis- 
sion were to continue operations. This resulted in a 
recommendation that the Commission be reorganized, 
its functions extended and its membership expanded. 
The recommendation of the Commission was acted upon 
favorably by the Legislature, with the following legisla- 
tion being enacted: 


Section 1. There shall be in the administrative 
services department of the city of Boston, or in such 
other department of said city as the city council of 
said city with the approval of the mayor of said city 
shall from time to time determine, a board, known as 
the public safety commission, consisting of the director 
of administrative services, the director of civil de- 
fense, the building commissioner, the fire commis- 
sioner, the health commissioner, the police commis- 
sioner, the public works commissioner, the traffic 
commissioner, and the superintendent of schools of 
said city, ex officiis. It shall be the duty of said 
commission to co-ordinate the work of all departments 
of said city concerned with public safety to the end 
that there may be efficient and concerted action by 
said departments, particularly in times of emergency 
and disaster. Said commission shall meet at least 
once each month, at the call of the director of admin- 
istrative services, for the purpose of discharging said 
duty. 


Section 2. There shall be in the building depart- 
ment of said city a committee of said public safety 
commission, known as the committee on licenses, 
consisting of the building commissioner, the fire com- 
missioner, and the traffic commissioner, ex officiis. 
Said committee shall have the powers and perform 
the duties conferred or imposed on the board of street 
commissioners by chapter one hundred and forty- 
eight of the General Laws and by chapter five hundred 
and seventy-seven of the acts of nineteen hundred 
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and thirteen, chapter four hundred and eighty-eight 
of the acts of nineteen hundred and twenty-four, and 
chapter three hundred and forty-nine of the acts of 
nineteen hundred and fifty-three, and all acts in 
amendment thereof. 


Section 3. This act shall take effect upon its 
acceptance by the City Council of the city of Boston 
in accordance with the provisions of its charter. 
Upon such acceptance section eight of chapter nine 
of the Revised Ordinances of 1947 of said city, as 
amended, shall be deemed to be repealed. 


Approved April 15, 1959. 


As the above Act was not accepted by the City 
Council and approved by the Mayor until after the 
final meeting of the original Commission in December 
of 1959, the new Commission, as established by legisla- 
tion, was not formed until 1960. Therefore, this report 
covers the operations of the original Commission created 
under the city ordinances. 

In accordance with the provisions of the ordinances, 
meetings were held monthly during the year 1959 on 
the following dates: 


January 6 July 14 
February 17 August 4 
March 31 September 15 
April 21 : October 6 
May 12 November 17 
June 23 December 8 


Although the Committee on Licenses is a sub-com- 
mittee of the Public Safety Commission, its functions 
and operations are separate and distinct from those of 
this Commission, and a statistical report of its activities 
is submitted under a separate section, following the 
report of this Commission. 


As the powers of the Commission were more or less 
limited by the wording of the ordinance, it was difficult 
at times to enforce or secure definite action on many of 
the varied public safety measures discussed, but for- 
tunately, however, in most instances, many of our 
recommendations or suggestions were kindly received 
by the departments, agencies or individuals involved. 
It was believed, in some cases, that we were over- 
stepping the authority vested with us by the ordinance, 
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but when constructive criticism or recommendations 
were made, the question of authority was never raised 
and we were able to recommend and suggest action on 
various phases of public safety, with full cooperation 
from all concerned. 


Demolition Program 


Since the inception of this program in 1956 to the 
end of December, 1959, 1,205 dilapidated structures 
were razed through the joint efforts of the Building 
and Health Departments, 196 of which were razed 
during last year alone. The cost of the entire program 
to December 31, 1959, was $1,301,225.83, of which 
$231,008.86 was spent on this all-important work during 
the past year. The latter figure includes an expendi- 
ture of $61,304.86 for the repair of 121 buildings. 


Demolition became an important subject for discus- 
sion by this Commission long before Urban Renewal 
activities were activated and, in the first instance, de- 
molition studies were centered more or less on the 
unsafe buildings throughout the city, many of which 
were boarded up and for which public funds for demoli- 
tion were not available for a long period of time. Owners 
of such properties were reluctant to tear down struc- 
tures, and it became necessary for the city to appropri- 
ate funds for demolition purposes and place liens on the 
owners of such properties for the cost. 


There is much work yet to be done in this field, and 
an appropriation of $225,000 has been requested for 
the continuance of this work during the coming year. 
It is hoped that by demolishing these unsightly spots 
throughout the city, it will induce both private devel- 
opers and industry generally to invest in the rebuilding 
of the city, especially in those areas where good housing 
and industrial development indicate tremendous possi- 
bilities for the future. 


Disposal of Radioactive Substances 


The above subject received considerable attention 
during the past year, with a view to tightening up con- 
trol over the handling, storage and transportation of 
radioactive materials. Legislative hearings were held 
during the year concerning proposed legislation for the 
control of these substances, and they were attended by 
various members of this Commission on several occa- 
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sions. Although the Atomic Energy Commission, a 
federal agency, has issued regulations relative to the 
disposal of radioactive substances, it was the consensus 
that some local control should be exercised in order that 
local officials would be aware at all times where such 
substances might be located. For example, under the 
provisions of the Atomic Energy Commission regula- . 
tions, radioactive iodine, which is most common in 
hospitals, can be disposed of in a sewer when it reaches 
its minimum activity. This posed the question, insofar 
as local control is concerned, whether or not such sub- 
stances had reached their minimum activity and 
whether or not the sewer, where the substances were 
disposed of, is the type of sewer that should be used 
for this purpose. The collecting of dry refuse from 
industrial concerns, such as the Gillette Company, 
the Boston Club, hotels, etc., posed another problem, 
as it was believed that in some cases radioactive sub- 
stances might be present, and there was no possible 
way at the present time to detect them. The Fire 
Department was desirous of securing some type of 
control over the storage, disposal and packaging of such 
substances, so that they would be aware at all times of 
its location and point or points of disposal. It is ex- 
pected that legislation will be enacted this year to, at 
least, give the State Department of Public Health or 
Public Safety the power to enforce rules and regulations 
that eventually will be delegated to local authorities. 


Inspectional Programs 

In addition to the annual fire inspections conducted 
throughout the city, Inspection Programs were accel- 
erated in schools, rest homes, day nurseries, ete., which 
were prompted by the parochial school fire in Chicago 
the early part of December, 1958. Except in one or two 
instances, 1t was found that most of these institutions 
were in good shape from a safety standpoint and, in 
cases where hazardous conditions were observed, such 
conditions were referred to the department involved for 
correction, and follow-up inspections were made at a 
later date to ascertain whether or not such conditions 
were corrected. Building, Fire and Health inspectors 
were engaged in these various programs, and the results 
of their endeavors cannot be measured in dollars and 
cents. However, if it meant the saving of only one life, 
it was well worth the time, effort and expense involved. 
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Air Pollution 

The State Department of Public Health has been 
conducting a study of air pollution in the Boston area 
and, during the past year, has set up a station on the 
roof of the Health Department building in Haymarket 
Square for this purpose. This study, which was made to 
assess changes in air pollution in only one part of Boston, 
indicated that Boston is about average when compared 
to similar surroundings in other cities. 


A survey was conducted in the City Hospital area, 
with samples being collected from the roof of the City 
Hospital, from the New Haven Railroad yards and 
from the roof of the Central Fire Headquarters on 
Southampton Street. These samples were collected to 
provide a background of air pollution in that particular 
area prior to the operation of the incinerator. After 
the incinerator was placed in operation, further studies 
were made, the results of which have not been released 
to the present time. 


A bill was submitted to the Legislature in 1958 to 
control visible smoke from stacks. This bill called for 
the establishment of a commission, which would be 
financed by assessments on communities comprising a 
specific district, something on the idea of the Los Angeles 
Smoke Control Commission, but the bill was referred to 
the Senate Ways and Means Committee, where it died. 
Another bill, calling for a special study of air pollution 
in the Metropolitan area, is at present under considera- 
tion. Studies, linking polluted air over American cities 
with the growing incidents of lung cancer and other 
serious diseases, have added urgency to a widespread 
demand for stronger laws to clean up the atmosphere. 
Temporary legislation was enacted by the federal 
government in 1955, inaugurating a Research and 
Technical Assistance Program. At least eleven states 
have recently enacted their first air pollution control 
laws or strengthened existing statutes. Meanwhile, 
regulatory action by local communities has been growing 
tougher. Stronger control laws, however, are not the 
complete answer to this complex problem. They lack 
the technical data needed to develop a control program 
that will give full protection to inhabitants without 
restricting economic growth. We are hopeful that, as a 
result of federal and/or state legislation, the city will 
be in a position to approach the problem on a more 
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scientific basis, with a view to minimizing the effects 
that air pollution might have in the future on the lives 
and properties of its citizens. 


Minimum Standards of Fitness for Human Habitation 


Regulations which were established by the Health 
Commissioner in September of 1956 came up for dis- 
cussion on many occasions for the reason that many 
residents of the city were unfamiliar with its contents. 
The regulations concerned minimum standards for 
plumbing, garbage and other organic waste, lighting, 
ventilation, heating, egress, maintenance, space, use 
and occupancy of dwelling units, responsibilities of 
owners and occupants of dwellings, ete. The strict 
enforcement of this code, in addition to the Building 
Code, presents many problems in the City of Boston. 
Several of the areas inspected in connection with 
rehabilitation and conservation programs indicated that 
there were many dwellings considered as substandard, 
but to renovate and bring these properties up to par 
would require, in many cases, prohibitive expenditures 
and, although many of the property owners endeavored 
to comply with the provisions of the new Housing Code 
to the best of their ability, there are still many cases 
where owners could not bear the expense at the present 
time. Discretion and common sense dictated that 
enforcement of many of the minor violations would 
have to be deferred until some later date. In some of the 
poorer sections of the city, where possible demolition 
of present dilapidated structures might become a 
reality within the next few years, enforcement of minor 
Housing and Building Code violations will also be 
deferred until some later date. 


Miscellaneous 


A Home Accident Prevention Program was inaugu- 
rated by the Health Department. It was found that 
home accidents, especially among children and aged 
people, were more common than automobile accidents 
and, in accordance with a popular trend throughout the 
large cities of the country, a Publicity and Educational 
Program was initiated. Due to a lack of sufficient 
funds the program, of necessity, was short-lived and 
did not make the impact on the public that was antici- 
pated. However, this year, with the active partici- 
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pation of representatives from other public safety 
agencies, including the Police, School, Civil Defense 
and Public Works Departments, it is believed that a 
more advanced and informative educational program 
can be instituted, with a wider coverage and more 
preventive measures being incorporated into the over- 
all program. The original Accident Prevention Program 
concerned mainly accidents to elderly people caused by 
falls on slippery floors within the home and the acci- 
dental drinking of kerosene and the eating of overdoses 
of flavored aspirin by children. 


Some difficulty was experienced by the Health De- 
partment in securing accurate figures for statistical 
information furnished to the federal government and 
other agencies in the matter of tuberculosis and other 
disease death rates. The latest State population figure 
for Boston is 724,000, which does not include students 
residing here, and the last federal census figure is 801,000. 
The system presently used by the Health Department 
is to add 3,000 persons each year to the figure submitted 
as a result of the federal census of 1950. As the new 
federal census is to take place this year and figures should 
be available the early part of 1961, the problem will be 
solved temporarily at least. However, to secure accurate 
figures between the periods of a federal census, which is 
conducted every ten years, and the state census which 
is conducted every five years, presents a problem which 
has not been resolved to the present time. It was sug- 
gested, in the interest of accuracy, to recommend to the 
Police Commissioner that when his department is mak- 
ing annual listings of residents aged 21 or over, a small 
section of the reporting card be reserved to include the 
number of additional residents under 21 residing at 
each location visited. Following this procedure, it would 
be possible each year to secure a fairly accurate figure 
indicating changes in population which could be used 
both for statistical purposes in the Health Department 
and for urban renewal studies. 


The Street Numbering Program lagged somewhat 
last year because of other inspectional programs which 
were of major importance and which could not be de- 
ferred. The enforcement of the ordinance which has 
been in existence since 1824 has been neglected over a 
great many years, and it was startling to learn of the 
many residences and business establishments through- 
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out the city which have been violating the ordinance 
without knowledge of such ordinance being in existence. 
During the past year it has been possible to survey the 
downtown Tremont Street area, where it was found that 
68 locations were not numbered. After notices were 
sent to the owners of such properties by the Building 
Department, the condition was corrected in most cases. 
To have Building Inspectors survey the entire city 
would be a time-consuming project and, under the cir- 
cumstances, some plan will have to be worked out, 
elther with the Police Department or some other agency, 
to cover the entire city in the shortest period of time. 
This might be handled with the cooperation of the 
Police Department when annual listings are being made, 
or by the Fire Department when annual inspections are 
being made. 

The use of General Form 65 in reporting violations of 
statutes and ordinances and defects in city services is 
being expanded through use by departments other than 
the Fire, Building and Health Departments, for which 
it was originally established to coordinate inspectional 
functions. We are hopeful that broader use will be 
made of this form by other inspectors, social workers 
and other city employees in reporting violations and 
defects of every character. There are many conditions 
that should be reported each day by observant em- 
ployees which could not possibly be covered by our 
regular force of inspectors. To correct a condition in 
the first instance is a money saving device and, in some 
cases, the removal of a hazard is an accident prevention 
or life saving device. For the record, we are submitting 
herewith a list of the more important violations or 
defects which are printed on the reverse side of General 
Form 65, together with the name of the department 
to which the form should be directed. 

Inspections were conducted by the Traffic Commis- 
- gslon as a result of widespread parking of cars outside of 
schools, which is sometimes detrimental to the proper 
functioning of fire apparatus in the event of fire. Every 
public and parochial school in Boston was covered and 
all dangerous conditions were reported to the Superin- 
tendent of Schools and to the Fire Department for cor- 
rection. 

The subject of Elevator Inspectors was brought to the 
attention of the Commission on several occasions because 
of the inability to secure qualified men from the Civil 
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Service list, the salary being paid by the city being too 
low to attract competent personnel. At the end of the 
year, the Building Department had only eight inspectors 
to cover approximately 12,000 elevators throughout the 
city. A suggestion was made that consideration be 
given to the feasibility of hiring an outside contractor to 
handle such inspections, but it was believed at the time 
that possible Civil Service complications might arise 
that would tend to defeat the aims of the suggestion. 
It was decided to table the matter until 1960 for further 
exploration. 

A survey in connection with the Polio Inoculation 
Program was conducted by the United States Public 
Health Service in conjunction with Health Department 
personnel, the result of which indicated that persons in 
the lower economic group and children under 14 years 
of age were those most seriously neglected in this area. 
However, it was found that the school children of Boston, 
in both public and parochial schools, as well as children 
under the care of pediatric specialists, were very well 
protected, while children in the 0 to 5 age category were 
the least protected. 

The burning of junked automobiles in the vicinity of 
the Boston City Hospital was brought to the attention 
of the Commission because of the effect of the fumes on 
hospital patients. It was not considered serious enough, 
however, to demand drastic action. Correspondence was 
initiated with the Department of Air Pollution Control 
in New York City, which agency outlined in detail sev- 
eral automobile incinerators which burn combustibles on 
scrapped cars without creating a nuisance and without 
violating Air Pollution Control laws. It was the con- 
sensus of Commission members that as soon as an air 
pollution law is enacted by the Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture, some control will be established either by the state 
or local government to handle such situations. At the 
present time a permit is issued by the Fire Department 
for car-burning agencies and, until such time as legis- 
lation is ennacted for tighter control, there is little that 
can be done to request such agencies to install inciner- 
ators or any other device to minimize the nuisance. 

The Polio Inoculation Program, to which reference 
was made previously, was a real success in the Boston 
area. A sum of $15,000, was received from the National 
Foundation, which was repaid at a later date. Free 
inoculations were given to those on Public Welfare, those 
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receiving unemployment compensation and others who 
were not in a position to pay. In all other cases, a 
charge of $1 was made for administering vaccine shots 
to individuals and, in the case of large families, the 
total charge was $3.00. This plan worked out most 
satisfactorily and the results were most beneficial to 
individuals and families throughout the entire city. 

A new Fire Code was adopted and approved by the 
City Council and Mayor, which incorporates various 
sections of chapters 143 and 148 of the General Laws, in 
addition to ordinances that have been in existence but 
have never been enforced. Under date of June 10, 1959, 
an editorial appeared in the Boston Herald which pointed 
out that the new code is a grant to the Fire Depart- 
ment of strong and specific powers to compel the abate- 
ment of all manner of fire hazards — powers much more 
effective than those the department has heretofore exer- 
cised under the State’s General Fire Prevention statute. 
The enforcement of this new code will be a major func- 
tion of the Fire Department and its personnel during 
the current year. 

Public Safety measures in connection with the pro- 
posed erection of a new City Hall and Federal Building 
were discussed on many occasions, with emphasis being 
placed upon shelters and parking spaces. It was pointed 
out that no shelters are being contemplated or planned 
in connection with the New Government Center. Al- 
though a shelter for the new City Hall area was recom- 
mended by the Chairman of this Commission who, 
incidentally, is also a member of the Government Center 
Commission, which agency is delegated by the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature to plan for the erection of a new 
City Hall, it was learned that the federal people, who 
have been advocating shelters for new construction 
throughout the country, are not contemplating such a 
facility for the new Federal Building. It was the think- 
ing of this Commission that this action or inaction, 
contrary to Civil Defense thinking, could create an 
issue which Civil Defense authorities, locally, might 
pursue further. When the Chairman of this Commis- 
sion proposed a shelter for the new City Hall, it was the 
consensus of the Government Center Commission that 
the expense involved was of greater importance than the 
safety factor involved. In view of the fact that the 
federal and state authorities were not planning on such 
a facility, the Chairman had two strikes against him 
before he went to bat. 
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The Chairman of this Commission also advocated the 
providing of a parking space for 200 to 300 cars in the 
basement area of the new City Hall, which also met with 
defeat. The unit cost for providing space for a garage 
under the proposed new City Hall was considered 
prohibitive and it was recommended that consider- 
ation be given to building a garage for city-owned 
vehicles in close proximity to the new City Hall at a 
lower cost. As the appropriation for a new City Hall 
covers only one building, the probability of another 
appropriation being made for a second building is very 
' remote, possibly resulting in no parking space being 
provided for city-owned cars and trucks. A large part 
of our parking problems today, especially in the down- 
town area, can be attributed to short-sighted planning 
when new and costly structures are being considered. 

The status of the Health Unit in the West End, in 
connection with the demolition of structures in this 
area and the proposed new development, prompted a 
cursory observation of the situation. With the demoli- 
tion of almost the entire area and the removal of the 
greater part of the population, the question arose as to 
whether or not the Health Unit should be abandoned or 
continued in operation. Dr. Cauley indicated that 
abandonment would appear to be the inevitable course 
of action to be taken insofar as the new type of apart- 
ments planned for the West End will not be likely to 
attract persons or families of low income. It was 
believed that in the foreseeable future the North End 
Health Unit may suffer the same fate, as the population 
in the North End at present is chiefly made up of elderly 
people who would not have occasion to take advantage 
of the Well Baby Clinic and other such activities 
associated with Health Unit services. The visiting 
nurses no longer need these Health Units in the West 
End and North End as bases of operation; so it would 
appear that all of the trends and all of the factors con- 
nected with the locations of these two Health Units 
indicate that the justification for maintaining such 
premises and services is rapidly diminishing. 

A Disaster Relief Program was discussed informally 
on several occasions and it was the consensus that 
definite action should be deferred until the new Com- 
mission has been established and the Police, School, 
Civil Defense and Public Works Departments were 
represented on the Commission. The Chairman of this 
Commission devoted some time and study to such a 
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program when he was Fire Commissioner in 1938. 
At that time he set up a plan of organization and was of 
the opinion that it could still be used, subject to some 
revision. The basic plan calls for the organizing of a 
system in which the surrounding cities and towns would 
participate in the combatting of storms, floods, hur- 
ricanes, or any other type of disaster that might occur. 
In recent years the Federal Government issued two 
booklets on the general subject of Disaster Relief, one 
issued under date of January 17, 1957, entitled ‘‘Senate 
Document No. 630 — Report of Legislative Research 
Council Relative to Protection of the Public During 
and After Severe Storms’”’ and the other issued under 
date of August 19, 1959, entitled ‘‘Federal Disaster 
Relief Manual’. These two documents would be of 
inestimable value in the preparation of plans for the 
organizing of such a program. Some of the questions 
raised regarding disaster relief problems are listed 
herewith: 


1. Who, in the event of a major disaster, would be in 
charge of operations within the City Government in the 
event the Mayor was out of the city? 

2. What is our relationship at the present time with the 
surrounding cities and towns in the event of a major disaster? 

3. Does the Police Department have any inter-com- 
munications system with surrounding cities and towns? 


It is the opinion of this Commission that a first-class 
Disaster Relief Program can be established on a firm 
and systematic basis during the current year. 


SUMMARY 


We would like to pay brief tribute at this time to the 
late Fire Commissioner, Francis X. Cotter, a member 
of this Commission for several years, whose sincerity 
in his every endeavor, whose tireless devotion to family 
and service, and whose anxiety to improve Fire De- 
partment operations to its highest degree of efficiency 
were attributes which probably contributed more to 
ae untimely death on February 26, 1959, than any other 
actor. 

To fill the vacuum caused by the Fire Commissioner’s 
death was no easy task for Mayor Hynes. However, 
those of us who remained on the Board were fortunate 
in having two of Boston’s outstanding career men 
join our Commission in March, namely, Timothy J. 
O’Connor, the newly appointed Fire Commissioner, 
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and William T. Doyle, the newly appointed Traffic 
Commissioner. The benefits of their long and vast 
experience in traffic operations contributed much to our 
deliberations and discussions on many matters of public 
safety and, although their services with us were short- 
lived, nevertheless, their assistance and advice were of 
immeasurable value. 

There are many facets of public safety which this 
Board did not have an opportunity to explore because 
of other major public safety studies which required im- 
mediate attention. However, with the expansion of the 
Board to nine members in 1960 and representation from 
other important public safety departments being 
effected, we believe that Boston will be one of the first 
large cities in the country to become safety-minded on a 
local level. The completion of six years of coordinated 
operations in the public safety field has been an in- 
teresting and enlightening venture. We have endeav- 
ored, with the limited powers vested in us by the provi- 
sions of the ordinance, to educate the public to the 
many hazards that exist in our everyday life. Our 
population is bound to grow and, along with this growth, 
our need for public safety education will increase. 
As stated previously, our deliberations and studies 
in the past have been confined more or less to health, 
fire and building hazards. However, with other depart- 
ments concerned with public safety entering into the 
picture this year, we can foresee a greater expansion 
of effort and action in other public safety fields than 
heretofore were impossible. 

To the new members of this Commission we extend 
our congratulations and every best wish for success in 
their future endeavors which, we trust, will be carried 
forward with the same enthusiasm and courage that we 
have devoted to this all-important phase of municipal 
operations.

The number of cases handled in 1959, exceeding by 
49 per cent the average for the preceding full years of 
the Commission’s operation, is indicative of the increased 
activity in renovation and repairs to property in the 
Historic Beacon Hill District. This increase was only 
partially due to the addition of the Lower Beacon Hill 
area by Act of the Legislature in May, 1958. 

A large number of our cases continue to be the ap- 
proval of new signs and store fronts on Charles Street 
and we see steady progress in the appearance of this 
local shopping street. Merchants are beginning to real- 
ize that the looks of the street as a whole, more in keep- 
ing with the rest of the Historic District, is better busi- 
ness than large and numerous signs and ultramodern 
fronts. 

We are extremely grateful to the co-chairman of the 
Beacon Hill Civic Association’s architectural com- 
mittee, architect John Priestly, Jr., for the time and 
effort he has devoted to advising applicants that come 
to us with inappropriate designs. 

We continue to act as an architectural clinic as well 
as a board of review and have received, except in a very 
few cases, wholehearted cooperation and appreciation 
from applicants.

provided that the decisions of the Board in such a case 
shall have the assent of four members under the Building 
Law and shall be unanimous under the Zoning Law 
(chapter 488, Acts of 1924, as amended) and shall not 
conflict with the spirit of any provision of said Acts.

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BOARD OF EXAMINERS. 


The Board of Examiners in the Building Department 
was created by ordinance in 1913 and was re-established 
under legislative act in 1938. Its three members are 
appointed by the Mayor and are delineated under the 
law as an architect or engineer, a contractor or building- 
trades mechanic, and an attorney or person with some 
legal knowledge. 

The Board acts upon applications of persons desiring 
to be licensed in Boston as construction superintendents, 
approving or rejecting said applications under certain 
regulations adopted by it as procedure. 

Under such rules the Board in 1959 continued to 
examine and qualify applicants and to work in conjunc- 
tion with the Building Department in the matter of 
licensing superintendents.

Sir, — In compliance with section 24, chapter 3, of 
the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Com- 
missioners respectfully submits its annual report. 


REGISTRATION 


In accordance with chapter 246 of the Acts of 1945, 
registration was held continuously at the central office 
from January 2 to September 2, inclusive, from Septem- 
ber 23 to October 14, inclusive, and from November 4 to 
December 31, inclusive. Registration in wards was 
held on August 28, 31, and September 1 and 2, from 
6 p.m. to 10 p.m., for the Preliminary City Election; and 
October 2, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 18 and 14, from 6 p.m. to 10 P.Mo., 
for the City Election. This registration was held in 
two places in different sections of each ward, two nights 
in each place for the Preliminary City Election, and 
four nights in each place for the City Election. 

In Ward 13, an additional registration place was open 
on October 14 only, from 6 p.m. to 10 p.m., for the City 
Election. 
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NUMBER OF VOTERS 


At the State Election held November 4, 1958, the 
number of voters on the list was 339,929. The number 
of such voters in the first list published by the Board 
August 10, 1959, was 309,680. From that time to the 
close of registration for the City Election there were 
added the names of 19,818 voters. Included in this 
latter figure are the names of 5,046 voters who were 
restored to the voting list without registration, under 
the provisions of chapter 244 of the Acts of 1947. The 
number of voters on the final list sent to the polls on 
the day of the City Election, held November 3, 1959, 
was 329,498, a decrease of 10,431 from the number on 
the list at the preceding State Election. The number 
of voters on the final list December 31, 1959, was 329,529. 


NOMINATION PAPERS, REFERENDUM AND RECOUNT 
PETITIONS 

A total of 102 persons declared their intentions for 
nominations to City offices; 11 for Mayor, 66 for City 
Councillor, and 25 for School Committeeman, 30 of 
these did not file nomination papers; the remaining 72 
candidates submitted 4,546 nomination papers on which 
114,055 names were checked; 5 candidates were certified 
for the office of Mayor, 30 candidates were certified for 
the office of City Councillor, and 13 candidates were 
certified for the office of School Committeeman. 

There were no referendum or recount petitions. 


REVISION OF THE VOTING LIST 
The names of 4,224 voters were stricken from the 
voting list by reason of death, removal from the city 
and other causes. 


JURORS 
The jury list prepared by the Board in 1959 contained 
the names of 8,272 voters of Boston. During the time 
covered by this report, 2,714 were drawn for jury 
service. 


REGISTRATION OF THE PHYSICALLY DISABLED 
In accordance with the provisions of chapter 196 of 
the Acts of 1946, persons qualified to vote but unable to 
appear at a registration office because of a physical 
disability were examined for registration in their homes 
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or other places of confinement upon receipt of an appli- 
cation for such registration. Applications were received 
from 113 such persons. Of that number, 58 were found 
to be qualified and were duly registered. Persons found 
qualified to register were furnished with applications 
for absentee ballots for the City Election. 


SUPPLEMENTARY REGISTRATION OF SOLDIERS AND 
SAILORS 

_ Under provisions of chapter 51, sections 50 and 51, of 

the General Laws, 10 persons in the military service 

were registered in Boston during the period from the 

close of registration to the third day preceding the 

City Election.

Voting MACHINES 


The total number of precincts in the City was 278, 
a reduction of three from the prior year. Voting ma- 
chines were used in 272 of these precincts, a conversion 
of 1 additional precinct from paper ballot to machine 
over the previous year. There are now only 6 precincts 
in which paper ballots are used. 

Demonstrations of voting machines were held in the 
districts where machines were used for the first time. 
All voters in said districts were notified of such demon- 
strations by mail, as required by law. 


New LEGISLATION 


Absentee ballots: Chapter 70 of the Acts of 1959 
further provides for the handling of absentee ballots by 
the election officers at each polling place. 

Party enrollments: Chapter 74 of the Acts of: 1959 
makes it possible to establish, change or cancel enroll- 
ment, by forwarding to the board of registrars of voters 
a notarized certificate requesting such establishing, can- 
celling or change. 

Street lists: Chapter 137 of the Acts of 1959 provides 
that the street lists shall designate persons who are 
registered voters, by an asterisk or other symbol. 

Counting of ballots: Chapter 155 of the Acts of 1959 
provides for a complete count of all ballots used or 
unused in Elections and Recounts. 


MEMBERSHIP OF THE BoarD 
The term of Miss Gertrude A. Pfau expired on 
March 31, 1959, and she was reappointed for the term 
of four years ending March 31, 1963. Commissioner 
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Lasker was designated by the Mayor to be Chairman of 
the Board, and Commissioner Gertrude A. Pfau con- 
tinued as Secretary. 


EXPENSES OF THE ELECTION DEPARTMENT 


The expenses of the Election Department for the year 
ending December 31, 1959, amounted to $422,362.08.

SPECIAL COMMENTS 
1. Fires 


During 1959 there were 2,144 fires in buildings, which 
is a decrease from the number of fires that occurred in 
1958. There has been a steady decrease in the number of 
building fires since 1954, in which year ‘‘In-Service 
Inspection”’ began. 


2. Fire Prevention Code 


A Fire Prevention Code was established in the City of 
Boston during the year, having been passed by the City 
Council on June 8, 1959, and approved by the Mayor on 
June 10, 1959. All officers and members of the depart- 
ment are being instructed in the necessary steps to be 
taken for the proper enforcement of the code. It is felt 
that the Fire Prevention Code, as now written, is the 
most up-to-date, comprehensive, codified, and actively 
enforced fire code in the country. 


8. Storage of Flammables at Logan International Airport 


During the year an intensive inspection program was 
conducted at Logan International Airport. This inspec- 
tion covered all buildings, including hangars, as well as 
fuel storage dumps, and particular attention was given 
to itemizing all flammable fluids stored and the method 
of storage. 

The Massachusetts Port Authority, under whose 
jurisdiction the airport is operated, as well as all tenants 
who keep, use, or store flammable fluids, were served 
with abatement notices stating that either a license or 
permit was necessary for storage of flammables. This 
meant an increase in the work of the Fire Prevention 
Division, as plans had to be drawn showing the various 
occupancies at the airport and the kind and amount of 
storage inserted. 

The work, which is well under way, when completed 
will give the department a complete record of all storages 
and the method of storing. In addition, increased 
revenue will accrue to the city, as approximately 1,000,- 
000 gallons of flammable fluids are stored at the airport. 


4. New Fire Station 


A new fire station at 315 Cummins Highway, Roslin- 
dale, was occupied by Engine Squad 45, Engine Com- 
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pany 58, and Ladder Company 16 on June 11, 1959. 
The new building replaces old Engine House 45 at 4246 
Washington street, Roslindale, and Engine House 53 at 
16 Walk Hill street, Jamaica Plain, resulting in savings 
in maintenance costs while still maintaining the efficiency 
of the department. 


5. Buildings Abandoned 


The following old fire stations no longer in use were 
transferred from the custody of the Fire Department by 
City Council order, with approval of the Mayor: 


Engine House 45 — transferred December 7, 1959. 
Engine House 19 — transferred December 29, 1959. 


6. New Fire Launches 


Two new fire launches were placed in service during 
the year—one with Fireboat Engine 31, and the other 
with Fireboat Engine 47. These launches provide a 
means of access to locations where the water is too 
shallow for the approach of the larger fireboats. The 
draft of the launches, with full complement aboard, is 
22 inches, with a freeboard of 27 inches. Each craft is 
powered by a 70-horsepower Gray marine engine, in- 
board, which propels the launch and powers the fire 
pump. The fire pump supplies a small bow gun with 100 
gallons of water per minute, and two 14-inch hose lines 
with approximately 100 gallons per minute. 


7. Summation of Training Activities 


In fire fighting there are two primary functions — the 
saving of life and the extinguishment of fire. In fulfilling 
these important obligations a fire department must ever 
be on the alert for new ideas, improved apparatus and 
equipment, and improved fire-fighting techniques. A 
fire department cannot remain static. It must devote 
thought and effort to research and development so that 
it will progress with other lines of endeavor and thus be 
capable of coping with the new hazards they present. It 
has been proven that this can best be accomplished by a 
division of training adequately staffed and provided with 
the necessary facilities to carry out this important 
objective. 

Training activities are of necessity separated into two 
phases — cold weather and temperate weather phases. 
During periods of low temperatures it is necessary to 
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curtail outside drilling and training of personnel and 
concentrate on inside activities which are formulated to 
review methods and procedures, determine the efficiency 
of apparatus and equipment, and to lay the groundwork 
for future items of our training curriculae. 


The Cold Weather Phase of training took place in the 
periods from January 1 to April 10, and November 23 to 
December 31, 1959. The following subjects were 
covered during these periods:

DEAR Mayor COLLINS: 


The eighty-eighth annual report of the Boston Health 
Department is hereby submitted. 

It is gratifying to be able to report that the public 
health in Boston was never better. Deaths due to com- 
municable disease were almost nonexistent. The death 
rate from pulmonary tuberculosis, long one of Boston’s 
most pressing public health problems, declined to 11.0 
per 100,000 population, a rate which compares favorably 
with that of most large cities. A most satisfactory low- 
cost poliomyelitis immunization program was conducted 
during May and June, in which almost 60,000 inocula- 
tions were administered. ‘The maternal mortality rate, 
one of the best in the country, continued to be at a very 
low level. Long-range plans for Health Department 
activity in newer areas such as mental health, geriatrics, 
and accident prevention were begun. ‘The in-service 
training program in mental health continued, and a new 
orthodontic dental service was initiated. 

The detailed description of these and other new and 
routine activities of the various sections and bureaus 
can be found in this report.

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PUBLIC HEALTH COUNCIL 


The Public Health Council is an advisory board of 
nine members appointed by the Mayor to assist and 
advise the Health Commissioner in long-term program 
planning and to provide assistance in solving special 
problems. The Council met regularly during the year. 

One of the programs in which the Council has been 
active is that of tuberculosis control. In 1957 the 
Council recommended a survey by a team of experts. 
The subsequent report was studied and action taken. 
During 1959 the Council was pleased to note that steady 
progress in tuberculosis control in Boston is continuing. 
The manual of procedures in tuberculosis control was 
prepared and printed. The pulmonary tuberculosis 
death rate again declined to reach an all-time low of 
11.0 per 100,000 population. The problem of the 
alcoholic tuberculosis patient was discussed and plans 
laid which, it is hoped, may help in the management of 
such cases. 

With the shifting of population groups, demolition for 
urban renewal, and an improved economic level in 
certain areas of the city, the utilization of various 
George Robert White Fund health units has decreased 
in some sections while clinic burdens have increased 
sharply in others. This has created a problem which the 
Council discussed in an effort to determine the best use 
for certain health units currently having limited oc- 
cupancy. 

One of the areas which the Council designated for in- 
creased effort was that of the prevention of dental 
caries. During 1959 a program was initiated in the 
orthodontic field which is a new concept for health 
department effort. Children attending dental clinic 
were surveyed and those most in need of orthodontic 
correction but from families financially unable to pro- 
vide it were selected. Since the need for such a service 
has been demonstrated, a pilot program partially 
financed by private funds was started to determine 
whether such a program was economically possible to 
conduct on a permanent basis. The Council, in further 
pursuing the subject of dental health, began an investiga- 
tion of the feasibility of fluoridating the Boston water 
supply, which is drawn from the MDC system. 
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Administrative problems which were brought before 
the Council for discussion included the following:

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Health Division 


Section of General Services 


The Section of General Services is primarily occupied 
with services associated with administration, personnel, 
and bureaus that perform general duties that have some 
natural attachment or are coordinated with administra- 
tion. 

The Bureau of Administration is responsible for the 
fiscal and administrative phases of the department and 
performs all budgetary and financial transactions of 
the Department. In addition, the Bureau has a Licens- 
ing Office which issues twenty-three separate types of 
licenses, a Garage Service, and a Settlement Office which 
checks on the responsibility of the city for making pay- 
ments for hospital board and care of persons having 
communicable diseases and for the hospitalization of 
premature infants as required by the statutes of the 
Commonwealth. There is also a legal assistant at- 
tached to the Section. 

The Bureau of Vital Statistics and the Bureau of 
Health Education are also in the Section of General 
Services. The Bureau of Vital Statistics maintains 
morbidity and mortality records on births, deaths, and 
reportable diseases, issues burial permits to funeral 
directors, and reviews all forms used in the various 
sections of the Health Department. The Bureau of 
Health Kducation coordinates health education within 
the Department and conducts health education pro- 
grams in the parochial schools and throughout the 
community. 
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BUREAU OF ADMINISTRATION 


The Bureau of Administration is primarily concerned 
with the fiscal matters of the Department. It processes 
all the payrolls of the Department, makes up the annual 
budget, requisitions all supplies, issues all service orders 
and printing requisitions and processes all invoices and 
receiving notices, checks travel expenses for employees 
using transportation in their daily duties, draws up 
proposals and contracts for services, and handles two 
checking accounts for petty cash. In addition, there are 
miscellaneous duties such as processing vacation advance 
requests, Blue Cross-Blue Shield and U.S. Savings Bond 
deduction forms, handling of small office supplies, 
transportation and telephone service, as well as any 
other problems connected with the departmental budget 
that arise. In addition, the Settlement and License 
Offices are part of the Bureau of Administration, and 
statistics on their duties are included in this report. 


In 1959 the appropriation for the Boston Health De- 
partment was $1,848,584.50 and the expenditures for 
the year amounted to $1,846,731.26. 

In spite of constantly increasing costs, the budget 
expenditures were maintained within $6,000 of the 
previous year’s. A plan for the gradual elimination of 
positions helped to keep costs down. Further savings 
were made by keeping a closer watch on expenditures 
for contractual services, including payment for the board 
and care of persons in various state, city, and private 
hospitals for which the City of Boston was responsible 
for reason of settlement. This item will have to be 
scrutinized even more closely in 1960, as charges for 
the care of persons in the State Tuberculosis Sanatoria 
will more than double due to the increasing hospitaliza- 
tion fees. Keeping expenditures within reasonable 
bounds means making equipment last for longer than 
usual periods, watching expenditures for supplies and 
materials, and limiting travel. As about five sixths of 
the budget is used for personal services, most of which 
is for permanent employees, it 1s obvious that the only 
area in which substantial savings can be made is in this 
personnel item. As a sharp reduction has already been 
made in the number of Health Department employees 
in the past ten years, further cuts become increasingly 
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difficult. The reduction of personnel in the Section of 
General Services is typical of the whole Department. 
Five years ago there were six employees in the Garage 
and Automobile Service; there are now four. In the 
Bureau of Vital Statistics, three permanent employees, 
plus occasional temporary help in rush seasons, must 
accomplish work formerly done by six permanent em- 
ployees. The Bureau of Health Education has operated 
for more than a year with one employee on leave of 
absence. The Bureau of Administration has one less 
employee than three years ago. In small bureaus like 
these, the cuts represent at least 25 per cent, and in some 
cases 334 per cent of the total staff. 

The Settlement Office received 279 applications for 
sanatoria care in 1959, of which 104 patients were trans- 
ported to sanatoria. During the year, $35,984.39 was 
expended for the care of Boston-settled patients at 
Lakeville, North Reading, Westfield, and Rutland Sana- 
toria which are operated by the Commonwealth. An 
additional $6,090.56 was paid to other sanatoria for the 
care of Boston-settled patients. A subsidy bill in the 
amount of $298.57 was submitted to the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health for approval. Payments 
to hospitals for the care of premature babies totaled 
$52,953.40. 

The License Office issued 10,233 licenses during 1959, 
and the total income from all sources was $39,141.72. 
There are twenty-nine types of licenses issued by the 
Health Division, of which 23 are from the Licensing 
Office.

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BUREAU OF VITAL STATISTICS 
BUREAU ACTIVITIES 


There were 13,825 burial, removal, and transportation 
permits issued by the Bureau of Vital Statistics in 1959; 
12,148 standard death certificates were filed, processed 
for completeness and accuracy, and the vital informa- 
tion transferred to statistical cards for study and analy- 
sis. The certificates were then sent to the City Registrar 
for permanent recording. The Bureau, in turn, received 
from the Registry Division 15,283 copies of resident 
live births which were processed and recorded and for- 
warded to the Nursing Bureau for follow-up visits to 
the newborn. All reportable diseases received by the 
Medical Bureau and reported to this Bureau were re- 
corded by census tract location. There were 30,000 
standard certificates of death, issued by the office of the 
Secretary of State, distributed by the Bureau to phy- 
sicians, funeral directors, and hospitals. 

In 1959 the Bureau continued the intensive query 
program, recommended by the World Health Organiza- 
tion, to all physicians, hospital medical officers, and 
medical examiners on all questionable sequences of 
medical certification, with particular emphasis on those 
certificates on which tuberculosis was listed either as a 
direct or underlying cause of death. The time and 
effort of the staff in requesting the attending physician 
to specifically state whether, in his opinion, tuberculosis 
was or was not the underlying cause of the death is 
reflected in the decline of the number of tuberculosis 
deaths in the past three years to a record low of only 
eighty-eight deaths in 1959. The query project also has 
brought about the uniformity in reporting the number 
of deaths from various causes with the Massachusetts 
Division of Vital Statistics. 


ROUTINE AND SPECIAL REPORTS 


The Bureau weekly reports to the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health all deaths due to report- 
able diseases as required by state law. Total deaths, 
deaths in certain age groups, infant mortality and 
deaths due to pneumonia and influenza are sent weekly 
to the National Office of Vital Statistics, the Medical 
Officer in charge of the Boston Immigration Office, the 
British and Cuban Consulates, and the Boston City 
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Record. Monthly reports on total deaths, births, still- 
births, and infant mortality were sent to the National 
Office of Vital Statistics for inclusion in the national 
reports. Special reports on specific diseases requested 
by the Science Information Bureau of New York were 
compiled and sent every two weeks, and a quarterly and 
annual report on diabetes sent to the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company. Numerous requests for special 
study data have been compiled by the Bureau for phy- 
sicians, students, public and private agencies, news- 
papers, and private industrial, mercantile, and consult- 
ing firms. 


POPULATION 


The past few years in Boston has been a time of urban 
redevelopment, industrial and commercial}building, ard 
intracity highway and road construction. These factors 
necessitated the relocation of many City of Boston 
residents to other districts within the city and, in many 
imstances, to new locations in the suburbs of the metro- 
politan area. This migration has raised a problem in 
estimating a reasonably accurate population figure for 
the City of Boston. It was decided in the interest of 
statistical comparability that we would accept the 
Massachusetts midcensus figure of 724,702 for the 
City of Boston and adjust the Boston figures when the 
federal decennial census of 1960 is available. 


STATISTICAL SUMMARY 


The general death rate is 12.4, and the general birth 
rate is 21.1 for the year 1959. ‘These figures indicate a 
lower death rate and birth rate than the previous year 
1958. 

The maternal mortality rate has for many years been 
an outstanding feature of the annual public health re- 
port, and, although five maternal deaths were reported 
in 1959, Boston’s rate is perhaps the lowest of all cities 
of comparable size in the United States. For example, 
in 1957 there were no maternal deaths, although 15,553 
resident births were recorded. The five-year maternal 
mortality rate (1955-59) is 0.2 per 1,000 live births, 
which is a remarkable record. 
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The infant mortality rate in Boston has averaged 
27.0 per 1,000 live births for the five-year period from 
1955 to 1959. Of the infant deaths reported during 
this period 38.7 per cent died the first day of life, 66.8 
per cent died the first week (perinatal period), and 
approximately 78 per cent died in the neonatal period, 
or the first twenty-eight days of life. The most im- 
portant causes of infant deaths in Boston were im- 
maturity unqualified, postnatal asphyxia, and con- 
genital malformations in this order. There were 398 
infant deaths reported in 1959, and the leading causes 
and percentage of deaths did not change significantly 
from the previous five years. 

Deaths attributed to tuberculosis have declined 
steadily in Boston for the past fifteen years. In 1949, 
for example, there were 499 deaths and a death rate of 
62.4 per 100,000 population. In 1955, 157 deaths and a 
death rate of 19.2 was recorded. There were only 88 
deaths from tuberculosis and a death rate of 12.1 per 
100,000 population in 1959 and, significantly, no deaths 
were recorded under thirty years of age and 80 per cent 
of the reported deaths occurred in the age group forty- 
five years and over. 

There were no deaths reported from measles, diph- 
theria, scarlet fever, typhoid fever, whooping cough, 
epidemic meningitis, or poliomyelitis. The five leading 
causes of death in Boston are in the same numerical 
order as the previous year, viz., heart disease, cancer, 
vascular lesions of the central nervous system, diseases 
of the arteries, and accidental deaths. The majority of 
these deaths occur in the age group forty-five years and 
over and account for an estimated 73 per cent of the total 
deaths reported annually. Accidental deaths due to 
falls take the greatest toll of lives in the sixty-five years 
and over age group, while accidental drownings and 
motor vehicle accidents stand out in the younger and 
middle age groups. 

The data presented in this report indicate a marked 
improvement in certain areas of the public health of 
Boston residents. As reported, deaths due to communi- 
cable diseases, with the exception of tuberculosis, are 
practically nonexistent. The remarkable decrease in 
tuberculosis deaths reflects the successful labors of those 
actively engaged in the control of this disease. The 
maternal mortality rate indicates the value of early 
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medical attention and care given to prospective mothers. 
However, the infant mortality rate is slightly higher 
than the national average, and there are far too many 
deaths occurring unnecessarily from accidental causes, 
indicating the need of a good and sound accident pre- 
vention program. Toward the latter part of 1959, 
plans for a monthly statistical bulletin were being formu- 
lated to satisfy the numerous requests asking for sta- 
tistical data. 
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BUREAU OF HEALTH EDUCATION 
PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS 


One of the major activities of the Bureau is the School 
Health Education Program, in which fifty-six elementary 
schools, Catholic and Hebrew, participate. There are 
approximately 35,000 students and 750 teachers in the 
fifty-six schools. 


The program consists of: 


1. Annual in-service teacher training program 

2. Consultation service to the teachers 

3. Distribution of bibliographies, teacher units, and other 
source materials — some of which are prepared by the 
health educator, others obtained from commercial and 
semicommercial organizations 

4. A free loan service consisting of models, charts, and a 

few films

This year, the topic selected for the in-service training 
program was ‘‘Safety and Accident Prevention”. In 
view of the increased number of accidents, it seemed 
appropriate that teachers should be stimulated to con- 
duct an intensive classroom program in safety education. 
The health educator was responsible for preparing the 
material and for scheduling and conducting the meetings. 
An overview of the accident problem with statistical 
information was presented. It was pointed out that 
‘Learning by Doing” is one of the most effective ways 
of making students conscious of accident hazards and 
the responsibility for correcting them. ‘Teachers were 
advised to take advantage of daily opportunities in- 
volving safety and accident prevention as learning 
experiences for the students. It was also emphasized 
that informal teaching has several advantages and the 
daily basis of attack on the problem is much more 
effective than relying entirely on formal instruction. 
The importance of contagious behavior and self-interest 
was also emphasized, and suggestions were made for 
carrying out a program which would not interfere with 
the already crowded schedule of the teacher or add to 
her classroom burdens. 


HeraLttH DEPARTMENT 15 


During the year requests were received for consultation 
service on classroom projects, exhibits, science fair 
projects, field trips, and for materials to be used with 
the various units in the course on Science, Health, and 
Safety. A request was also made for assistance in pre- 
paring a child growth and development course to be 
given to teachers in a summer session. 

In October, January, and April a package containing 
samples of new booklets, leaflets, posters, teaching units, 
and other pertinent information helpful to the teacher 
in her health instruction program was sent to all schools. 
This periodic distribution helps to keep the teacher in- 
formed about new items that are available. 

As usual, the Bureau’s loan service proved to be popu- 
lar with the teachers. Since there is only one model of 
each type available, it is difficult at times to keep up 
with the requests. 


The 1959 Teachers Institute was held at Boston Col- 
lege, as the previous location, Mechanics Building, was 
demolished to make way for the new Prudential Center. 
As the new exhibit hall is much smaller, it was necessary 
to reduce by 50 per cent the number of exhibits. As a 
result, the Bureau of Health Education did not exhibit 
at the Teachers Institute for the first time in fifteen 
years. 


POLIO PROGRAM 


The Bureau participated in the May and the June 
polio inoculation programs from the beginning planning 
stages through the press conference at the Mayor’s 
office, the publicity, and the actual program, to some 
brief evaluation of publicity methods and a random 
sampling of some of those inoculated. 


Publicity contacts were made with city departments 
such as the Police, the Housing, the Library, the School, 
and the Welfare Departments. Cooperating agencies 
were contacted. Among them were the Boston City 
Hospital, the Massachusetts Medical Society, the Dis- 
trict Medical Societies, the Medical Foundation, the 
Red Cross, the Visiting Nurse Association, the National 
Foundation, Inc., and the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health. In all cases contacts were given 
flyers and posters for distribution. In addition to the 
above-mentioned contacts there were also drugstores, 
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insurance companies, supermarkets, utility companies, 
churches, schools, newspapers, and radio stations. In 
all, some 300,000 flyers and 1,131 posters of various 
types were distributed. A series of spot announcements 
was distributed to each of the radio stations. Some 
ten press releases were given periodically to the papers 
as well as numerous releases given on request over the 
telephone. 

According to a publicity survey made at the Hay- 
market Square Building Clinic during the program in 
May, the intown papers and word of mouth outdid all 
other forms of publicity by 4:1 and 2:1, respectively. 
At the two local health units sampled, schools, intown 
papers, and Aid to Dependent Children’s flyers outdid 
all other publicity forms approximately 2:1.

TUBERCULIN TESTING PROGRAM 


The statistical breakdown on figures for the South End 
and Roxbury tuberculin testing programs was com- 
pleted. Figures were compiled both numerically and 
percentage-wise for all positive reactors and their 
contacts. The final figures covered the following areas: 


1. Whether the individual returned for an X-ray or a 
tuberculin test; and, if not, whether he had moved 
away, had an unknown address, had no roster, or just 
did not return. 
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Whether the individual returned on being first notified 
by letter from the Health Department, on being 
notified by a third or fourth (or fifth in Roxbury) 
letter, or on a visit from the Health Department nurse 
(no nursing visits in Roxbury). 

Whether when the individual returned for an X-ray 
or a tuberculin test, the results were negative, primary 
complexes, tuberculosis, bronchial conditions, or other 
pathologies. 

Whether the relationship to the positive reactor of each 
contact who returned or did not return was that of 
mother, father, sibling, grandmother, grandfather, 
some other adult, or some other child. 


In the South End and Roxbury programs 3,073 and 
5,536 children, respectively, were tested out of a total 
enrollment of 3,519 and 6,345 children, respectively 
(public and parochial school figures combined in both 
programs). In the South End 8.5 per cent were positive 
reactors; and 5.4 per cent in Roxbury. Figures on 
positive reactors and their contacts (South End, 1,228 
contacts; Roxbury, 1,420 contacts) revealed the follow-

PHYSICIAN VISITING PROGRAM 


February saw the beginning of a physician visiting 
program in Boston’s high tuberculosis incidence areas. 
For this program a kit has been developed for each phy- 
sician visited, which contains information on Boston’s 
tuberculosis problem, and also information about serv- 
ices offered to the physician by the various agencies 
in Boston whose primary concern is tuberculosis control. 
The health educator spends about ten to fifteen minutes 
visiting with each physician, telling him about these 
services, suggesting tuberculin testing of children seen 
in his private practice, and asking him if he has any 
suggestions for making the tuberculosis case-finding 
program a better one. He is also asked if he has criti- 
cism about any Health Department programs as they 
exist at the present time. All the physicians were very 
much interested in what we are trying to accomplish. 


The names and addresses of the physicians in the high 
tuberculosis incidence areas were divided evenly between 
the Boston Health Department and the Boston Tuber- 
culosis Association; visits were made by first telephoning 
the physicians for appointments when possible. Of 
seventy doctors on the Health Department list for the 
South End, Roxbury, and Charlestown areas of Boston, 
twenty-one of these were not visited, because they were 
either residents or interns at hospitals or were not in 
private practice for one reason or another. For the 
forty-nine others, forty-four completed visits were made, 
while there were four incomplete calls because the phy- 
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sicians were too busy at the time the visits were made. 
Return visits will be made. Only one visit was canceled 
by the health educator because of an emergency. 

At the present time, visits are being arranged for the 
South Boston and the Dorchester areas of Boston. 


TUBERCULOSIS CASE FINDING 


Early in 1959 a map of Boston showing the locations 
at which tuberculosis had been the cause of death in 
1958 was made. Late in the year separate spot location 
maps were made for the 1958 and 1959 new tuberculosis 
cases. The new case spot maps are at present being 
used in case-finding programs. 


NURSERY SCHOOLS AND DAY CARE CENTERS 


Fifty-four nursery schools and day care centers were 
checked with regard to their staffs and their educational 
programs. A breakdown of these schools revealed that 
of the fifty-four, there were ten each in Dorchester and 
Roxbury, nine in the South End, and from one to five 
in each of the other sections of the city except Hyde Park 
and Roslindale. These day care centers and nursery 
schools were concerned with some 1,919 children who 
were supervised by 157 staff persons. Twenty-nine of 
the schools operated for the entire day; twenty-five for 
one half the day. 

On each visit any specific problems or complaints 
were discussed. In addition, information was given on 
courses available in the Boston area, and any other 
resources which might be helpful to those in this field 
were mentioned. 


COMMUNITY PROGRAM 


The Bureau arranged and participated in an evening 
panel for the Roxbury Parent Teacher Association. 
One health educator was a member of the panel; ‘“‘School 
Health Services”’ was the topic of discussion. 


PUBLIC INFORMATION 

News releases and radio spot announcements were 
prepared periodically. These covered both general 
topics and topics specific for certain times of year. 
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There were also a number Of specially requested re- 
leases. In addition there was the extensive work done 
during the polio program. 

Books and pamphlets were distributed to the health 
units for use on leaflet racks. New booklets were 
acquired and a number of outdated ones discarded. An 
attempt was made to broaden the areas covered by the 
booklets available. Requests for booklets and requests 
for other information regarding health or the Health 
Department were answered. 

The annual report of the Health Department was 
again edited by the Bureau. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


One health education student received a month of 
field training. He participated in whatever activities 
the Bureau was engaged in at the time. In addition, 
visits were arranged with various other health agencies 
throughout the city. 

A number of undergraduate nursing students were 
given interviews on their request in connection with one 
of their public health courses. Several of these inter- 
views involved considerable investigation on the part 
of the Bureau because of extensive questionnaires.

LICENSING 
INSTITUTIONS 


During 1959 a complete revision of the present rules 
and regulations controlling day care agencies was drawn 
up in order to make effective modern standards in con- 
nection with this expanding field. This revision includes 
the statement that all applications be returned in ade- 
quate time to eliminate the possibility of any operator’s 
being subject to court action for violation of the statute. 
It also insures prompt inspections pertaining to the 
health, safety, and structural factors connected with 
these institutions. 

The certification of hospitals, nursing and convalescent 
homes, and rest homes (formerly known as boarding 
homes for the aged) and the program for licensure for 
day care agencies was carried on as in the past. In- 
spections were made for approval of children’s foster 
care agencies and for independent foster homes for 
children at the request of the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Welfare. 

The number of applications for licensure of hospitals 
submitted in 1959 was twenty-nine. This total includes 
three new hospitals: Emmanuel College Infirmary, 400 
the Fenway; Mary Immaculate Infirmary, 344 the 
Riverway; and St. John of God Hospital for Chronic 
Diseases, Allston street, Brighton. Applications ap- 
proved by the Health Commissioner to date total 
twenty-eight, leaving one in the process of inspection for 
licensure. There were forty-three licensed hospitals 
operating in the City of Boston in 1959. 

At the present time there are eighty-six nursing and 
convalescent homes and forty-one rest homes licensed. 
There has been a substantial increase in the number of 
hearings before the Health and Building Commissioners 
for an increase in patient capacity in the nursing homes. 
The total capacity for nursing and convalescent homes 
is 3,022; total number of patients, 2,665. The total 
capacity for rest homes is 1,371; total number of resi- 
dents, 1,183. 
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The appheations for day care agencies processed 
numbered sixty-five. There are three applications now 
pending approval. The license of one day care agency 
was revoked during the past year. The total enrollment 
of these agencies is 2,112. 


CIVIL DEFENSE 


Civil defense activities were very diversified in 1959, 
and many new services were added to the Section of 
Medical Services’ role in the medical and health func- 
tions of the Boston Civil Defense Agency. 

During the year an in-service training course in dis- 
aster nursing was given to the public health nurses in the 
Bureau of Public Health Nursing. 
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BUREAU OF DISEASE CONTROL 


Again in 1959 the Bureau of Disease Control devoted 
most of its time and energy to the tuberculosis problem 
of the City of Boston. The common communicable 
diseases were at low levels with the exception of shigel- 
losis, of which there was a major outbreak in Boston 
during 1959. This will be discussed under its own 
heading in the review of the communicable disease 
record. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


The tuberculosis problem of the City of Boston 
showed striking improvement in 1959. During 1959 
eighty deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis and seven 
deaths from nonpulmonary tuberculosis were reported 
resulting in a pulmonary death rate of 11.0 per 100,000 
and a tuberculosis all forms rate of 12.0 per 100,000. 
These figures represent a drop of about 21 per cent from 
1958. The new statistics remove Boston from the 
unenviable position of the city with the highest pulmo- 
nary tuberculosis death rate in the United States for 
cities with populations of 500,000 and over, and put it 
among the lowest in that group. These statistics are 
based on a population census by the Secretary of State 
of Massachusetts in 1955. 


The new case rate for tuberculosis for the City of 
Boston rose during the year 1959. There were 526 new 
resident cases of pulmonary tuberculosis and 29 new 
cases of nonpulmonary tuberculosis reported. This gives 
Boston a new pulmonary tuberculosis case rate of 72.6 
per 100,000 and a new tuberculosis all forms rate of 
76.6 per 100,000. 


It is the interpretation of the Bureau of Disease 
Control that the higher new case rate for tuberculosis 
in the City of Boston is due to better case finding rather 
than to higher incidence. The Bureau has discon- 
tinued the less productive methods of case finding which 
has given it more time for new projects which it hopes 
are more productive (see 1958 report). Much time has 
been devoted to the alerting of private physicians of 
Boston to the problem of tuberculosis in Boston by 
letter and, in the high incidence areas, by personal calls 
to their offices by members of the staff of the Boston 
Health Department and the Boston Tuberculosis As- 
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sociation. The follow-up of cases and contacts in the 
tuberculosis clinics of the City of Boston has been 
brought up to first-class order and is still being improved. 
The impact of these programs on case finding must be 
considerable, even though it cannot be evaluated 
numerically. For these reasons the Bureau feels hope- 
ful that the higher new case rate is due to better case 
finding rather than to higher incidence. 


CASE FINDING 


The college and industry program in Boston is now 
carried out by private industrial X-ray companies. The 
Boston Health Department felt obligated to take 
X-rays on companies doing work for the federal govern- 
ment at its request. Accordingly, 4,971 X-rays were 
taken, with thirty-four suspicious pathologies found. 
The number of new cases of tuberculosis found is not 
yet known, since many of these patients are still being 
studied at the Diagnostic Clinic. 

The mass X-ray program in high incidence areas in 
1959 was carried out to only a minor degree because of 
previously proved unproductiveness. It was the feeling 
of the Case-Finding Committee, made up of rep- 
resentatives of the Boston Health Department, the 
Boston Tuberculosis Association, and the Tuberculosis 
Division of the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health, that perhaps the difficulty with the mass X-ray 
program as previously organized was that each program 
covered too large an area; that if the size of the area were 
considerably reduced and the area given a really ex- 
tremely thorough preparation and X-raying, the results 
would be more rewarding in finding new cases of tubercu- 
losis. The committee felt, judging by the new cases 
reported annually from these areas, unrecognized cases 
of tuberculosis must abound in these areas but that 
they were not coming out for the X-ray program as 
previously constituted. 

Accordingly, two areas were selected for a pilot pro- 
gram, each consisting of a census tract of about 5,000 
people, each a high incidence census tract in a high 
incidence area. L2 was selected in the South End and 
U2 in lower Roxbury. The areas were thoroughly pre- 
pared, and among 11,045 residents 3,097 X-rays were 
taken during the program. ‘The results were not very 
gratifying because only two new cases of tuberculosis 
were discovered for both areas. 
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TUBERCULIN TESTING 
Tuberculin Testing in the Well-Baby Clinics 

In 1959 there were 1,469 Mantoux tests done in the 
well-baby clinics, of which two gave positive reactions. 
The examination of the contacts of these cases did not, 
unfortunately, reveal the source cases. One of these 
patients is getting INH at our Chemotherapy Clinic 
and the other is being watched because the repeat 
tuberculin was equivocal. 

It is difficult to get permission from the parents to do 
Mantoux tests on the new admissions in the well-baby 
clinics. Of 6,265 new babies admitted to the clinics in 
1959, there were 1,469 tests performed, which is only 
23.5 per cent of the new admissions. Although this 
percentage is much higher than in 1958, there is need for 
educational pressures in the well-baby clinics to insure 
a higher percentage of testing. The low incidence of 
positive reactions in this age group is expected. 

Tuberculin Testing in the Schools 

Tuberculin testing in the school population was not 
done in 1959 except in two schools where in each an 
active case of pulmonary tuberculosis in a high school 
pupil was discovered. 


PENAL INSTITUTIONS PROGRAM 


This program continued regularly in 1959. There 
were 1,143 X-rays taken, with twenty-four suspicious 
pathologies found. Five new cases of tuberculosis have 
already been found in the group and some cases are 
still being studied in the Diagnostic Clinics. In agree- 
ment with reports from other municipalities, this is a 
productive program. 


THE HOSPITAL ADMISSION PROGRAM 


Progress in expanding the hospital admission program 
has been stymied for lack of funds. During 1959 some 
admission X-rays were taken at the Massachusetts 
Memorial Hospital, probably about 20 to 30 per cent of 
the hospital and dispensary admissions, but the bulk of 
the X-rays taken in this program were in the Out- 
Patient Department of the Boston City Hospital. Here 
7,980 X-rays were taken and 239 suspicious pathologies 
found. Again the statistics for new cases of tuberculosis 
found are not available because the suspicious cases are 
still being followed in the Diagnostic Clinic. 
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PRIVATE PHYSICIANS PROGRAM 


This program involved the private physicians of the 
high incidence areas during 1959. The South End and 
lower Roxbury were completed, and some visits were 
made to doctors in upper Roxbury, Dorchester, and 
South Boston. This program will continue in 1960. 
During 1959 seventy-seven physicians were ‘‘detailed”’ 
by the health educators from the Boston Health Depart- 
ment and the Boston Tuberculosis Association. The 
health educators were extremely well received by the 
private physicians, with only one or two physicians 
evincing annoyance or lack of interest. A follow-up 
double post card was sent to each physician visited to 
get his reaction to the visit, and asking if he would like 
additional visits. The return post cards were filled out 
by practically all of the physicians, and those who 
answered were enthusiastic about the program and 
indicated that they would like the visits to be repeated 
periodically. 

The private physicians program consisted of ‘‘detail- 
ing’’ the private physicians on tuberculosis as the drug 
houses detail them on their drugs (see 1958 annual 
report). 


RESTAURANT PERSONNEL X-RAY PROGRAM 


With the cooperation of the Massachusetts Restaurant 
Association a mass X-ray program was set up by the 
Boston Health Department for the personnel of the 
Boston restaurants. The association estimated that 
there were between 15,000 and 20,000 restaurant em- 
ployees in the city who could be X-rayed. The only 
drawback, and a major one, was that the Restaurant 
Association insisted that the individual X-ray findings 
on employees be sent to the owner of each restaurant 
in spite of the strong warning of the Health Department 
that this would discourage a great many employees who 
would otherwise be willing to be X-rayed. 

The Restaurant Association had special X-ray cards 
printed so that the employee signed permission for the 
Health Department to send his X-ray report to his 
employer. Because of the dispersal of restaurants 
throughout the City of Boston, the association set up 
ten locations where the mobile unit would be stationed 
for specific lengths of time for X-raying the restaurant 
workers in the neighborhood. 
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There were 1,226 X-rays taken in this program, with 
twenty-three suspicious pathologies found. The number 
of new active cases of tuberculosis found is not available 
since the suspicious cases are still being studied in the 
Diagnostic Clinic. 

The number of X-rays taken was small for the mobile 
unit time involved. Nineteen suspicious pathologies 
were found per 1,000 X-rays, less than our average in 
other mass X-ray programs. 


NEW PROGRAMS IN TUBERCULOSIS 


1. Repeat Tuberculin Testing in South End Schools 


Permission has been obtained to repeat tuberculin 
testing in the fall of 1960 in the South End schools, 
where the program in 1958 had been successful in finding 
four new cases of active primary tuberculosis and three 
new cases of pulmonary tuberculosis as source cases. 
The pupils new to the schools with positive tuberculins 
will be followed through as before with family rosters 
and X-ray or tuberculin testing of the contacts. Of 
special interest will be the converters, who were tuber- 
culin negative in 1958 and who are positive in 1960. 
Their family rosters will be combed as diligently as 
possible, looking for the source case for each conversion. 


If the program is successful in picking up new cases 
associated with the converters, this will be used as strong 
argument for instituting routine tuberculin testing by the 
school hygiene departments of Boston schools in speci- 
fied grades of the primary, grammar, and high schools. 
At present routine tuberculin testing is not a part of the 
school hygiene program in the vast majority of Boston 
schools. 


2. Routine Tuberculin Testing in the Schools of Boston 

Tuberculin testing is proposed for specific grades in 
the public and parochial schools as suggested under 
“Tuberculin Testing’. Routine testing of the first, 
fourth, eighth, and twelfth grades with the follow-up of 
the positive reactors and particularly the known con- 
verters is likely to be very rewarding in case finding. 
The statistics of the percentage of positive tuberculins 
and the rate of conversion would also cast much light 
on the tuberculosis problem of the City of Boston. 
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3. Mass X-raying in Pinpoint Locations 

Mass X-raying, even when limited to single high 
incidence census tracts in high incidence areas where the 
populations involved were 5,000 or fewer, has been 
unproductive in the experience of the Boston Tubercu- 
losis Program (see above). Before finally abandoning 
this method of case finding, the Case-Finding Committee 
decided as a last effort in this field to try a pilot study of 
X-raying intensively in areas of a block or two those 
places in the city where in the past few years numerous 
new cases of tuberculosis have been reported. This 
would involve an apartment-to-apartment canvass in 
these blocks by volunteers to get everyone over eighteen 
years of age out for X-ray. If by this intensive method 
new cases of tuberculosis are not discovered, then the 
committee feels routine mass X-raying is hopeless in 
the Boston program. 

All the new cases of tuberculosis occurring during the 
years 1957, 1958, and 1959 have been spotted on a large 
map. The committee has selected several of the most 
likely pinpointed areas which will be mass X-rayed as 
described above during April of 1960. 


TREATMENT 


Patients and suspects made a total of 14,224 visits to 
the Tuberculosis Clinics of the City of Boston in 1959. 
On these patients 8,921 large X-rays were taken. The 
Collapse Therapy Clinics were closed down completely 
in May, 1959, for lack of need. The River Street Clinic 
with its chemotherapy privileges grew so rapidly that a 
second clinic each week had to be opened on Friday 
morning. Attendance at the Chemotherapy Clinic at 
the South End Health Unit increased so much that a 
second physician had to be assigned to each of the two 
clinics held weekly to handle the load. The Boston 
Health Department now has over 600 different patients 
coming to its Chemotherapy Clinics. 


THE DETENTION CENTER 


During 1959 one additional patient was admitted to 
the Detention Center in the Rutland Sanatorium. The 
legal power of the Boston Health Department to in- 
carcerate uncooperative tuberculosis patients who are 
proved hazards to the community is becoming widely 
known among the patients and seems to be resulting in 
their better cooperation. 
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TUBERCULOSIS INTEGRATING COMMITTEE OF BOSTON 


The Tuberculosis Integrating Committee of Boston 
met monthly during 1959. During this year a rep- 
resentative of the Alcoholism Program of the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Health was elected to regular 
membership in the committee, and much emphasis was 
laid on the problem of alcoholism in tuberculosis. The 
committee wrestled with the difficulties which will be 
introduced into the tuberculosis program of the city by 
the imminent danger of the closing of the South Depart- 
ment of the Boston City Hospital. Many other problems 
in case finding, the treatment of patients, and their 
successful follow-up were discussed at the meetings. 
Plans to solve these problems were developed through 
the integration of the wisdom and the resources of the 
constituent agencies. 

The meetings were interesting, well attended, and the 
spirit of friendliness, cooperation, and give-and-take 
was at the highest level. This is truly an indispensable 
committee. 
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OTHER COMMUNICABLE DISEASES 


There were 4,077 resident cases of communicable dis- 
eases reported to the Boston Health Department during 
1959, a decrease of over 2,100 from 1958. This is an 
unusually low incidence for the City of Boston. The 
public health physicians made a total of 2,081 home 
visits on these cases. 


DIPHTHERIA 


There were three cases of diphtheria in Boston resi- 
dents with no deaths — a good record. 


MEASLES AND GERMAN MEASLES 


In 1959 there were 987 cases of measles and 222 cases 
of German measles reported in Boston residents with no 
deaths. This is low incidence. 


MUMPS 


There were 407 resident cases of mumps reported to 
the Boston Health Department in 1959 with no deaths 
—a low figure. 


POLIOMYELITIS 


Polio Inoculation Program 

In 1959, a Polio Inoculation Committee composed of 
the Boston Health Department in cooperation with 
many other official and voluntary agencies put on a 
“Low Cost Polio Inoculation Program” for the “hard 
core’? of people in the city who as yet had received in- 
adequate protection against polio. The contribution 
per inoculation was one dollar for those who could afford 
it, the individual’s statement being accepted on the 
subject of ability to contribute. Injection centers were 
set up at the central health office, the health units of the 
City of Boston, and six other strategically placed loca- 
tions. The stations were manned by volunteer nurses, 
clerks, social workers, and other required personnel. 
The physicians who gave the inoculations were public 
health physicians, physicians from the central health 
office, and private physicians, many of whom were 
volunteers. 

The week of May 18 was devoted to first inoculations 
and the week of June 15 to second inoculations. During 
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these two weeks over 57,000 polio inoculations were 
given, and the income was such that after all expenses 
were paid there was a very substantial balance in the 
treasury of the sponsoring committee. A week in April, 
1960, will be used to give the third inoculations and an- 
other week in the spring of 1961 for the fourth. 

Any surplus in the treasury of the Polio Inoculation 
Committee will be donated by the committee to public 
health programs and other worth-while causes in the 
community after the inoculation program has been 
completed. 


Polio Incidence in 1959 

There were twenty-six cases of poliomyelitis in Boston 
residents during 1959 with one death. Twenty-four of 
the cases were paralytic. This is an average experience 
for incidence. 

The data of the previous polio immunization experi- 
ence of these polio cases is interesting, somewhat dis- 
turbing, and is given in the following table:

It is striking that seventy-three per cent of the polio 
cases reported had had some previous immunization 
with Salk vaccine, that fifty per cent had had three 
inoculations and seven per cent four. These statistics 
look more damaging than they actually are because 
type III polio was prevalent in 1959, the type for which 
the Salk vaccine is least effective. If the city had not 
been well inoculated against polio there might have been 
many times twenty-six cases of poliomyelitis reported 
in 1959.

THE ENTERIC INFECTIOUS DISEASES 


Typhoid Fever 
There was a single case of typhoid fever in a Boston 
resident in 1959. The case was a resident of a large home 
for the aged. A careful epidemiological investigation 
with many stool cultures (over 200) on the contacts 
failed to disclose the source of the infection. 


Salmonellosis 

One hundred thirty-four cases of salmonellosis were 
reported in Boston residents during 1959. This is the 
highest number reported in any year to date. This high 
figure is probably the result of the general outbreak of 
enteric infections which occurred in 1959 plus the addi- 
tional fact that physicians and clinics were alerted to this 
situation and took more stool cultures than in previous 
years, thereby getting more specific diagnoses in cases 
of diarrhea. Undoubtedly many times the number of 
cases reported existed in the city and went undiagnosed. 
Fortunately the disease was mild and resulted in no 
deaths. 

Shigellosis 

Boston had a_ substantial outbreak of  bacillary 
dysentery in 1959, with 406 cases being reported in 
Boston residents. ‘This was a considerable accentuation 
of the trend which became evident in 1958, when 
ninety-three cases were reported, representing an in- 
cidence of the disease several times the average of 
previous years. 

The outbreak really started in the summer of 1958 in 
the Columbia Point Housing Project in South Boston. 
During the last half of 1958 and during 1959 it spread to 
virtually the whole city, with cases being reported from 
all the geographic subdivisions of the city. The ex- 
pected remission in its incidence during winter did not 
occur during the 1958-59 winter, or if it did it was 
imperceptible, and it built up again during the summer 
of 1959. In the last months of 1959 the number of cases 
reported was definitely on the downgrade, and it is 
hoped that the outbreak is ending. 


Practically all of the stool cultures grew out 5S. sonne. 
The disease was very mild so that the physicians hesi- 
tated to use sulfa drugs or antibiotics in its treatment, 
which probably contributed to its persistence and

dissemination. There were no shigella deaths in 1959 
despite the 406 cases. 

The Bureau of Disease Control made sure that all 
reported cases were visited early by the public health 
physicians, who instructed the families in the methods of 
spread of the infection, and laid great emphasis on the 
importance of personal hygiene and especially hand 
washing after stool and before handling food, but ap- 
parently to no avail. The Bureau of Disease Control 
consulted repeatedly with the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health, the Harvard School of Public 
Health, the professors of preventive medicine of the three 
medical schools of Boston, and other qualified special- 
ists. 

Rabies Control 

There were 3,188 dog bites and forty-three small 
animal bites for a total of 3,231 potentials for rabies 
reported to the Boston Health Department in 1959. 
About 800 of these were treated at the Boston City 
Hospital, but none was given antirabic treatment. 


Venereal Disease 

During 1959, 1,423 new cases of syphilis and 1,002 
new cases of gonorrhea were reported in Boston. These 
incidences have been going up slowly in the past few 
years. During 1959, 414 lapsed cases and contacts of 
venereal disease were referred to the Bureau of Disease 
Control for follow-up, and of these 290 were successfully 
returned to treatment. 
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MENTAL HEALTH PROGRAM 


This year has seen the further development and con- 
solidation of the city-wide mental health program which 
was inaugurated in 1959 within the framework of the 
City of Boston Health Department with the aid of 
federal funds provided by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts Department of Mental Health. In 
its first two years of existence the program concentrated 
mainly upon the provision of in-service training on 
mental health matters to the personnel of the Health 
Department. This program was conducted by Dr. 
Gerald Caplan and his colleagues from the Harvard 
School of Public Health, who were operating under 
the administrative direction of Dr. George Kahn, the 
head of the Bureau of Disease Control. 


During the current year the program has developed 
a focus on direct preventive service to patients. Espe- 
cially trained and experienced mental health consultants 
visit each of the health centers in the city every week, 
and discuss with the public health nurses at their 
request the management of individual patients and 
their families who are currently under care. The 
purpose of these consultations is to help the nurses 
achieve a deeper understanding of the psychological 
factors operating in their cases so that they may add 
a mental health dimension to their work. 


In addition to the consultation program for the public 
health nurses, a series of group discussions has been 
arranged for the sanitarians, and a consultation pro- 
gram has been organized for the health education 
staff of the City Health Department. The goal of all 
these efforts is to enrich the practice of all health de- 
partment personnel so that they may integrate mental 
health within their general health activities, and so 
that they may plan an effective part in the prevention 
of psychological disorder throughout the community. 

It is envisaged that in the future the program may 
be enlarged to include consultation for the dental 
officers in relation to the psychological problems of 
children suffering from malocclusion, who are aecepted 
as patients in the newly established orthodontic pro- 
gram of the Health Department. 
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BUREAU OF DIAGNOSTIC LABORATORY 


The activities of the Bureau of Diagnostic Laboratory 
in its services again in 1959 reflected the present per- 
tinent public health problems for the control and 
treatment of tuberculosis, examinations for which 
increased 20 per cent, and for enteric pathogens, ex- 
aminations for which inereased 25 per cent over 1958. 

Hospital requests for comprehensive serology on 
treated cases of syphilis continued high since this is 
the only laboratory in the state performing routine 
Hinton, Kahn, and Kolmer tests upon request. 

The number of tests for bacterially induced diseases 
controlled by recognized immunization plus antibiotics 
remains at previous levels. 

The Bureau was responsible for the preparation, 
sterilization, and distribution of all physical equipment 
used in the highly successful general population polio- 
myelitis immunization programs conducted by the 
Boston polio inoculation program during May, June, 
and July. The laboratory has been responsible since 
March, 1956, to the present for the distribution to 
schools, hospitals, clinics, and physicians of the ‘‘free’”’ 
Salk vaccine provided by the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health for specific groups of the population. 

Accomplishments for 1959 include the annual re- 
certification of laboratory performance and _ personnel 
by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health; 
the continued activity of indoctrination of hospital 
medical and laboratory personnel through volunteer 
workers; and the in-service training of two bacteriolo- 
gists at the Communicable Disease Center of the 
United States Public Health Service at Chamblee, 
Georgia, in the newest techniques in serological diag- 
nosis and in tuberculosis cultural methods.

BUREAU OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


During 1959 the accomplishment of the Bureau of 
Public Health Nursing demonstrates fruitful inter- 
change between basic public health nursing and _ pro- 
gressive newer trends in public health. In line with 
these newer trends, and the broad interests of the 
Health Department, a variety of activities are under 
way. 

The mental health in-service education program, 
under the direction of Dr. Gerald Caplan, has moved 
from the area of education to that of service. Con- 
sultation conferences regarding problems of individual 
patients and families are now available to the staff 
in every district office. 

A beginning was made in a pilot study to explore the 
extent of the alcoholism among patients attending one 
of our Tuberculosis Clinics. At the end of 1959 the 
mental health supervisor had completed 250 question- 
naires. The result of this study will be submitted to 
the supervisory group in a plan for action. 

The nurse-patient conference outline, developed by 
a staff committee, is now a useful tool in the nurse- 
patient interview. This tool is available to the nurse 
in making her decision on priority visits when there 
is pressure of work. 

Our interest has also centered on accident and safety 
through follow-up of cases referred by the Poison 
Information Center. Feeling has been expressed that 
through the nurse’s visit families are alerted to the 
importance of accident prevention in the home. 


The ever-increasing educational requirements in the 
field of public health and the number of new staff 
replacing retiring staff each year poses a problem in 
orientation and supervision, since a new nurse must 
be prepared to assume major responsibilities within 
a short space of time. In line with this, two members 
of the supervisory staff were promoted to administrative 
duties as principal public health nurses. One of their 
functions will be to assist in the orientation of these 
new staff nurses. 

Due to a population shift and a decrease in service 
activities, 1t seemed wise to transfer the nursing per- 
sonnel from the North End and the West End to 
Charlestown. These nurses will continue the nursing 
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activities in the North and the West End districts 
under the supervision of the Charlestown supervisor. 
In contrast to this decrease in service needs, a second 
Well Child Conference was added to the public health 
nursing activities in the Bromley Park Project, Jamaica 
Plain, in order to relieve overcrowding at the Tuesday 
morning session. 

During the year there were 36,359 field visits made 
to 10,992 families for multiple services and 8,649 visits 
to individuals for a single service. There were fifty- 
eight parochial schools and twenty-eight day care 
centers serviced, and inspections were made in seventy- 
three nursing and convalescent homes and rest homes, 
and sixty-eight day care centers. 

During May and June the staff participated in a 
mass polio inoculation program where 57,879 inocu- 
lations were given in sixty-nine clinic sessions. Prior 
to this program, eight nurses participated in a pre- 
survey to determine to what extent Boston’s residents 
were protected. 


SCHOOL HEALTH PROGRAM 


During 1958 and 1959 the school health services 
showed a decrease of 1,689 hours in time spent in 
schools and an increase of home visits over the previous 
year. Interviews at school with teachers showed 
an increase of 945 over the previous year. There was 
also an increase of 3,816 children weighed and measured, 
2,055 vision tests, and 1,161 hearing tests. 

There were twenty new staff nurses assigned to 
this service during the year. This required orientation 
to the school health service, interpretation of policies, 
procedure, record, reports, use of reference data and 
community resources, and the total school health 
service administration program. This orientation is 
followed by visits to the schools, where the nurses 
are assigned in order to help them incorporate theory 
with practice. 


MENTAL HEALTH PROGRAM 


The mental health supervising nurse’s service has 
been used extensively in the Tuberculosis and Child 
Health Clinics in the South End. Ninety-four patients 
were referred from the various clinics by the nursing 
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staff. Most of the staff has shown increased sensitivity 
to the needs of the patients. 


An effort has been made to assist new staff in nurse- 
patient conferences, and a great deal of progress has 
been made. Sixteen new staff nurses have been oriented 
to the mental health aspects of our program. 


TUBERCULOSIS PROGRAM 


One important goal for 1959 in the tuberculosis 
program was to follow the recommendation of the 1955 
survey in regard to developing nurse-patient conferences 
in all clinic sessions. A committee of staff and super- 
vising nurses under the able direction of the supervising 
nurse and the mental health consultant have completed 
a guide which is now in use in all Tuberculosis Clinics. 


A new emphasis of the team approach was achieved 
in the special Tuberculosis Clinics with the cooperation 
of the medical staff, the social service worker, the 
rehabilitation councilor (the latter two loaned by the 
Boston Tuberculosis Assosiation), mental health super- 
visor, and the nutritionist working closely with the 
public health nurse in order to achieve maximum 
service goals for the patient. 

The nurse’s role in working for and with the recalci- 
trant patients has received new emphasis since the 
passing of new legislation in 1956 under Chapter 111, 
Sections 94A-94H of the General Laws. A revised 
referral form which serves both as a tool for inter- 
pretation to the patient and assistance in legal function- 
ing of recommendations for the patient’s detention is 
now 1n effect. 


NUTRITION PROGRAM 


As a member of the interviewing committee and 
through periodic conferences with the staff, the nutri- 
tionist has developed teaching techniques and aids 
which are very valuable tools for the public health 
nurse in her family teaching. 

During 1959 a new food budget and a special diet 
service was prepared for the Bureau of Tuberculosis 
for distribution to patients. This new service partially 
fulfilled the requests of the Welfare Department for 
guidance in establishing a food budget allowance 
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for these patients. These budgetary standards are an 
aid to individualization of food needs for all patients. 
To satisfy these dietary requirements three diet forms 
and three high-caloric snack forms have been made 
up by the nutritionist. This new arrangement has 
proven to be an important service to doctors, nurses, 
social workers, students, and patients. Requests for 
our copies have become so numerous that printed 
forms will eventually be necessary. 


STUDENT PROGRAM 


The ever-increasing demand from collegiate schools 
of nursing to provide public health nursing field training 
for our future nurses has become a problem. The 
turnover of our present staff has made it necessary 
to decrease the number of diploma-nursing-school 
students during the past year. 

Twenty-one graduates and fifteen basic students 
received eight weeks of field training during 1959, 
and thirty-six nursing students from Boston City 
Hospital of Nursing received four weeks of field training. 
Seven other diploma-schools of nursing sent seventy 
students for one day of observation in our Bureau. 


The reciprocal benefits that the agencies accrue 
from this program keep us educationally alert to newer 
theoretical and practical approaches to present-day 
nursing practice. 
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Section of Local Health Services 


BUREAU OF CHILD HEALTH AND HEALTH 
UNITS 


The Section of Local Health Services has been 
without the services of a director since July, 1958, 
which necessitated the absorption by the Health 
Commissioner and the head clerk of the administrative 
duties of the section. 

A total of 15,283 live births were registered in Boston 
during 1959. This represents a decrease of 140 live 
births as compared with the previous year. There were 
398 infant deaths, a decrease of twenty-one as compared 
with 1958. The birth of 1,145 premature babies was 
reported to the Boston Health Department during the 
year, and hospital expenses amounting to $52,953.40 
were provided by the Department for 207 premature 
babies. The records of the Bureau of Vital Statistics 
of the Health Department show that five maternal 
deaths occurred among Boston residents. 


WELL CHILD CONFERENCES 


Throughout the year thirty-four Well Child Con- 
ferences were held each week at the ten health units, 
nine substations, and two cooperating hospitals by 
the full-time public health physician of the Department 
together with a number of pediatricians delegated by 
the Department of Pediatrics of Boston University 
School of Medicine, Tufts University School of Medicine, 
and Harvard University Medical School. In eight of 
the ten health units Well Child Conferences are con- 
ducted twice weekly. Due to a decrease in the popula- 
tion of the North End and West End sections of Boston, 
the conferences in these areas operate only one day a 
week. Well Child Conferences are operated at five 
substations one day a week, and clinics are conducted at 
four substations twice weekly. In the two cooperating 
hospitals one has conferences two days a week, and the 
other one day a week. The large attendance at the 
weekly clinic in the Bromley Park area necessitated the 
addition of an extra clinic during the week in order to 
service the needs of this section. 


: 
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A total of 57,242 visits were made to the thirty-four 
Well Child Conferences during the year. These visits 
were made chiefly for the routine procedures of regula- 
tion of formulae and other dietary changes, immuniza- 
tions, physical examinations, and advice to parents. 
Of the total number of babies attending the clinic, 265 
made their initial visit. In a series of inoculations 
against diphtheria, tetanus, and whooping cough, 4,907 
children began the series, 4,287 inoculations were 
completed, and 3,289 were given booster doses; 5,001 
children were vaccinated against smallpox. Of this 
number, 3,685 received certificates for successful results. 
At the conferences 6,417 babies received their first 
inoculation against poliomyelitis, 6,131 were given 
second inoculations; 4,053 third inoculations; and 398 
were given their fourth, or booster, inoculation. In the 
eroup five years of age and over, twelve children received 
their first diphtheria-tetanus inoculation; seventeen re- 
ceived their second; and twenty-two were given their 
third inoculation. ‘Tuberculin tests were given to 1,469 
children. The results of these tests showed that 1,269 
were negative, two had positive reactions, and the 
results of 198 were unknown. 


PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS 


The Boston Health Department cooperates with 
the Hebrew Schools and with the Archdiocesan De- 
partment of Education by providing health services. 
At the start of the year all pupils are inspected by the 
public health nurse. The pupils of the first, the fifth, 
and the eighth grades, together with any students 
from other grades who are referred by the teachers 
or the school nurse, are given a physical examination. 
A total of 13,616 physical examinations were completed. 
In 1959, 1,010 children who had not been previously 
inoculated with triple antigens were given a series 
of three injections of alum-precipitated diphtheria- 
tetanus toxoids; 2,445 children received booster doses. 
Mantoux tests for tuberculosis were given to 289 
children. In the late spring all children in the entering 
classes who had not been inoculated against polio- 
myelitis were given the first ‘“‘shot’’ of the vaccine. 
Students in the first, third, fifth, and seventh grades 
Were given vision tests and when necessary recom- 
mendations were made to their private physicians or 
to the ophthalmologist of the Department. Third- 
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grade pupils were given a routine hearing test by per- 
sonnel of the Health Department. 


HEALTH UNITS 


The full-time public health physicians conducted 
clinics five afternoons weekly. ‘Two sessions were spent 
in the Well Child Conferences, and the other three 
were devoted to the administering of smallpox vaccine, 
triple antigens and diphtheria, tetanus and whooping 
cough, gamma globulin, and typhoid-paratyphoid to 
persons seeking such ‘‘shots’’. Physical examinations 
of children and adults scheduled for vacation at super- 
vised camps and other recreational areas were also 
conducted at these afternoon clinics. Each week, at 
four health units, Eye Clinics were conducted by the 
ophthalmologist of the Department. Children referred 
from both public and parochial schools were examined, 
given eye drops, prescriptions for glasses, and advice. 

A mass polio inoculation program was conducted by 
the Boston Health Department during the weeks of 
May 18, June 15, July 7, and July 14. Clinics were 
operated at all health units and some of the substations. 
During this program 57,879 polio inoculations were 
administered. 

Several health and welfare agencies were provided 
quarters, including light, heat, and custodial services 
without cost, in the health units. 


REPORTING OF NEWBORN 


The program inaugurated on April 1, 1958, which 
made possible nursing service visits to the newborn 
at as early a date as possible, was continued. St. Mar- 
garet’s, St. Elizabeth’s, the Harley, and the Beth 
Israel Hospitals participating in this program report 
births directly from the hospital to the Bureau of Child 
Health. A post card is sent to the parents or guardian 
inquiring as to whether or not a Health Department 
nursing visit to the home is desired or a private physi- 
clan is caring for the infant. A total of 5,048 babies 
were reported by the four hospitals: 2,286 were under 
the care of private physicians; 586 requested a Health 
Department nursing visit; no replies were received 
from 2,176. In those instances where a private phy- 
sician was responsible for the care of the newborn, a 
visit to the home by the public health nurse was un- 
necessary; thus, under this new system, 2,286 home 
visits were eliminated. 
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BUREAU OF DENTAL SERVICES 


The Bureau of Dental Services has continued to 
make progress in its program of preventive dentistry 
during 1959. An annual dental examination is given 
the public and parochial school children to determine 
the dental services necessary. Parents may bring 
preschool children to these clinics during the school 
vacation periods; emergencies are cared for at any time. 

The goal of the Bureau of Dental Services is to teach 
the children who attend the clinics the proper care of 
their teeth. Preventive care is emphasized through 
education so that the need for future restorative dental 
work will be lessened. The dentist, the nurse, and 
the hygienist cooperate in instructing the children in 
proper oral hygiene, stressing the need for regular 
dental visits, sound nutrition, and general good health. 

During 1959, 27,914 children were treated at the 
Dental Clinics. The figures relative to the work 
accomplished in these clinics appear in the Statistical 
Section of this annual report and show the steps taken 
in our program of preventive dentistry. 

In the latter part of 1959 an Orthodontic Clinic was 
established in the Bureau of Dental Services. Children 
throughout the City of Boston in need of orthodontic 
work have been screened by a specialist in this field. 
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BUREAU OF GENERAL SANITATION 


During the past year the Bureau of General Sanitation 
continued the housing code enforcement program which 
had been started in 1958. The Geneva-Talbot Improve- 
ment Area was completed, with 4,385 dwelling units 
inspected and 123 violations of the code uncovered. 
All violations have been abated. A second area, known 
as the Blue Hill-Greenwood Improvement Area, was 
also inspected. With 3,440 dwelling units inspected, 
only 48 minor violations of the code were revealed, 
and these have all been abated. 


The demolition program resulted in the condem- 
nation and demolition of 92 dwellings at a cost of 
$80,929. In addition to the demolitions, seven dwellings 
were demolished at the expense of their owners after 
they had received orders from the Health Department 
to either repair or demolish them. Because of a shortage 
of funds the program slowed down the last two months 
of the year, and only those buildings presenting serious 
public health problems were being processed for demo- 
lition. 


The proposed new Government Center offered a 
new challenge in the inspection of dwellings. In this 
area two inspectors from the Health Department and 
two from the Building Department working as a team 
inspected the buildings in this area and made deter- 
minations not in view of the violation of the code but 
rather in degrees of obsolescence of the structures. 
The information gathered has been given to the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority for its use in making appli- 
cation to the federal government for urban renewal 
funds. 


On November 24, 1959, two Health Department 
inspectors started inspection of the dwelling units 
adjacent to the New York Streets Area at the request 
of the Boston Redevelopment Authority. Because 
of the increased demand for land by companies desiring 
to locate in this area, the Authority has decided to 
redevelop it, and the data gathered by the Health 
Department will be used to determine the suitability of 
the area for the program. 
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With the increase in the number of automatic self- 
service laundries during the past year, the inspectors 
were instructed to survey every laundry in the city 
to ascertain that they were being operated in a sanitary 
manner. The locations of these places of business 
are kept on file in this office and will be inspected 
routinely. 

About 350 acres of wet and spongy land were sprayed 
during the spring and summer seasons for mosquito 
eradication in the West Roxbury and Hyde Park 
sections of Boston. This was the largest area ever 
sprayed for this purpose. 
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BUREAU OF MILK AND CHEMISTRY 
LICENSES AND PERMITS 


The number of licenses and oleo registrations issued 
during 1959 continued to decrease. The number of 
permits to sell or to serve milk from a dispenser increased 
from 300 to 328. There was a decrease in the production 
of local cream which made it necessary to import more 
western cream, and, therefore, more permits to sell cream 
were issued this year than during 1958. 

A total of $8,094 was deposited with the cashier of 
the Health Division, $1,113 less than in 1958... In 
addition, 2,958 applications to sell or deliver frozen 
desserts, 113 applications for lcense to manufacture 
frozen desserts, and thirteen applications for licenses to 
maintain an establishment for the pasteurization of 
milk were approved and given to the cashier, who 
issued the permits and licenses and collected $5,023 in 
payment thereof. 


NUMBER OF SAMPLES 


There were 14,944 samples collected and examined 
by this Bureau in 1959 compared with 15,799 samples 
in 1958. In addition, 2,487 samples were submitted by 
other Bureaus of the Health Department and other 
departments of the City of Boston. 


QUALITY OF MILK 


There, has been no significant change in the quality 
of milk sold in Boston. The average bacteria count 
after pasteurization was 3,900 in one cubic centimeter 
compared with 2,700 in 1958. The average bacteria 
count of Grade A milk was 1,250 per cubie centimeter; in 
1958 the average count was 1,200. The average bacteria 
count for regular milk since 1953 has come within the 
standard of Grade A milk. 

All milk examined in 1959 was found to be properly 
pasteurized. No positive phosphatase tests were found. 

In 1959, and for decades before, not a single case of 
communicable disease has been traceable to the Boston 
milk supply. 

The milk industry has been most cooperative in 
maintaining an effective program to check the presence 
of antibiotics in milk. 

Legislation has been requested to include under the 
milk inspection program the manufacture and sale of 
certain milk products which now are excluded. 
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BUREAU OF FOOD 


A variety of incidents ranging from the condemnation 
of 31,000 pounds of pork products contaminated by 
ammonia to the seizure of more than 27,000 pounds of 
tainted pork shoulders were part of the activity of the 
Bureau of Food during 1959. The on-the-spot inspection 
of food stores with their fronts shattered by the shrapnel- 
like blast of an explosion at the M.T.A. North Station 
Terminal; the thorough appraisal of the premises of a 
restaurant affected by fumes of cyanide gas; and the 
seizure and condemnation of more than 30,000 pounds 
of fresh meat contaminated by water and smoke from 
a fire in five meat stores in the market district neces- 
sitated additional exceptional health and _ sanitary 
measures. ‘There was also the condemnation of 24,000 
pounds of heated lamb; 11,000 pounds of spoiled beef; 
and the seizure of 27,000 pounds of lamb which was 
later released after chemical and bacteriological ex- 
amination. 

The cooperation of the federal and state agencies 
for the protection of the consumer was no better il- 
lustrated than when cranberries contaminated by the 
weed killer aminotriazole were removed from the shelves 
of all Boston markets until analyses confirmed their 
wholesomeness. 

The staff of the Bureau was augmented by the 
assignment of a principal inspector. 

Legal action became necessary on five occasions. 
A chronic violator in the baking business was fined 
$100 for insanitary conditions; two meat vendors were 
given $20 and $50 fines, respectively, for adulterated 
products; and two licensees were reprimanded by the 
Licensing Board for violations of the Food Code. 

These high lights, in addition to-the daily routine of 
enforcement, indicate a satisfactory coverage by the 
Bureau of Food. The protection of the consumer of 
food in Boston is proper and adequate. 
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WEIGHTS AND MEASURES DIVISION 
GENERAL DUTIES 


The general duties of the sealer and the deputies — 
are set forth in the General Laws of Massachusetts, 
chapters 94, 98, and 101. Briefly, they state the 
requirements regarding the sealing, adjusting, or con- 
demning of all weighing or measuring devices that 
are used for the buying or selling of goods, wares, or 
merchandise for public weighing or for hire or reward. 
Sealers are also authorized to enforce the laws pertaining 
to the giving of false weight or measure; the laws 
relative to the licensing of hawkers, pedlers, and tran- 
sient vendors; the examination of coal as to quality, 
and the weighing of coal offered for sale; the inspection 
of containers the size, shape, and dimensions of which 
are established by law; the investigation of complaints 
and the prosecution of violations when the evidence 
warrants such action. 


ORGANIZATION 


Headquarters of the Division are located at Room 
105, City Hall Annex, Boston 8, Massachusetts. The 
office is open from 9 A.M. to 5 P.M. daily, Monday 
through Friday. The telephone number is LA 3-5100, 
Extension 458-459. Personnel of the Division consists 
of a sealer, a chief deputy sealer, 14 deputy sealers, 
a heavy motor equipment operator, and a principal 
clerk. In October, 1959, a deputy sealer was promoted 
to the position of chief deputy sealer. 


Most everyone is familiar with the Police Department 
work that is carried out to protect our civil rights, 
the Fire Department service that protects our property, 
and the Health Department activities that protect 
the health of the residents of our city. 

The work of this Division is not so well known; our 
function is to protect the pocketbook of the public, the 
source of supply that pays for all of the above-mentioned 
city services. If, by the annual testing of equipment as 
required by law, the Division did not remove from 
service faulty equipment that would, if allowed to con- 
tinue to be used, result in short weight or measure with- 
out our efforts, consumers would pay for five pounds 
additional in the purchase of a ton of coal, one quart 
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additional in the purchase of ten gallons of gasoline, 
one-half gallon additional in a delivery of fuel oil, or 
one ounce additional in the purchase of a six-pound 
roast; thereby the Division returns to the consumer 
his entire share of the cost of maintaining the Division 
for 1959. Each additional purchase made by the 
consumer would result in additional savings over the 
year. 

The results accomplished during the past year have 
been due to the coordinated efforts on the part of the 
employees in carrying out the duties assigned them, 
to the cooperation of merchants and the public in 
general.

IV. LITIGATION 
A. SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT 


The following cases in which the Corporation Counsel 
represented the city or its officials were decided by the 
Supreme Judicial Court during the year: 


Collins v. Boston, Mass. Adv. Sh. (1959) 4838. By 
these consolidated actions of contract, the president 
and certain members of the faculty of Boston Teachers 
College sought to recover additional compensation for 
their services during the 1951-1952 school year. At 
issue was the validity and construction of a vote of 
Boston’s school committee purporting to raise the 
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plaintiffs’ salaries. The validity of the vote was dis- 
puted because, when the school committee had re- 
quested the mayor for an additional appropriation, it 
had represented that the amount requested did not 
provide for salary increases. The Supreme Judicial 
Court held that the school committee was not bound by 
this representation, and that the vote was valid. On 
the other hand, the Court held that in view of an express 
provision in the vote, the members of the faculty were 
not entitled to the increase in a lump sum, but only on 
an annual increment or step-rate basis. 


Boston v. DuWors, Mass. Adv. Sh. (1959) 1000. 
This cause came before the Supreme Judicial Court 
upon an appeal from a final decree foreclosing all rights 
to redeem from a tax title held by the City on certain 
land on Northern Avenue. The appellant had sought 
to have the Land Court reduce the valuation of the 
property in a substantial amount. The Supreme Judi- 
cial Court, in a rescript without opinion, affirmed the 
decree of foreclosure, saying that the valuation could 
be reduced only in an abatement proceeding. 


Ohrenberger v. Boston, Mass. Adv. Sh. (1959) 1448. 
On July 12, 1954, the plaintiff, who had been serving as 
an associate director of physical education in the Boston 
school department, accepted election as an assistant 
superintendent of schools. Plaintiff’s acceptance of 
this higher office was in law an implied resignation of 
his office as associate director. The question was 
whether he was entitled to recover $1,018.66 under a 
certain regulation of the school committee providing a 
proportion of their vacation salary to those ‘‘who do 
not complete the school year because of death, resigna- 
tion, retirement, marriage or discharge’. The Supreme 
Judicial Court held that the plaintiff did complete the 
school year, albeit in a different capacity, and so did 
not come within the regulation. 

Boston Retirement Board v. Contributory Retirement 
Appeal Board, Mass. Adv. Sh. (1959) 15385. The issue 
in this case was whether an operating room nurse who 
was injured while descending a flight of stairs in the 
hospital building on her way to lunch was entitled to 
retirement for an accident while in the performance of 
duty. The Supreme Judicial Court decided that she 
was not, recognizing a distinction between actual per- 
formance of work and something incidental to such 
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work and holding that an injury upon which retirement 
is to be based must be sustained while in actual per- 
formance of duty. 


Boston Retirement Board v. Contributory Retirement 
Appeal Board, Mass. Ady. Sh. (1959) 1539. This case 
concerned the accidental disability retirement rights of 
a matron at a municipal stadium who fell in a hole on 
the premises of the stadium while returning from lunch. 
The Supreme Judicial Court denied retirement, saying 
the case was controlled by Boston Retirement Board v. 
Contributory Retirement Appeal Board, Mass. Adv. Sh. 
(1959) 1535. 


B. FEDERAL AND STATE 
ADMINSTRATIVE TRIBUNALS 


1. DEPARTMENT OF PuBLiIcC UTILITIES 


A representative of the Law Department was in con- 
stant attendance at hearings before the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Utilities when the City’s interests 
warranted such action. 


Considerable time was consumed on behalf of the 
public interest in matters involving proposed rate and 
fare increases by the Boston and Albany Railroad, 
Boston and Maine Railroad, Boston Edison Company, 
and other major utilities. Petitions for discontinuance 
of commuter service filed by the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad, Boston and Albany Railroad 
and the Boston and Maine Railroad were opposed. 
Petitions filed on behalf of the City for authority to 
rebuild or alter railroad bridges on Broadway, Berkeley 
street, Dorchester avenue and Baker street were at- 
tended to. 


2. CrviL SERVICE 


Under Civil Service Item this department handled 
41 hearings given to employees by the various depart- 
ment heads under the Civil Service laws. 

This department represented department heads on 12 
cases appealed to the Civil Service Commission by City 
employees. The department also represented depart- 
ment heads in two matters under the Administrative 
Procedures Act. One case was further appealed to the 
District Court. 
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The City also intervened in the Trans-Pacific Route 
case before the Civil Aeronautics Board and in con- 
junction with the Greater Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce submitted a brief urging the granting of one 
carrier service between Boston and points in the Pacific 
and the Orient. 


C. TORT ACTIONS 
During the year, 384 tort cases were disposed of. 
The total amount paid by the city was $399,537.71. 
Following is a brief comparison of such total payments 
since 1954:

Three cases arose from the taking of land for fire purposes; 
two verdicts for plaintiff in the amount of $30,523.21 and 
one case was settled in the amount of $13,471.92. 


I. CITY EMPLOYEE SUITS 


Ninety suits involving city employees were disposed 
of during the year 1959; twenty-one were settled for 
sums totaling $21,923.64; thirty-five were tried resulting 
in verdicts totaling $18,556.13; seven cases were settled 
during trial totaling $6,845; three cases were tried before 
an Auditor resulting in verdicts totaling $4,977.75; two 
cases were settled during trial before an Auditor totaling 
$4,898.77; ten defendant verdicts were entered; seven 
cases were disposed of by discontinuance; three were 
disposed of by neither party and two cases were dis- 
posed of by dismissal.

This section of the department conducted numerous 
title examinations and examined many deeds, leases, 
plans and other instruments, conferring with and re- 
porting to public officers interested therein. 
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B. EMINENT DOMAIN

The Conveyancing Section during the year prepared 
instruments in settlement of 60 petitions for land takings 
and damages to property resulting from the laying out 
and construction of public highways involving payments 
of $27,882.34. 


C. LAND COURT 


The City of Boston is a party respondent to all peti- 
tions filed with the Land Court for registration of title 
to lands within the territorial limits of the city. During 
the year the office appeared in 44 cases in this court and 
examined all petitions and papers filed therewith, pre- 
paring many answers to said petitions and documents 
and stipulations affecting the land and title sought to 
be registered. 


D. PROBATE COURT 


During the year appearances were made in numerous 
cases in the Probate Court in matters affecting the City 
of Boston in its capacity as a public charitable trustee. 
All accounts upon which the city or its departments 
were cited were examined.

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INTRODUCTION 


The Department of Parks and Recreation had its 
beginning with the appointment of the first Board of 
Park Commissioners on July 8, 1875, under the title 
‘‘Park Department.’”’ ‘The Board consisted of three 
members who served without compensation. As thus 
constituted, the department continued up to 19138, when 
by provision of Chapter 10, Ordinances of 1912, it was 
merged with the Public Grounds, Bath and Music 
Departments, under the name of Park and Recreation 
Department. The Commissioners were appointed by 
the Mayor for a term of three years, one term expiring 
each year. The Chairman was a paid city official, in 
charge of the operation of the department. ‘The other 
two members served without compensation. 


In 1920 the Cemetery Department was merged with 
the Park and Recreation Department, and the title was 
changed to Park Department. On May 1, 1954, the 
department became the Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment under the provisions of Chapter 2, Ordinances of 
1954. The Board of Parks and Recreation Commis- 
sioners was increased to five members. 


Under the latest ordinance, the Commissioner of 
Parks. and Recreation becomes the active head of the 
department with power of authority far beyond that 
which existed when the Board consisted of three mem- 
bers (Sections 36-42, inclusive, Chapter 2, Ordinances 
of 1954). The Commissioners meet as required on call 
from the Chairman. 


The department is responsible for the maintenance 
and improvement of approximately 2,725 acres of parks 
and playgrounds. Included in this area are the following 
facilities: a general office building; 121 playgrounds 
and play areas, 47 of which have field houses; 20 parks, 
large and small; 2 service yards containing offices, 
mechanics’ shops, storehouse and garage; a recreation 
office building; 18 indoor recreation centers; 16 public 
bath houses; 2 public golf courses (18 holes); 3 public 
bathing beaches with bathhouses in which are 2 so- 
laria; 4 swimming pools (2 indoor and 2 outdoor); 85 
public squares; 14 greenhouses; 19 cemeteries (3 active, 
16 inactive or historic); 108 miles of parkways, drive- 
ways, walks and paths; 131 acres of ponds and rivers; 
and the care and maintenance of all trees on city streets, 
parks, and playgrounds. 
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The department organizes, promotes, and conducts a 
city-wide recreation program for all age groups with 
special emphasis on youth programs. 


This report summarizes briefly the efforts of the 
Parks and Recreation Commission and the staff of the 
department to maintain a high standard in essential 
services and to expand the facilities of our park system 
to meet the needs of the department within our appro- 
priation allowances. 


In this report there is no particular attention given 
to the extensive maintenance responsibilities of the 
Parks and Recreation Department. Reference to the 
introductory section of this report will indicate the large 
number of areas, buildings, etc., that require most of 
the time of our staff. It should be apparent that 
much of our appropriation is expended for the mainte- 
nance and improvement of parks, gardens, park and 
recreation buildings, mechanics’ shops, golf courses, 
cemeteries, etc. Proper maintenance is the key to 
efficient service. We are confining this report to major 
work accomplished in 1958, all of which is substantially 
outside the area of general maintenance. 


MAJOR ACCOMPLISHMENTS IN 1959 
ParK AND PLAYGROUND IMPROVEMENTS 


Construction of West Street Plaza, Boston Common: 
Further construction work was continued on the 
beautification of LaFayette Mall, Boston Common, 
from the income of the George F. Parkman Trust 
Fund. The laying of pipes for the drainage system 
and water supply connecting with the pool, which 
is the center of the new fountain, was completed. 
The light and dark pavement which is a feature of 
the new development was completed. Seven steel 
flagpoles were erected in place in the pool and monu- 
ment area. New seats and concrete benches were 
set in place, and much of the area loamed and fertilized 
for a sum of $79,081.90. It is our hope to have this 
area developed during the year of 1960 with the erection 
of figures for the three monuments and the completion 
of the center fountain. 

The flower boxes along LaFayette Mall were planted 
with Evonymus shrubs, Japanese yews, and dwarf 
yews at a cost of $8,624.50. An architect and sculptor’s 
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contract for the designing of the statuary fountain 
and surrounding area was awarded in the amount of 
$55,000, the work under this contract to be done in 1960. 


Construction of Playground at Veterans of Foreign 
Wars Parkway, Russett Road, Bruce and Weld Streets, 
West Roxbury: The construction work on this play- 
ground was continued from 1958 and completed in 
1959 with the furnishing and erecting of park benches, 
tables and bench units, chain link fence, play area 
equipment, asphalt surfacing, seeding and _ sodding 
of ball diamonds, and the planting of 55 trees for a 
sum of $47,027.20. 


Asphalt Surfacing and Play Area Construction at 
DeFilippo Playground, North End: ‘This small area, 
containing slightly more than an acre of land, was 
reconditioned and redeveloped into a small children’s 
play area. New playground equipment, reconditioning 
of the walks, placing of park benches, and enclosing 
the area with a chain link fence was completed at the 
cost of $11,490.75. 


Construction of Play Area at Sumner and Lamson 
Streets, East Boston: This particular area, containing 
half of an acre, has been under the control of the de- 
partment for approximately three and a half years, but 
we have never had a sufficient appropriation to properly 
develop the area. In 1959 we removed the brick struc- 
tures located on the premises. We proceeded to install 
new water drains, a drinking fountain, new seats and 
benches, and also play area equipment. The area was 
entirely enclosed with a chain link fence. This work 
was done at an expenditure of $39,772.36. 


Reconstruction of Play Area at Harrison Avenue, 
Boston: This small area containing approximately one 
tenth of an acre was developed in 1950 as a children’s 
play area. During the ensuing ten years much use was 
made of the area, and in 1959 it was necessary to do 
considerable reconditioning work. New park seats were 
installed, the area was surfaced with a new special black 
top preparation, the fence and gate were painted, and 
other incidental repair work restoring the area in good 
condition was done at an expenditure of $4,178.90. 

Grading, Surfacing, and Improvements at Jefferson 
Playground, Roxbury: The redesigning and recondi- 
tioning of this playground started in 1958 and was 
completed in 1959 by seeding and sodding the ball dia- 
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monds, erecting park benches, installing new playground 
equipment, planting eight maple trees, and surrounding 
the complete area with a chain link fence. This work 
was done at a cost of $14,195. 

Playground Improvements at McConnell Park, Dor- 
chester: ‘This playground has been out of commission 
because of the construction of the Southeast Expressway. 
A considerable portion of the playground was taken by 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for the construc- 
tion of the Expressway. Now that the Expressway is a 
reality, a start was made on the redesigning and recon- 
ditioning of the remaining part of the playground. In 
1959 the work consisted of fence repairs, grading, drains, 
a drinking fountain, grass sod, seeding, new walks and 
benches, baseball backstop, and the planting of 30 
Norway maples at a cost of $29,097.35. 

Repairs and Alterations to Steam Heating Boiler at L 
Street Bathhouse, South Boston: This work was com- 
pleted at a cost of $3,970.39. 


WALKS AND ROADWAYS 


Arnold Arboretum: For the first time in years a start 
was made on the asphalt surfacing of the roadways in 
the Arnold Arboretum. In 1959 work was completed in 
the amount of $11,830.50. 

Reconstruction of Service Roads at Franklin Park Serv- 
ace Yard, West Roxbury: The roads in and around the 
areas of our Franklin Park work shops were constructed 
after many years at a cost of $33,132.71. 


BUILDINGS, ETC. 


Paris Street Gymnasium, East Boston: A contract for 
roofing and metal work at this building was awarded, 
and the work completed in the amount of $15,723. 

Repairing and Painting Dome and Greenhouses at 
Franklin Park Yard: The greenhouses in Franklin 
Park, the center of our entire horticultural program, 
were repaired, painted, etc., at a cost of $13,880.78. 


TREES 


Approximately 1,300 trees, which included Norway 
maples, Schwedlari maples, Columnare maples, and 
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European lindens, were planted on city streets and park- 
ways in the amount of $49,996. Several hundred trees 
located in all sections of the city were trimmed, had all 
deadwood removed, and were reshaped at a cost of 
$20,375. 


Trees were sprayed throughout the park system under 
contract in the amount of $11,000. This work was in 
addition to the work done by the Parks and Recreation 
staff. 


RECREATION 


Our recreation program and what this department 
accomplishes for all groups, from the youngest to the 
golden age, is well known in the community. Our pro- 
gram has been copied by many other cities in the United 
States. 


As in former years we have conducted our city-wide 
basketball, baseball, handball, and football programs 
in all sections of the city. Thousands of persons com- 
peted in all our events, which are set up in Junior, 
Junior Varsity, Varsity and Senior Varsity, and Senior 
Park leagues, in all these sports. It might be of interest 
to point out that in our Senior Park Football League, 
whose games are witnessed by hundreds of thousands, 
the final play-off game was held in the new Boston Col- 
lege Stadium. This privilege was granted to us through 
the courtesy of His Eminence Cardinal Richard J. . 
Cushing and Boston College officials. 


During the summer season, for a nine-week period, 
we staffed 125 play areas and school yards with recrea- 
tion leadership, and the young men and women instruc- 
tors, most of whom were college graduates or upper 
classmen in college, directed a workshop covering sports, 
games, athletics, handcrafts, music, etc. Among the 
more popular attractions were the several soft ball 
leagues, which now include women as well as men. 

A special indoor recreation demonstration, which 
included girls from each of the 14 recreation centers 
throughout the city, was held at the Tobin Memorial 
Gymnasium, at which the May Queen was selected. 

In addition to the regular annual events like May 
Day, Halloween, and the Golden Age parties, the 
Recreation Division promoted weekly programs _ be- 
ginning with “Get Acquainted Week” and including 
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“Be Kind to Animals Week,” ‘‘Do It Yourself Week,”’ 
“Be a Good Citizen Week,” etc. 

Resodding and seeding of tees and fairways at the 
George Wright Golf Course, Hyde Park, was completed 
at a cost of $10,350. 

The beaches at the L Street Bathhouse were graded 
and sanded at a cost of $4,160.60. 

Arrangements were made to rope and _floodlight 
special baseball and football games of the Park League 
senior teams. Because of insufficient funds we were 
only able to furnish this service to a limited number of 
areas. The roping work cost $4,970, and the furnishing 
of floodlight equipment $4,650, both under contract. 


CEMETERIES 


New areas for burials were developed in Mount Hope 
and Evergreen Cemeteries. This included the installa- 
tion of 872 new concrete liners. The work further 
included subsoiling and incidental work and was done 
under two contracts at a cost of $36 898.88.

It is my pleasure to submit herewith the annual 
report for the year 1959. Our expenditures were kept 
down to a minimum and as shown by the attached 
sheet, were less than our appropriation in the amount 
of $16,676.87. 

The new Power Plant at the institution was placed 
in operation during the year. With all feeder lines 
now underground and with the efficiency in operation 
of the new Plant, it is hoped that a substantial savings 
in heating costs will result. 

The new Cow Barn was virtually completed at the 
close of the year and it was to be expected that it 
would be in full operation early in 1960. 

The Mobile X-Ray Unit continues to visit the in- 
stitution on one day each month. All inmates com- 
mitted during that period are examined in the con- 
tinuing fight against tuberculosis. Those who are 
found to be infected with this highly communicable 
disease are transferred to the Massachusetts Correc- 
tional Institution Hospital at Norfolk. 

The statute which was enacted and took effect in 
1959 granting to inmates of the institution a deduction 
of five days from their sentence for each donation by 
them of blood to a charitable institution resulted in a 
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large increase in the number of pints of blood donated. 
During the year, eleven hundred and seventy-two 
(1172) pints of blood were donated by inmates of 
the institution. 

Many large contracts in connection with the Met- 
ropolitan District Commission Sewerage Project are 
being carried on at the present time. This necessitates 
increased vigilance in maintaining the security of the 
institution. 


We are very grateful to the Salvation Army and the 
Guild of Our Lady of Ransom for their donations 
of Christmas boxes to the inmates of the institution 
and for clothing donated by these agencies during the 
year. 

Again this year, we have received supplies and 
materials from the Surplus Division of the State Educa- 
tion Department from the government storehouse at 
Taunton for a very small fraction of their value. This 
has been of great assistance in enabling us to keep 
within our allotted budget.

In compliance with the provisions of section 24 of 
chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, I respect- 
fully submit the annual report of the Public Works 
Department and the Public Improvement Commission 
for the year ending December 31, 1959. 


FISCAL 


The total expenditures of the department for the 
year were $22,887,290.99 of which $3,239,311.04 rep- 
resents water assessments levied by the Metropolitan 
District Commission and $984,758.04 represents Metro- 
politan District Commission sewer assessments. The 
water assessments are $43,906.64 less than those levied 
in 1958 and the sewer assessments are $86,491.38 
more than those levied in 1958. 

The water assessment reduction is a reflection of the 
colder and wetter conditions prevailing in 1958 which 
lowered the water usage and consequently lowered our 
assessment payable in 1959. Under normal conditions 
both the water and sewer assessments tend to increase 
and must be anticipated.

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The receipts of the Water Division totaled 
$6,270,735.76 and the surplus resulting from the sale 
of water was $54,043.89. 


LOAN ORDERS 


Since the department refrained from a loan order 
in 1958, it was necessary to request a loan order for 
the construction of public ways in the amount of 


$2,000,000.00.

STREET CONSTRUCTION WoRK 
Exclusive of Chapter 90 Projects 


The report of the Division Engineer of the Highway 
Division lists in detail the varied highway constructions 
and reconstructions accomplished throughout the city 
along with some of the more important roadways. 

The following is a summarized financial statement of 
the expenditures made in 1959 for highway improve- 
ments:

The following is a summarized record of the highway 
improvement work done by the department in 1959: 


Number of Streets Constructed or Reconstructed, 168 

This total includes 28 new streets laid out and con- 
structed as public ways under the provisions of Chapter 
393, Acts of 1906. 


Streets Improved, 20.7 Miles 
This includes 4.0 miles reconstructed as Chapter 90 
projects. 


Sidewalks Improved, 1.6 Miles 
This item does not include sidewalks improved in the 
above-noted street improvements. 


STREET LIGHTING 


We have continued our policy of replacing inefficient 
gas lamps with modern electric illumination. During 
the year we replaced just under 97 gas lamps, leaving 
only about 203 out of a total of approximately 7,000 gas 
lamps that were in operation nine years ago. We hope 
to complete the gas lamp changeover during the coming 
year. 

A detailed list of lighting installations and improve- 
ments is included in the report of the Lighting Section 
of the Highway Division. This listing, plus a compila- 
tion of the total amount of modernization accomplished 
by relighting with modern mercury vapor lights of at 
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least 20,000 lumens, highlights the accelerated pace of 
our very important street lighting modernization pro- 


gram. 
RECOMMENDATIONS 


Grade Damage Claims and the Public Improvement 
Commission 


When 393 streets are constructed, the city awards 
damages to abutters who suffer grade damages. <A sub- 
stantial amount of the time of the Public Improvement 
Commission is spent adjusting such claims, and a large 
amount of paper work is involved, much of which could 
be avoided if the contract for the construction of the 
street carried the necessary items to repair the damage. 
A careful survey would have to be made to determine 
what work would be required, in each case, and this 
should be shown on the contract plan with the necessary 
items in the proposal covering the work. 

Before the work is done, a damage claim release 
should be signed by the property owner, which release 
should contain a description of the work to be done. 


Highway and Sewer Loans 


All highway construction and reconstruction, and all 
sewer construction is paid for from separate loan ac- 
counts. The highway loan for two million dollars is 
authorized annually, the sewer loan for one million 
dollars either annually or every other year. The loans 
originate by the Mayor’s requesting the City Council 
to pass orders authorizing the loans, which consist of 
two parts; namely, the ‘‘down payment” of about 
$150,000 for each loan, which sum is derived from 
taxes, and the loan proper. 

Normally, the loans do not become available for use 
until June of the year in which they are authorized. 
Consequently, the awarding of construction contracts is 
delayed, so that they cannot be completed in the year 
that they are awarded. This could, to a large extent, 
be avoided if the Mayor and the City Council acted in 
regard to the loans as soon after January 1 as possible. 

Where a loan is authorized annually, if the amount 
of the loan were increased to provide funds needed for a 
two-year period, this would result during the second year 
of a ten cent saving in the tax rate, with no additional 
interest charges, because only the amount of loan re- 
quired in the first year would be issued in that year. 
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Centralize Labor Force Activities 


For the purpose of promoting economy and efficiency, 
it is reeommended that a study be made as to the advis- 
ability of centralizing all activities of the labor forces of 
all divisions of the Public Works Department in one 
location rather than, for example, maintaining the 
twelve district yards of the Highway Division, which — 
to a large extent — is a relic of the pre-motor vehicle 
era. This study should also include the determination 
of the size of the labor force and the number and type of 
motor vehicles and other mechanical equipment re- 
quired to furnish the quality of service to which the 
public is entitled, keeping in mind the number and type 
of trucks needed for spreading sand during the winter 
months. 

If this centralization is implemented, it would require 
the construction of suitable buildings to house the 
activities which probably would be located on the city- 
owned land on Albany street, and would entail the 
demolition of the present buildings which are old and 
unsuitable, with the exception of the garage building 
which is in need of complete renovation and extension. 

A study may reveal that it is inadvisable to abandon 
modern Public Works Department buildings located 
at Western Avenue, Brighton and at Forest Hills, 
Jamaica Plain, but it is my opinion that all sections 
of the City, with the possible exception of Brighton, 
can be efficiently serviced from one central location 
and that such a plan would result in substantial econo- 
mies, particularly if a pool were established for the 
use of motor trucks by all divisions of the department. 


Minor Repairs 
In 1958, a policy was adopted to make minor repairs 
by advertised contract to defective edgestone and 
sidewalks that could cause pedestrian accidents. There 
is a large amount of similar work yet to be done. The 
program proved to be successful and very much worth- 
while. It is recommended that it be continued. 


Roxbury Canal 


In 1959, a Special Commission was appointed by 
the Legislature to make a study of the advisability 
of filling in the Roxbury Canal from Dorchester Avenue 
to Massachusetts Avenue. This is a natural surface 
water outlet for about 1,200 acres of contiguous area 
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and has several sewer overflow outlets that discharge 
into it. The need for constructing a suitable storm 
water conduit and filling in the canal has been recom- 
mended for a great many years, as it constitutes an 
open cesspool that emanates foul odors, this condition 
being made substantially worse by the construction 
of the Southeast Expressway. This is explained in some 
detail in the letter of transmittal contained in the 
report. The work was to be built and paid for by 
the state. 

The Committee on Metropolitan Affairs reported 
the bill out favorably, but the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee recommend further study by a Legislative 
Committee. 

Every effort should be made to have this committee’s 
report favorable to the project, and to urge the enact- 
ment of legislation that will result in the construction 
of this most needed project. 


Construction of 393 Streets 


In 1958, the Public Improvement Commission adopted 
a policy that all new streets shall be first-class con- 
struction, that is, have granite edgestone and artificial 
stone sidewalks; whereas, formerly, petitioners had a 
choice of a somewhat lower cost construction which 
omitted the granite edgestone and artificial stone 
sidewalk and substituted various forms of bituminous 
concrete sidewalks. 

This policy was adopted because the use of granite 
edgestone and artificial stone sidewalk produces a 
finished street with long-wearing qualities, which re- 
duces maintenance cost to a minimum; whereas, a 
bituminous sidewalk, especially without edgestone, has 
a relatively short life, and, consequently, a high main- 
tenance cost. It is recommended that this policy be 
continued. 


1. Legislation: The city should press for early 
action in the next legislative session on the following 
items which have already been filed: 


A. Filling in of the upper Fort Point Channel, 
from Massachusetts avenue to Dorchester avenue. 

B. Acquisition of ‘‘water rights” in the Lower 
Fort Point Channel, from Dorchester avenue to 
Northern avenue, by the state, preparatory to closing 
the channel to navigation. 
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C. In the interest of an early replacement of the 
Summer Street Bridge, the city should seek Federal 
permission for converting this bridge to a ‘‘fixed 
span’? as soon as the American Sugar Refinery 
ceases operations at its present plant, expected in 
1960. This would at least eliminate the necessity 
of manning and operating the drawspan which is 
in deplorable condition. 

D. Transfer of boundary bridges (connecting the 
City of Boston with another city or town) to the 
state. 


2. Proposed Legislation: A bill (already submitted 
to the Law Department for filing) asking the state’s 
approval for the closing of the Charlestown Bridge 
drawspan to navigation; state approval being necessary 
as well as Federal permission. It is hoped that federal 
approval will be given in 1960 on the basis of a petition 
and hearing previously held. 

The city should explore the possibility of converting 
the bridge at Reserved Channel to a fixed span, thereby 
allowing the replacement of the draw span with a pile 
trestle span or girder span; and eliminating the expense 
of operating the draw. 


3. Railroad Bridges: The city should consider a 
program of studies and conferences with the various 
railroads and other agencies, including the Massa- 
chusetts Turnpike Authority and Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Works, to determine the best line 
of action and programming of repairing and rebuilding 
of the many bridges now owned and maintained by 
the railroads or by the railroads and the city jointly. 
The present status of the railroads in Boston indicates 
that some form of governmental action may be required 
to insure that these bridges will not be allowed to 
deteriorate and that the city’s interest will be protected. 

State and/or federal aid possibilities should be 
explored thoroughly. 


4. Drawbridge Operation: It is recommended that 
the position of ‘‘Drawtender” be reclassified to a 
higher grade, permitting a salary increase of at least 
$10 per week. The fact that this position currently 
pays only $6 more per week than the First Assistant 
Drawtender makes it increasingly difficult to interest 
assistants in taking the Drawtender position when a 
vacancy occurs. Inasmuch as there are only eight 
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such positions now, and it is expected that there will 
be less in another year, this is not an unreasonable 
request. Furthermore, considering the responsibility 
and qualifications required, the position of Drawtender 
is underpaid. 


Commissioner of Public Works 


The responsibilities of the Commissioner of Public 
Works are to direct the functions of the Public Works 
Department, which fall into three main classifications, 
namely, Administrative, Engineering, and Operational. 
In addition, he is a member of the Public Improvement 
Commission, and usually the Chairman, The Traffic 
Commission, the Government Center Commission having 
to do with the building of the new City Hall and the 
Urban Redevelopment Co-ordinating Committee. 

The Administrative duties, aside from routine duties 
relating to general correspondence and answering com- 
plaints which takes too much of his time and actually 
should never reach the Commissioner but which must 
be satisfactorily resolved in order to promote good 
public relations, consist primarily of keeping informed 
of the activities of the seven divisions of the Depart- 
ment. This requires daily consultations with the 
Division Engineers to discuss their problems and the 
making of decisions regarding same. 

The engineering duties consist of reviewing and 
approving plans and specifications relating to contract 
construction work. In addition, engineering studies 
are required relating to proposed bridge, highway, 
sewer, and incinerator design. 

Operational duties relate to maintenance work by 
the labor forces of the department, including the 
operation of motor vehicles, refuse incinerator, sewerage 
pumping stations, water distribution, snow plowing, 
sanding and removal. 

As a member of the Public Improvement Commission, 
the Commissioner must spend the best part of one day 
a week and to do the right kind of a job, especially, as 
chairman, he should devote more time to it. As a 
member of the Traffic Commission, he must spend 
about one half a day a week, and while at present the 
meetings of the Government Center Commission are 
infrequent, the Commissioner will have to devote a 
substantial amount of time to this important Com- 
mission, starting in the year 1960. 
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For the Commissioner to devote as much time as 
possible to all of the above activities, leaves no time 
for constructive thinking and planning required to 
formulate policies that will promote increased economy 
and efficiency of the Public Works Department. 

There is only one way that this situation can be 
changed, and that is to provide the Commissioner with 
two Engineering Assistants — one to be his First Assist- 
ant and have the title of Chief Engineer to take charge of 
all engineering activities of the department, including 
studies and investigations relating to same, including 
the approval of all plans and specifications relating to 
contract construction work, the preliminary study and 
planning for a new incinerator which the city must 
build. He would also organize and direct snow plowing 
and removal work. This position should be filled by a 
career employee, at Grade 42, with a maximum salary 
of $210.75 per week. 

The Second Assistant should have the title of As- 
sistant Chief Engineer and be in charge of operational 
activities, that is, maintenance work done by the yard 
forces to the extent of formulating programs, introduc- 
ing new methods, and to measure progress and to keep 
the Commissioner informed accordingly. It is recom- 
mended that the present Associate Engineer who is 
now an Assistant to the Commissioner and an ex- 
ceptionally loyal and competent employee, be appointed 
Assistant Chief Engineer with a grade of 40, and a 
maximum salary of $198.75 per week. 

The salary of the Commissioner of Public Works 
should be increased to $15,000.00 per year. 


PERSONNEL 


There were 1,788 employees in the department as of 
December 31 as compared with 1,885 employees on the 
rolls on January 1, 1959. 

I attach reports from the Division Engineers relative 
to the activities of their divisions in 1959, together with 
a report of the Public Improvement Commission 
covering its work during the year.

REPORT OF THE AUTOMOTIVE DIVISION 


Boston, December 31, 1959. 


To the Commissioner of Public Works. 
DEAR SIR: 

I am submitting herewith the annual report of the 
Automotive Division of the Public Works Department 
for the year ending December 31, 1959. This report 
covers the activities of the four garages, the Mobile 
Guard and the Motor Pool. 

The four garages are located at 624 Albany street, 
Boston, a two-story building with a floor area of 22,000 
square feet used for garaging cars; 280 Highland street, 
Roxbury, a one-story building with a floor area of 8,200 
square feet used for repair work; 162 Hancock street, 
Dorchester, a one-story building with a floor area of 
8,800 square feet used for garaging cars; 327 Forest 
Hills street, Jamaica Plain, a one-story building with a 
floor area of 8,400 square feet used for repair work. 
The above garages also dispense gasoline and oil. There 
are five other gas and oil stations located in district 
yards. 

The Motor Pool and Mobile Guard are located at 
174 West Second street, South Boston, where we have 
a two-way radio base station. Forty-eight of our 
vehicles are equipped as mobile stations. _ 

The Automotive Division is primarily concerned with 
the repair and maintenance of the automotive equipment 
of the Public Works Department which consists of:

Four hundred thirty-two of these units are registered 
under the motor vehicle law of the Commonwealth. 


The one-hundred and two employees of this division 
are engaged in the following duties: 


The Director of Transportation in charge of the 
division, eight employees assigned to office work, 38 
employees assigned to repair work, 30 employees 
assigned to maintenance of buildings, gasoline and oil 
dispensing and watchman duties. Five employees 
assigned to the stockroom, three employees assigned to 
operation of wreckers, one dispatcher, one Inspector of 
Driver Training, and fifteen employees assigned to the 
Mobile Patrol which maintains a watch over Public 
Works Department Property and equipment between 
the hours of 4:00 p.m. and 8:00 a.m. on weekdays and 
all day on Saturday, Sunday, and holidays. 

The City Hall Office of the Automotive Division 
processed 1,713 requisitions in 1959 of which 540 were 
purchase and 1,173 were service orders. Approximately 
100 purchases a month usually under $5.00 each are 
made from petty cash funds.

The Automotive Division recommends that the 
following projects be done in 1960: 


A survey of the Albany Street Garage was made in 
1958 by the Thompson and Lichtner Engineering 
Company and they recommend major repairs to the 
building including a new roof. They estimated a sum 
of $60,000.00 be spent. 


The easterly wall of the Dana Avenue Garage should 
be repointed at an estimate of $2,000.00. 


At the Highland Street Garage, a water hydrant 
should be located to provide for the washing of vehicles 
and the yard should be smooth surfaced with hot top, 
total costs, $2,000.00. Provision has been made in the 
division budget for 1960 for replacement of equipment 
over seven years old or beyond repair.

Submitted herewith is the annual report of the 
Bridge Division, covering the income, expenditures, and 
operation of the Bridge Service and the Sumner Tunnel 
for the year ending December 31, 1959.

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During the year 1959, the Bridge Division operated 
8 drawbridges, 7. e.: 
Summer street over Fort Point Channel 
Congress street over Fort Point Channel 
Northern avenue over Fort Point Channel 
Summer street over Reserved Channel 
Charlestown Bridge over Charles River 
Malden Bridge over Mystic River 
McArdle Bridge over Chelsea River 
Chelsea street over Chelsea River 


The former Dover Street Bridge over Fort Point 
Channel has been removed; and its replacement by 
solid fill is in progress as a Chapter 90 project, with the 
city and state sharing equally in the cost, estimated to 
be approximately $600,000. 

The Broadway Bridge over Fort Point Channel has 
been permanently closed as a drawbridge. During the 
past year, the operating machinery has been removed, 
ends fixed, the drawtenders’ house and fender platform 
removed, and the open steel deck of the draw roadway 
filled solid and paved with bituminous concrete. 

Following is a description of the conditions, planning 
and status relating to the 8 operating drawbridges: 


1. Forr Point CHANNEL 


Summer Street Bridge: This bridge is in extremely 
poor condition; and its replacement is being deferred 
until the American Sugar Refinery has relocated its 
plant in Charlestown, approximately one year from now. 
It has been decided that at such time the present bridge 
will be replaced with a solid fill roadway facility (similar 
to that now building at Dover street); and to that end, 
an engineering contract has been awarded to W. A. 
Fisher Company, Consulting Engineers, for furnishing 
plans and specifications. 

It is assumed that with the closing of the sugar 
refinery, it will be possible to close the present bridge to 
navigation and to proceed with its replacement. 

Congress Street Bridge: This drawbridge is in good 
condition. 

It is expected that, with the closing of the sugar 
refinery, this bridge also may be closed to navigation. 

Northern Avenue Bridge: Northern Avenue Bridge, 
although operating satisfactorily, should be scheduled 
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for rebuilding or replacement by solid fill as soon as 
practicable. The choice hinges on when the entire 
channel may be closed to navigation. 

With the elimination of the disposal secow movements 
through this draw, and the anticipated closing of the 
American Sugar Refinery in South Boston, the Northern 
Avenue Bridge will be operating for the sole benefit of one 
commercial user of the waterway. 

Accordingly, it seems logical to assume that this 
bridge, in addition to Congress Street and Summer 
Street Bridges, may be eliminated as a drawbridge in the 
near future. 

Legislation has been sought by the city to accomplish 
full closure of Fort Point Channel, thereby permitting 
the improvements referred to above. 


2. RESERVED CHANNEL 


Summer Street Bridge (Formerly L Street): The South 
Boston approach trestle of this bridge has been com- 
pletely rebuilt; and the Boston approach pilework has 
been repaired, and a new pavement laid. 

The drawspan, although in relatively poor condition, 
has been purposely excluded from a major repair pro- 
gram because of the possibility that the movable draw- 
span could be eliminated in the near future. 

At present, only one commercial unit uses the water- 
way for transporting minor cargoes of fuel oil by barge. 

Accordingly, it is hoped that by the time the draw- 
span requires replacement, the inner channel can be 
closed to navigation and the drawspan replaced by a 
fixed span or trestle at considerable saving to the city. 


3. CHARLES RIVER 


Charlestown Bridge: At the present time, this bridge 
is in very good condition; having been reconstructed 
and repaired throughout, in 1957-58. 

The city still hopes to have this drawspan fully closed 
to navigation on the basis presented in a petition to the 
United States Engineers at a hearing held on April 16, 
1959. As a partial concession, the Engineers have per- 
mitted restricted operation, confined to the hours 11.00 
P.M. to 6.00 a.m. Inasmuch as there is only one com- 
mercial user of the waterway requiring openings, at a 
decreasing rate, there is every reason to believe that full 
closure of this drawspan can be realized soon. 
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4. Mystic RIVER 


Malden Bridge: This bridge is in very poor condition 
and is scheduled for complete rebuilding. The project 
has been delayed pending a definite decision of the 
United States Engineers regarding the width of water- 
way to be constructed in the new bridge. 

The rebuilding is to be executed by the state at no 
expense to the city. 

The new bridge will be turned over to the city for 
operation and maintenance. 


5. CHELSEA RIVER 


McArdle and Chelsea Street Bridges: Both of these 
drawbridges are in good operating order and structural 
condition. 

From the standpoint of waterborne traffic these are 
the busiest and most important of our drawbridges, 
inasmuch as they accommodate the movement of fuel 
oil cargo vessels (on a major basis) servicing the oil 
storage farms in Chelsea, Revere and East Boston. 

However, since oil is almost exclusively the only 
type cargo involved, it seems advisable to explore the 
feasibility of pipe lines in the Chelsea River, to minimize 
the need of these drawbridges. 


6. INLAND BRIDGES 


At the present time, this department is involved in 
the maintenance of 80 inland bridges as follows:

It should be noted, in connection with the inland 
bridges over railroads, that there is room for much 
improvement on these structures, many of which should 
be rebuilt in order to provide modern bridges of ample 
capacity with clear roadways (without center girders 
or trusses) to accommodate present day traffic safely. 
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However, such a program is necessarily being deferred 
for the following reasons:— 


In the case of the bridges over the Boston & Albany 
Railroad, the possibility of the Massachusetts Turnpike 
being extended to Boston over this right-of-way makes 
it inadvisable to proceed with any program other than 
emergency or necessary repairs until the Turnpike 
Extension is either abandoned or a reality. 

Concerning most of the bridges over the New Haven 
Railroad, the city has little control except for main- 
taining wearing surfaces and underdecks; and inasmuch 
as most of these are still of wooden construction, it 
becomes by far the most expensive part of the main- 
tenance of these bridges. 

For many years the railroads have been pleading 
lack of funds as the main reason for not rebuilding such 
bridges. 

In connection with the anticipated elimination of 
Summer Street Bridge as a drawbridge, an engineering 
contract has been awarded to Wm. A. Fisher Co., 
consulting engineers, (in an amount not to exceed 
$45,000) for engineering and designing (including 
furnishing plans and specifications) for a solid fill 
bridge replacement with culvert facilities to accom- 
modate tidal flow. 

To furnish necessary preliminary information, this 
division is engaged in making a survey and soundings, 
and has contracted with the Carr Construction Corp. 
for making borings and taking sub-soil samples. 

With the commencement of work on the Prudential 
Center and the proposed Civic Auditorium to be built 
by the city, it becomes necessary to construct a new 
bridge at Dalton street (extended) to span the Boston 
& Albany Railroad property and connect with Boylston 
street, adjacent to the proposed new Auditorium. 

Accordingly, an engineering contract (in an amount 
not to exceed $36,750) has been awarded to Metcalf & 
Eddy for the design of the new bridge, including fur- 
nishing plans and specifications. 

This division is making the necessary survey and has 
contracted with Carr Construction Corp. for making 
the necessary borings. 

The solid fill replacement of Dover Street Bridge 
is being accomplished under a Chapter 90 contract 
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awarded by the state. 
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The city will bear one-half 


the cost, estimated at this time to be approximately

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Other work which this division expects to undertake 
in 1960, involves an alteration of the fender system 
of the Chelsea Street Bridge, to provide a channelway 
96 feet wide, to conform to an order of the United 
States Engineers, expected to be issued soon. 


The need for this change arises from the collapse 
and abandonment of the Boston & Albany Railroad 
bridge adjacent to the city’s highway bridge. The 
railroad bridge defined a waterway only 70 feet wide, 
which limited the size and type of oil cargo vessels 
passing through. 

Although the estimated cost of the proposed altera- 
tion (including removal of the old railroad bridge 
piers, etc.) approximates $240,000, the work relating 
directly to city-owned facilities amount to approxi- 
mately $100,000; and of that figure, all but $8,000 is 
reimbursable from Federal funds, under the provisions 
of the Truman-Hobbs Act as amended. 


9. MAINTENANCE FORCE 


Work done by the bridge maintenance force during 
the year included regular routine operations such as 
renewing bridge floor planking; sidewalk planking; 
repairing defective areas of bridge pavements; cleaning 
and painting bridge gates, fences, guard rails, etc. 

Other work includes cleaning, checking, testing and 
making minor repairs and renewals to bridge operating 
machinery. 

As required, the maintenance force assists in emer- 
gency contract work, demolition and clean-up work, 
snow removal, ete. 


10. Work Done WitrH OTHER AGENCIES 


The Bridge Division drew up the preliminary plans 
and specifications covering the demolition and removal 
of the old North End Park Piers; and the work was 
executed as a Chapter 91 contract, with the city and 
state equally sharing the cost. The work was done by 
C. Ray Norris Co. at a final cost of $20,900, and was 
completed April 18, 1959. 

The Bridge Division also made the preliminary plans, 
specifications and cost estimates covering the demolition 
and removal of the old subway entrance ‘‘hump”’ in 
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Maverick square, East Boston. On the basis of these 
plans, the MTA contracted for the work and the City 
agreed to assume one-half the cost. The work was 
done by Rich Construction Co., Inc. at a final cost of 
$35,436, and was completed on September 8, 1959. 


11. RECOMMENDATIONS 


Incidental to the foregoing report, it 1s urged that the 
city take action as far as may be possible in relation to 
the following recommendations: 


1. Legislation: The city should press for early 
action in the next legislative session on the following 
items which have already been filed: 


A. Filling in of the upper Fort Point Channel, 
from Massachusetts avenue to Dorchester avenue. 


B. Acquisition of “water rights’”’ in the lower Fort 
Point Channel, from Dorchester avenue to Northern 
avenue, by the state, preparatory to closing the 
channel to navigation. 


C. In the interest of an early replacement of the 
Summer Street Bridge, the city should seek Federal 
permission for converting this bridge to a “fixed 
span” as soon as the American Sugar Refinery 
ceases operations at its present plant, expected in 
1960. This would at least eliminate the necessity 
of manning and operating the drawspan which is in 
deplorable condition. 


D. Transfer of boundary bridges (connecting the 
City of Boston with another city or town) to the 
state. 


2. Proposed Legislation: <A bill (already submitted 
to the Law Department for filing) asking the State’s 
approval for the closing of the Charlestown Bridge 
drawspan to navigation; State approval being necessary 
as well as federal permission. It is hoped that federal 
approval will be given in 1960 on the basis of a petition 
and hearing previously held. 

The city should explore the possibility of converting 
the bridge at Reserved Channel to a fixed span, thereby 
allowing the replacement of the draw span with a pile 
trestle span or girder span; and eliminating the expense 
of operating the draw. 
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3. Railroad Bridges: ‘The city should consider a 
program of studies and conferences with the various 
railroads and other agencies, including the Massa- 
chusetts Turnpike Authority and Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Works, to determine the best line 
of action and programming of repairing and rebuilding 
of the many bridges now owned and maintained by the 
railroads or by the railroads and the city jointly. The 
present status of the railroads in Boston indicates that 
some form of governmental action may be required to 
insure that these bridges will not be allowed to de- 
teriorate and that the city’s interest will be protected. 


State and/or federal aid possibilities should be 
explored thoroughly. 

4. Drawbridge Operation: It is recommended that 
the position of ‘‘Drawtender” be reclassified to a 
higher grade, permitting a salary increase of at least 
$10 per week. The fact that this position currently 
pays only $6 more per week than the First Assistant 
Drawtender makes it increasingly difficult to interest 
assistants in taking the Drawtender position when a 
vacancy occurs. Inasmuch as there are only eight 
such positions now — and it is expected that there will 
be less in another year — this is not an unreasonable 
request. Furthermore, considering the responsibility 
and qualifications required, the position of Drawtender 
is underpaid. 


SUMNER TUNNEL 


In accordance with the terms of chapter 598, Acts 
of 1958, the Sumner Tunnel was transferred to the 
Massachusetts Turnpike Authority for ownership, op- 
eration and maintenance. 


In the office of Mayor Hynes, on April 29, 1959, 
the City of Boston officially transferred title of the 
quarter-century-old Sumner Tunnel to the Massa- 
chusetts Turnpike Authority. The consideration was 
a check for $10,850,062.60. A second payment of 
$1,548,722.22 to the city’s sinking fund was made 
by the purchaser to clear the books of all outstanding 
Sumner Tunnel bonds. The city, in turn, made a pay- 
ment of approximately $300,000 to the Turnpike 
Authority, representing tunnel toll revenues since the 
first of the year. 
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As a result of the transaction, 98 permanent employees 
of the City of Boston became employees of the Massa- 
chusetts Turnpike Authority, with all their civil service 
and state-city retirement rights fully protected. The 
personnel involved in the transfer were the super- 
intendent of the tunnel, 49 tollmen-guards (officers 
and men), 43 maintenance personnel, and 6 clerical 
employees. 

At this time it should be noted that since the day 
of its opening, June 30, 1934, the operation and main- 
tenance of the Sumner Tunnel has been under the 
direct charge of Superintendent Thomas B. Ryan, 
who is to be commended for the efficient manner in 
which he has kept the tunnel operating under in- 
creasingly severe traffic conditions.

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF 
THE SANITARY DIVISION. 


Boston, December 31, 1959. 


To the Commissioner of Public Works: 
DEAR SIR: 

I submit herewith a statement of the activities of the 
Sanitary Division of the Public Works Department for 
the year ending December 31, 1959: 


REFUSE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL 


Contracts were awarded in fifteen of the seventeen 
refuse collection contract districts in March to ten 
contractors, all being for a period of one year from 
April 1, 1959 to March 31, 1960. Of the two remaining 
districts, Hyde Park is being serviced under a two-year 
contract awarded the previous year, and in West 
Roxbury the city elected to exercise its option to renew 
the contract in that district for a second year. 


A disposal contract for the so-called ten-year contract 
area with the M. DeMatteo Construction Company 
for conducting disposal operations at Spectacle Island 
and the Calf Pasture was extended for the period 
April 1, 1959 to September 30, 1959 at the same price 
as the previous year, except that the city paid for the 
increased labor cost due to a raise in wage rates granted 
the Contractors’ employees on April 1, 1959. When 
the South Bay Incinerator was placed in full operation 
on October 1, 1959, this contract was terminated and 
the refuse disposal facilities at the Fort Hill Receiving 
Station and at Spectacle Island were abandoned. The 
Calf Pasture dump was then operated by this division’s 
labor force to dispose of the incinerator residue and 
non-combustible materials. 


The total cost of refuse collection and disposal 
contracts for 1959 was approximately $2,446,000. 
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INCINERATOR CONSTRUCTION AND OPERATION 


The South Bay Incinerator building was accepted 
as being substantially complete on June 25, 1959 in 
order to obtain use of the trolley cranes for training 
the crane operators and for installing the furnace 
charging gates and hoppers. A dedication ceremony 
officially opening the incinerator on August 138, 1959 
was attended by Mayor Hynes, members of the City 
Council, the Commissioner of Public Works and various 
other city officials. 

Acceptance tests were conducted and satisfactorily 
completed on September 16, 17, and 18. All ten (10) 
districts to be served by the incinerator were delivering 
refuse to the plant by October 1, and on that date, 
the disposal contract with its secows and dumps was 
abandoned. 

Considerable difficulty has been encountered with 
the trolley cranes, the controls not operating satis- 
factorily, and on October 30 and on November 5, 
rotors on 60-horsepower hoisting motors burned out. 
The Westinghouse Corporation agreed to rewind all 
eight crane motors without cost to the city. 

On October 21, Clair Ray Desjardin, a crane oper- 
ator, fell from a staging, fractured his skull, and died 
at the City Hospital eight hours later. He was one of 
the best of the Division’s employees, and his loss was 
felt keenly by the undersigned and his fellow employees. 

The total cost of the incinerator, not including land, 
was approximately $5,635,900, broken down as follows:

STEAM MAIN CONSTRUCTION 


A contract for construction of a twelve (12) inch 
diameter steam main encased in a twenty-one (21) 
inch Ric-Wil conduit was awarded to M. DeMatteo 
Construction Co., Inc., on May 21, 1959. This main 
is 1,995 feet in length, and will be used to transmit 
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steam at 250 p.s.i. and 450°F. from the incinerator 
to the Boston City Hospital boiler room. Steam gen- 
erated from the combustion of refuse will be used at 
the hospital for heating, cooking, laundry, sterilization, 
ete. This work was 99 per cent completed at the end 
of the year, at a cost of $167,755. 


STREET CLEANING AND SNow REMOVAL 


The street-cleaning program was conducted as in 
prior years. On the whole, the results of our efforts 
were unsatisfactory due to the shortage of available 
mechanized sweepers. Of 26 of these machines, only 
10 to 12 are in service at any one time. Much of this 
equipment is over ten years old, and breakdowns are 
frequent. An adequate program for equipment procure- 
ment should be provided. 

Two Gutter-Vacs were purchased from the Tarrant 
Manufacturing Company, mounted on 4-wheel drive 
Willys Jeeps, at a total cost of $10,300. These giant 
vacuum Cleaners are intended to supplement the work 
of the hokey-men downtown, and have been operated 
on an evening shift to get the going-home and after- 
theatre litter. Some refinements in design are necessary 
before we purchase more of these units. 

An Anti-Litter Campaign was instituted in con- 
junction with the annual Spring Clean-Up Campaign. 
A committee was formed of members from several of 
the city’s civic organizations. Considerable newspaper, 
radio, and TV publicity was hoped for, but, except for 
radio, the results were very disappointing. No appre- 
ciable cooperation in regard to a reduction in littering 
was observed. One hundred new, open-mesh litter 
baskets were placed in the downtown shopping area 
and these proved to be satisfactory. An additional 
250 litter baskets were purchased late this year to be 
set out in new locations in the City Proper next spring. 

The number of Welfare recipients provided by the 
Welfare Department and employed in cleaning city- 
owned vacant lots in Lower Roxbury and the South 
End dwindled to one or two by the year’s end. Obtain- 
ing laboring assistance from this source does not appear 
to be promising.

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF 
THE SEWER DIVISION 


Boston, December 31, 1959. 


To the Commissioner of Public Works. 
DEAR SIR: 

I submit herewith statement of the activities and 
expenditures of the Sewer Division for the year ending 
December 31, 1959. 

Expenditures During 1959: The activities of the 
Sewer Division during the year consisted of advertising 
for sewer construction at a contract bid price of 
$456,861.38, and the maintenance and operation of the 
sewer system at a cost of $779,429.52. 

Contract Work: Contract work consisted of the 
extension of the sewer system to provide drainage for 
new buildings and street construction and to eliminate 
cesspools, the locations and cost of which are attached. 

Maintenance Work: Maintenance work consisted of 
the cleaning of 1,827 catch basins by contract and 1,923 
by yard forces, the freeing of stopped sewers and catch 
basins, and the repair of sewers, manholes, and catch 
basins by the yard forces and the operation of the 
pumping station and disposal works, the cost of which 
is attached. 

The Sewer Division is responsible for the main- 
tenance of about 1,802.01 miles of sewers and surface 
drains, and 30.93 miles of intercepting sewer, the 
emergency cleaning of catch basins, the repair of broken 
sewers and catch basins, the answering of house drain 
complaints, the operation of pumping stations and 
storage basins for the disposal of sewage by division 
forces. 

The keeping of records, the issuance of permits for 
and the inspection of the construction of house drains. 

Engineering, clerical and inspectional work in con- 
nection with the construction of sewerage works done 
by advertised contract. 
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An advertised contract was awarded to the lowest 
bidders for the cleaning of catch basins in the sum of 
$16,900. 

An advertised contract was awarded to the lowest 
bidder for emergency repairs of sewers in the sum of 
$16,825. 


Proposed Work to Be Done by Advertised Contract 
During 1960 Is As Follows: 


Emergency repairs of sewers, estimated cost $14,000. 

Cleaning of catch basins, estimated cost $20,000. 

Extension of sewer system to provide drainage for 
new buildings and new street construction. Estimated 
cost $300,000. 

Covering In Open Brooks: In keeping with the policy 
of covering in brooks throughout the city, the Sewer 
Division proposes that the following natural outlets 
for surface water from contiguous areas be enclosed: 


(1) Davenport Brook, between Southeast Expressway and 
Hallet street, Dorchester. 
449 lineal feet of 12-foot by 10-foot reinforced concrete 
box conduit. 
Estimated cost, $92,000. 
(2) Canterbury Branch of Stony Brook, between Canterbury 
street and Walk Hill street, West Roxbury. 
890 lineal feet of 9-foot diameter reinforced concrete pipe. 
Estimated cost, $152,000. 
(3) Spring Street Brook, West Roxbury. 
1,600 lineal feet of 84-inch concrete pipe. 
Estimated cost, $200,000. 
(4) Bussey Brook, private land, West Roxbury. 
1,400 lineal feet of 60-inch and 72-inch reinforced 
concrete pipe. 
Kstimated cost, $111,000. 
(5) Elmwood Street Brook, New Haven street and private 
land, West Roxbury. 
700 lineal feet of 8-foot reinforced concrete pipe. 
Estimated cost, $86,000. 


The order of priority for these projects is not neces- 
sarily the same as given above. We have asked for 
State aid under Chapter 91 for the construction of the 
first three brook projects. 

Lengths of Sewers Built: During the fiscal year 1959 
there were built by contractors and day labor 4.45 
miles of common sewers and surface drains throughout

the city. After deducting 0.28 miles of sewers and 
surface drains, rebuilt or abandoned, the net increase 
for 1959 is 4.17 miles, which added to the existing 
1,297.84 miles of common sewers and surface drains and 
30.93 miles of intercepting sewers, makes a grand 
total of 1,332.94 miles of all sewers belonging to the 
City of Boston, and under the care of the Sewer Division 
on January 1, 1960. 

There were 197 catch basins built or rebuilt and 
none were abandoned or removed during the year, 
making a net gain of 197 catch basins and a grand 
total of 25,015 catch basins under the care of the Sewer 
Division on January 1, 1960. 

Permit Office Report: Entrance fees to the amount of 
$7,361.01 have been deposited with the City Collector 
for collection from estates upon which no sewer assess- 
ments were ever paid, in accordance with Ordinances of 
1945, chapter 27, section 10. 

Seven hundred fifteen permits have been issued, 
viz.: 156 to district foremen and contractors and 559 
to drain Jayers for repairing or laying new house drains. 
Inspectors from this office have personally inspected 
the work done under these drain-layers’ permits. 

One thousand nine hundred ninety complaints have 
been investigated and inspectors are instructed to 
report in writing in each case. 

Two thousand catch basin complaints were received. 

Reported in writing on 4,186 municipal liens to the 
City Collector, in accordance with Chapter 60, Section 
25, of the General Laws. Reported orally on about 
2,160 requests for information on municipal liens.

To the Commissioner of Public Works. 
DEAR SIR: 

I respectfully submit the following report of the ac- 
tivities of the Survey Division for the year ending 
December 31, 1959. 

This division performs engineering services for other 
divisions of the Public Works Department and other 
city departments, boards, and commissions. It also 
performs administrative and engineering duties re- 
quired by the Public Improvement Commission for its 
operations. 


The principal engineering duties include: 


(a) the making of plans, surveys, estimates, and reports 
relating to the laying out, widening, construction, and design 
of public highways; 

(b) the taking of easements for sewerage works; 

(c) the staking out of lines and grades for the construc- 
tion of highways, sewerage, etc.; 

(d) the making of property surveys of land to be acquired 
by the City of Boston by eminent domain; 

(e) the making of plans and surveys of city-owned land 
for purposes of sale, interdepartmental transfer, or new de- 
velopment; 

(f) the making of various engineering surveys and plans 
required by other city departments. 


For the Public Improvement Commission, the ad- 
ministrative functions include the processing of petitions, 
arranging public hearings, preparing estimates and 
orders relating to land damages and street and sewer 
betterments, preparing orders for the laying out of 
streets and the construction of street and sewers, pre- 
paring orders for eminent domain land takings, prepar- 
ing orders for the granting of permits for use of public 
highways, erection of poles, etc., and the maintenance of 
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all records in the charge of the Public Improvement 


Commission.

Boston, December 31, 1959. 


To the Commissioner of Public Works. 
Dar SIR: 

I respectfully submit the following report of the ac- 
tivities of the Water Division, operations and expendi- 
tures for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1959. 

During the year a total of 11,801 linear feet, or 2.24 
miles of main pipe was laid or relaid, varying in size 
from 4 inches to 48 inches and 615 applications were 
received for installation of new service pipes, enlarged 
service pipes and fire pipes, etc. into new or remodeled 
buildings. 

There were 12 petitions received for the extension of 
water mains. The particular district in which the above 
aes was performed is shown on the accompanying 
table.

Under the provisions of Chapter 4 of the Ordinances 
of 1952, which deals with capital improvements, the 
Water Division submitted a capital improvement pro- 
gram, which program was not followed to any great 
extent due to the fact that all available funds were 
needed to extend water mains to provide water into 
residential areas. 
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ENGINEERING OFFICE 

The office force assisted the public in ascertaining 
official information in relation to water mains and serv- 
ice pipe locations, making studies and estimates on 
new mains and service and services and other assistance 
relating to water matters. The record plans, pressure 
charts and other official records were brought up to 
date. The office drew up plans and contracts for laying 
new and relaying old mains, supervised construction and 
had supervision of snow removal in areas Nos. 4 and 10. 

The engineering office assisted in design and super- 
vision of construction of water mains and appurte- 
nances for the following major projects; their status 
being as follows:

South street to Dover street completed.

Boston street to Milton completed. 


Extension of M.T.A. Highland Division from Beacon

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HYDRANTS 
There were 12 new hydrants established, 62 hydrants 
changed and 4 hydrants abandoned, an increase of 8 
hydrants. 


SUMMATION 
System relaid 0.95 miles, extended 1.29 miles, aban- 
doned .10 miles, 12 new hydrants established and 4 
hydrants abandoned; an increase of 1.19 miles and an 
increase of 8 hydrants. 


Tue DISTRIBUTION BRANCH 


The Distribution Branch consisting of the main 
yard at 710 Albany street (with a small subyard in 
Charlestown) and three district yards are responsible 
for the repair and maintenance of main pipes, service 
and fire pipes, hydrants, gates and providing emergency 
and general service to the public. The main yard main- 
tains emergency crews around the clock for any water 
service that may be required in any section of the city. 

The main yard and three district yards were assisted 
by three contracting firms, one in each yard with one 
contractor having two districts. The contractual work 
consisted of excavation and backfilling to allow water 
division employees to repair leaks, lay or relay water 
services, change hydrants and repair or replace defective 
appurtenances. This contractual work was performed 
in a satisfactory manner and proved its value by giving 
service to the public. 


Districr YARDS 

The three district yard forces (West Roxbury, Dor- 
chester and Brighton) were utilized in general assistance 
to the public repairing leaks, installing new services, 
meter changes, hydrant changes and off and on calls, etc. 

A new office building of prefab steel was constructed 
in the Dorchester District yard, replacing the old 
wooden storage and office building. 


THe MACHINE SHOP 
The machine shop and plumbing shop handled all 
drilling of services in the main yard and assisted in case 
of emergency in the district yards. The machine shop 
continues to machine and assemble all new corporation 
and tapping gates up to 6 inches. Gates 8 inches and 
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larger are now purchased under contract made under 
specifications of New York Pattern, M.D.C. Type. 
They repair defective hydrants, repair in the ground if 
possible defective gates and rebuild gates both corpora- 
tion, tapping and high pressure. Along with this work 
they, both plumbing and machine shop, are called on to 
assist other branches of the Public Works Department 
in many special jobs. 

The machine shop has discontinued the practice of 
machining and assembling B & F hydrants which have 
been the standard hydrants since 1919. New hydrants 
are now purchased under advertised contracts and 
limited to three manufacturers: Mueller Co., A. P. 
Smith Manufacturing Co., and Darling Valve and 
Manufacturing Co.

BUSINESS OFFICE 


This office performs all the work related to the 
processing of bills to property owners for water used, 
and the maintenance of water meters. 

These operations include receiving applications for 
new services and fire pipes; reading approximately 
93,000 meters quarterly; computing and _ preparing 
385 ,000 bills amounting to $6,200,000; keeping account 
of paid and unpaid bills; testing, repairing, installing 
and removing water meters, and receiving complaints 
from the water consuming public. 

It is unfortunate that for many years the surplus of 
the Water Division was not allowed to accumulate a 
reserve fund which would have been available when 
water receipts failed to meet expenditures.

In accordance with the provisions of Section 24, 
Chapter 3, of the Revised City Ordinances of 1947, 
the following report of the Public Improvement Com- 
mission for the year ending December 31, 1959, is 
respectfully submitted. 

The Public Improvement Commission was established 
May 1, 1954, by the provisions of Section 57, Chapter 2, 
of the 1954 Ordinances. This Commission, consisting 
of the Commissioner of Public Works, the Commissioner 
of Real Property, and the Chairman of the Boston 
Traffic Commission, was assigned all of the powers and 
duties of the former Board of Street Commissioners, 
except: 


(a) Those relating to the storage and sale of inflammables, 
filling stations, and parking lots, which were trans- 
ferred to the Committee on Licenses in the Public 
Safety Commission; 

(b) Those relating to the planting and removal of trees in 
public ways, the use of public ways for any temporary 
obstruction in, under, or over the same, the use of 
public ways for the storage and sale of merchandise, 
which were transferred to the Commissioner of Public 
Works; 

(c) Those relating to the abatement of taxes, which were 
transferred to the Real Property Department. 


Functions of the Board of Street Commissioners 
transferred to this Commission include the authority 
to lay out, widen, relocate, alter, discontinue, or rename 
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public highways, and to order the making of specific 
repairs therein; to order the construction of sanitary 
sewers and storm drains; to take land by eminent 
domain for municipal purposes (except housing and 
off-street parking); to permit the opening of private 
ways for public travel; to levy assessments for street, 
sidewalk, and sewer betterments; and to issue permits 
for the location of wire-carrying poles, conduits, pipes, 
tracks, and similar uses of the public ways. 


STREET PROGRAM 


During the period covered by this report, 153 high- 
way improvements, including the laying out of 51 new 
highways, the widening and relocation of 22 public 
ways, the making of specific repairs in 31 existing 
streets, the revision of grade of 2 streets, the discontinu- 
ance of 44 streets, the abandonment of 1 order, the 
taking of an easement for water purposes, and the taking 
of an easement for sloping purposes, were ordered by 
the Public Improvement Commission.

During the year 1959 the Highway Division of the 
Public Works Department sent notice of completion of 
twenty-one (21) streets at a total cost of $314,834.73.

GENTLEMEN: 

Under the provisions of Section 2, Chapter 351 of 
the Acts of 1929, the Superintendent of Construction of 
the Department of School Buildings is required to sub- 
mit to his Honor the Mayor, to the School Committee, 
and to the Commissioners of School Buildings a written 
report annually, or oftener, as required. 

In compliance with that statute, I submit the follow- 
ing report covering accomplishments for the fiscal year 
1959. 

The report is supplemented by a financial statement 
of departmental appropriations and expenditures. 
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The unusual manner in which the appropriation for 
alterations and repairs was handled by the School Com- 
mittee precluded proper planning of proposed work 
and the efficient expenditures of moneys. Although 
this department did request an adjustment within the 
appropriation as of May 25, 1959, the School Com- 
mittee failed to make a final adjustment until October, 
1959, and the official notice of such adjustment was 
received by this department on October 19, 1959. The 
final adjustment within this appropriation amounted to 
$318,767.48. This allocation came so late in the fiscal 
year that only work that could be properly planned 
with funds efficiently expended was obligated, mostly 
in the form of advertised contracts. This late adjust- 
ment in the appropriation for alterations and repairs 
accounts for the substantial unexpended balance re- 
maining at the close of the year. 

However, notwithstanding this confused condition 
which was in no way the responsibility of the Depart- 
ment of School Buildings, the department performed 
the following major items of work: 


There was a complete modernization of the plumbing sys- 
tem in the John Cheverus School. 


Roofing work was performed in the following schools: 


Lewis School Donald McKay School 
Boston Trade High School Jamaica Plain High School 
Williams School Champlain School 

George H. Conley School William Lloyd Garrison 
Boston Latin School School 


In addition to the ordinary maintenance of the heat- 
ing and ventilating systems in all schools, the heating 
systems in the following schools were modernized: 


Mather School M. Gertrude Godvin School 
Eliot School Shop 
Christopher Gibson School 


Department of School Buildings headquarters, 26 Norman 
Street. 


With the thought in mind of eventually having all 
stage curtains composed of a flameproof material and 
thereby eliminating the annual contract of several 
thousand dollars for flameproofing, the department, 
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under formal contracts, installed flameproof material 
curtains in the following schools: 


James P. Timilty School Woodrow Wilson School 
Brighton High School South Boston High School 
Bigelow School Frank V. Thompson School 
Abraham Lincoln School Dorchester High School 


Electrical systems were modernized in the following 
schools: 


East Boston High School Eliot School 
Clarence R. Edwards School Girls’ Latin School 


Departmental headquarters at 26 Norman Street. 


Contracts for work on yards and fences at the follow- 
ing schools were awarded and completed during the 
year: 

Boston Latin School; installation of new yard surfacing. 

The yard at this school is, in my opinion, the most used of 


any school in the city. 
Oliver Hazard Perry School: new yard surfacing installed 


and new fences erected. 


With an unused section of the Lewis School now 
being reopened for school purposes, work was performed 
within this section of the building in order to bring the 
entire building within the safety code. 

Painting of a major nature was performed at the 
following schools: 


Solomon Lewenberg School Jamaica Plain High School 
Jeremiah E. Burke High School 
Departmental Headquarters at 26 Norman Street. 


A nurses’ room was installed at the English High 
School. 

A spray booth to do with furniture making and re- 
pairing was installed in the Dorchester High School. 

The major item for alterations during the year was 
the award of a contract for the relocation of Boston 
Technical High School at the Roxbury Memorial High 
School. This is the largest alteration project ever 
undertaken by the Department of School Buildings 
under the appropriation for alterations and repairs. A 
bond issue was authorized in the amount of $1,000,000 
to supplement the ordinary funds furnished under 
statute. Although this contract was awarded by the 
department to the lowest and most responsible bidder 
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as provided by statute, court action by the second 
lowest bidder delayed the actual signing of the contract 
for a period of two months. The court found that the 
original award made by the department was valid. Not- 
withstanding the delay caused by court action, it is 
felt that this contract will be completed well within the 
specified time, and it is quite possible that this building 
will be ready for occupancy with the opening of school 
in September, 1960. 


NEW CONSTRUCTION 


During the year contracts were awarded for the fol- 
lowing projects: 


An 8-classroom addition to the David A. Ellis School in 
the Henry L. Higginson District. 

An addition to the Dorchester High School to provide a 
gymnasium and cafeteria extension. 

The taking and demolition of existing property in the 
Dwight District were completed, and the architect developed 
plans and specifications so that the construction contract 
will be awarded in the early part of 1960. This building 
will consist of 16 classrooms, 2 kindergartens, 1 manual 
training room, 1 sewing room, 1 assembly hall, and 1 play- 
room, and will accommodate 610 pupils. 

Harvard-Warren District, Charlestown: Land for this 
project has been taken, and the old properties are being 
demolished. The architect is proceeding satisfactorily, and 
this project will be under construction during the year 1960. 

Lowell District, Jamaica Plain: There has been consid- 
erable delay in the taking of land for this project. However, 
the land will be acquired early in 1960, and the architect 
will proceed with development of plans and specifications. 
It is felt that this project should be under construction during 
1960. 

Bigelow District, South Boston: Additional land was 
taken to develop further play space for the Bigelow School. 
A formal contract for the performance of work in this devel- 
opment was awarded and the work completed.

The Boston Traffic Commission met at fifteen formal 
meetings during the year 1959 at the Traffic Department 
Building on Southampton street. 

At these meetings the commission voted the necessary 
changes in the traffic rules and regulations as occasioned 
by traffic pattern variations influenced by construction 
progress centered about the John F. Fitzgerald Express- 
way and its environs. Several patterns of one-way 
streets were established in areas approaching major 
interchanges of the John F. Fitzgerald Expressway and 
Southeast Expressway, connecting with city streets, 
resulting in uniform traffic flows with minimum con- 
gestion. 

The long awaited express thru-way built around the 
completed Mystic River Bridge as a nucleus was for- 
mally opened on June 23, 1959, giving Boston its first 
major uninterrupted expressway from its northern ap- 
proach in Saugus and extending twenty-three miles 
southerly to Route 128, the circumferential highway, in 
Braintree, connecting to all points south and west. 
Average daily volume at the close of the year showed 
90,000 vehicles making use of this modern traffic fa- 
cility which has definitely given tremendous relief to 
the local parallel arteries formerly carrying this load. 
A major interchange leading to Massachusetts avenue 
in Roxbury also was incorporated in the Southeast 
Expressway, at which point another major expressway, 
the Inner Belt Route, will interconnect. This route, an 
eight-lane limited-access expressway, will cut a swath 
through Roxbury to Brookline, Brighton, Cambridge, 
Somerville, and connect to the Central Artery in 
Charlestown, thus carrying again the major load of 
traffic from all major arteries leading into the city and 
completing the ring within the city limits. 

Thus it can be foreseen, at this stage, that the city 
will definitely be geared to manage the increased de- 
mand for road space leading into and out of Boston at 
about the time the multimillion-dollar Prudential 
Center, the West End Development, and the Govern- 
ment Civic Center near completion, the first two of 
which are already well under way. 
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Other major traffic improvements accomplished dur- 
ing 1959 include a complete redesign of Mattapan 
square, with controlled movements of all traffic resulting 
in a tremendous relief of traffic congestion in that area. 
The Brookline Avenue-Fenway-Riverway controlled 
rotary, once recognized as one of the major bottlenecks 
in the city, now handles all traffic free of congestion, 
and with a 75 per cent reduction of accidents. Blue 
Hill avenue, Seaver street, and Columbus avenue is now 
a completed divided artery from Mattapan square to 
Egleston square, with controlled movements at all 
major intersections. Here again a substantial decrease 
in traffic accidents has already been observed over a 
three-mile stretch of a major arterial road that at one 
time contained the highest accident frequency locations 
in the city. The Roxbury Crossing area was completed 
with channels and signal controls, and a new grade- 
level rumble center strip was installed on Columbus 
avenue between Roxbury Crossing and Jackson square 
due to the many business and manufacturing establish- 
ments in the area, which precluded the construction of a 
raised median island. 

Major changes in the traffic rules included the passing 
of the extension of the towing law to include certain 
streets in the Back Bay. ‘The various educational 
institutions in this area have indicated their full co- 
operation in this move to preserve parking facilities on a 
two-hour limit controlled basis and afford free passage 
for emergency vehicles in this heavily concentrated 
apartment and professional area. 

The request to change over the 2,500 downtown 
parking meters from 5 cents to 10 cents an hour was 
rejected by the City Council but will be resubmitted 
again in 1960 as the need for such a change becomes 
more and more imperative to not only this department 
but all agencies concerned with more acute control over 
the parking situation. A recent study on a national 
basis shows that almost all large cities in the nation now 
have the 10 cents an hour, or more, meter fee, which 
has in all cases shown very satisfactory results. This 
additional revenue could improve parking control by 
providing funds for the introduction of female meter- 
maids, and for financing additional off-street parking 
facilities. The common problem of uncontrolled central 
business district parking has led officials in some cities 
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to prohibit all on-street parking in downtown areas. 
This experiment, at first assailed by leading merchants 
in Philadelphia, has already proved itself as the solution 
in that city, and merchants quote that it has not been 
detrimental to business. In fact, it is now accepted as 
the best solution by all concerned. It would be a worth- 
while experiment here in our own central business dis- 
trict if and when sufficient off-street facilities are pro- 
vided. The anticipated Common garage, planned to be 
under way early in 1960, is a step forward in providing 
reasonably close parking to the many hotels, business 
and office buildings in this area and thus relieve the 
choked surrounding streets to moving traffic. One 
might even consider more stringent controls over truck 
loadings and unloadings in certain busy narrow streets 
during business hours in the downtown area. 

The emergency snow removal regulations were re- 
vised by the Traffic Commission, giving the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works the authority to declare such an 
emergency whenever he determines that hazardous con- 
ditions exist on important traffic arteries, and on streets 
on which busses, trackless trolleys, or streetcars operate. 
Automatically, no parking on either side of such streets 
is thus established during such an emergency to enable 
efficient plowing operations. 

The tragic death in March of Fire Commissioner 
Francis X. Cotter resulted in a change also within the 
Traffic Department. Traffic Commissioner Timothy J. 
O’Connor was appointed by his Honor, Mayor John B. 
Hynes, on March 11, 1959, to complete the remaining 
ten months of the year as the Fire Commissioner. The 
selection of Commissioner O’Connor as Fire Commis- 
sioner was indeed a portentous appointment, after 
forty-five years of continued service in the city govern- 
ment. His career started in the Public Works Depart- 
ment, followed by thirty years in the Traffic Department, 
where he went from Assistant Traffic Engineer to Traffic 
Commissioner. This experience certainly proved of 
great value in his new role, as evidenced by the over- 
whelming approval and acceptance he received at the 
outset. 

Deputy Commissioner and Executive Secretary 
William T. Doyle, also a career man in city government, 
who for the past fifteen years had guided and assisted 
several commissioners, was then duly appointed by his 
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Honor to complete the year 1959 as Traffic Commis- 
sioner. In this capacity Commissioner Doyle, a proven 
administrator through his twenty-eight years of service 
in the city, initiated an over-all reorganization plan to 
streamline the divisions within the department to pro- 
vide maximum efficiency, with the resultant increase in 
department services at minimum cost. Commissioner 
Doyle also recommended that legislation be provided to 
further extend the towing law to include certain streets 
in the Beacon Hill area and other congested areas 
hampered with illegal parking problems. The existing 
fine schedule for parking violations was also recom- 
mended to be changed, with the hope that the flagrant 
violators would be eliminated.

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Investigation Division 


The opening of the John F. Fitzgerald and Southeast 
Expressways somewhat changed the complexion of 
vehicular traffic in the immediate downtown area, 
relieving to a great extent a number of the downtown 
intersections that were for years considered critical. 
The feeder areas on and off to the new expressways 
engendered new problems which had to be met by 
redesigning of approaches and exits. 

One of the major locations was at the Roxbury 
ending of Fitzgerald Expressway, requiring redesigning 
of the intersection between Albany street, Northampton 
street, Southampton street, Glynn Way, and Massachu- 
setts avenue. A large rotary was built channelizing 
traffic in a one-way pattern in this area. 

The relief was somewhat lessened in the downtown 
area with the restriction of all trucks and busses on 
two bridges, Broadway Bridge over the New York 
Central Railroad and Summer Street Bridge over Fort 
Point Channel. This required special routes to divert 
trucks and busses. The Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion is reconstructing the Longfellow Bridge over the 
Charles River, prohibiting the movement of outbound 
traffic from Cambridge street. 

In the lower Dorchester area, Granite Avenue Bridge 
and Neponset Bridge over the Neponset River are being 
rebuilt. At Granite avenue the State Public Works 
Department is reconstructing a new bridge requiring a 
special detour on and off the Southeast Expressway 
between Boston and the South Shore area. The Metro- 
politan District Commission had one half of the 
Neponset Bridge open to two-way traffic during re- 
pairs. Both state and Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion traffic divisions have cooperated with this division 
in directing and controlling these detours. 

The second East Boston Vehicular Tunnel has been 
started, and special roads and detours have been ar- 
ranged both in East Boston and the North End of down- 
town Boston. 

A special rail changeover by the Metropolitan Transit 
Authority was undertaken at the intersection of Hunt- 
ington and South Huntington avenues. This is an ex- 
tremely heavy area with Route 9 entering Boston and a 
busy Metropolitan Transit Authority transferring sec- 
tion. Special routing was brought into play, and trucks 
had to be rerouted at a distance of three-quarters of a 
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mile because of a commercial prohibition on an adjacent 
roadway, the Jamaicaway.

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Paint and Sign Shop Division 


About 5,000 traffic signs of all types were painted and 
erected by the sign shop in 1959. This included 3,215 
new signs and 1,718 old salvaged signs which were 
sprayed and repainted. Also included in the number of 
new signs were about 1,000 new aluminum plates. The 
introduction of the aluminum plates several years ago 
to replace the usual steel plates has not only reduced 
the number of annual replacements of traffic signs but 
has reduced costs considerably. 

Two hundred fifty-five miles of roadway painting was 
completed last year, an increase of forty miles over 
1958. This was due to the special emphasis of painting 
more and more lane lines on heavily traveled arterial 
roadways which definitely has resulted in maximum 
available road space for moving traffic. Double parking 
on such roadways also appeared to be discouraged by 
this stepped-up program of lane line painting.

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Parking Meter Division 


The total number of parking meters maintained dur- 
ing the year averaged about 8,220, consisting of 1,526 
in the Central Business District, or Inner Cordon, 1,852 
between the Inner and Outer Cordons, 309 under the 
John F. Fitzgerald Expressway, and with the remaining 
4,500 in isolated districts throughout the city. The 
total revenue from parking meters for the year 1959 
amounted to $453,364.62. 

In 1948 the first parking meters were installed in the 
City of Boston for the purpose of maintaining organ- 
ized control over the tremendously acute parking prob- 
lem. The traffic rule of two-hour limit for such parking 
prevails in order that the short-time parker may be able 
to find available space relatively close to the shopping 
area or office building he wishes to visit. The demand 
for such available space has increased to such propor- 
tions that a stepped-up off-street parking program was 
instituted to make provisions for the demand for such 
spaces. As a result, in the past several years many 
public garages were built, including mechanical and 
ramp-type, not to mention the additional open-air 
parking lots created in every available corner of the 
Central Business District. Today there exist 31,447 
car spaces of all types in the downtown area, and still 
the demand for space has not been satisfied. Flagrant 
parking violations continue in spite of towing laws and 
other enforcement policies of the Boston Police Depart- 
ment. The all-day parker, the ‘‘nickel-feeder”’ so called, 
still continues to occupy the lion’s share of the limited 
on-street metered spaces. 

Considerable thought has been given to increasing 
the rate of metered parking to 10 cents an hour in the 
downtown area. The meters in this area, the greatest 
percentage of which have surpassed their life expectancy, 
could easily be salvaged and used in expanding the 
isolated districts for metered parking, where, too, park- 
ing problems are ever increasing in the local business 
areas. 

A new system of collections from meters was adopted 
early in the year which has proved not only more effi- 
cient but actually a time-saving process. This dump 
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system of collections now eliminates maintenance of 
the individual meter cans, and, since the large portable 
cans used for such collections are now delivered directly 
to the bank for checking and counting, it has also 
eliminated this detail from the meter department, thus 
again reducing the time and costs of handling with the 
result that more frequent collections in the heavily 
patronized districts can be provided. 
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Safety Education Division 


Concerted efforts in traffic safety education, traffic 
engineering, and traffic enforcement enabled the City of 
Boston to maintain a low level of traffic accidents once 
again during the year 1959. Experience over the years 
has proven that there can never be a letup of any of the 
three E’s in order to improve the driving habits of 
motorists. Only a continued program in this direction 
can keep pace with the ever mounting hazards of the 
road. 

An altogether new technique of driving has been 
introduced to motorists in the Boston area when the 
completed expressway opened in June of 1959. Motor- 
ists had to learn that with the transition of driving 
from local streets to expressways and vice versa so their 
driving habits had to change. We are all aware that 
after driving for several miles over speed highways it is a 
real problem to adjust to bumper-to-bumper driving 
through a congested area. People have long since dis- 
covered that weaving from lane to lane on an expressway 
is just as taboo as driving in the wrong direction on a 
busy downtown one-way street. 

The Safety Division of the Traffic Department co- 
operated with all other recognized agencies in varied 
programs of traffic safety throughout the year. Special 
efforts were made with the Massachusetts Safety Coun- 
cil in coordinating an improved system of accident 
analysis with the Boston Police Department, the State 
Traffic Division, and the Registry of Motor Vehicles. 
Complete accident data is now available to traffic 
engineering personnel, affording more concrete material 
for determining cause and effect studies of high accident 
frequency locations so that physical improvements 
designed by our engineers will contain every considera- 
tion for eliminating critical conditions wherever 
possible. 

The Mayor’s annual ‘‘ Bicycle Safety Days’’ program 
again attracted over 5,000 boys and girls in the city to 
participate in this educational competition carried out 
with the cooperation of the Parks and Recreation 
Department in all districts. 

A continued program of traffic safety carried into all 
schools by the Boston Police Department and the 
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Registry of Motor Vehicles, and recognized as a model 
program everywhere, was the contributing factor in the 
declining curve of accidents involving children of school 
ages not only en route to and from school but at all 
hours of the day and night. 


Some statistical high lights of the following summary 


of motor vehicle traffic accidents in the City of Boston 
during 1959 are: 


if: 


Fatal accidents, 51; persons killed, 52. Personal injury 
accidents, 11,524; persons injured, 17,153. Pedestrian 
accidents, 1,348; pedestrians injured, 1,353. Property 
damage accidents, 1,169. Total motor vehicle traffic 
accidents reported, 12,744. 


Of the 52 persons killed, 38 were pedestrians, 8 were oper- 
ators of motor vehicles, and 6 were occupants. 


The 38 pedestrians killed constituted 73 per cent of the 
total fatalities, while the total pedestrian accidents repre- 
sented 10.6 per cent of all the accidents reported. 


In the age groups there were 8 youngsters up to age 
twelve killed, including 6 pedestrians, 1 bicycle rider, and 
1 ride-stealer. Twenty-four people fifty-five years of age 
or over died in motor vehicle accidents, 22 of which were 
pedestrians, including 14 who were seventy-five or older. 


There were 30 people killed during the hours of darkness, 
and 22 lost their lives in traffic accidents while it was 
daylight. 


Speed was a factor in 5 fatal accidents; hit and run drivers 
killed 3 people; and operators under twenty-five were in- 
volved in 13 fatal accidents. 


Twenty fatal accidents occurred at intersections, of which 
5 were signalized, and 32 died from traffic accidents 
between intersections. 


Busses participated in 4 fatal accidents and taxis were in- 
volved in 8. Both these figures were high for such type 
vehicles, as were also the number of other type traffic 
accidents involving busses and taxis, 384 for busses and 
1,380 for taxis. 


December was the worst month, with 9 fatal accidents, 
and Saturday was the worst day, with 11. The period of 
the day between 7 p.m. and midnight was the worst, 
with 13 fatalities, and also showed the highest number of 
general traffic accidents, with 3,690.

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The Dorchester district had the highest fatality record, 
with 11, including 8 pedestrians; however, the most traffic 
accidents occurred in Boston Proper (downtown and up- 
town), 3,202, while Roxbury was the highest of the dis- 
tricts, with 3,001. 


Boston’s motor vehicle death rate for 1959 was 7.2 per 
100,000 population as compared to 9.1 for other cities in 
the same population group, and compared to a national 
average of 8.3. 


The ratio of injuries to deaths resulting from traffic acci- 
dents was 330 to 1, a loss of 31 over 1958 when the ratio 
was 361 to 1. 


There were 87 bicycle accidents with motor vehicles in 
1959, showing an increase of 18 over the previous year.

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Department Automotive Fleet 


There were eight new vehicles purchased during the 
year, replacing many old and obsolete pieces of equip- 
ment, including an old compressor continuously used 
since 1947. Four of the parking meter Jeeps were 
replaced with heavier and sturdier Ford panel trucks 
due to the new dump collection system requiring more 
truck space. West-coast-type rear-view mirrors were 
installed on some signal division trucks where the repair 
boxes on the trucks blocked clear rear vision with the 
standard-type mirrors. Two administrative vehicles 
were disposed of, with only one new replacement, 
reducing the passenger cars in the department from 
eight to seven. The signal shop had two of the older 
trucks replaced with new vehicles. Thus, today the 
department has perhaps the most modern fleet ever at 
its disposal to provide efficient service as required in 
all its divisions. With standardizing the fleet fewer 
parts are required to be stocked; proper type equipment 
for specific type work is available with resultant reduc- 
tion in maintenance costs. 

The gasoline pump was removed from outside the 
garage, and now all vehicles are serviced with gas and 
oil as they roll out of the garage in the morning eliminat- 
ing unnecessary maneuvering in the limited yard space 
and with no concern for inclement weather conditions. 
The thirty-five vehicles in the fleet traveled a total of 
250,000 miles last year, consuming 21,818 gallons of 
gasoline and using 835 quarts of oil.

DEAR SIR: 

I have the honor to present the 1959 Annual Report. 
of the Veterans’ Services Department. 

The present Veterans’ Services Department was es- 
tablished by Ordinances of 1954, chapter 2, section 66, 
and operates under the provisions of General Laws, 
chapter 115. Prior to 1954 the department was known 
as the Department of Veterans’ Services and prior to 
January 1, 1947, it was known as the Soldiers’ Relief 
Department. A complete revision of General Laws, 
chapter 115, effective January 1, 1947, necessitated the 
earlier change in the name and structure of the depart- 
ment. 

The department has two primary functions prescribed 
by law: 

1. The furnishing of Veterans’ Benefits to or for 
veterans and dependents of veterans. Veterans, de- 
pendents, and the various wars and conflicts included 
in our program are defined in the General Laws. 
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2. The furnishing of information, advice, and as- 
sistance relative to the procurement of employment, 
vocational or other educational opportunities, hos- 
pitalization, medical care, pensions, and other veter- 
ans’ benefits. 


Certain accomplishments of the department are not 
peculiar to any one year. Particular care is exercised 
each and every year to extend the monetary benefits pro- 
vided by law to those who are entitled to them and who 
require them but to withhold benefits to those not 
entitled. Each application is investigated thoroughly. 
The department exerts special effort to assure that 
federal or state benefits available to recipients be re- 
ceived so that the burden upon the City of Boston is 
reduced as much as possible. In operating a division 
at; the Boston City Hospital we collect by way of reim- 
bursement from the Commonwealth moneys that the 
city would not otherwise receive. It will continue to be 
our intention to pursue the course of action outlined. 

Over three quarters of the appropriation for this de- 
partment represents benefits paid to or for veterans 
and their dependents. The amount that we spend in 
any one year on this item is governed largely by the 
economic climate. Experience has indicated that this 
expenditure, the only one over which any savings may 
be effected, can only be done through investigation of 
the claims received, yet in the final analysis and in a 
large measure it cannot be said to be an absolute control 
for the reason that demands are governed by so many 
circumstances over which we have no control. This 
department maintains the attitude that when a great 
many veterans and dependents are in genuine need it is 
our obligatlon to render service and to help and, as we 
have said in so many words before, we stand willing to 
assist those who are entitled to and require assistance 
under the law, but we exercise stringent efforts to with- 
hold benefits to persons not entitled to them and not 
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actually in need. Furthermore, we shall do our utmost 
to see that our recipients avail themselves fully of any 
federal or state benefits which would reduce the burden 
upon the City of Boston. 

In 1959 the department was composed of three di- 
visions, as follows: 


1. Administrative. 
2. Benefits and Settlements. 
3. Hospital. 


I am proud to report that our relations with the office 
of the Commissioner of Veterans’ Services for the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts continue to be excellent. 
It is particularly important to maintain this relation- 
ship in order that the City of Boston may attain the 
greatest possible reimbursement from the Common- 
wealth. 


The department received $730,857.01 in 1959. The 
sources of this revenue and the amounts are listed.

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RULES OF THE CITY COUNCIL 
1960 -1961. 


Rute 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to 
time, and except on holidays, the regular meeting of the 
city council shall be held on every Monday at two o’clock 
P.M. Special meetings may be called by the president 
at his discretion, and by the city clerk for the purpose 
only of drawing jurors. No special meeting of the city 
council, except to draw jurors, shall be called, except 
with the consent of all the members, upon less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the notices are 
mailed or dispatched by special messenger. 


QUORUM. 


Rue 2. A quorum of the city council shall consist 
of five members. If, at the time any meeting is called 
to order, or if, during a meeting, on a vote on the 
adoption of a motion or order, a roll call shows less 
than a quorum present, the president may declare a 
recess of not more than ten minutes, after which time, 
if a quorum is not present, the meeting shall be ad- 
journed. If, on the question of lack of a quorum a 
roll call shows less than a quorum present, the pres- 
ident shall declare the meeting adjourned. | 


PRESIDENT. 


Rute 3. The president of the council shall take 
the chair at the hour to which the council shall have 
adjourned and shall call the members to order, and a 
quorum being present, shall proceed with the regular 
order of business. In the absence of the president the 
senior member by age present shall preside as tem- 
porary president, or until a presiding officer is chosen. 
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Rue 4. The president shall preserve decorum and 
order, may speak to points of order in preference to 
other members and shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal. Any member may appeal from 
the decision of the chair, but no appeal shall be con- 
sidered unless properly seconded. No other business, 
except a motion to adjourn or to lay on the table, shall 
be in order until the question on appeal has been decided. 


The question shall be put as follows: 


‘“Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment of 
the council?”’ The vote shall be by a roll call, and it 
shall be decided in the affirmative unless a majority of 
the votes are to the contrary. 


The president may, at any time, during debate or 
otherwise, declare a recess for not more than ten 
minutes, and such action shall not be subject to appeal, 
nor shall any motions apply thereto. 


Rute 5. The president shall propound all motions 
in the order in which they are moved, unless the subse- 
quent motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, 
in naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum and 
the longest time shall be put first. 


Rue 6. The president shall, at the request of any 
member, make a division of a question when the sense 
will admit of it. 


Rute 7. The president shall, without debate, decide 
all questions relating to priority of business to be acted 
upon. 


Rue 8. The president shall declare all votes; but 
if any member doubts a vote, the president shall cause 
a rising vote to be taken, and, when two members so 
request, shall cause the vote to be taken or verified by 
yeas and nays. 


Rute 9. The president shall appoint all committees, 
fill all vacancies therein, and designate the rank of the 
members thereof. 


Rute 10. When the president of the council or the 
president pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair he 
may call any member to it; but such substitution shall 
not continue beyond an adjournment. 
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MorIons. 


RvuLE 11. Every motion shall be reduced to writing 
if the president shall so direct. 

Rute 12. A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out being lost 
shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out 
and insert. 

Rute 13. No motion or proposition of a subject 
different from that under consideration shall be admitted 
under color of amendment. 

Any motion, order or resolution which in the opinion 
of the presiding officer does not have a direct bear- 
ing on the business of the council shall be referred 
without debate to the committee on rules and shall 
not be further considered by the council except upon 
report by that committee. There shall be no appeal 
from the decision of the chair hereunder, and this rule 
shall not be subject to suspension. No motions shall 
apply, nor shall unanimous consent to speak on the 
matter so referred be in order. 

The committee on rules may report that any motion, 
order or resolution so referred to it is out of order 
because not having a direct bearing on the business of 
the council, and its report shall be a final disposition 
of the matter, subject to an appeal which shall be 
governed by the same provisions as those governing 
appeals from rulings of the presiding officer. 


Rute 14. When a petition, order or resolution relates 
to a subject which may properly be examined and 
reported upon by an existing committee of the city 
council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
be referred to such committee. When a motion is made 
to refer any subject, and different committees are pro- 
posed, the motions shall be put in the following order: 


1. Toa standing committee of the council. 
2. Toa special committee of the council. 


Any member offering a motion, order or- resolution, 
which is referred to a committee, shall be given a hear- 
ing on the same by the committee before a report is 
made thereon, provided he so requests at the time of 
offering the order or before final action by the committee. 

If, after thirty days, a matter referred to a committee 
other than a committee of all the members is not 
reported upon, it may be recalled by a standing vote 
of three members of the city council. 
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If, within thirty days, a matter referred to a committee 
other than a committee of all the members is not 
reported upon, it may be recalled by a majority vote 
of all the members. 

If, after sixty days, a matter referred to a committee 
is not reported upon, any member may recall such 
matter from the committee, and such matter shall not 
again be committed to any committee other than the 
executive committee. 

The provisions of this rule shall not apply to matters 
referred to the rules committee under Rule 13, and 
such matters shall not be considered except upon 
report by that committee. 

Rute 15. After a motion has been put by the presi- 
dent it shall not be withdrawn except by unanimous 
consent. 

RuLeE 16. When a question is under debate the fol- 
lowing motions only shall be entertained, and shall have 
precedence in the order in which they stand arranged: 


1. To adjourn. 

2. To lay on the table. 

3. The previous question. 

4. To close debate at a specified time. 
5. To postpone to a day certain. 

6. To commit. 

7. To amend. 

8. 


To postpone indefinitely. 


Rute 17. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at 
any time, except on an immediate repetition or pending 
a verification of a vote; and that motion, the motion 
to lay on the table, the motion to take from the table, and 
the motion for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate. 

READINGS. 


Rute 18. Every ordinance, order and resolution, 
unless reported upon by a committee or rejected, shall 
have two several readings, both of which may take 
place at the same session unless objection is made, pro- 
vided, however, that all orders for the expenditure of 
moneys, unless reported upon by a committee of the 
council, shall lie over for one week before final action 
thereon. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first reading, the document may be read by 
its title only. All orders releasing rights or easements

in or restrictions on land, all orders for the sale of land 
other than school lands, all appropriations for the 
purchase of land other than for school purposes, and 
all loans voted by the city council shall require a vote 
of two-thirds of all the members of the city council, 
and shall be passed only after two separate readings 
and by two separate votes, the second of said readings 
and votes to be had not less than fourteen days after 
the first, except in cases in which a shorter period is 
authorized by law. Any order rescinding an order for 
any of the foregoing purposes shall require the same 
number of readings and of votes as was required for 
the passage of the original order. 


RECONSIDERATION. 

Rue 19. When a vote has been taken any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting. 
Debate on motions to reconsider shall be limited to 
twenty minutes, and no member shall occupy more 
than four minutes, but on a vote upon any subsidiary 
or incidental question, debate shall be limited to ten 
minutes, and no member shall occupy more than two 
minutes. 


Rute 20. When a motion to reconsider has been 
decided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration; nor shall any recon- 
sideration be had upon the following motions: 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


A motion to reconsider may be laid on the table or 
postponed indefinitely, and the effect of such action in 
either case shall be to defeat the motion to reconsider. 


Conpuct oF MEMBERS. 


Rue 21. Every member when about to speak shall 
rise, address the chair, and wait until he is recognized, 
and, in speaking, shall refrain from mentioning any 
other member by name, shall confine himself to the 
question, shall not use unbecoming, abusive, or un- 
parliamentary language, and shall avoid personalities. 
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Any member who, in debate or otherwise, indulges in 
personalities or makes charges reflecting upon the 
character of another member, shall make an apology 
in open session at the meeting at which the offence is 
committed or at the next succeeding regular meeting, 
and, failing to do so, shall be named by the president or 
held in contempt and suspended from further partici- 
pation in debate until said apology is made. 

Rute 22. No member shall speak more than once 
on a question when another member who has not 
spoken claims the floor, and no member speaking shall, 
without his consent, be interrupted by another, except 
upon a point of order. 


Rute 23. No member shall be permitted to vote on 
any question, or to serve on any committee, where his 
private right is immediately concerned, distinct from 
the public interest. 


Rute 24. Every member who shall be present when 
a question is put, unless he is excluded by interest, 
shall give his vote in the affirmative or negative or shall 
respond ‘‘present,”’ unless the council for special reason 
shall excuse him from voting. 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rute 25. The following standing committees of 
the council, and all other committees, unless specially 
directed by the council, shall be appointed by the 
president: 

1. A committee, to be known as the Executive Com- 
mittee, to consist of all the members of the council. 

2. A committee on Appropriations and Finance, to 
consist of seven members of the council, to whom shall be 
referred such appropriation orders as may be submitted 
to the council from time to time, and all applications 
for expenditure which involve a loan. 

3. A committee on Claims, to consist of five members 
of the council, to whom shall be referred all claims against 
the city arising from the act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report annually an account of 
the claims awarded or approved by them, and the amount 
of money awarded or paid in settlements thereof. 

4. A committee on Confirmations, to consist of 
five members of the council, to whom shall be referred 
all appointments which are required to be confirmed 
by the council. 
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5. A committee on Hospitals, to consist of five 
members of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
matters concerning hospitals. 

6. A committee on Inspection of Prisons, to consist 
of five members of the council. 


7. A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of 
five members of the council, who shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, appear before the committees of the General 
Court and represent the interest of the city; provided, 
said committee shall not appear unless authorized by 
vote of the city council and shall not, unless directed 
so to do by the city council, oppose any legislation peti- 
tioned for by the preceding city council. 

8. A committee on Licenses, to consist of five mem- 
bers of the council, to whom shall be referred all peti- 
tions for licenses and permits. 

9. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of five 
members of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
ordinances or orders concerning ordinances. 


10. A committee on Public Housing, to consist of 
five members of the council, to whom shall be referred 
all matters concerning public housing. 

11. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of five 
members.of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
matters relating to public lands. 


12. A committee on Public Services and Recreation, 
to consist of five members of the council, to whom shall 
be referred all matters concerning public safety, public 
welfare, public works, parks, playgrounds and recreation. 


13. A committee on Rules, to consist of five members 
of the council, to consider all matters concerning the 
rules, and to whom shall be referred all resolutions 
expressing opinions, principles, facts or purposes. 

14. A committee on Urban Redevelopment, Rehabili- 
tation and Renewal, to consist of five members of the 
council, to whom shall be referred all matters concerning 
urban redevelopment, rehabilitation and renewal. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 
Rute 26. Atevery regular meeting of the council the 
order of business shall be as follows: 
1. Communications from his honor the mayor. 
2. Presentation of petitions, memorials and remon- 
strances. 
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Reports of city officers, etc. 

Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 
Reports of committees. 

Motions, orders and resolutions. 
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SPECTATORS. 


Ruiter 27. No person, except a member of the 
council, shall, at any time, be permitted to occupy 
the seat, in the council chamber, of any member of 
the council. The city messenger shall enforce this rule. 


Rute 28. No person, excepting officials connected 
with the city council, and duly assigned reporters of 
the daily newspapers, shall be allowed in the ante- 
rooms or upon the floor of the council chamber while 
the council is in session. Spectators will be allowed in 
the gallery of the council chamber when the council 
is in session, and no one will be admitted to said gallery 
after the seats are occupied. No demonstrations of 
approval or disapproval from the spectators shall be 
permitted, and if such demonstrations are made the 
gallery will be cleared. The city messenger shall enforce 
this rule. 

BurRIAL GROUNDS. 


Rute 29. No permission for the use of land for the 
purpose of burial shall be granted until a public hearing 
shall have been given by the executive committee of the 
city council on the application for such permission, after 
due notice has been given abuttors. 


COMMITTEE MEETINGS. 


Rute 30. No meeting of any committee shall, with- 
out the consent of all the members thereof, be called 
upon less notice than twenty-four hours from the time 
the clerk shall have mailed the notices or dispatched 
them by special messenger, provided, however, that 
meetings of the executive committee may be held in the 
recess period of any meeting of the council without such 
consent or notice. No committee, unless authorized by 
an order of the city council, shall incur any expense. 
No committee meetings shall be called later than one 
hour immediately preceding the time set for anyregular 
meeting of the city council, nor shall any committee 
remain in session later than the hour named for any such 
regular meeting. 
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The clerk of committees shall mail notices of all 
committee meetings to all the members of the council. 


Form OF VOTES. 

RvuLE 31. In all votes the form of expression shall be 
“Ordered” for everything by way of command, and the 
form shall be ‘‘Resolved’’ for everything expressing 
opinions, principles, facts or purposes. 


TRANSFERS. 

RuLEeE 32. Every application for an appropriation 
to be provided for by transfer shall be referred to the 
executive committee, unless otherwise ordered, and no 
such appropriation shall be made until the said com- 
mittee has reported thereon. 


UsE oF Rooms on CounciL FLoor. 


Rute 33. No person except members and officers of 
the city council and regularly assigned city hall reporters 
shall be admitted at any time to the president’s room, 
the personal offices of the councillors, executive com- 
mittee room or council chamber, except when invited 
on official business or accompanied by a member of 
the council. 


CONFIRMATION OF APPOINTMENTS. 

Rue 34. The question of confirming appointments 
by the mayor shall be decided by a yes and no ballot, 
if requested by one member or directed by the presiding 
officer. 

AMENDMENT AND SUSPENSION. 

Rute 35. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended or repealed at any time, except by 
the pete of two-thirds of all the members of the city 
council.

The City Seal was adopted by ‘An Ordinance to 
Establish the City Seal,” passed January 2, 1823, which 
provides “‘That the design hereto annexed, as sketched 
by John R. Penniman, giving a view of the City, be the 
device of the City Seal; that the motto be as follows, 
to wit: ‘Sicut patribus sit Deus nobis’; and that the 
inscription be as follows: — ‘Bostonia condita, A.D. 
1630. Civitatis regimine donata, A.D. 1822.’”’ The 
motto is taken from 1 Kings, viil,- 57: ‘‘God be with 
us as He was with our fathers.” 


The seal as it first appeared is shown above. 


The seal as it was afterwards changed, and has ever 
since continued to be used, was first shown on page 221 
of the volume of laws and ordinances, commonly known 
as the ‘‘First Revision,’”’ published in 1827, and is 
established as the City Seal at the present time by 
Revised Ordinances of 1914, Chapter 1, Section 5, 
which provides that ‘‘The seal of the City shall be 
circular in form; shall bear a view of the City; the 
motto ‘Sicur Patrinus Sit Deus Nobis,’ and the 
inscription, ‘Bostonra ConpitTa, A.D. 1630. CriviTatis 
REGIMINE Donata A.D. 1822,’ as herewith shown.” 


The seal as changed in 1827 is shown on the opposite 
page. 
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ORIGIN AND GROWTH OF BOSTON 


THE Royal Patent incorporating the Governor and 
Company of Massachusetts Bay in New England passed 
the seals March * 4, 1628-29. At a General Court, or 
Meeting of the Company, on August * 29 of that year it 
was voted ‘‘that the Government and patent should be 
settled in New England.” To that end Governor Win- 
throp led the Puritan Exodus in 1630. Soon after his 
arrival at Salem on June * 12, 1630, he proceeded with a 
large following to Charlestown, where a plantation had 
been established the summer before. The Assistants 
held three Courts at Charlestown in the interval, August 
* 23 to September * 28, inclusive. At their meeting 
on September * 7, they “ordered that Trimountaine 
shall be called Boston; Mattapan, Dorchester; and the 
towne upon Charles River, Waterton.’ Thus Shawmut 
of the Indians was named Boston, probably out of grati- 
tude to the Merchants of Boston in Lincolnshire, who 
had subscribed generously to the stock of the Company. 

In the latter part of August, Governor Winthrop 
with the patent chose Boston as his abiding place. 
The first ‘‘Court’’ held in Boston was a ‘‘General Court’’ 
on October * 19, “for establishing of the government.”’ 
On October * 3, 1632, Boston was formally declared 
to be ‘‘the fittest place for publique meetings of any 
place in the Bay.” 

Boston was the first town in Massachusetts to become 
a city. It was incorporated February 23, 1822, by 
St. 1821, c. 110, adopted by the voters March 4, 1822. 
This act was revised by St. 1854, c. 448; amended by 
St. 1885, c. 266, again by St. 1909, c. 486, and again by 
St. 1948, c. 452 as amended by St. 1951, ec. 376. 

The neck of land called Boston, still called Boston 
Proper, contained perhaps 700 acres of land, judging 
from the 783 acres shown by the official survey of 1794. 
(In the interval 1630-37, Boston acquired jurisdiction 
over most of the territory now included in Chelsea, 
Winthrop, Revere, East Boston, Brookline, Quincy, 
Braintree, Randolph and Holbrook, besides certain 
islands in the harbor.) From 1637 till May 138, 1640, 
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when ‘‘Mount Woollaston” was set off as Braintree, 
Boston exercised jurisdiction over a territory of at least 
40,000 acres. Within its present limits there are 30,598 
acres, including flats and water. 

Since 1640, grants of land have been made to Boston 
by the General Court as follows: (1) October * 16, 1660, 
1,000 acres “‘for the use of a free schoole, layd out in 
the wildernesse or North of the Merimake River” (in 
Haverhill), in 1664. (2) June * 27, 1735, in abatement 
of Province Tax, three townships, each six miles square, 
or 69,120 acres in all. These townships later became 
the Towns of Charlemont, Colrain, and Pittsfield. 
Boston sold its interest in them on June * 30, 1737, for 
£3,660. (3) June 26, 1794, a township of land in 
Maine (23,040 acres) ‘‘to build a public hospital.’’ This 
tract was sold by the City April 6, 1833, for $4,200. 

Muddy River was set off as the Town of Brookline 
on November * 13, 1705, and Rumney Marsh was set 
off as the Town of Chelsea January * 8, 1739. 

The principal annexations of territory included within 
the present limits of the City of Boston have been made 
as follows: 

(1) Noddle’s Island by order of Court of Assistants, March 
* 9, 1636-37. (2) South Boston set off from Dorchester March 
6, 1804, by St. 1803, c. 111. (8) Washington Village set off 
from Dorchester May 21, 1855, by St. 1855, c. 468. (4) Rox- 
bury January 6, 1868, by St. 1867, c. 359, accepted September 
9, 1867. Roxbury received its name by order of the Court of 
Assistants October * 8, 1630. It was incorporated as a city 
March 12, 1846, by St. 1846, c. 95, accepted March 25, 1846. 
(5) Dorchester January 3, 1870, by St. 1869, c. 349, accepted 
June 22, 1869. It received its name September * 7, 1630, by 
order of the Court of Assistants. (6) Brighton January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1873, c. 303, accepted October 7, 1873. Set off from 
Cambridge as the Town of Brighton February 24, 1807, by St. 
1806, c. 65. (7) Charlestown January 5, 1874, by St. 1878, c. 
286, accepted October 7, 1873. Settled July * 4, 1629. It was 
incorporated a City February 22, 1847, by St. 1847, c. 29, 
accepted March 10, 1847. (8) West Roxbury January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1878, c. 314, accepted October 7, 1873. It was set off 
from Roxbury and incorporated a Town May 24, 1851, by St. 
1851, c. 250. (9) Hyde Park January 1, 1912, by St. 1911, c. 
469, and 583, accepted November 7, 1911. Incorporated a 
Town April 22, 1868.

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INTRODUCTION 


As a public document THr Municipat REGISTER is 
as old as the City of Boston itself, the first volume 
having been published in 1821, a year before the govern- 
ment of Boston changed from Town to City. Up to 
1840 the title of the volume was: The Rules and Orders 
of the Common Council. From 1821 to 1829 the docu- 
ment contained merely a register of the City Council 
and a list of the officers. 

In 1829 the City Charter was published as a part of 
the volume, and in 1830 the Acts relating to Boston, 
also the ordinances, were added. In 1832 the size of 
the volume was increased by the addition of an index 
to the contents. The volume published in 1822 con- 
tained fifteen pages and for the year 1840 there were 
eighty-eight pages, including three pages of index. 

The title THe Municipat ReGIsTeR was adopted in 
1841 when the publication became more ambitious, 
incorporating in its pages the Rules and Orders of the 
Common Council, joint rules, ordinances of the City, 
statutes of the Commonwealth relating to the City, a 
list of the public schools, the City Government of 1841, 
the committees and departments (consisting at that 
time of the treasury, law, police, health, public land 
and buildings, lamps and bridges, fire, and public 
charitable institutions), and a list of the ward officers. 

From 1842 to 1864 it also contained a list of the 
members of preceding City Governments, a necrological 
record of those members, the latest ordinances and the 
special statutes relating to the City. In 1851 a list of 
the annual orators was added, and in 1853 a map of 
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the City and the Rules of the Board of Aldermen. In 
1876, statistics of registration and voting were included, 
carried from 1879 to 1924 in tabulated form. 

From 1889 to 1896, inclusive, THe Municrpan 
REGISTER also continued a compilation of the Charter 
with the revision of 1854 and the amendments of 1885 
and thereafter. ‘The Amended Charter of 1909 (15 
pages) was added in 1910, and the various changes 
since that year have been indicated by footnotes. 

In 1924 the important amendments to the Charter 
enacted in that year (10 pages) were included. 

The 1925 volume contained, as the latest addition, 
descriptions of the ward boundaries as fixed for the 22 
new wards (formerly 26) in December, 1924. 

This volume contains the City Charter as amended 
by Stat. 1948, Chap. 452, and Stat. 1951, Chap. 376, 
- commonly known as Plan A, including subsequent 
changes.

OF 
CHAPTER 452 OF THE ACTS OF 1948 
AS AMENDED BY 
CHAPTER 376 OF THE ACTS OF 1951, 
INCLUDING SUBSEQUENT CHANGES 


GENERAL PROVISIONS 


Section 1. The following words as used in this act shall, unless the 
context otherwise requires, have the following meanings: 


“City’’, the city of Boston. 


“Board of election commissioners’’, the board of election commissioners 
of the city of Boston. 


“Regular municipal election’’, the biennial election held for electing 
officers of the city as provided in this act. 


“‘Prelininary election’, the election held for the purpose of nominating 
candidates whose names shall appear on the official ballot at a municipal 
election. 


‘“‘Proportional representation”’, any proportional representation method 
of election authorized by chapter fifty-four A of the General Laws. 


“Present form of city government’, the form of city government in 
effect in the city when it first adopts one of the three optional plans of 
government provided in this act. 


Sect. 2. The city, in the manner hereinafter prescribed, may adopt 
from time to time at any regular municipal election any one of the optional 
plans of government provided in this act and shall thereafter be governed 
by the provisions of the plan so adopted until said provisions are super- 
seded by the adoption of another plan under this act. The inhabitants of 
the city shall continue to be a municipal corporation under the name 
existing at the time of the adoption of any plan provided in this act, and 
shall have, exercise and enjoy all the rights, immunities, powers and 
privileges, and be subject to all the duties, liabilities and obligations 
provided for in this act, or otherwise pertaining to or incumbent upon 
said city as a municipal corporation. 


None of the legislative powers of the city shall be abridged or impaired 
by this act; but all such legislative powers shall be possessed and exercised 
by such body as shall be the legislative body of the city under this act. 

Whenever one of the plans provided for in this act shall be adopted, all 
ordinances, resolutions, orders or other regulations of the city or of any 
authorized body or official thereof, existing at the time when the city 
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adopts such plan, and not inconsistent with the provisions of the plan 
adopted, shall continue in full force and effect until repealed, modified, 
suspended or superseded, and all acts and parts of acts relating to the 
city, so far as inconsistent with the plan adopted shall be inoperative. 

* * * * * * * * * * * * * 


Secr. 6. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
it shall continue in force for a period of at least four years from the be- 
ginning of the terms of office of the officials elected thereunder; and no 
petition proposing another of said plans shall be filed until after three 
years from the beginning of said terms of office. 

* * * * * * * * * * ** * * 


Sect. 8. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
the terms of office of all elective officers in office, and the position of city 
manager if there be one, shall terminate at ten o’clock in the forenoon 
on the first Monday of January following the first municipal election 
held in accordance with the provisions of the plan so adopted. 


Sect. 9. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
the fiscal year of the city shall begin on January first and shall end on 
December thirty-first next following; and the municipal year thereof shall 
begin on the first Monday in January and shall continue until the first 
Monday of the January next following. 


Pitan A. GOVERNMENT BY Mayor, City CounciL, AND ScHoot Com- 
MITTEE, ELEcTED AT LARGE WITH PRELIMINARY ELECTIONS 


(Plan A was adopted by the voters of the City of Boston at the Municipal 
Election held November 8, 1949, Yes, 146,162, No, 73,882.) 

Sect. 10. The form of government provided in sections eleven to twenty, 
inclusive, and the method of nominating and electing officials thereunder 
provided in sections fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, shall constitute and 
be known as Plan A under this act. When Plan A is adopted, said sec- 
tions eleven to twenty, inclusive, and fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, 
shall become and be operative, subject to the provisions of section four. 


Sect. 11. There shall be in the city a mayor who shall be the chief 
executive officer of the city, a city council of nine members which shall 
be the legislative body of the city, and a school committee of five mem- 
bers which shall have the powers and duties conferred and imposed by 
law. 


Sect. 11A. Every person elected mayor and every person elected or 
chosen city councillor or school committeeman shall, before entering upon 
the duties of his office, take, and subscribe in a book to be kept by the 
city clerk for the purpose, the oath of allegiance and oath of office pre- 
scribed in the constitution of this commonwealth and an oath to support 
the constitution of the United States. Such oaths shall be administered, 
to a person elected mayor, by a justice of the supreme judicial court, a 
judge of a court of record commissioned to hold such court within the 
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city or a justice of the peace, and to a person elected or chosen city coun- 
cillor or school] committeeman, by the mayor or any of the persons au- 
thorized to administer said oaths to a person elected mayor. 


Sect. 11B. Whenever the mayor is absent from the city or unable from 
any cause to perform his duties, and whenever there is a vacancy in the 
office of mayor from any cause, the president of the city council, while 
such absence, inability or vacancy continues, shall perform the duties of 
mayor. If there is no president of the city council or if he also is absent 
from the city or unable from any cause to perform such duties, they shall 
be performed, until there is a mayor or president of the city council or 
the mayor or president of the city council returns or is able to attend 
to said duties, by such member of the city council as that body by a vote 
which, for the purposes of section seventeen D, shall be deemed to be a 
vote electing an official, may elect, and until such election by the city 
clerk. The person upon whom such duties shall devolve shall be called 
‘‘acting mayor” and he shall possess the powers of mayor only in matters 
not admitting of delay, but shall have no power to make permanent 
appointments. 


Secr. 12. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every second regular municipal election after a regular 
municipal election at which a mayor is elected, a mayor shall be elected 
at large to hold office for the four municipal years following the municipal 
year in which he is elected and thereafter until his successor is elected and 
qualified. 


Sect. 13. If a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor within sixteen 
weeks prior to a regular municipal election other than a regular municipal 
election at which a mayor is elected, or within sixteen months after a 
regular municipal election, or if there is a failure to elect a mayor or a 
person elected mayor resignes or dies before taking office, the city council 
shall forthwith adopt an order calling a special municipal election for the 
purpose of electing at large a mayor for the unexpired term, which election 
shall be held on such Tuesday, not less than one hundred and twenty days 
nor more than one hundred and forty days after the adoption of such 
order, as the city council shall in such order fix. If a vacancy occurs in 
the office of the mayor at any other time, a mayor shall be elected at large 
at the next regular municipal election to hold office for a term expiring at 
ten o’clock in the forenoon on the first Monday of the fourth January 
following his election. A person.elected mayor under either of the fore- 
going provisions shall take and subscribe the oaths required by section 
eleven A as soon as conveniently may be after the issuance to him of his 
certificate of election. Such person shall hold office from the time of 
taking and subscribing such oaths until the expiration of his term and 
thereafter until his successor is elected and qualified. The provisions of 
this section shall not apply if a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor in 
the period beginning on the date of a regular municipal election at which 
a new mayor is elected and ending at the time he takes office. 
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Sect. 13A. The mayor shall be paid an annual salary of twenty 
thousand dollars or such other sum as may from time to time be fixed by 
ordinance. The mayor shall not receive for his services any other com- 
pensation or emolument whatever; nor shall he hold any other office of 
emolument under the city government. 


Sect. 14. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every regular municipal election thereafter, there shall 
be elected at large nine city councillors, each to hold office for the two 
municipal years following the municipal year in which he is elected. 


Sect. 15.* If at any time a vacancy occurs in the city council from 
any cause, the city clerk shall forthwith notify the city council thereof; and 
within fifteen days after such notification, the remaining city councillors 
shall choose, as city councillor for the unexpired term, whichever of the 
defeated candidates for the office of city councillor at the regular municipal 
election at which city councillors were elected for the term in which the 
vacancy occurs, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest 
number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate 
eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for the office of city councillor. If at a regular 
municipal election there is a failure to elect a city councillor or if a person 
elected city councillor at such an election resigns or dies before taking 
office, the city clerk shall, as soon as conveniently may be after the 
remaining city councillors-elect take office, notify the city council of such 
failure to elect, resignation or death; and within fifteen days after such 
notification, the members thereof shall choose, as city councillor for the 
unexpired term, whichever of the defeated candidates for the office of city 
councillor at such election, who are eligible and willing to serve, received 
the highest number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated 
candidate eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly 
qualified to vote for a candidate for the office of city councillor. If in 
any of the aforesaid events a choice is not made as hereinbefore provided 
within fifteen days after the notification of the city council by the city 
clerk, the choice shall be made by the mayor, or, if there is no mayor, by 
the city councillor senior in length of service, or, if there be more than 
one such, by the city councillor senior both in age and length of service. 
For the purposes of section seventeen D, votes of the city council under 
this section shall be deemed to be votes electing officials. 


Sect. 16. Every city councillor shall be paid an annual salary of five 
thousand dollars; and no other sum shall be paid from the city treasury 
for or on account of any personal expenses directly or indirectly in- 
curred by or in behalf of any city councillor. 

Sect. 17. The city council shall be the judge of the election and 
qualifications of its members; shall elect fromits members by vote of a 
majority of all the members a president who when present shall preside at 
the meetings thereof; and shall from time to time establish rules for its

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proceedings. The member eldest in years shall preside until the president 
is chosen, and in case of the absence of the president, until a presiding 
officer is chosen. 


Sect. 17A. The mayor may, whenever in his judgment the good of 
the city requires it, summon a meeting or meetings of the city council 
although said council stands adjourned to a more distant day, and shall 
cause suitable written notice of such meeting or meetings to be given to 
the city councillors. 


Sect. 17B. The city council may, subject to the approval of the 
mayor, from time to time establish such offices, other than that of clerk, 
as it may deem necessary for the conduct of its affairs and at such salaries 
as it may determine, and abolish such offices or alter such salaries; and 
without such approval may fill the offices thus established and remove 
the incumbents at pleasure. The city clerk shall act as clerk of the 
city council. 


Sect. 17C. All elections by the city council under any provision of 
law, including the choosing of a city councillor under section fifteen, shall 
be made by a viva voce vote, each member who is present answering to his 
name when it is called by the clerk or other proper officer, and stating 
the name of the person for whom he votes, or declining to vote, as the - 
case may be; and the clerk or other proper officer shall record every such 
vote. No such election shall be valid unless it is made as aforesaid. 


Sect. 17D. Every order, ordinance, resolution and vote of the city 
council (except special municipal election orders adopted under section 
thirteen, votes relating to the internal affairs of said council, resolutions 
not affecting legal rights, votes electing officials, and votes confirming 
appointments by the mayor) shall be presented to the mayor for his 
approval. If he approves it, he shall sign it; and thereupon it shall be in 
force. If he disapproves it, he shall, by filing it with the city clerk with 
his objections thereto in writing, return it to the city council which shall 
enter the objections at large on its records. Every order, ordinance, reso- 
lution and vote authorizing a loan or appropriating money or accepting 
a statute involving the expenditure of money, which is so returned to the 
city council, shall be void, and no further action shall be taken thereon; 
but the city council shall proceed forthwith to reconsider every other 
order, ordinance, resolution and vote so returned, and if, after such recon- 
sideration, two thirds of all the city councillors vote to pass it notwith- 
standing the disapproval of the mayor, it shall then be in force; but no 
such vote shall be taken before the seventh day after the city council has 
entered the objections at large on its records. Every order, ordinance, 
resolution or vote required by this section to be presented to the mayor 
which, within fifteen days after such presentation, is neither signed by 
him nor filed with his written objections as hereinbefore provided, shall 
be in force on and after the sixteenth day following such presentation. 


Every order, ordinance, resolution or vote required by this section 
to be presented to the mayor shall be approved as a whole or disapproved 
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as a whole; except that, if the same authorizes a loan or appropriates 
money, the mayor may approve some of the items in whole or in part 
and disapprove other of the items in whole or in part; and such items or 
parts of items as he approves shall, upon his signing the same, be in force 
and such items or parts of items as he disapproves by filing with the city 
clerk his written objections thereto shall be void, and such items or parts 
of items as he neither signs nor so disapproves within fifteen days after 
the order, ordinance, resolution or vote shall have been presented to him 
shall be in force on and after the sixteenth day following such presen- 
tation. 


Sect. 17E. The mayor from time to time may make to the city council 
in the form of an ordinance or loan order filed with the city clerk such 
recommendations other than for school purposes as he may deem to 
be for the welfare of the city. The city council shall consider each ordi- 
nance or loan order so presented and shall either adopt or reject the same 
within sixty days after the date when it is filed as aforesaid. If such 
ordinance or loan order is not rejected within said sixty days, it shall be 
in force as if adopted by the city council unless previously withdrawn by 
the mayor. Nothing herein shall prevent the mayor from again presenting 
an ordinance or loan order which has been rejected or withdrawn. The 
city council may originate an ordinance or loan order and may reduce or 
reject any item in any loan and, subject to the approval of the mayor, 
may amend an ordinance. All sales of land other than school lands, all 
appropriations for the purchase of land other than for school purposes, 
and all loans voted by the city council shall require a vote of two thirds of 
all the city councillors and shall be passed only after two separate readings 
and by two separate votes, the second of said readings and votes to be 
had not less than fourteen days after the first, except that in the case of 
loan orders for temporary loans in anticipation of taxes the second of 
said readings and votes may be had not less than twenty-four hours after 
the first. No amendment increasing the amount of land to be sold or the 
amount to be paid for the purchase of land, or the amount of loans, or 
altering the disposition of purchase money or of the proceeds of loans 
shall be made at the time of the second reading and vote. If a petition 
signed by three city councillors requesting that action be taken forthwith 
upon a loan order presented by the mayor is filed in the office of the city 
clerk not earlier than fourteen days after the presentation of such loan 
order, action shall be taken by the yeas and nays on the question of the 
adoption of such loan order at the next meeting of the council, or, if one 
vote has already been taken thereon, at the next meeting after the expira- 
tion of the required interval after such vote; provided, that such action 
thereon has not sooner been taken or such loan order has not been with- 
drawn by the mayor. 


Secr. 17F. The city council at any time may request from the mayor 
specific information on any municipal matter within its jurisdiction, and 
may request his presence to answer written questions relating thereto 
at a meeting to be held not earlier than one week from the date of the 
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receipt of said questions, in which case the mayor shall personally, or 
through a head of a department or a member of a board, attend such 
meeting and publicly answer all such questions. The person so attending 
shall not be obliged to answer questions relating to any other matter. 
The mayor at any time may attend and address the city council in person 
or through the head of a department, or a member of a board, upon such 
subject as he may desire. 


Secr. 17G. Except as otherwise provided in chapter four hundred and 
eighty-six of the acts of nineteen hundred and nine, neither the city council 
nor any member, committee, officer or employee thereof shall directly or 
indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of Suffolk take part in the 
employment of labor, the making of contracts, or the purchase of materials, 
supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, alteration, or repair of 
any public works, buildings, or other property; nor in the care, custody, 
or management of the same; nor in the conduct of the executive or ad- 
ministrative business of the city or county; nor in the appointment or 
removal of any city or county employee; nor in the expenditure of public 
money except such as may be necessary for the contingent and incidental 
expenses of the city council. Any person violating any provision of this 
section shall be punished by imprisonment for not more than one year, 
or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or both. 


Ssecr. 17H. No city councillor nor any person elected city councillor 
shall, during the term for which he is elected or chosen, be appointed to, 
or hold, any office or position which is under the city government or the 
salary of which is payable out of the city treasury except the office of city 
councillor and any office held ex officio by virtue of being a member, or 
president, of the city council; provided, however, that nothing herein 
contained shall prevent a city councillor or any person elected city council- 
lor from, during the term for which he is elected or chosen, being appointed 
by the governor, with or without the advice and consent of the council, 
to, and holding, any such office or position if before entering upon the 
duties of such office or position he resigns as city councillor or city council- 
lor-elect. 


Ssctr. 18. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every regular municipal election thereafter, there shall 
be elected at large five school committeemen, each to hold office for the 
two municipal years following the municipal year in which he is elected. 


Sect. 19.* If at any time a vacancy occurs in the school committee 
from any cause, the mayor, the president of the city council and the 
remaining school committeemen, meeting in joint convention, shall, 
within fifteen days after the vacancy arises, choose, as school committee- 
man for the unexpired term, whichever of the defeated candidates for the 
office of school committeeman at the regular municipal election at which 
schoo] committeemen were elected for the term in which the vacancy

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occurs, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest number 
of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate eligible 
and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified to vote 
for a candidate for the office of school committeeman. If at a regular mu- 
nicipal election there is a failure to elect a school committeeman or if a 
person elected school committeeman at such an election resigns or dies 
before taking office, within fifteen days after the remaining school com- 
mitteemen-elect take office, such school committeemen and the then 
mayor and the then president of the city council shall meet in joint con- 
vention and choose, as school committeeman for the unexpired term, 
whichever of the defeated candidates for the office of school committeeman 
at such election, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest 
number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate 
eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for the office of school committeeman. 


Sect. 20. The members of the school committee shall meet and 
organize on the first Monday of January following their election. The 
school committee shall be the judge of the election and qualifications of its 
members. The members of the school committee shall serve without 
compensation.

NOMINATION AND ELrEcTION Provisions UNDER PLAN A AND 
PLan D 


Sect. 53. Every municipal officer required by sections twelve, thirteen, 
fourteen and eighteen to be elected at large shall be elected at a biennial 
municipal election, or, in the case of a mayor for an unexpired term, at a 
special municipal election, after, in either case, nomination at a pre- 
liminary municipal election, except as otherwise provided in section fifty- 
seven C. In sections fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, the term ‘‘regular 
election” shall be construed to refer to the biennial municipal election or 
the special municipal election, as the case may be, and the term ‘‘pre- 
liminary election” to the preliminary municipal election held for the pur- 
pose of nominating candidates for election at such regular election. Every 
preliminary election shall, unless dispensed with under said section fifty- 
seven C, be held on the sixth Tuesday preceding the regular election. 


Sect. 54. Any person who is a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for an elective municipal office therein may be a 
candidate for nomination to such office; provided, that a petition for the 
nomination of such person is obtained, signed and filed as provided in 
sections fifty-five, fifty-five A, and fifty-six, and signatures of petitioners 
thereon, to the number required by section fifty-six, certified as provided 
in section fifty-seven by the board of election commissioners, in sections 
fifty-five to sixty-five, inclusive, called the election commission. 


Secr. 55. A nomination petition shall be issued only to a person sub- 
scribing after the thirteenth Tuesday, and before the eighth Tuesday 
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preceding the preliminary election, in a book kept for that purpose by 
the election commission, a statement of candidacy in substantially the 
following form: —

Sect. 55A. A nomination petition shall be issued by the election com- 
mission not later than twelve o’clock noon on the second day (Saturdays, 
Sundays and legal holidays excluded) after the subscription of a statement 
of candidacy, except that no such petition shall be issued before the 
eleventh Tuesday preceding the preliminary election. A nomination 
petition shall not relate to more than one candidate nor to more than one 
office. A nomination petition may state the elective public offices which 
the candidate holds or has held under the government of the common- 
wealth, the county of Suffolk or the city of Boston or in the congress as a 
representative or senator from the commonwealth; provided, that such 
statement shall not exceed eight words and shall, with respect to each 
such office, consist solely of the title, as hereinafter given, of such office, 
preceded, if the candidate is the then incumbent thereof, by the word 
‘‘Present”’, otherwise, by the word ‘‘Former’’, and followed, if, but only 
if, the office is that of city councillor, by the words “at Large” or “‘for 
Ward (here insert ward number in numerals, which shall be counted as one 
word)’’, as the case may be. For the purposes of such statement, the 
titles of the elective public offices which may be stated shall be deemed 
to be as follows: — city councillor, school committeeman, mayor, district 
attorney, sheriff, register of deeds, register of probate, county clerk of 
superior (criminal) court, county clerk of superior (civil) court, county 
clerk of supreme judicial court, state representative, state senator, gov- 
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ernor’s councillor, attorney general, state auditor, state treasurer, state 
secretary, lieutenant governor, governor, congressman, and United States 
senator. 

If the candidate is a veteran as defined in section twenty-one of chapter 
thirty-one of the General Laws, his nomination petition may contain the 
word ‘‘Veteran”’, which, in the case of a candidate holding or having held 
elective public office as aforesaid, shall, for the purposes of this section and 
sections fifty-five, fifty-eight and sixty-two, be counted as a part of the 
statement concerning the elective public offices held by him, and, in the 
case of a candidate who does not hold and has never held elective public 
office as aforesaid, shall, for the purposes of said sections, be deemed to be 
a statement concerning the elective public offices held by him. 

A nomination petition may consist of one or more sheets; but each sheet

Every nomination petition sheet shall, before issuance, be prepared by 
the election commission by printing or inserting thereon the matter re- 
quired by the first two paragraphs of the foregoing form. Not more than 
three hundred nomination petition sheets shall be issued to any candidate 
for nomination to the office of mayor under Plan A; not more than one 
hundred and fifty such sheets shall be issued to any candidate for nomi- 
nation to the office of city councillor under Plan A or D; and not more 
than two hundred such sheets shall be issued to any candidate for nomi-

some person to write his name and residence in his presence. No voter 
may sign as petitioner more than one nomination petition for the office 
of mayor, nor more than nine nomination petitions for the office of city 
councillor, nor more than five nomination petitions for the office of school 
committeeman. If the name of any voter appears as petitioner on more 
nomination petitions for an office than prescribed in this section, his name 
shall, in determining the number of petitioners, be counted, in the case 
of the office of mayor, only on the nomination petition sheet bearing his 
name first filed with the election commission, in the case of the office of 
city councillor, only on the nine nomination petition sheets bearing his 
name first filed with said commission, and, in the case of the office of 
school committeeman, only on the five nomination petition sheets bearing 
his name first filed with said commission. If the name of any voter 
appears as petitioner on the same nomination petition more than once, 
it shall be deemed to appear but once. The signature of any petitioner 
which is not certified by the circulator of the sheet as provided in the 
form set forth in section fifty-five A shall not be counted in determining 
the number of petitioners. 


The separate sheets of a nomination petition may be filed all at one 
time or in lots of one or more from time to time, but shall all be filed with 
the election commission at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the 
eighth Tuesday preceding the preliminary election. Every nomination 
petition sheet shall be filed by a responsible person, who shall sign such 
sheet and, if he is other than the candidate, add to his signature his place 
of residence, giving street and number, if any; and the election commission 
shall require satisfactory identification of such person. 


The names of candidates appearing on nomination petitions shall, when 
filed, be a matter of public record; but no nomination petition shall be 
open to public inspection until the signatures on all nomination petitions 
for the same office have been certified. 


Sect. 57. Upon the filing of each nomination petition sheet the election 
commission shall check each name to be certified by it on such sheet and 
shall certify thereon the number of signatures so checked which are the 
names of registered voters of the city qualified to sign the same; provided, 
however, that said commission shall not certify, in connection with a 
single nomination petition, a greater number of names than required by 
section fifty-six with one tenth of such number added thereto. Names 
not certified in the first instance shall not thereafter be certified on the 
same nomination petition. All nomination petitions not containing 
names certified pursuant to this section, to the number required by said 
section fifty-six, shall be invalid. The election commission shall complete 
the certification required by this section at or before five o’clock in the 
afternoon on the thirty-fourth day preceding the preliminary election. 
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Sect. 57A. A nomination petition which has been filed and is in ap- 
parent conformity with law shall be valid unless written objection thereto 
is made by a registered voter of the city. Such objection shall be filed 
with the election commission at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on 
the twenty-eighth day preceding the preliminary election. Objections filed 
with the election commission shall forthwith be transmitted by it to the 
Boston ballot law commission. Certification pursuant to section fifty- 
seven shall not preclude a voter from filing objections to the validity of 
a nomination petition. 


Sect. 57B.* Any candidate may withdraw his name from nomination 
by a request signed and duly acknowledged by him; provided, however, 
that all withdrawals shall be filed with the election commission at or 
before five o’clock in the afternoon on the twenty-eighth day preceding 
the preliminary election. If a candidate so withdraws his name from 
nomination before five o’clock in the afternoon of the twenty-ninth day 
preceding the preliminary election, or is found to be ineligible or dies, the 
vacancy may be filled by a committee of not less than five persons or a 
majority thereof, if such committee be named and so authorized in the 
nomination petition; provided, however, that all certificates of substitution, 
except any certificate of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor 
under Plan A, shall be filed with the election commission at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on said twenty-ninth day. 


The certificate of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor 
under Plan A shall be filed with the election commission (a) at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding the preliminary 
election if he dies on or before the second Friday preceding such election 
(b) at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Friday following 
the preliminary election if he dies after the second Friday preceding such 
election and before the closing of the polls at such election, (c) at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding the regular 
election if he dies after the closing of the polls at the preliminary election 
and on or before the second Friday preceding the regular election, and 
(d) at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Friday following 
the regular election if he dies after the second Friday preceding such 
election and before the closing of the polls at such election; provided, 
however, that no certificate of substitution for such a deceased candidate 
shall be filed after the closing of the polls at the preliminary election unless 
such candidate, if living, would be deemed under either section fifty- 
seven C or sixty-one to have been nominated for the office of mayor 
under Plan A. 

If a certificate of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor 
under Plan A is filed at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first 
Tuesday preceding the preliminary election, the ballots for use at such 
election shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of the sub- 
stitute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased; 
and the voting machine ballot labels for use at such election, if not pre-

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viously printed, shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of 
the substitute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased, 
and, if previously printed shall have a slip containing the name, residence 
and ward of the substitute pasted over the name, residence and ward of 
the deceased. If such a certificate is filed after five o’clock in the after- 
noon on the first Tuesday preceding the preliminary election, all ballots 
and voting machine ballot labels for use at such election shall bear the 
name, residence and ward of the deceased but shall be deemed as a matter 
of law to bear the name, residence and ward of the substitute in the place 
of the name, residence and ward of the deceased, and a vote for the de- 
ceased at such election shall be counted as a vote for the substitute. If 
such a certificate is filed at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the 
first Tuesday preceding the regular election, the ballots for use at such 
election other than absent voting ballots shall be printed with the name, 
residence and ward of the substitute in the place of the name, residence 
and ward of the deceased; and the absent voting ballots for use at such 
election, if not previously printed, shall be printed with the name, resi- 
dence and ward of the substitute in the place of the name, residence and 
ward of the deceased and, if previously printed, shall be deemed as a 
matter of law to bear the name, residence and ward of the substitute in 
the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased so that a vote 
thereon for the deceased shall be counted as a vote for the substitute; and 
the voting machine ballot labels for use at such election, if not previously 
printed, shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of the substi- 
tute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased, and, 
if previously printed, shall have a slip containing the name, residence 
and ward of the substitute pasted over the name, residence and ward of 
the deceased. If a candidate for mayor under Plan A in whose nomina- 
tion petition a committee of not less than five persons or a majority thereof 
is authorized to fill a vacancy dies after the second Friday preceding the 
regular election and a certificate of substitution is not filed at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding such election, 
such election, so far, but only so far, as it is for the purpose of electing a 
person for the office of mayor, shall be postponed for four weeks and 
no vote cast for any candidate for mayor at the originally scheduled 
election shall be counted. 


Every certificate of substitution shall state:—(1) the name of the sub- 
stitute, (2) his residence, with street and number, if any, and ward, (3) the 
office for which he is to be a candidate, (4) the name of the original candi- 
date, (5) the fact of his death, withdrawal or ineligibility, and (6) the 
proceedings had for making the substitution. The chairman and secre- 
tary of the committee shall sign and make oath to the truth of the cer- 
tificate; and it shall be accompanied by the written acceptance of the 
candidate substituted. A certificate of substitution shall be open to 
objection in the same manner, so far as practicable, as a nomination 
petition. 


Sect. 57C. On the first day, other than a legal holiday or Saturday 
or Sunday, following the expiration of the time for filing withdrawals and 
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the final disposition of any objections filed, the election commission shall 
post in a conspicuous place in the city hall the names, residences and 
wards of the candidates for nomination for mayor under Plan A and for 
city councillor and school committeeman under Plans A and D who have 
duly qualified as such candidates, as they are to appear on the official 
ballots to be used at the preliminary election, except as to the order of the 
names. If there are so posted the names of not more than two candi- 
dates for the office of mayor under Plan A, the candidates whose names 
are so posed shall be deemed to have been nominated for said office, and 
the preliminary election for the purpose of nominating candidates therefor 
shall be dispensed with; if there are so posted the names of not more than 
eighteen candidates for the office of city councillor under Plan A or D, 
the candidates whose names are so posted shall be deemed to have been 
nominated for said office, and the preliminary election for the purpose of 
nominating candidates therefor shall be dispensed with; and if there are 
so posted the names of not more than ten candidates for the office of school 
committeeman under Plan A or D, the candidates whose names are so 
posted shall be deemed to have been nominated for said office, and the 
preliminary election for the purpose of nominating candidates therefor 
shall be dispensed with. 

Ssect. 58. On the day of the posting provided for by section fifty- 
seven C, or as soon thereafter as conveniently may be, the election com- 
mission shall draw by lot the position of the candidates on the ballot. 
Each candidate shall have an opportunity to be present at such drawing in 
person or by one representative. As soon as conveniently may be after 
such drawing, the election commission shall cause the ballots to be printed. 
Said ballots shall, in addition to the directions and numbers provided for 
by section fifty-nine, contain, in the order drawn by the election 
commission, the names posted as aforesaid (except those of candidates 
deemed under section fifty-seven C to have been nominated), and no 
others, with a designation of residence and ward and the title and term 
of the office for which the person named is a candidate, and the statement, 
if any, contained in his nomination petition concerning the elective 
public offices held by him. Said ballots shall be official and no others 
shall be used at the preliminary election. Said ballots shall be headed as 


follows:

The heading of said ballots shall be varied in accordance with the offices 
for which nominations are to be made. 

Secr. 59. At every preliminary election, and every regular election, 
under Plan A, each voter shall be entitled to vote for not more than one 
candidate for the office of mayor, not more than nine candidates for the

office of city councillor, and not more than five candidates for the office 
of school committeeman. On the ballots and voting machine ballot labels 
for use at each of said elections, there shall, as a direction to the voter, 
be printed in capital letters, near the title of each office to be voted for, 
the words ‘‘voTn FoR (here insert in words the number of candidates specified 
in this section with respect to such office).’”’ The election commission, when 
drawing under section fifty-eight the position on the ballot of the candi- 
dates for nomination at every preliminary election, shall draw the posi- 
tions of all candidates for mayor, if any are to be drawn, before drawing 
the position of any candidate for city councillor or school committeeman 
and shall draw the positions of all candidates for city councillor, if any are 
to be drawn, before drawing the position of any candidate for school 
committeeman. The election commission shall number consecutively, 
regardless of office, all candidates drawn, — the candidate first drawn 
being assigned the number 1 and the candidate last drawn being assigned 
the last number assigned. No position shall be drawn for, nor shall any 
number be assigned to, any candidate deemed under section fifty-seven C 
to have been nominated; nor shall any number be assigned to any blank 
space provided under section sixty-four or to any sticker candidate, so 
called; and no vote by sticker, which term shall not be construed to in- 
clude the slip provided for by section fifty-seven B, shall be counted if 
any candidate number appears thereon. The numbers assigned under 
this paragraph shall be separate and distinct from the alphabetical or 
numerical code of any voting machine. On the ballots and voting 
machine ballot labels for use at every preliminary election, there shall, as 
‘an aid to the voter, be printed in numerals, before the name of each candi- 
date and with type the same size as the name, the number assigned to the 
candidate by the election commission under this paragraph. 


Secr. 60. The election officers shall, immediately upon the closing 
of the polls at preliminary elections, count the ballots and ascertain the 
number of votes cast in the several voting places for each candidate, and 
forthwith make return thereof upon the total vote sheets or, if voting 
machines are used, the general or precinct record sheets, as the case may 
be, to the election commission which shall forthwith canvass said returns 
and, subject to the provisions of the first sentence of section one hundred 
and thirty-seven of chapter fifty-four of the General Laws, determine and 
declare the result thereof, publish said result in one or more newspapers 
in the city, and post the same in a conspicuous place in the city hall. 


Srect. 61. The two persons receiving at a preliminary election under 
Plan A the highest number of votes for nomination for the office of mayor 
shall be deemed to have been nominated for said office; and the eighteen 
persons receiving at such an election under Plan A or D the highest num- 
ber of votes for nomination for the office of city councillor shall be deemed 
to have been nominated for said office; and the ten persons receiving at 
such an election under Plan A or D the highest number of votes for 
nomination for the office of school committeeman shall be deemed to have 
been nominated for said office. If a preliminary election under Plan A 
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or D results in a tie vote among candidates for nomination receiving the 
lowest number of votes, which, but for said tie vote, would entitle a person 
receiving the same to be deemed to have been nominated, all persons 
participating in said tie vote shall be deemed to have been nominated, 
although in consequence there be printed on the official ballot to be used 
at the regular election names to a number exceeding twice the number to 
be elected. 


Sect. 62. The name of every person deemed under section fifty-seven 
C or section sixty-one to have been nominated, together with his residence 
and ward and the title and term of the office for which he is a candidate, 
and the statement, if any, contained in his nomination petition concerning 
the elective public offices held by him, shall, in addition to the directions 
provided for by section fifty-nine, be printed on the official ballots to be 
used at the regular elections; and said persons shall be the sole candidates 
whose names may be printed on such ballots. As soon as conveniently 
may be after the sixth Tuesday preceding every regular election, the elec- 
tion commission shall draw by lot the position of said names on said 
ballots; and said names shall be printed on such ballots in the order so 
drawn. Each candidate shall have an opportunity to be present at such 
drawing in person or by one representative. 


Sect. 63. No ballot used at any preliminary or regular election shall 
have printed thereon any party or political designation or mark, and 
there shall not be appended to the name of any candidate any such party 
or political designation or mark or anything showing how he was nomi- 
nated or indicating his views or opinions. 


Sect. 64. On every ballot to be used at a preliminary or regular 
election, there shall be left, at the end of the list of candidates for each 
office, blank spaces equal to the number for which a voter may vote for 
such office, in which blank spaces the voter may insert the name of any 
person not printed on the ballot for whom he desires to vote for such 
office. 


Secr. 65. At every preliminary election, and every regular election 
under Plan D, each voter shall be entitled to vote for not more than six 
candidates for the office of city councillor and not more than three candi- 
dates for the office of school committeeman. On the ballots for use at 
both of said elections, there shall be printed directions to the voters that 
each voter shall not vote for more than the number of candidates specified 
in this section.

CHAPTER 486 OF THE ACTS OF 1909 
AS AMENDED 


Toe Mayor AND City CoUNCIL 


Sect. 3.* All appropriations, other than for school purposes, to be 
met from taxes, revenue or any source other than loans, shall originate 
with the mayor, who, not later than the first Monday in February of each 
year, shall submit to the city council the annual budget of the current 
expenses of the city and county for the current fiscal year, and may 
submit thereafter such supplementary appropriation orders as he may 
deem necessary. The city council may reduce or reject any item, but, 
except upon the recommendation of the mayor, shall not increase any 
item in, nor the total of, a budget, nor add any item thereto, nor shall it 
originate a budget. Not later than the first Monday in April the city 
council shall take definite action on the annual budget by adopting, 
reducing or rejecting it, and in the event of their failure so to do the items 
and the appropriation orders in the budget as recommended by the mayor 
shall be in effect as if formally adopted by the city council and approved 
by the mayor. It shall be the duty of the city and county officials, when 
requested by the mayor, to submit forthwith in such detail as he may 
require estimates for the next fiscal year of the expenditures of the depart- 
ment or office under their charge, which estimates shall be transmitted to 
the city council. 

Sect. 3A.f In the period after the expiration of any fiscal year, and 
before the regular appropriations have been made by the city council and 
the school committee, city and county officers who are authorized to 
make expenditures, and the school committee, may incur liabilities in 
carrying on the work of the several departments and offices entrusted to 
them, and payments therefor shall be made from the treasury from any 
available funds therein and charged against the next annual appropri- 
ation, or special appropriation, if any is made; provided, that the labilities 
incurred during such interval for regular employees do not exceed in 
any one month the average monthly expenditure of the last three months 
of the preceding fiscal year, and that the total liabilities incurred during 
said interval do not exceed in any one month the sums spent for similar

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purposes during any one month of the preceding fiscal year; and provided, 
further, that said officers who are authorized to make expenditures may 
expend in any one month for any new officer or board lawfully created 
an amount not exceeding one twelfth of the estimated cost for the current 
fiscal year; and provided, further, that until a regular or special appro- 
priation has been made for snow removal, expenditures may be made for 
that purpose to an amount not exceeding the average of the annual ex- 
penditures for snow removal in the five preceding fiscal years. Notwith- 
standing the foregoing limitations upon the authority of city officers to 
incur liabilities during said interval, such officers may incur liabilities to 
such extent as may be necessary for the purpose of compensating first 
assistant assessors for their regular duties. 


Sect. 3B.* After an appropriation of money has been duly made by 
the city of Boston for any specific purpose, or for the needs and expendi- 
tures of any city department or county office, no transfer of any part of 
the money thus appropriated shall be made except in accordance with 
and after the written recommendation of the mayor to the city council, 
approved by a yea and nay vote of two thirds of all the members of the 
city council; provided, that the city auditor, with the approval in each 
instance of the mayor, may make transfers, other than for personal service, 
from any item to any other item within the appropriations for a depart- 
ment, division of a department or county office. After December tenth in 
each year the city auditor may, with the approval of the mayor in each 
instance, apply any income and taxes not disposed of and make transfers 
from any appropriation to any other appropriation for the purpose only 
of closing the accounts of the fiscal year.

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Sect. 5.* The city council with the approval of the mayor may from 
time to time make by-laws or ordinances for any or all of the following 
purposes:—(a) to create a new department or agency; (b) to abolish, in 
whole or in part, any department or agency; (c) to reorganize, in whole 
or in part, any department or department head or any agency or agency 
head; (d) to confer or impose on any department or agency any power 
or duty of the city not appertaining at the time of the making of the 
by-law or ordinance to any department or agency; (e) to transfer any or 
all of the powers, duties and appropriations of any division of any depart- 
ment or agency to another division of the same department or agency; 
(f) to transfer any or all of the powers, duties and appropriations of any 
department or division thereof or of any agency or division thereof either 
to another department or division thereof or to another agency or division 
thereof; and (g) to increase, reduce, establish or abolish the salary of any 
department or agency head. Every department or agency head created 
by, or resulting from a reorganization effected by, a by-law or ordinance 
made under this section shall, unless ex officio, be appointed by the mayor 
without confirmation by the city council for a term expiring on the first 
Monday of the January following the next biennial municipal election at 
which a mayor is elected or, in the case of a person serving without com- 
pensation or of a person serving on the board of appeal, the board of 
examiners, the board of examiners of gasfitters or other like board, for 
such other term as the by-law or ordinance may prescribe. Every person 
holding an office or position subject to the civil service laws and rules 
shall, if the office or position is abolished by a by-law or ordinance made 
under this section and the by-law or ordinance so provides, be reappointed 
without civil service examination or registration to a similar office or 
position with similar status in any new department or agency, or division 
of either, thereby created or in any department or agency, or division 
of either, not thereby abolished; and every such person shall upon such 
reappointment, retain all rights to retirement with pension that shall 
have accrued or would thereafter accrue to him; and his services shall be 
deemed to have been continuous to the same extent as if such abolition 
had not taken place. As used in this section, the term ‘‘agency” shall 
be construed to mean any office in charge of a board or officer not subject 
to the direction of a department head.

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board, or the city clerk, or the board of election commissioners, or the 
Boston traffic commission, or any board or officer appointed by the 
governor. 


Srecr. 6. No contract for lighting the public streets, parks, or alleys, 
or for the collection, removal, or disposal of refuse, extending over a 
period of more than one year from the date thereof, shall be valid without 
the approval of the mayor and the city council after a public hearing 
held by the city council, of which at least seven days’ notice shall have 
been given in the City Record.

Sect. 8. Neither the city council, nor any member or committee, 
officer, or employee thereof shall, except as otherwise provided in this 
act, directly or indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of Suffolk 
take part in the employment of labor, the making of contracts, the 
purchase of materials, supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, 
alteration, or repair of any public works, buildings, or other property; 
nor in the care, custody, and management of the same; nor in the conduct 
of the executive or administrative business of the city or county; nor in 
the appointment or removal of any municipal or county employee; nor in 
the expenditure of public money except such as may be necessary for the 
contingent and incidental expenses of the city council. : 

It shall be unlawful for the mayor or for a member of the city council 
or for any officer or employee of the city or of the county of Suffolk or for 
a member of the finance commission directly or indirectly to make a con- 
tract with the city or with the county of Suffolk, or to receive any com- 
mission, discount, bonus, gift, contribution or reward from or any share 
in the profits of any person or corporation making or performing such 
contract, unless such mayor, member of the city council, officer, or em- 
ployee or member of the finance commission immediately upon learning 
of the existence of such contract or that such contract is proposed, shall 
notify in writing the mayor, city council, and finance commission of such 
contract and of the nature of his interest in such contract and shall abstain 
from doing any official act on behalf of the city in reference thereto. In 
case of such interest on the part of an officer whose duty it is to make such 
contract on behalf of the city, the contract may be made by any other 
officer of the city duly authorized thereto by the mayor, or if the mayor 
has such interest by the city clerk: provided, however, that when a con- 
tractor with the city or county is a corporation or voluntary association, 
the ownership of less than five per cent of the stock or shares actually 
issued shall not be considered as being an interest in the contract within 
the meaning of this act, and such ownership shall not affect the validity 
of the contract, unless the owner of such stock or shares is also an officer 
or agent of the corporation or association, or solicits or takes part in the 
making of the contract. 


A violation of any provision of this section shall render the contract in 
respect to which such violation occurs voidable at the option of the city or 
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county. Any person violating the provisions of this section shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or by im- 
prisonment for not more than one year, or both. 


THe ExecutivE DEPARTMENT 


Sect. 9. All heads of departments and members of municipal boards, 
including the board of street commissioners, as their present terms of 
office expire (but excluding the school committeee and those officials by 
law appointed by the governor), shall be appointed by the mayor without 
confirmation by the city council. They shall be recognized experts in 
such work as may devolve upon the incumbents of said offices, or persons 
specially fitted by education, training or experience to perform the same, 
and (except the election commissioners, who shall remain subject to the 
provisions of existing laws) shall be appointed without regard to party 
affiliation or to residence at the time of appointment except as hereinafter 
provided.

Sect. 12. A vacancy in any office to which the provisions of section 
nine of this act apply, shall be filled by the mayor under the provisions of 
said section and pending a permanent appointment he shall designate 
some other head of a department or member of a board to discharge the 
duties of the office temporarily. 

Sect. 13.* Members of boards shall be appointed for the terms estab- 
lished by law or by ordinance. Heads of departments shall be appointed 
for terms of four years beginning with the first day of May of the year in 
which they are appointed and shall continue thereafter to hold office 
during the pleasure of the mayor. 

Sect. 14. The mayor may remove any head of a department or member 
of a board (other than the election commissioners, who shall remain subject 
to the provisions of existing laws) by filing a written statement with the 
city clerk setting forth in detail the specific reasons for such removal, a 
copy of which shall be delivered or mailed to the person thus removed, who 
may make a reply in writing, which, if he desires, may be filed with the 
city clerk; but such reply shall not affect the action taken unless the mayor 
so determines. The provisions of this section shall not apply to the school 
committee or to any official by law appointed by the governor. 

Sect. 15. The positions of assistants and secretary authorized by 
section twenty of chapter four hundred and forty-nine of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-five except those in the election depart- 
ment are hereby abolished, and except as aforesaid the said section is 
hereby repealed. 

The civil service laws shall not apply to the appointment of the mayor’s 
secretaries, nor of the stenographers, clerks, telephone operators and 
messengers connected with his office, and the mayor may remove such 
appointees without a hearing and without making a statement of the 
cause for their removal.

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Secr. 16. No official of said city, except in case of extreme emergency 
involving the health or safety of the people or their property, shall expend 
intentionally in any fiscal year any sum in excess of the appropriations 
duly made in accordance with law, no involve the city in any contract for 
the future payment of money in excess of such appropriation, except as 
provided in section six of this act. Any official who shall violate the 
provisions of this section shall be punished by imprisonment for not 
more than one year, or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, 
or both. 

Secr. 16A.* Anything in section three A or section sixteen to the 
contrary notwithstanding, city and county officers who are authorized 
to make expenditures, and the school committee, may, during any fiscal 
year, at the time of, or after, contracting for the performance or delivery 
during the remainder of such year of any work, services or supplies of a 
constantly recurrent nature, contract, without an appropriation, upon 
like or more favorable terms and conditions, for the performance or de- 
livery of such work, services or supplies for the whole or any part of the 
first three months of the next fiscal year; provided, that in no event shall 
the average monthly liability incurred with respect to the next fiscal 
year exceed the average monthly liability for such work, services or supplies 
during the last nine months of the then current fiscal year. 


| THE FINANCE COMMISSION 

Sect. 17. Within sixty days after the passage of this act the governor 
with the advice and consent of the council shall appoint a finance com- 
mission to consist of five persons, inhabitants of and qualified voters in 
the city of Boston, who shall have been such for at least three years prior 
to the date of their appointment, one for the term of five years, one for 
four years, one for three years, one for two years, and one for one year, 
and thereafter as the terms of office expire in each year one member for a 
term of five years. Vacancies in the commission shall be filled for the 
unexpired term by the governor with the advice and consent of the council. 
The members of said commission may be removed by the governor with 
the advice and consent of the council for such cause as he shall deem 
sufficient. The chairman shall be designated by the governor. His 
annual salary shall be five thousand dollars, which shall be paid in monthly 
instalments by the city of Boston. The other members shall serve without 
pay. 

Secr. 18. It shall be the duty of the finance commission from time to 
time to investigate any and all matters relating to appropriations, loans, 
expenditures, accounts, and methods of administration affecting the city 
of Boston or the county of Suffolk, or any department thereof, that may 
appear to the commission to require investigation, and to report thereon 
from time to time to the mayor, tthe city council, the governor, forjthe 
general court. The commission shall make an annual report in January 
of each year to the general court.

Sect. 19. Whenever any pay roll, bill, or other claim against the city 
is presented to the mayor, city auditor, or the city treasurer, he shall, if 
the same seems to him to be of doubtful validity, excessive in amount, or 
otherwise contrary to the city’s interest, refer it to the finance commission, 
which shall immediately investigate the facts and report thereon; and 
pending said report payment shall be withheld. 

Secr. 20.* The said commission is authorized to employ such experts, 
counsel, and other assistants, and to incur such other expenses as it may 
deem necessary, and the same shall be paid by said city upon requisition 
by the commission, not exceeding in the aggregate in any year the sum of 
fifty-five thousand dollars, or such additional sums as may be appropri- 
ated for the purpose by the city council and approved by the mayor. A 
sum sufficient to cover the salary of the chairman of the commslsion and 
the further sum of at least fifty-five thousand dollars to meet the expenses 
as aforesaid each year shall be appropriated by said city. The com- 
mission shall have the same right to incur expenses in anticipation of its 
appropriation as if it were a regular department of said city. 

Sect. 21. For the purpose of enabling the said commission to perform 
the duties and carry out the objects herein contemplated, and to enable 
the mayor, the city council, the governor or the general court to receive 
the reports and findings of said commission as a basis for such laws, or- 
dinances, or administrative orders as may be deemed meet, the commission 
shall have all the powers and duties enumerated in chapter five hundred 
and sixty-two of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eight and 
therein conferred upon the commission designated in said act; but counsel 
for any witness at any public hearing may ask him any pertinent question 
and may offer pertinent evidence through other witnesses subject to 
cross-examination by the commission and its counsel. 


Tue Ciry CLERK 


Secr. 22. The present city clerk shall hold office for the term for 
which he has been elected, and thereafter until his successor is chosen and 
qualified. In the year nineteen hundred and eleven, and every third 
year thereafter, a city clerk shall be elected by a majority of the members 
of the city council, to hold office until the first Monday in February in the 
third year following his election, and thereafter until his successor has 
been duly chosen and qualified, unless sooner removed by due process of 
law. 

Tue Crry AUDITOR 

Secr. 23. All accounts rendered to or kept in the departments of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall be subject to the inspection and 
revision of the city auditor, and shall be rendered and kept in such form 
as he shall prescribe. The auditor may require any person presenting for 
settlement an account or claim against the city or county to make oath

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before him in such form as he may prescribe as to the accuracy of such 
account or claim. The wilful making of a false oath shall be perjury 
and punishable as such. The auditor may disallow and refuse to pay, in 
whole or in part, any claim on the ground that it is fraudulent or unlawful 
and in that case he shall file a written statement of his reasons for the 
refusal. 

Secr. 24. Whenever, in response to an advertisement by any officer or 
board of the city or county, a bid for a contract to do work or furnish 
materials is sent or delivered to said officer or board, a duplicate of the 
same shall be furnished by the bidder to the auditor, to be kept by him 
and not opened until after the original bids are opened. After the original 
bids are opened, the auditor shall open and examine the bids submitted 
to him, and shall compare the same with the original bids. In case any 
of the bids submitted to the auditor differ from the corresponding original 
bids, those submitted to the auditor shall be treated as the original bids. 
The contract shall not be awarded until after both sets of bids are opened. 

Sect. 25. The auditor shall furnish monthly to each head of depart- 
ment a statement of the unexpended balance of the appropriation for that 
department, and he shall furnish to the mayor and city council a statement 
of the unexpended balances of all the departments. He shall furnish 
quarterly to the city council an itemized statement showing the amount 
of money expended by the mayor and the city council for contingent 
expenses. 

MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 


Srcr. 26.* All loans issued by the city after the passage of this act 
shall be made payable in annual instalments in the manner authorized by 
section thirteen of chapter twenty-seven of the Revised Laws as amended 
by section one of chapter three hundred and forty-one of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and eight. No sinking fund shall be established 
for said loan. All bonds shall be offered for sale in such a manner that the 
premiums, if any are received, shall be applied in accordance with the 
provisions of chapter three hundred and seventy-nine of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and ten. No city or county money shall be 
deposited in any bank or trust company of which any member of the 
board of sinking fund commissioners of said city is an officer, director, or 
agent. Nothing herein shall apply to transit bonds of the city of Boston 
issued under the provisions of the several acts authorizing the construction 
of tunnels and subways in said city by the Boston Transit Commission, 
and said bonds may be issued as heretofore and secured by sinking fund. 

Secr. 27., Every officer and board in charge of a department of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall, on or before the sixth day of

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February in each year, prepare and furnish to the city auditor a list of 
the officials and employees under said officer or board and paid by the 
city or county on the first day of such February. Such list shall give the 
name, residence by street and ward, designation, compensation, and date 
of election or appointment of each of said officials and employees and the 
date when each first entered the employ of the city or county. It shall 
be the duty of the city auditor to verify said lists by the pay rolls and to 
keep a copy of said lists open for public inspection, and to prepare and 
publish in the City Record on or before the tenth day of April in each 
year a comparative table containing the number of such officials and 
employees holding office or employed in each such department or board 
and paid by the city or county on the compilation date in each of the ten 
years next preceding such publication. The term ‘compilation date,” 
as herein used, shall be construed to mean, with respect to the year nine- 
teen hundred and fifty-one or any prior year, the first day of January, 
and with respect to the year nineteen hundred and fifty-two or any subse- 
quent year, the first day of February. 

Sect. 28. The jurisdiction now exercised by the board of aldermen 
concerning the naming of streets, the planting and removal of trees in the 
public ways, the issue of permits or licenses for coasting, the storage of 
gasoline, oil, and other inflammable substances or explosive compounds 
and the use of the public ways for any permanent or temporary obstruction 
or projection in, under, or over the same, including the location of con- 
duits, poles, and posts for telephone, telegraph, street railway, or illumi- 
nating purposes, is hereby vested in the board of street commissioners, to 
be exercised by said board with the approval in writing of the mayor; and 
the mayor and city council shall have authority to fix by ordinance the 
terms by way of cash payment, rent, or otherwise, upon which permits or 
licenses for the storage of gasoline or oil, or other inflammable substances 
or explosive compounds, and the construction or use of coal holes, vaults, 
bay windows, and marquises, in, under, or over the public ways shall be 
issued. 

Secr. 29.* Within ninety days after the passage of this act and there- 
after there shall be published at least once a week and distributed and sold 
under the direction of the mayor and on terms to be fixed by the city 
council and approved by the mayor a paper to be known as the “City 
Record.” All advertising with reference to the sale of property for non- 
payment of taxes shall appear exclusively in the City Record. All other 
advertising, whether required by law or not, with reference to the pur- 
chase or taking of land, contracts for work, materials or supplies, and the 
sale of bonds, shall appear in said paper, and in such newspaper or news- 
papers as the mayor, in his discretion, may order; a list of all contracts of 
one thousand dollars or more, as awarded, with the names of bidders, and 
the amount of the bids; appointments by the mayor; and changes in the

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number and compensation of employees in each department, shall be 
published in the City Record. Failure to publish in such newspaper or 
newspapers as the mayor may order shall not invalidate any purchase, 
contract or sale made or action taken by the city. The proceedings of the 
city council and school committee together with all communications from 
the mayor, shall be published in the City Record; provided, that the sub- 
stance of debates by and among the members of the city council shall not 
be so published or published elsewhere at the expense of said city. 


Sect. 30.* Every officer or board in charge of a department in said 
city and every officer, board or official of the county of Suffolk having 
power to incur obligations on behalf of said county in cases where said 
obligations are to be paid for wholly from the treasury of said city, when 
authorized to erect a new building or to make structural changes in an 
existing building, shall make contracts therefor, not exceeding five, each 
contract to be subject to the approval of the mayor; and when about to 
do any work or to make any purchase, the estimated cost of which alone, 
or in conjunction with other similar work or purchase which might properly 
be included in the same contract, amounts to or exceeds two thousand 
dollars, shall, unless the mayor gives written authority to do otherwise, 
invite proposals therefor by advertisements in the City Record. Such 
advertisements shall state the time and place for opening the proposals in 
answer to said advertisement, and shall reserve the right to the officer, 
board or official to reject any or all proposals. No authority to dispense 
with advertising shall be given by the mayor unless the said officer, board 
or Official furnishes him with a signed statement which shall be published 
in the City Record giving in detail the reasons for not inviting bids by 
advertisement. 


Sect. 31. At the request of any department, and with the approval of 
the mayor the board of street commissioners, in the name of the city, may 
take in fee for any municipal purpose any land within the limits of the 
city, not already appropriated to public use. Whenever the price pro- 
posed to be paid for a lot of land for any municipal purpose is more than 
twenty-five per cent higher than its average assessed valuation during the 
previous three years, said land shall not be taken by purchase but shall 
be taken by right of eminent domain and paid for in the manner provided 
for the taking of and the payment of damages for land for highways in 
said city. No land shall be taken until an appropriation by loan or other- 
wise for the general purpose for which land is needed shall have been 
made by the mayor and city council by a two thirds vote of all its members; 
or in case of land for school purposes by the school committee and school- 
house department in accordance with law; nor shall a price be paid in 
excess of the appropriation, unless a larger sum is awarded by a court of 
competent jurisdiction. All proceedings in the taking of land shall be

Sect. 32.* Beginning in the year nineteen hundred and twenty-five, 
the municipal election in said city shall take place biennially in every odd 
numbered year on the Tuesday after the first Monday in November.

1959, Chapter 603 placing the office of Supervisor of Personnel under Civil 
Service was accepted by the City Council on October 19, 1959 and approved by the Mayor 
on October 20, 1959. 
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The Administrative Services Department represents a consolidation of 
the activities formerly conducted by the Budget, Printing, and Supply 
Departments, and the acquisition of 2 new activities — the receipt and 
processing of general complaints and the establishment of an office machine 
repair unit. It is under the charge of a board known as the Administrative 
Services Board, consisting of the Director of Administrative Services as 
chairman, the Supervisor of Budgets, the Supervisor of Personnel, the 
Purchasing Agent, the City Auditor, the collector-Treasurer, and the 
Assessor, ex Officiis. It is the duty of this board, and more especially of 
the Director of Administrative Services, to make, under the Mayor, 
studies and recommendations with respect to the organization, activities, 
policies, and procedures of all departments, boards, and officers so that the 
administration thereof shall be economical and efficient. 


The regular activities of the department are divided into six divisions — 
administrative, budget, personnel, purchasing, complaints and office ma- 
chine servicing. The Director, in addition to his regular duties, as set forth 
above, directs the operations and procedures of the Complaints Division 
and the Office Machine Repair Unit. The Supervisor of Budgets is the 
budget officer of the city and county and under the direction of the Mayor 
and in consultation with the Director is responsible for the preparation 
of the annual and all supplementary budgets as well as all subsequent 
revisions of the items in any budget. The Supervisor of Personnel is in 
charge of all personnel records as well as the administration of all com- 
pensation plans established for city and county employees. He makes a 
continuing study of personnel problems, employment conditions, and 
economic changes affecting all departments and recommends to the Mayor 
and department officials programs and administrative policies designed 
to improve and co-ordinate the handling of personnel matters. The 
Purchasing Agent is responsible for the furnishing of all materials or 
supplies requisitioned by the several departments. He has charge of the 
printing plant and supplies the printing or binding requisitioned by 
departments to whom the City is required by law to furnish the same. 
He is the custodian of all surplus personal property of the city and may 
reallocate any such items among the several departments or, with the 
required approvals, sell or otherwise dispose of the same. 

The department also contains a board of five commissioners known as 
the Art Commission, which has the custody and care of all works of art 
owned by the City. While not subject to the direct supervision or control 
of the Administrative Services Board, this commission shall not communi- 
cate with the Mayor or make any annual or other report except through 
the board.

The Art Commission, formerly the Art Department, established in 
1898, is composed of five commissioners, appointed by the Mayor. 
Each year one of the following-named bodies, namely, the Museum of 
Fine Arts, the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, the Boston Society of Architects 
and the Copley Society of Boston, submits a list of three persons to the 
Mayor; and the Mayor appoints one person as Art Commissioner from 
the list so submitted, to serve for five years. Whenever the term of a 
member of the commission expires, the Mayor appoints his successor 
from a list selected by the body which made the original selection, as 
aforesaid. 


No work of art can become the property of the City of Boston without 
the approval of the Art Commission, which may also be requested by the 
Mayor or the City Council to pass upon the design of any municipal 
building, bridge, approach, lamp, ornamental gate or fence, or other struc- 
ture to be erected upon land belonging to the City. No work of art, the 
property of the City of Boston, shall be removed except by order of the Art 
Commissioners and with the approval of the Mayor. Moreover, all con- 
tracts or orders for the execution of any painting, monument, statue, bust, 
bas-relief, or other sculpture for the City shall be made by said Commission 
acting by a majority of its members, subject to the approval of the Mayor. 
By Chap. 87, Special Acts of 1919, all works of art owned by the City were 
placed in the custody and care of the Art Commissioners.

The Assessing Department is under the charge of an officer, known as 
the Assessor, who shall, for the assessing department including the board 
of review, exclusively have the power, and perform the duties, conferred 
or imposed by law on the assessor of taxes in existence immediately prior 
to December 24, 1958 with respect to the acquisition and disposal of 
property, the making of contracts, and the appointment, suspension,

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discharge, compensation and indemnification of subordinates. The 
assessor shall also have the powers and perform the duties conferred or 
imposed by law on the assessor of taxes and the board of assessors in 
existence immediately prior to December 24, 1958 and except as otherwise 
provided in the following paragraph, shall further have the powers and 
perform the duties from time to time conferred or imposed on assessors 
of cities in Massachusetts by general laws applicable to Boston. The 
assessor shall divide the assessing department from time to time into a 
statistical research division and such other divisions as he shall adjudge 
necessary for the proper conduct of the department. 

The Board of Review consists of the assessor, ex officio, and two other 
members each of whom shall be appointed by the mayor and one of whom 
shall from time to time be designated by the mayor as chairman of said 
board. The board of review shall have the powers and perform the duties 
conferred or imposed by law on the board of review in existence immediately 
prior to December 24, 1958 and shall further have the powers and perform 
the duties from time to time conferred or imposed on assessors of cities 
in Massachusetts by general laws applicable to Boston with respect to 
abatement of taxes other than poll and motor vehicle excise taxes. The 
board of review shall not be subject to the supervision or control of the 
assessor except as he acts as a member thereof; but, unless otherwise 
ordered by the mayor, said board shall not communicate with the mayor, 
or make any annual or other report, except through the assessor. 

Every application for abatement filed with the assessor with respect 
to a tax other than a poll or motor vehicle excise tax shall be deemed to be 
filed with the board of review and shall be forthwith transmitted by him 
to said board; and the board of review shall be deemed to come within the 
terms “‘assessor,” ‘‘assessors’”’ and ‘‘board of assessors” as used in any 
application for the abatement of, or in any appeal from a refusal (by 
failure to act or otherwise) to abate, or in any statute relating to the 
abatement of, or in any statute relating to an appeal from a refusal (by 
failure to act or otherwise) to abate, a tax other than a poll or motor 
vehicle excise tax.

The office of Deputy City Auditor was established by ordinance on July 
11, 1934. 

Regular annual reports of receipts and expenditures have been pub- 
lished by the Auditor since 1825. Less complete reports were pub- 
lished by finance committees from 1811 to 1824, inclusive. Since June 1, 
1867, the Auditor has published monthly exhibits of all City, School, and 
County expenditures. 

The City Auditor is also Auditor of the County of Suffolk, Secretary of 
the Board of Commissioners of Sinking Funds, a member of the Board of 
Trustees of the George Robert White Fund, a member of the Boston 
Retirement Board and a member of the Administrative Services Board.

The duty of the Building Commissioner, under the provisions of 
Chapter 479 of the Acts of 1938, as amended (the Building Code), is to 
inspect all buildings and structures in the City of Boston except bridges, 
quays or wharves, buildings owned and occupied by the United States 
or the Commonwealth, railroad stations and structures used primarily for 
railway purposes, voting booths, tanks of certain specified capacities, 
tunnels constructed and maintained by the public authority, tents cover- 
ing an area of less than one hundred square feet, fences less than six feet 
in height, signs or billboards upon the ground and signs less than one 
square foot in area, and flagpoles less than twenty feet in length. 

The Code authorizes the Commissioner to issue permits to erect, 
enlarge, alter, substantially repair, move, demolish or change the occu- 
pancy of any building or structure; or to install, alter, or substantially 
repair plumbing, gas fitting, fire extinguishing apparatus and elevators; 
or to install steam boilers, furnaces, heaters or other heat producing 
apparatus the installation of which is regulated by the Code; or to install 
engines or dynamos. 
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The Zoning Act also is administered by the Building Commissioner. 
Under the provisions of this Act the city is divided into use districts, 
defined as Residential, Business, Industrial and Unrestricted. With 
minor exceptions, no building shall be erected or altered, nor shall any 
building or premises be used, for any purpose other than the use per- 
mitted in the district in which such building or premises is located. 
(Chapter 488, Acts of 1924, as amended — the Zoning Act.) 

The Commissioner also licenses gas fitters, both master and journeyman; 
registers master plumbers; establishes the qualifications of welders and 
licenses operators of elevators. 

In addition, Chapter 143 of the General Laws, in so far as applicable 
to Boston, is administered by the Building Commissioner under delegated 
authority from the State Commissioner of Public Safety. 

The primary purpose of the public safety regulations promulgated 
under this chapter is to establish a minimum code of safety for the entire 
state. Cities and towns may make further exactions in accordance with 
local building ordinances and not inconsistent with law, but in no case may 
the provisions of state law be avoided or minimized. 

The law falls with particular force on all places of assembly — 
restaurants, taverns, dance halls, meeting halls and all places of similar 
occupancy in which fifty or more persons may be accommodated. Lodg- 
ing houses and apartment houses in which there are eight or more rooms 
above the second floor, or in which ten or more persons are accommodated 
above the second floor come also within the provisions of this Act. All 
such buildings must be certified by the Building Commissioner as to com- 
pliance with these particular regulations in addition to the Boston Code 
requirements. 

On May 1, 1954, in accordance with Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, 
Section 30, the powers, duties, appropriations and personnel of the Elec- 
trical Inspection Division of the Fire Department were transferred to the 
Building Department. 

By Chapter 2 of the Ordinances of 1954 the Board of Appeal, the Board 
of Examiners, the Board of Examiners of Gasfitters, and the Committee 
on Licenses were included in the Building Department, but none of said 
Boards, Commission or Committee is subject to the supervision or con- 
trol of the Building Commissioner, but unless otherwise ordered by the 
Mayor none of said Boards, Commission or Committee shall communi- 
cate with the Mayor or make any annual or other report, except 
through the Building Commissioner.

The Board consists of five members appointed by the Mayor in the 
following manner: One member from two candidates, one to be nominated 
by the Boston Real Estate Board and one by the Massachusetts Real 
Estate Association; one member from two candidates, one nominated by 
the Boston Society of Architects and one by the Boston Society of Civil 
Engineers; one member from three candidates, one to be nominated by 
the Master Builders’ Association of Boston, one by the Building Trades 
Employers’ Association of the City of Boston, and one by the Associated 
General Contractors of Massachusetts, Inc.; one member from two candi- 
dates nominated by the Building Trades Council of Boston and Vicinity; 
and one member selected by the Mayor. The term of office is five years. 
Each member is paid $25 per diem for actual service, but not more than 
$3,500 in any one year for the aggregate services rendered by him under 
building code and zoning law. 

Any applicant for a permit from the Building Commissioner whose 
application has been refused in re building law or in re zoning law may 
appeal therefrom within ninety days, and a person who has been ordered 
to incur expense may within thirty days after receiving such order (or 
in the case of its being a hazardous condition in the opinion of the Building 
Commissioner within a shorter period as the Building Commissioner 
designates) appeal to the Board of Appeal by giving notice in writing to 
the commissioner. All cases of appeal are settled by the Board after a 
hearing, and a decision rendered on same open for public inspection.

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The Beacon Hill Architectural Commission was formed for the purpose 
of promoting the “educational, cultural, economic and general welfare of 
the public through the preservation of the historic Beacon Hill District 
and to maintain said district as a landmark in the history of architecture 
and as a tangible reminder of Old Boston as it existed in the early days of 
the Commonwealth’”’. 


The District, as defined in the Act comprises the area bounded as 
follows: — southerly by the northerly side line of Beacon street; westerly 
by a line parallel with, and one hundred and fifty feet distant westerly 
from, the westerly side line of Beaver street; northerly by Beaver place; 
easterly by Brimmer street; northerly again by Byron street; westerly 
again by a line parallel with, and eighty feet distant westerly from, the 
westerly side line of Charles street; northerly again by the southerly side 
line of Revere street; easterly again by the westerly side line of Myrtle 
street; northerly again by the southerly side line of Myrtle street; and 
easterly again by the westerly side line of Hancock street and said side 
line extended southerly to Beacon street; excluding, however, from said 
area land of the commonwealth and the estates numbered twenty-six to 
eighty-eight, inclusive, and ninety-eight to one hundred and thirty-six, 
inclusive, on Myrtle street. 


Under the provisions of Stat. 1958, Chap. 315, the following addition 
was made to the Historic District. The area bounded as follows: southerly 
by Byron street; westerly by Brimmer street; southerly again by Beaver 
place; westerly again by Embankment road; northerly by Pinckney street; 
and easterly by a line parallel with, and eighty feet distant westerly from, 
the westerly line of Charles street. 


It is the function of the Commission to regulate and control all con- 
struction, reconstruction and alteration to buildings and structures within 
the District in which exterior architectural features are involved. Under 
the terms of the Act, an ‘“‘Exterior Architectural Feature” is the “‘archi- 
tectural style and general arrangement of such portion of the exterior of a 
structure as is designed to be open to view from a public way, including 
kind, color and texture of the building materials of such portion and type 
of all windows, doors, lights, signs and other fixtures appurtenant to such 
portion’’, 


The members of the Commission are appointed by the Mayor as follows: 
— one from two candidates nominated by the Beacon Hill Civic Associ- 
ation, Inc., one from two candidates nominated by the Boston Real Estate 
Board, one from two candidates nominated by The Boston Society of 
Architects, one from two candidates nominated by the Society for the 
Preservation of New England Antiquities, and one member selected at 
large by the Mayor. As the term of any member expires his successor 
shall be appointed by the Mayor for a term of five years. The members 
shall serve without compensation.

Chapter 41 of the General Laws, Sections 70, 71 and 72, provides that 
every city and every town in the state having a population of more than 
10,000 shall, and towns having a population of less than 10,000 may, 
create a planning board which shall make careful studies of the resources, 
possibilities and needs of the town, particularly with respect to conditions 
injurious to the public health or otherwise in and about rented dwellings, 
and make plans for the development of the municipality, with special 
reference to proper housing of its inhabitants. 

In January, 1914, an ordinance was passed by the Boston City Council 
establishing ‘“The City Planning Board” consisting of five members, one 
of whom shall be a woman, for a term of five years, all to serve without 
compensation. 

In April, 1940, an amendment to the above ordinance was passed by 
the City Council enlarging ‘““The City Planning Board”’ from five to nine 
members, to include at least one engineer, one architect and one land- 
scape architect or city planner and a woman. The members of the Board 
shall serve for terms of five years, without compensation. 


In August, 1952, an amendment to the above ordinance was passed by 
the City Council concerning the ofganization and enlargement of the 
powers and duties of the City Planning Board. 


The membership of the Board shall be made up as formerly with the 
exception that the engineer shall be a registered professional engineer, and 
members shall serve for terms of six years without compensation, but 
shall be reimbursed for their traveling and other necessary expenses In- 
curred in the performance of their duties. 

The Board shall make, and from time to time add to or amend, a mas- 
ter plan for the improvement and development of the city. 

Referral of capital improvements to the City Planning Board for report 
is mandatory. 

In addition all departments shall submit to the City Planning Board 
on or before October 1st in each year a list of all capital improvements 
proposed to be made in carrying on the work of such departments in the 
six succeeding years. The City Planning Board shall forthwith prepare a 
capital improvement program and shall, not later than the second Monday 
of the succeeding January, submit such program with its report and 
recommendations pertaining thereto to the Mayor. 

Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 28, placed the Board of Zoning 
Adjustment in the City Planning Department but not under the super- 
vision or control of the City Planning Board. 

Statute 1956, Chapter 655 as amended by Statute 1958, Chapter 77, 
Section 1, established the Zoning Commission and placed this commission 
in the City Planning Department but provided that the commission shall 
not be subject to the supervision or control of the department.

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The Board consists of the Chairman of the City Planning Board, ex 
officio, and eleven other members, and eleven alternates, appointed by 
the Mayor, as follows:—one member from two candidates, and one 
alternate from two other candidates, nominated by the Associated In- 
dustries of Massachusetts, one member from two candidates, and one 
alternate from two other candidates, nominated by the Boston Central 
Labor Union, one member from two candidates, and one alternate from 
two other candidates, nominated by the Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
one member from two candidates, and one alternate from two other 
candidates, nominated by the Boston Real Estate Board, one member from 
two candidates, and one alternate from two other candidates, nominated, 
both in the case of the member and in the case of the alternate, one by 
The Boston Society of Architects and one by the Boston Society of Land- 
scape Architects, one member from two candidates, and one alternate 
from two other candidates, nominated by the Boston Society of Civil

Hither upon petition or otherwise, the Board may, by a decision of not 
less than four fifths of its members, rendered after a public hearing follow- 
ing advertisement and due notice to the owners of all property deemed by 
the Board to be affected, change the boundaries of districts by changing 
the zoning map on file at the state secretary’s office, to meet altered needs 
of a locality, to avoid undue concentration of population, to provide ade- 
quate light and air, to lessen congestion in streets, to secure safety from 
fire, panic and other dangers, to facilitate the adequate provision of trans- 
portation, water, sewerage, and other public requirements and to promote 
the health, safety, convenience and welfare of the inhabitants of the City 
of Boston. 

No decision of the Board of Appeal permitting the erection or altera- 
tion of a building to an extreme height greater than that otherwise author- 
ized under the provisions of the zoning law for the lot or building in ques- 
tion is effective until and unless confirmed by the decision of not less than 
two thirds of the members of the Board of Zoning Adjustment. 

If a change in the boundaries of districts is favorably decided upon or if 
a decision of the Board of Appeal is confirmed, any person aggrieved or 
any municipal officer or Board, may within fifteen days after the entry 
of such decision, appeal to the Superior Court sitting in equity, for the 
County of Suffolk.

The Commission consists of eleven commissioners appointed by the 
Mayor subject to confirmation by the City Council as follows: one com- 
missioner from two candidates nominated by the Associated Industries 
of Massachusetts, one commissioner from two candidates nominated by 
the Boston Central Labor Union, one commissioner from two candidates 
nominated by the Boston Real Estate Board, one commissioner from two 
candidates nominated one by The Boston Society of Architects and one 
by the Boston Society of Landscape Architects, one commissioner from 
two candidates nominated by the Boston Society of Civil Engineers, one 
commissioner from two candidates nominated by the Greater Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, one commissioner from two candidates nominated 
by the Massachusetts Motor Truck Association, Inc., one commissioner 
from two candidates nominated by the Master Builders’ Association of 
Boston, and three commissioners selected at large by the Mayor, one of 
whom shall own alone or with one or more other persons, and shall occupy 
in whole or in part as his place of residence, a dwelling house having not 
more than three dwelling units. All zoning commissioners shall be residents 
of Boston; provided that any person who on May 22, 1958, is a member 
of the Board of Zoning Adjustment of said city may be a zoning commis- 
sioner irrespective of his place of residence. The term of office is for three 
years and the commissioners serve without compensation. 
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The commissioners may adopt a zoning regulation and from time to 
time amend it upon petition or otherwise, by the concurrent vote of not 
less than seven of its members, rendered after a public hearing following 
advertisement. 

A zoning regulation shall be designed among other purposes to lessen 
congestion in the streets; to conserve health; to secure safety from fire, 
panic and other dangers; to provide adequate light and air; to prevent 
overcrowding of land; to avoid undue concentration of population, to fa- 
cilitate the adequate provision of transportation, water, sewerage, schools, 
parks and other public requirements; to conserve the value of land and 
buildings; to encourage the most appropriate use of land throughout the 
city; and to preserve and increase its amenities. 

Votes of the zoning commission adopting a zoning regulation or amend- 
ment thereof shall be subject to the same provisions of law in respect to 
approval by the mayor as orders or votes of the city council of the city, 
except that the concurrent vote of not less than nine members of the 
zoning commission shall be necessary to pass such a regulation or amend- 
ment over the vote of the mayor. 

If any zoning regulation or amendment thereof is favorably decided 
upon, any person aggrieved or any municipal officer or board, may within 
fifteen days after the entry of such decision, appeal to the Superior Court, 
sitting in equity, for the County of Suffolk.

The functions of the department are set forth in Chapter 8 of the 
Ordinances of 1950, which is as follows: 

Section 1. DEPARTMENT oF Civit DEereNsE. There is hereby estab- 
lished a department of civil defense (hereinafter called the “department’’). 
It shall be the function of the department to have charge of civil defense 
as defined in Section 1, Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and to perform civil 
defense functions as authorized or directed by said chapter or by any and 
all executive orders or general regulations promulgated thereunder, and 
to exercise any authority delegated to it by the governor under said 
Chapter 639. 

Sect. 2. Drrecror or Crviz Drerense. The department shall be 
under the direction of a director of civil defense (hereinafter called the 
“director’”’), who shall be appointed as prescribed by law. The director 
shall have direct responsibility for the organization, administration, 
and operation of the department subject to the direction and control of 
the appointing authority and shall receive such salary as may be fixed 
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from time to time by the appointing authority. The director may, within 
the limits of the amount appropriated therefor, appoint such experts, 
clerks, and other assistants as the work of the department may require, 
and may remove them, and may make such expenditures as may be 
necessary to execute effectively the purposes of Chapter 639, Acts of 1950. 
The director shall also have authority to appoint district co-ordinators 
and may accept and may receive on behalf of the city, services, equip- 
ment, supplies, materials, or funds by way of gift, grant, or loan for pur- 
poses of civil defense, offered by the federal government or any agency or 
officer thereof or any person, firm or corporation, subject to the terms of 
the offer and the rules and regulations, if any, of the agency making the 
offer. The director shall cause appropriate records to be kept of all 
matters relating to such gifts, grants, or loans. 

Sect. 3. Crvi DEFENSE Apvisory Counciu. There is hereby estab- 
lished a civil defense advisory council (hereinafter called the ‘‘council’’). 
Said council shall serve without pay and shall consist of the director of 
civil defense, such other department heads and such other persons as the 
authority appointing said director may deem necessary. Such member of 
said council as said appointing authority shall designate shall serve as 
chairman of said council. Said council shall serve subject to the direction 
and control of the appointing authority and shall advise said appointing 
authority and the director on matters pertaining to civil defense. 

Sect. 4. Poxice Aip to OTHER CITIES AND Towns IN EVENT OF 
Riots AND OTHER VIOLENCE THEREIN. The police department is hereby 
authorized to go to aid another city or town at the request of said city 
or town in the suppression of riots or other forms of violence therein. 

Sect. 5. TERMINATION OF ORDINANCE. This ordinance shall remain 
in force during the effective period of Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and any 
act in amendment or continuation thereof or substitution therefor. 

Sect. 6. Derrinirion. All references to Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, as 
now in force shall be applicable to any act or acts in amendment or con- 
tinuation of or substitution for said Chapter 639.

One Election Commissioner is appointed by the Mayor each year, term 
beginning April 1. The two leading political parties must be equally 
represented on the Board and the Chairman is designated annually by the 
Mayor. 

The Board of Registrars of Voters was appointed in May, 1874, and 
was succeeded July 1, 1895, by the Board of Election Commissioners. 

This department exercises all the powers and duties formerly conferred 
upon the Board of Registrars of Voters (including the preparation of the 
jury list), except the power and duty of giving notice of elections and 
fixing the days and hours for holding the same. 

The Board also exercises all the powers and duties formerly conferred 
upon the City Clerk and other officers by chapter 504 of the Acts of 1894. 
The voting precincts in the 22 wards number 278. 


POLICE LISTING BOARD 


Chapter 287 of the Acts of 1938 provides: ‘‘In Boston there shall be a 
listing board composed of the police commissioner of the city and the board 
of election commissioners. In case of disagreement between the members 
of the listing board, the chief justice of the municipal court of the city of 
Boston, or, in case of his disability, the senior justice of said court whois 
not disabled, shall, for the purpose of settling such disagreement, be a 
member of said listing board and shall preside and cast the deciding vote 
in case of a tie.” 

The duties of said board are further provided for in Sections 8, 10, 11, 12, 
13, 14, 15, 16 of Chapter 29 of the Acts of 1917; and all other acts in 
amendment and addition thereto.

The first Board of Health in Boston was established in 1799, under the 
special statute of February 13, 1799. It was abolished by the first 
City Charter and from 1822 to 1873 its functions were exercised through 
the City Council. The last Board of Health was established by an ordi- 
nance of December 2, 1872. It published annual reports, beginning 
with 1873. By Chap. 1, Ord. 1914, 2d Series, the department was placed 
in charge of one executive, the Health Commissioner, who appoints the

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deputy commissioners. Chap. 1, Ord. 1915, provided that the quarantine 
service should pass from the control of the Health Department when the 
property was leased to the United States, in effect June 1, 1915. 

On March 31, 1927, an ordinance was enacted abolishing the Boston 
Sanatorium Department and placing the Tuberculosis Hospital at Matta- 
pan under the jurisdiction of the Trustees of the Boston City Hospital; 
all other powers and duties, as well as the Out-Patient Department, were 
transferred to the Health Commissioner by Chap. 1 of the Ordinances 
of 1927, as amended February 16, 1931.

The Public Health Council is a Board in the Health Division of the 
Health Department, consisting of nine members appointed by the Mayor, 
of whom at least one shall be a registered physician, one a registered 
dentist, one a representative of an industry engaged in handling food, one 
a representative of another industry, one a representative of labor, and 
one a housewife. As the term of any member expires his successor shall 
be appointed by the Mayor for a term of three years. The members 
shall serve without compensation. The Mayor shall from time to time 
designate one of the members as Chairman and another as Vice Chairman. 

The duties of said Board shall be (a) to make, upon its own initiative 
or at the request of the Mayor, the Director of Administrative Services or 
the Health Commissioner, studies and recommendations with respect to 
the organization, activities, policies, procedures and budget of the Health 
Division, (b) to review from time to time such rules and regulations of the 
Health Commissioner as may then be in force and report to the Health 
Commissioner its findings with respect to the adequacy thereof and its 
recommendations, if any, for the amendment or repeal thereof or for new 
rules and regulations, and (c) to advise the Health Commissioner on such 
matters within the scope of his duties as he may refer to said council.

The City Registrar keeps the records of births, deaths and marriages, 
issues certificates of the same and marriage licenses, receives and records 
affidavits of, additions to, and amendments and corrections of said records, 
and forwards copies of all records to the office of the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth and to outside cities and towns when nonresidents are 
involved. Annual reports have been published since 1849, except in 1860 
and 1861. 

By ordinance, approved July 12, 1892, the Department of Ancient 
Records and the office of Record Commissioners (established July 6, 1875) 
were abolished, and the duties of the Record Commissioners, including 
the publication of documents relating to the early history of Boston, were 
transferred to the City Registrar.

The duties of the division are set forth in the General Laws, Chapters 
94, 98 and 101, with amendments and additions thereto. 

The Sealer is required to give public notice annually by advertisement 
to all persons having places of business in the city and using weighing 
and measuring devices for the purpose of buying or selling of goods, wares 
or merchandise, to bring them into this office to be tested and sealed. 
After giving the said notice, he shall visit the places of business not com- 
plying and shall test, adjust, seal or condemn in accordance with the 
results of tests made, the weighing and measuring devices of said persons. 
In addition the department is charged with the enforcement of all laws 
relative to the licensing of hawkers, peddlers and transient vendors, the 
giving of false or insufficient weight or measure, the reweighing of coal, 
the examination of coal for quality and the inspection of certain con- 
tainers as to size, shape and dimensions. The division must investigate 
all complaints registered with the department and, when the evidence 
warrants, shall prosecute violations of the law.

Besides the 
Main Hospital, the Trustees have charge of the South Department for 
contagious diseases, the Sanatorium Division at 249 River Street, Matta- 
pan (for tuberculosis patients), Long Island Division (for chronic diseases) 
and East Boston Relief Station. 

Relief Stations were closed to patients on March 15, 1938; East Boston 
Relief Station was reopened on a twenty-four hour basis on October 15, 
1945.

The Law Department consists of a Corporation Counsel, twenty-five 
assistant corporation counsel, a workmen’s compensation agent and work- 
men’s compensation medical director, a chief legal assistant, and thirty- 
seven other employees, including the staff of the Administrative, Coun- 
selling and Miscellaneous Litigation, General Trial and Collection Divisions 
of the Law Department. 

The Law Department has general charge of the legal work of the city, 
represents the city in all litigation to which it is a party, prosecutes certain 
criminal proceedings, does the conveyancing work for the various munic- 
ipal departments, performs the legal work incidental to tax title fore- 
closures, prepares and approves all municipal contracts and bonds, 
furnishes legal opinions to the Mayor and the City Council and to the 
various department heads and city officials, including the School Com- 
mittee, on matters relating to the discharge of their official duties, pre- 
pares petitions for and drafts of legislation in which the city has an 
interest and appears and represents the city before the various committees 
of the legislature, and before other boards, commissions and adminis- 
trative agencies, including the Interstate Commerce Commission, Civil 
Aeronautics Board and other federal agencies, the Appellate Tax Board, 
Industrial Accident Board, and the Department of Public Utilities.

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The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, five in num- 
ber, are appointed by the Mayor, one each year, for a term of five years. 
They were incorporated in 1878, and authorized to receive and hold real 
and personal estate to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. This amount 
was changed to $10,000,000 in 1919, to $20,000,000 in 1931, and to 
$50,000,000 in 1953. The first Trustees were appointed under an ordi- 
nance of October 14, 1852. 

The old library building on Boylston street was opened to the public 
in September, 1858, and closed finally in January, 1895. The Central 
Library Building in Copley square, costing $2,756,384, was first opened 
on March 11, 1895. 

The Library is maintained by an annual appropriation made to the 
Trustees by the City Government. 

The annual reports, the first of which appeared in 1852, have been 
continued without interruption. 


THE LIBRARY SYSTEM 


The library system consists of the Central Library in Copley square, 
the Kirstein Business Branch in the Edward Kirstein Memorial Library 
Building at 20 City Hall avenue, Central Book Stock, School Issue Sec- 
tion at 400 Shawmut avenue, twenty-seven Branch Libraries, one Hospi- 
tal Library Service at Boston City Hospital, and three Bookmobilies. In 
addition, through an agreement with Harvard University, the Baker 
Library of the Harvard Graduate School of Business Administration is 
a branch of the Boston Public Library. By similar arrangement, the 
Boston Medical Library at 8 Fenway serves as a medical branch.

DIRECTOR’S OFFICE 


The general administration of the library system as a whole is centered 
in the Director’s Office, which acts in close relationship with the Trustees’ 
Office, with an interchangeable staff acting for the two offices. There is 
also supervised from the Director’s Office the work of the Office of Records, 
Files, Statistics, and the general publishing activities of the Library. 


DIVISION OF HOME READING AND COMMUNITY SERVICES 


The greater part of the circulation of books to borrowers is centered in 
the Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles. The purely library activities 
of the Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles are therefore considered as 
a unit which is designated as the Division of Home Reading and Com- 
munity Services. Within this division there are closed departments and 
public departments. The main grouping of the public departments is 
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that of the Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles, and the Audio-Visual 
Department, Central Charging Records, and the Open Shelf Department 
in the Central Library. In direct relationship with the work of the Branch 
Libraries and the Bookmobiles is the Work with Adults, the Work with 
Young Adults, and the Work with Children.

DIVISION OF PERSONNEL 


The personnel program of the Library is administered by the Division 
of Personnel within the framework of the policies established by the 
Trustees and the Director. 


SPECIAL ACTIVITIES 


In addition to the regular activities of the various departments, the 
Library carries on programs of free lectures and concerts which are given 
in its lecture hall several times each week from October through April each 
year. Exhibits in the Main Lobby, the Treasure Room, and in the 
Puvis de Chavannes, Sargent, and Wiggin Galleries in the Central Library 
Building afford opportunities for emphasizing the Library’s valuable 
resources. Storytelling in the Children’s Section, Open Shelf Depart- 
ment, and in many branch libraries by trained storytellers is a part of the 
Library’s program of work with children. Four publications are dis- 
tributed free throughout the system: Books Current, Spotlight on Books 
for Young Adults, and Books on Parade, each issued four times a year, and 
B. P. L. News, issued ten times a year. For The Boston Public Library 
Quarterly, issued in January, April, July and October, there is a subsecrip- 
tion fee of $2.00 a year, 50 cents a single copy.

As thus constituted, the department continued up to 1913, when, by the 
provisions of Chapter 10, Ordinances of 1912, it was merged with the 
Public Grounds, Bath and Music Departments, under the name of Park 
and Recreation Department. In 1920, the Cemetery Department was 
merged with the Park Department, the latter title being substituted for 
Park and Recreation Department. On May 1, 1954, the department 
became the Parks and Recreation Department. The four Associate 
Commissioners serve without compensation.

The Public Works Department was created in 1911 under the provisions 
of Chapter 486, Acts of 1909, through the consolidation of the existing 
street, water, and engineering departments. The Department was placed 
in the charge of a Commissioner who was required by Ordinance to be a 
civil engineer of recognized standing. The Department now operates 
through its Central Office and five (5) major divisions, each in the charge 
of a Division Engineer. These divisions carry out the major programs of 
the Department; namely, the maintenance and construction of highways, 
street lighting, snow removal, sewerage construction and maintenance, 
water construction and maintenance, sanitation, street cleaning, removal 
of refuse and garbage. All engineering in connection with the foregoing 
programs is performed by the Survey Division. The Central Office per- 
forms general administrative functions including personnel management, 
payrolls, cost accounting, purchasing, inventory control, property and 
equipment maintenance. The functions of the Automotive Division, 
which was abolished on March 16, 1960, and the maintenance shops of the 
Sanitary Division are now in the Central Office. The several division per- 
mit offices and the administration of the Public Improvement Commission 
were all transferred to the Central Office on March 16, 1960.

The Central Office, created on March 16, 1960, when the functions of the 
various divisions of the Public Works Department were re-arranged, is 
intended to bring about more efficient control by the concentration of key 
responsibilities under one division. It eliminates duplication of efforts in 
personnel and payroll management, over-stocking of supplies, and a tighter 
control of inventories, accounting, etc. 


A. Maintenance Branch 

The Maintenance Branch is responsible for the care, control, and mainte- 
nance of all department-owned motor vehicles, and for the operation, care, 
and maintenance of all real estate and related facilities of the Public Works 
Department, as well as a protective group to safe guard department 
property. It maintains a motor pool of passenger cars. It operates the 
maintenance shops — formerly of the Sanitary Division.

Boston’s 
requirements were 110,935,300 gallons per day in 1959, or 163 gallons per 
capita. Under present rates the consumer pays the City one cent for 
373 gallons of pure water.

The Public Improvement Commission was established May 1, 1954. 
This Commission was assigned many of the powers and duties of the 
former Board of Street Commissioners, including the authority to lay out, 
widen, relocate, alter, or discontinue highways, and to order specific repairs 
to be made therein; to name or rename public highways and private ways; 
to order the construction of sanitary sewers and storm drains; to take land 
by eminent domain for municipal purposes (except for Public Housing and 
Off-Street Parking) ; to permit the opening of private ways for public travel; 
to levy assessments for street, sidewalk, and sewer betterments and to 
issue permits for the location of wire-carrying poles, conduits, pipes, tracks, 
and similar uses of the public ways. 


The administration functions include the processing of petitions, arrang- 
ing public hearing, preparing estimates and orders relating to land damages 
and street and sewer betterments, preparing orders for the laying out of 
streets and the construction of streets and sewers, for eminent domain 
land takings, and for the granting of permits for use of public highways, 
erection of poles, etc.

The Act establishing the commission became effective April 30, 1929, 
after approval by the Governor and acceptance by the Mayor and City 
Council. By Stat. 1957, Chap. 253, the Commission was reorganized. 
The traffic commissioner is appointed by the Mayor, and until the quali- 
fication of his successor, receives compensation established by the Mayor 
and City Council, and may be removed by the Mayor. The associate 
commissioners receive no compensation. 

The commissioner may employ, subject to the approval of the Mayor 
and to chapter thirty-one of the General Laws, engineers, experts, assist- 
ants and other officers and employees. The commission has exclusive 
authority to adopt, amend, alter and repeal rules and regulations relative 
to vehicular street traffic, and to the movement, stopping or standing of 
vehicles on, and their exclusion from, all or any streets, ways, highways, 
roads and parkways, under the control of the city. The commission has 
the power to erect, make and maintain, or cause to be erected, made and 
maintained, traffic signs, signals, markings and other devices for the 
control of such traffic in the city and for informing and warning the public 
as to the rules and regulations adopted by the commission.

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The latest revision of the Traffic Regulations contains 1,145 one-way 
streets, 1,966 no-parking regulations, and 448 stop streets. The com- 
mission maintains 435 traffic signals, including two (2) interconnected 
systems in downtown Boston, 37,130 traffic signs, and two hundred and 
fifty-five (255) miles of white lines painted in the roadway, including cross- 
walks, center lines, lanes, lines and stop lines, are maintained by the com- 
mission. Twelve hundred and forty-two (1,242) loading zones, requiring 
41,830 feet of painted curb, are maintained. Fees amounting to $48,593 
are collected for the establishment and maintenance of these loading 
zones. ‘The commission also maintains 8,046 parking meters. It is 
anticipated that approximately $450,000 will be taken in as revenue 
during the year 1959.

The Board of Commissioners of Sinking Funds for the payment or 
redemption of the City debt consists of six members, two of whom are 
appointed annually by the Mayor for a term of three years from May 1. 
The Board has published annual reports since 1871. The amended City 
Charter, Section 26, prohibits the further establishing of sinking funds, 
but an exception was afterwards made by the Legislature regarding loans 
for Rapid Transit purposes. It also prohibits the depositing of City or 
County money in any bank of which any member of the Board of Sinking 
Funds Commissioners is an officer, director or agent. 

Chapter 2 of the Ordinances of 1954 placed the Board of Commissioners 
of Sinking Funds in the Treasury Department but not subject to the 
supervision or control of the Collector-Treasurer.

The Veterans’ Services Department was established as a department of 
the City of Boston by the Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 66, and 
is under the charge of a Commissioner who is appointed by the Mayor. 
This department performs the functions formerly performed by the 
Department of Veterans’ Services, which it replaces. The Commissioner 
exercises all powers and duties for the distribution of state and city benefits 
to veterans and their eligible dependents in the City of Boston, such as 
were formerly vested in the Mayor and Board of Aldermen. Under his 
direction assistance is rendered to veterans and their dependents of the 
Civil War, Indian War, Spanish-American War, Philippine Insurrection, 
China Relief Expedition, Mexican War, World War I, World War II, and 
for service with Armed Forces from June 25, 1950, through January 31, 
1955, inclusive. 

This department provides information, advice and assistance to veterans 
of all wars, to enable them to procure the benefits to which they are en- 
titled relative to employment, vocational and educational opportunities, 
hospitalization, medical care, pensions, and other veterans’ benefits.

115 of the General Laws. This officer is not subject to the supervision or 
control of the Veterans’ Benefits and Services Commissioner, but, unless 
otherwise ordered by the Mayor, such officer shall not communicate with 
the Mayor, or make any annual or other report, except through such 
commissioner.

The Overseers of the Poor in the Town of Boston, a corporation estab- 
lished in 1772 by act of the Legislature, were succeeded in 1864 by the 
corporation called ‘Overseers of the Poor in the City of Boston,” con- 
sisting of twelve residents of Boston, four of whom are appointed annually 
to serve for the term of three years from the first day of May. The 
Board issued annual reports. In 1921 the name of the Board was changed 
to Overseers of the Public Welfare. In 1954 the official name of the de- 
partment was changed to the Welfare Department. 

The Overseers of the Public Welfare are also incorporated as a Board 
of Trustees of John Boylston’s and other charitable funds. The total 
amount of the 18 permanent charity funds in the custody of the Over- 
seers on December 31, 1959, was $1,051,504.30, the annual income from 
which ($34,779.37 in 1959) is distributed in accordance with the terms of 
the donations. 

In charge of the Overseers is the Temporary Home on Chardon street 
for temporarily destitute women and children, opened in 1857.

The Bureau of Child Accounting comprises the following-named depart- 
ments: Educational Investigation and Measurement, Vocational Guidance, 
and Attendance (including Certificating Office); and the following divisions: 
Division of Statistics and Publicity; Division of Pupil Adjustment 
Counseling. 
SUPERVISORS OF ATTENDANCE 
[Stat. 1931, Chap. 394, Sect. 146.] 


These officers are appointed by the School Committee, and under their 
direction enforce the laws relating to absentees from school. There are 
36 supervisors of attendance besides the head supervisor and they may be 
seen at 9 a.m. and 1.30 P.m., on the days that the schools are in session 
at the school designated by the head supervisor. 


SCHOOL PHYSICIANS AND SCHOOL NURSES 


Regular medical inspection of the schools was maintained from 1894 to 
1915, under the supervision of the Health Department. Beginning 
September 1, 1915, the School Committee took charge of this service. 
For all schools and districts there is 1 Director of School Hygiene in charge 
of 1 school physician assigned to the certificating office, 1 ophthalmologist, 
1 otologist, 52 school physicians, 1 supervisor of nutrition, 8 school medi- 
cal aids, and 1 sanitary engineer. 

Chapter 357, Acts of 1907, provided for the appointment by the School 
Committee of 1 supervising female nurse and as many district female 
nurses as are deemed necessary. For the 75 junior high and elementary 
school districts there is 1 supervising nurse in charge of 4 assistant supervis- 
ing nurses, 1 nurse assigned to the certificating office, 1 nurse assigned to 
the ophthalmologist, and 64 school nurses (including 10 high schools), and 
1 nurse assigned to the otologist. 


| 
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PHYSICAL EDUCATION. 


In 1907, the School Committee was authorized to provide for the 
extension of physical education and recreation of pupils, including proper 
apparatus and facilities in the buildings, yards and playgrounds under 
their control. 


The School Committee appropriates, out of the tax levy, for this branch 
of education such amount as it deems necessary. The Committee has 
also the right to appropriate the unexpended balance of the previous year; 
the estimated income for the current year, and the unexpended balance 
in the separate fund under Chap. 71-47. The appropriation for 1959 is 
$714,842. 


The Department of Physical Education comprises 1 director; 1 associate 
director; 1 assistant director; 4 elementary supervisors; 10 instructors of 
military science; 1 armorer; 34 women and 32 men instructors of physical 
education; 64 teacher coaches of athletics, high schools; 31 teacher coaches 
of athletics, junior high schools; 31 assistant teacher coaches, 67 play 
teachers. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS PARTLY MAINTAINED BY STATE 


By Chapter 471, Acts of 1911, and Chapter 106, Acts of 1912, the State 
especially encourages the establishing of Independent Industrial Schools, 
allowing financial aid for their maintenance proportionate to the amount 
raised by local taxation and expended for all public schools. Under this 
arrangement the School Committee is reimbursed by the State to the 
extent of one half the net maintenance cost of such industrial schools 
established in Boston thus far with the approval of the Massachusetts 
Department of Education. By Chapter 805, Acts of 1913, Continuation 
Schools, for employed children between fourteen and sixteen years of age, 
were included under the same plan of State aid. The schools thus main- 
tained are the Boston Trade High School (for Boys), day and evening 
classes, Trade High School for Girls, Compulsory Continuation School, 
also part-time co-operative-industrial courses in Brighton, Charlestown, 
Dorchester High School, East Boston, Hyde Park, Roxbury Memorial 
High School for Boys, and South Boston High, and practical arts courses 
in the evening elementary schools. 


For the agricultural course in the Jamaica Plain High School, the 
School Committee is reimbursed to the extent of two thirds of the cost of 
instruction. 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS. 


There are co-operative courses in eight high schools, as follows: 
Brighton (automobile mechanics), Charlestown (electricity), Dorchester 
(woodwork and upholstery), East Boston (machine shop), Hyde Park 
(machine shop), Jamaica Plain (agriculture), Roxbury Memorial High 
School for Boys (printing), and South Boston (sheet metal and auto body). 
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Industrial arts courses in shopwork are given in the following high 
schools: East Boston High School, Hyde Park High School, Roslindale 
High School, and South Boston High School. 


There are 151 shops, including 8 classrooms used for drafting, in ele- 
mentary and junior high schools, in which the following named subjects 
are taught: drafting, electricity, interior decoration, machine shop, print- 
ing, sheet metal, woodwork, and diversified shop subjects. 


Cardboard construction and handcrafts in the fourth and fifth grades, 
although taught by classroom teachers, are supervised by the department. 


Gardening is conducted by the department as an after-school and 
summer activity; home gardening in 46, and school gardening in 13 ele- 
mentary and junior high districts and on a seven-acre plot of City of 
Boston property in Woburn. 


HOME ECONOMICS 


In the Home Economics Department there are 150 teachers, an assist- 
ant director and a director. 


There are 10 high schools offering courses in Home Economics: Brigh- 
ton, Charlestown, Dorchester High, East Boston, Girls’ High, Hyde Park 
High, Jamaica Plain, Jeremiah EK. Burke, Roslindale, and South Boston. 


In the high schools of Boston there are 11 appointed teachers of cloth- 
ing: 1 teacher assigned from Trade High, 1 teacher assigned from Junior 
High, 1 teacher assigned from Elementary, 2 temporary teachers of cloth- 
ing, 5 appointed teachers of foods, and 3 temporary teachers of foods. 
There are 15 standard clothing laboratories, 8 foods laboratories, and 
4 home economics suites. 


In the junior high there are 33 teachers of foods, including one teacher 
assigned to Special Class Occupational Center, and two teachers assigned 
from Trade High School. There are 81 elementary and junior high school 
teachers of clothing, including 1 teacher assigned from Trade High, and 
1 teacher assigned to Horace Mann. There are also 5 provisional and 
7 temporary teachers having home economics programs. 


There are 46 rooms equipped for instruction in foods, 16 of these have 
adjoining suites. There are 117 classrooms equipped for the teaching of 
clothing. 


EVENING HIGH, ELEMENTARY AND TRADE SCHOOLS 


There are seven evening high schools: Brighton, Central (English High 
Schoolhouse) Dorchester (Jeremiah E. Burke Schoolhouse), East Boston 
(Joseph H. Barnes Schoolhouse), Roslindale, Roxbury (Boston Clerical 
Schoolhouse), and South Boston. These schools, the sessions of which 
are held on Tuesday and Thursday evenings, from 7 to 10 o’clock, are 
conducted in the several high schoolhouses of the districts named. All 
but the Central High are commercial schools. 
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There are ten evening elementary schools in session on Tuesday and 
Thursday evenings from 7 to 10 o’clock. 

There is one evening trade school, Boston Evening Trade School, with 
two branches located in the Brighton High and South Boston High School- 
houses. These schools are conducted on Tuesday and Thursday evenings, 
from 7 to 10 o’clock. 


DAY SCHOOL FOR IMMIGRANTS 


In the Abraham Lincoln School there are classes for immigrants where 
instruction in the English language is provided; classes being conducted 
daily (except Saturday) for three hours in the forenoon and two in the 
afternoon. 


COMPULSORY SCHOOL ATTENDANCE 


All children fourteen to sixteen years of age employed under an em- 
ployment permit or released from regular school attendance under a 
Home Permit are required by law to attend a course of instruction in 
education four hours per week. These children are assigned to the William 
Blackstone Junior High School, 33 Blossom Street, West End, for the 
equivalent of a continuation school education. 


USE OF SCHOOLHOUSES FOR EDUCATIONAL, SOCIAL, AND CIVIC 
PURPOSES 


In 1912 the School Committee was authorized by statute to allow the 
use of buildings under their control by associations and individuals (other 
than school pupils) for educational, recreative, social, civic, philanthrovic, 
and similar purposes at times when the schools were not in session. 
Under this arrangement there are now thirteen School Centers, each 
having a manager and largely attended on two evenings a week. More 
than 125 school buildings are also used by non-school center groups. 


Besides the renting of school halls for club meetings, entertainments, 
etc., basements and other accommodations in schoolhouses are used by 
the Election Department as polling places, lighting and custodian service 
being paid by the Election Department. 


PENSION AND RETIREMENT FUND FOR TEACHERS 


The School Committee, by a majority vote of all its members, may 
retire with a pension any member of the teaching or supervising staff 
of the public day schools who has reached the age of sixty years, also 
such other members as are incapacitated for further efficient service. 


These pensions are paid to teachers who were retired before the estab- 
lishment of the Boston Retirement System, or who have not become 
members of the Boston Retirement System or State-Boston Retirement 
System. . 
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The School Committee is authorized to provide for these pensions by 
appropriating annually such amount as it deems necessary, which, to- 
gether with the unexpended balance of the previous year, the amount of 
reimbursement from the Commonwealth, and the appropriation of accrued 
interest in the Permanent School Pension Fund, will pay pensions for 
the year. 

On December 31, 1959, the Permanent School Pension Fund amounted 
to $495,974.79 and 202 retired teachers were receiving pensions therefrom. 

The Boston Teachers’ Retirement Fund association, started in 1900, 
is at present paying $120 per year to 1,241 annuitants, the total amount 
of its fund on August 31, 1959, being $2,462,812.91. At that date 2,209 
teachers were contributing $24 per year to the Fund.

At the City Election held November 5, 1929, on the referendum — 
‘“‘Shall chapter 351, of the Acts of 1929, entitled ‘An Act to establish a 
board of commissioners of school buildings and a department of school 
buildings in the city of Boston’ be accepted?” there were 110,453 votes 
in favor, 57,276 against, and 50,632 blanks. 

By the provisions of the Act, the board “shall consist of three citizens 
of Boston who otherwise are neither officials nor employees of said city, 
one of whom shall be appointed by the mayor . . . without approval 
by the civil service commissioners, one by the school committee, and one 
shall be chosen by the two so appointed, or shall be appointed by the 
governor if the appointees of the mayor and school committee fail to 
choose a commissioner as aforesaid within thirty days after a second 
of such appointees has been appointed.” 

According to section 2 of the Act, the Department of School Buildings 
is established, to be under the charge of a superintendent of construction 
who shall be elected by the board of commissioners, to serve at the pleasure 
of the board. 

Upon the election of a superintendent of construction, the board of 
schoolhouse commissioners of the schoolhouse department and said 
department shall be abolished.

The City is divided into seventeen Police Divisions, in each of which is 
a station house, the quarters of a captain and a force of men. 

The Bureau of Criminal Investigation, a central detective agency of the 
Department, located in Headquarters building, and consisting of several 
subdivisions, is operated on a large scale and in an efficient manner. 
Members of this Bureau investigate felonies committed within the juris- 
diction of the City of Boston. In addition to its divisions for investiga- 
tion of reports of automobiles stolen, lost and stolen property, and homi- 
cides, squads are assigned to cover the following phases of police work 
and investigation: Banking, express thieves, general investigation, 
hotels, narcotics, vice, obscene literature, pawnbrokers, including junk-shop 
keepers and dealers in second-hand articles, pickpockets, domestic rela- 
tions, retail stores. A night motor patrol squad performs duty throughout 
the city, to prevent, so far as possible, the commission of crime and, if acts 
of violence or other serious crimes have been committed, to arrest and 
prosecute the offenders. Criminal identification, fingerprints and photo- 
graphs, missing persons, warrants and summonses are handled by this 
Bureau. The Bureau also handles cases of fugitives from justice and con- 
ducts hundreds of investigations during the course of a year for various 
police departments throughout the United States and foreign countries. 
Further, it cooperates in every way possible with outside police depart- 
ments in the investigation of crime and prosecution of criminals. Super- 
vision of the daily line-up of all prisoners arrested for serious offenses is 
conducted by this Bureau. 

The criminal identification division of this Department has continued 
to prove of great value and stands in favorable comparison with identi- 
fication units of the most advanced departments. 

Advancements and changes are constantly being made to maintain 
efficiency of various divisions of the Bureau of Criminal Investigation. 
To bring about this efficiency of service, equipment of the Bureau is con- 
tinually being augmented by addition of modern identification apparatus. 

Files of the Bureau of Criminal Investigation contain records of assign- 
ments made in the Bureau and all records of arrests made throughout the 
Department. 

On file, also, are reports of all felonies committed within the city and all 
reports of investigation of these felonies. 
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The Central Complaint and Records Bureau records all complaints, 
crimes, arrests and incidents on IBM equipment. It supervises the de- 
velopment and maintenance of the system of operations of the Depart- 
ment, including two police broadcasting stations, ‘““KCA860,’’ located at 
Police Headquarters and on the roof of the new Courthouse Building, 
Pemberton Square, the latter station being operated by remote control 
from Police Headquarters. 


These broadcasting stations insure speedy response to a call for police 
assistance and render possible speedy dissemination of information and 
quick concentration of necessary police power at a point where needed. 


The Boston Police Department is completely equipped with modern 
two-way radio. There are 128 police cars, 5 police boats, and 29 combina- 
tion patrol wagons and ambulances, equipped with two-way radio tele- 
phone. Police automobiles with two-way radio are moving through all 
parts of the city day and night. Any part of the city may be reached 
by a police radio car in a very few moments after receipt of a radio message 
from either of the broadcasting stations. 


The radio has been a very important factor in the prompt apprehension 
of law violators as well as increasing the number of arrests. In many 
instances, the offenders have been taken into custody while in the act of 


committing crime. 


The Traffic Division is located in the Police Building, 229 Milk street. 
Its commanding officer is responsible for proper regulation of traffic condi- 
tions and for safety of the public using the highways from 8 a.m. to 
12 o’clock midnight, within the intown section of the eity. 


The Senior Building Custodian’s Office is charged with the care of all 
police buildings. Orders for building maintenance, repair work, plumbing, 
steamfitting, etc., are issued by this office. 


The Property Clerk’s Office is charged with the care of lost, stolen and 
abandoned property, money or other property alleged to have been illegally 
obtained, and all articles and property taken from persons arrested for 
any cause. In its custody are also placed all seized liquor and gaming 
implements which come into possession of the Department. 


Orders for supplies, uniforms and equipment are issued by this office. 


The Commissioner appoints a Harbor Master and assistants from the 
police force. The following patrol boats are used in this service: the 
‘William H. Pierce” and the ‘‘ William H. McShane,” both 38-foot crafts; 
a Chris-Craft 16-foot speedboat, the ‘‘Warren C. Perkins’’; the ‘‘ Argus, ”’ 
a 28-foot craft and, ‘‘Patrol Boat 63,’ a 63-foot sea-rescue craft. 


The Police Department is responsible for the annual listing of all resi- 
dents within the city 20 years of age or over. 


On January 1, 1960, the police force numbered 2,803.

The Finance Commission is constituted under the Amended Charter of 
1909. It consists of five commissioners appointed by the Governor and 
confirmed by the Executive Council, the term of each being five years. 
The Chairman of the Commission is named by the Governor. The mem- 
bers of the Commission, other than the chairman, serve without pay. 

It is the duty of the Commission to investigate, at its discretion, all 
matters relating to appropriations, loans, expenditures, accounts and 
methods of administration affecting the City of Boston or the County 
of Suffolk, or any of their departments, and to report upon its investi- 
gations from time to time to the Mayor, the City Council, the Governor 
or the General Court. 

The Commission is required to make an annual report, in January, to 
the General Court. It is also the duty of the Commission to report to 
the Mayor, the City Auditor or the City Treasurer as to the validity or 
proper amount of any doubtful pay roll, bill or claim referred to it by them.

The Licensing Board for the City of Boston was established by Statutes 
of 1906, Chapter 291. It consists of three members appointed by the 
Governor, with the advice and consent of the Council. They must be 
citizens of Boston who have resided in Boston for at least two years pre- 
ceding the date of their appointment. The two principal political parties 
must be represented on the Board and the term of the members is fixed 
at six years after the first appointment, which was for six, four, and two 
years. The Board was created to exercise all the powers and perform all 
the duties conferred upon the Board of Police of the City of Boston rela- 
tive to intoxicating liquors (now called alcoholic beverages), innholders, 
common victuallers, billiard and pool tables, sippio tables, bowling alleys, 
intelligence offices, and picnic groves. 

By Statutes of 1909, Chap. 423, the Board was given the right to issue 
licenses to “Sunday dealers in ice cream, or confectionery, or soda water 
or fruit’’: 

By Statutes of 1918, Chap. 259, the Board was granted the right to 
issue licenses to lodging houses. 

By Statutes of 1922, Chap. 392, the Board was given the right to license 
“‘retail vendors of soft drinks.” 

By Statutes of 1926, Chap. 299, the Board was given the right to grant 
enterta'nment licenses in places where such entertainment was carried on 
in conjunction with sale for cash of food or drink six days of week but not 
on Sundays. 

By Chapter 284 of the Acts of 1933, the Board was given authority to 
grant victuallers’ licenses to clubs, societies, associations or other organiza- 
tions which dispense food and beverages on their premises, to their stock- 
holders or members and their guests and to none others. 

By Chapter 376 of the Acts of 1933, now Chapter 138 of the General 
Laws, the Board was given the authority to issue alcoholic beverage 
licenses to common victuallers, innholders, taverns, clubs and retail 
druggist and package stores, and to suspend or revoke the same after a 
hearing. 

By Statute of 1949, Chapter 361, the Board was given the right to 
license mechanical amusement devices and regulate the operation thereof. 

By Statutes of 1953, Chapter 622, in addition to the notice which the 
Licensing Board for the City of Boston is required by law to give to the 
public concerning applications for new licenses, under Sections 12, 15 or 
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30A of Chapter 138 of the General Laws, and applications for transfer of 
location of said licenses, it shall also give notice of such applications to the 
state representatives of each representative district affected by the appli- 
cation, and also to such persons, groups, and organizations as have for- 
mally requested in writing that such notice be given them for license 
applications in a designated representative district.

The Franklin Foundation is incorporated under Chapter 569 of the 
Acts of 1908, a board of citizens being named therein to act for the City 
in the control of the Franklin Fund and in maintaining the Franklin 
Technical Institute as an independent technical institute for adults. 

The Franklin Fund is the proceeds of a bequest of one thousand pounds 
to “the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston in Massachusetts’? made by 
Benjamin Franklin, in a codicil to his will dated June 23, 1789. The 
codicil provided that the fund “if accepted by the Inhabitants of the 
Town of Boston” be managed “under the direction of the Select Men, 
united with the Ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational and 
Presbyterian Churches in that Town,’ who were to make loans on certain 
conditions to “young married artificers, under the Age of twenty-five 
years.”’ 
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Dr. Franklin, who died April 17, 1790, calculated that, in one hundred 
years, the thousand pounds would grow to one hundred and thirty-one 
thousand Pounds ‘‘of which,” he says, ‘“‘I would have the Managers then 
lay out at their discretion one hundred thousand Pounds in Public Works 
which may be judged of most general utility to the Inhabitants : 
The remaining thirty-one thousand Pounds I would have continued to be 
let out on interest in the manner above directed for another hundred 
years . . . At the end of this second Term, if no unfortunate acci- 
dent has prevented the operation the sum will be Four millions and Sixty- 
one thousand Pounds Sterling, of which I leave one Million sixty-one 
Thousand Pounds to the Disposition of the Inhabitants of the Town of 
Boston, and Three Millions to the disposition of the Government of the 
state, not presuming to carry my views farther.’”’ The Town accepted 
the donation at a Town Meeting held June 1, 1790. 

A futile suit brought by the Franklin Heirs in 1891 prevented the 
division of the fund at the expiration of one hundred years; but on 
January 17, 1894, by direction of the three ministers and the Board of 
Aldermen of the City, which board claimed to be the successors of the 
“Selectmen’’, $329,300.48 ({$¢ of the fund) was paid to the City Treasurer, 
for “the purchase of land and the erection thereon of the Franklin Tech- 
nical Institute and for the equipment of the same.’’ Owing to a series of 
complications the money remained in the custody of the Treasurer. 
Mayor Collins, in 1902, caused a petition of the City to be filed in the 
Supreme Judicial Court, praying for instructions as to the authority of 
the persons then acting as Managers of the fund. The Court rendered 
an opinion November 25, 1903 (184 Mass. 873) to the effect that the 
three ministers were Managers of the fund under Franklin’s will, but 
that the Aldermen did not succeed the ‘‘Selectmen” as Managers and 
had no powers with reference to it. The Court, under its general power 
to care for public charitable funds, appointed, on March 16, 1904, nine 
Managers to take the place of the “Selectmen” and provided in the 
decree of the Court, that the Mayor of Boston should be one, ex officio. 
Successors to the other eight are appointed by the Court. In 1908 the 
Franklin Fund Managers were incorporated as Franklin Foundation by 
the special act already referred to which was clarified by amendments 
in 1927 and 1953. In 1931 the Court held the incorporation to be con- 
stitutional, since it did not change the composition or duties with respect 
to the Franklin Fund of the Board of Managers, and answered various 
questions which had been raised (276 Mass. 549). 

On December 2, 1905, the City Treasurer received from Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie $408,396.48, said sum being equal to the amount of the ex- 
pendable portion of the Franklin Fund in August, 1904, which Mr. 
Carnegie agreed to duplicate. Only the annual income from this fund 
has been used. 

On November 17, 1927, $100,000 was received by the Foundation from 
the estate of the late James J. Storrow, the income to be used for main- 
tenance of Franklin Technical Institute. 
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In 1906 the City appropriated $100,000, raised by a 20-year loan, to 
purchase a building site of about 16,000 square feet at the corner of 
Appleton and Berkeley Streets. On January 31, 1907, the amount avail- 
able to be “laid out” by the Managers was $438,741.98 and in that year 
the Franklin Technical Institute Building was erected and equipped at 
a cost of $438,528.80. It was opened in September, 1908, as a Technical 
Institute to train young men and women for positions of supervision in 
industry. In 1941 the name was legally changed to Franklin Technical 
Institute. In 1957, the Board of Collegiate Authority of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts voted to confirm the action of a vote of the 
Members of the Franklin Foundation to confer the Degree of Associate 
in Engineering upon qualified graduates of Franklin Technical Institute. 
It is maintained partly by tuition fees ($319,620 for the fiscal year 1959), 
and income from the previously mentioned funds (7.e., the Andrew Car- 
negie donation and the Storrow bequest). Educational programs are 
offered which are accredited by the Engineers’ Council for Professional 
Development. The building contains 13 classrooms, 4 drafting rooms, 
3 shops and 10 laboratories. There is also an auditorium with a seating 
capacity of 927. Hight hundred (800) adult students received instruc- 
tion at evening sessions and 405 in day courses during the school year of 
1959. 

The Franklin Fund (Second Part) will become available in 1991.

The late George Robert White, who died in Boston, January 27, 1922, 
left the residue of his estate to the City of Boston to be held as a per- 
manent charitable trust fund, ‘“‘the net income only to be used for creating 
works of public utility and beauty, for the use and enjoyment of the 
inhabitants of the City of Boston.” 

The control and management of the fund is in the hands of a board of 
five trustees, consisting of the Mayor as Chairman, the President of the 
City Council, the City Auditor, the President of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce and the President of the Bar Association of the City of Boston.

At a meeting of the Trustees held on Tuesday, April 5, 1938, it was 
unanimously voted that the services of a paid Manager be engaged. In 
accordance with this vote the custody, care, control and management of 
all real estate consituting a part of the George Robert White Fund is 
now in the hands of a Manager; all legal matters are attended to by the 
Corporation Counsel; all financial disbursements and investments are 
in the hands of the Collector-Treasurer; all collections and receipts are 
handled by the Collector-Treasurer; and the examination of all bills and 
demands rendered against the Fund, together with the approval of all 
expenditures and the auditing of all accounts, rests with the City Auditor. 


Health Units have been provided at Baldwin Place and North Margin 
Street in the North End, at Paris and Emmons Streets, Kast Boston, at 
Dorchester and West Fourth Streets, South Boston, at Blue Hill Avenue 
and Savin Street, Roxbury, at High and Elm Streets, Charlestown, at 
Blossom and Parkman Streets, West End, at Whittier and Hampshire 
Streets, Roxbury, at Central Avenue, Hyde Park, and at Blue Hill Avenue 
and Harvard Street, Dorchester, in the hope of being able, by proper 
instruction, to better the living and health conditions of the communities 
in the congested districts. 


A Prado has been established at Hanover and Unity streets in the 
North End, to provide an open air space for the residents of the North 
End. In 1935, the Trustees voted to change the name of the Prado to 
Paul Revere Mall. 


In the spring of 1936 the Trustees voted to establish a wading pool 
and locker building in the yard in the rear of the Whittier Street Health 
Unit, Roxbury. The wading pool and locker building have since been in 
full operation for the use and enjoyment of the inhabitants of the City. 

In the summer of 1936 the Trustees voted to have thirteen memorial 
bronze tablets fabricated and placed in the walls of the Paul Revere Mall 
in the North End. The inscriptions to be placed on these tablets in- 
volved considerable research work and as a consequence these tablets 
were not completed until the summer of 1940. This was done as an im- 
provement to the Mall. | 


On January 27, 1940, the Trustees voted to purchase an equestrian 
statue of Paul Revere— made by Cyrus E. Dallin, sculptor — to be 
placed in the Paul Revere Mall in the North End, as an addition and 
further improvement in accordance with provision of the will. 

On September 22, 1940, the Trustees dedicated the thirteen bronze 
tablets and the statue of Paul Revere at the Paul Revere Mall in the 
North End. 

In the summer of 1941 the Trustees voted to establish a number of 
play spaces, fully equipped, in various sections of the City from the 
Income of the Fund, for the use and enjoyment of children under 12 years 
of age. It was voted to establish the first four play spaces at the following 
locations: 

Pitts and Hale Streets, in the West End 
London and Decatur Streets, in East Boston 
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Troy and Rochester Streets, in the South End 
King and Roxbury Streets, in Roxbury 


This chain of play spaces consists of the most modern architecture: 
wading pools, play-yard equipment, concrete seats, concrete sandboxes 
etc., and is a great asset to the City. 


Starting in the spring of 1946 and ending in the fall of 1949 the Trustees 
of the Fund voted to establish the following projects from the Income of 
the Fund: 


Health Unit at Central avenue and Elm street, Hyde Park. 

Health Unit at Blue Hill avenue and Harvard street, Dorchester 

Swimming Pool, Diving Pool and Locker Building, Doherty Heights, 
Charlestown 

Schoolboy Stadium in Franklin Park 

War Memorial Center in the Fens 

Swimming Pool, Diving Pool and Locker Building, Commercial 
street, North End Park 

War Memorial, Veterans Section, Mt. Hope Cemetery 
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Office, 230 Congress Street

The Boston Housing Authority, established in accordance with the 
Housing Authority Law of the Commonwealth, consists of five members, 
who may be compensated at the rate of $25 per day for the Chairman, 
and $20 per day for a member other than the Chairman. As the terms 
of the members expire, successors are appointed by the same appointive 
power for terms of five years. 


The Authority is charged with investigation to determine the un- 
sanitary and sub-standard housing conditions existing within its juris- 
diction which cannot readily be remedied by private enterprise, and the 
clearance, replanning and reconstruction of such areas. With the approval 
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of the State Housing Board and the Mayor, it is empowered to enter 
into agreement with any agency of Government for assistance, financial 
or otherwise, to remedy such substandard conditions. 


FEDERALLY-AIDED DEVELOPMENTS 


Fifteen Federally-aided developments consisting of 10,156 units in the 
City are now operated by the Authority for the housing of low-income 
families, preference being given to veterans and servicemen. The de- 
velopment in the Bay View section which was constructed by the Au- 
thority was subsequently sold to the federal government to house war 
workers. It was operated by the Authority, under lease from the Federal 
government, and tenancy was later restricted to veterans and servicemen 
with families. On December 31, 1956 title was given to the Authority 
with the development to be used to house low-income families. 

Old Harbor Village, South Boston, the only development built and 
owned by the Federal government, was leased to the Authority to house 
low-income families on May 1, 1938. On December 31, 1958 title to it was 
given to the Authority. 

Local housing authorities are now empowered to build housing for 
elderly persons of low income. The Mayor and the City Council have 
approved erection of an additional 400 apartments under the federally- 
aided program for this purpose. Six sites have been chosen. Architectural 
commissions have been awarded and construction of the first dwelling 
units is scheduled for the summer of 1960. 


STraTE-AIDED DEVELOPMENTS 


The basic Housing Authority Law was amended in 1948 by Chapter 200. 
This legislation provided for State aid to local authorities in building homes 
for veterans’ families of low income by means of State guarantee of the 
principal and interest on local housing authority notes or bonds issued for 
this purpose and annual subsidy by the State not to exceed two and one- 
half per cent of total development costs, for 40 years. Veterans of World 
War II, and other veterans with families of low income, receive preference 
in this program in that order. 

Under this legislation, 3,681 dwelling units have been built and occupied 
in ten developments. 


UrBAN RENEWAL ACTIVITIES 


On December 20, 1957, the Urban Renewal Administration of the 
Housing and Home Finance Agency approved a contract of novation 
which made effective the shift of the urban renewal activities of the Au- 
thority to the newly formed Boston Redevelopment Authority. This 
agency came into existence through legislation passed in the 1957 session 
of the Great and General Court. 

The following developments were initiated by this Authority and have 
been transferred to the Boston Redevelopment Authority for completion: 
New York Streets Area, West End Area, Mattapan Area, South Cove 
Area, and the Charlestown Area.

The Boston Redevelopment Authority, established in accordance with 
Gen. Laws, Chap. 121, as amended by Chap. 150, Acts of 1957, has the 
sole responsibility for urban renewal projects in the City of Boston. 


The Authority was organized in September 1957 and received its cer- 
tificate of organization from the Secretary of the Commonwealth on 
October 4, 1957. 


Under the provisions of the Housing Act of 1949, as amended, the Fed- 
eral Housing and Home Finance Agency is authorized to enter into con- 
tracts with local redevelopment authorities to finance slum clearance and 
urban renewal projects. Two thirds of the net project costs of an urban 
renewal project may be obtained from the Federal Government, the re- 
maining one third must be provided by the local government. 


Recent amendments to Chapter 121 of the General Laws provide 


authority for local communities to carry out urban renewal without 
Federal aid. 


The Authority is presently engaged in a series of projects in various 
stages of planning and execution. A brief description of each project is 
detailed below: 


New York Streets Project UR Mass. 2-1. All land acquisition, reloca- 
tion of families, demolition, grading and site improvements completed. 
The cleared land was sold in 1957 to the Cerel-Druker Redevelopment 
Corporation. The Redevelopment Plan calls for the land to be used for 
light industrial and commercial purposes. In June, 1959, the Boston 
Herald Traveler Corp. moved into its new publishing plant, located on a 
6-acre tract of land between Harrison avenue and Albany street. The 
new building contains about 210,000 square feet of floor area. In June of 
1959, the Graybar Electric Company started work on a new building on 
a two-acre parcel between Washington street and Harrison avenue. The 
new facility is scheduled for completion and occupancy in May, 1960. 
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Another two-acre tract of land is under option with the Westinghouse 
Electric Company. The firm has plans for a new building for the distri- 
bution of its products. In less than two years the redevelopers have com- 
mitted over 80 per cent of the cleared land to new construction. 


West End Project, UR Mass. 2-3. Relocation and demolition opera- 
tions are well ahead of schedule on this project. Less than 10 per cent of 
the 2,900 site occupants remain in the area. Demolition of the.876 build- 
ings is over 60 per cent completed. A leasehold agreement with the rede- 
velopers, Charles River Park, Inc. was entered into in December of 1959 
for all residential and commercial land in the area. New construction is 
scheduled to start early in 1960 on the first group of apartment buildings, 
to contain about 500 dwelling units, in the vicinity of Charles and Allen 
streets. Ground-breaking is planned in March, 1960, for a new seven- 
story building to house the Retina Foundation. This structure will 
occupy a 35,000 square foot tract of land abutting on Staniford street. 


Mattapan Project, Mass. R-5. The Authority has completed final 
plans for the development of approximately 70 acres of predominantly 
vacant land in the Mattapan area for development by an experienced 
New York realty firm for this area. After F.H.A. feasibility for re-use is 
obtained, the Authority will seek the necessary City Council and State 
Housing Board approvals and proceed to carry out the plan which should 
provide about 800 new privately built rental dwelling units. This land 
is the last sizable tract of undeveloped residential land in Boston and its 
proper development will do much to meet the increasing demands for 
rental units, plus stabilizing a desirable residential neighborhood. 


Castle Square Project.. In the fall of 1959 the Authority undertook sur- 
veys and plans to develop an industrial redevelopment project for the 
so-called Castle Square acrea, about 25 ares of land bounded by Castle, 
Washington, Dover and Tremont streets. A redevelopment plan will be 
ready early in 1960 and submitted to the Mayor and City Council. Exe- 
cution of this plan would be a large step toward achieving the objectives 
of the City’s overall General Plan. 


Whitney Redevelopment Area. In August the Boston City Council and 
former Mayor John B. Hynes approved the Authority’s proposal for the 
redevelopment of a seven-acre tract of land bounded by Longwood avenue, 
St. Alphonsus, Tremont streets and Huntington avenue, in the Roxbury 
district. The State Housing Board approved the project on November 16, 
1959. It is proposed to clear about 90 buildings presently on the site after 
some 250 families have been relocated. The proposed re-use plan pro- 
vides for three high-rise apartment buildings; each one will house about 
270 families. The new construction will be undertaken by private limited- — 
dividend corporations, operating under Chapter 121A of the General 
Laws. The success of this project is expected to stimulate a series of 
similar efforts aimed at meeting the demand for new rental housing for 
families of moderate income. An agreement to lease one-third of the 
area for development has been executed with the Beacon Redevelopment 


; 
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Corporation. Negotiations are being completed for the execution of leases 
with two other responsible redevelopers for the remainder of the area. 

The Authority has completed title searches in the project area. Engi- 
neering surveys are being made in preparation for an eminent domain 
taking which is expected to take place in the middle of the year. 

Washington Park. In May, 1959, an application was submitted to the 
Housing and Home Finance Agency for a survey and planning advance 
covering the so-called Washington Park area in Roxbury. The proposal 
is aimed at rehabilitation and conservation, with but 15 per cent to 20 
per cent clearance. The area contains about 186 acres and is bounded 
by Warren, Townsend, Washington and Dudley streets in the Roxbury 
district. The Authority has received the wholehearted support of many 
civic groups in Roxbury on this undertaking. 

Government Center. The planning for the Government Center was com- 
pleted by Adams, Howard and Greeley for the Boston City Planning 
Department in 1959. The Authority is presently preparing a Redevelop- 
ment Plan and an application for Federal financial assistance. The plan 
calls for the clearance of about 50 acres of land in the Scollay, Dock, 
Bowdoin, Adams Square areas. The land will be used for new city, state 
and Federal building, integrated with private commercial structures. 
This project will be one of the major efforts made to revitalize downtown 
Boston and its successful execution is deemed essential to maintain values 
in the central area. 

It is the Authority’s intent to make urban renewal a continuing pro- 
gram to take full advantage of existing State and Federal legislation, and 
to submit applications for additional projects based on the availability of 
funds at both a Federal and City level.

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The Board is known as the Auditorium Commission and consists of 
five officers known as Auditorium Commissioners, who shall be residents 
of the City of Boston and appointed by the Mayor as follows: One com- 
missioner from three candidates nominated by the City of Boston Hotel 
Association, one commissioner from three candidates nominated by the 
Boston Real Estate Board, one commissioner from three candidates 
nominated by the Greater Boston Chamber of Commerce, and two com- 
missioners selected at large by the Mayor.

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Until the completion of the construction of a new city hall, there shall 
be in the city a board, known as the Government Center Commission 
consisting of the Director of Administrative Services of the City, the 
Chairman of the City Planning Board of the City, and the Commissioner 
of Public Works of the City, ex officiis, and four other members appointed 
by the Mayor of the City, as follows: one from three candidates nominated 
by the Associated General Contractors of Massachusetts, Inc., one from 
three candidates nominated by the Building Trades Council of Boston and 
Vicinity, one from three candidates nominated by the Boston Society of 
Architects, and one selected at large by the Mayor. Any vacancy in the 
office of any appointive member shall be filled in the same manner as the 
original appointment. 


The member appointed by the Mayor upon selection at large shall be 
Chairman of the Government Center Commission. Said Commission 
shall elect one of its members as vice chairman, and shall also elect a 
secretary, who need not be a member of the Commission. The members 
of the Government Center Commission shall serve without compensation 
but shall be reimbursed for their traveling and other necessary expenses 
incurred in the performance of their duties. 


The Government Center Commission shall have the power and duty to 
acquire in the name and behalf of the City by purchase or gift from the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority or otherwise or to request the Public 
Improvement Commission of the City to so acquire by eminent domain 
under G. L. Chapter 79 or Chapter 80A from said authority or otherwise, 
a suitable site for a new city hall for the City, and, in acquiring the whole 
or any part of such site from said authority, to assume in the name of the 
City any and all obligations imposed by or under the aforesaid section 
26 LL. Subject to the provisions of sections 44A to 44L, inclusive, of 
Chapter 149 of the General Laws and the provisions of section 6 of Chapter 
418 of the Acts of 1890, as respectively amended, the Government Center 
Commission shall also have the power and duty to contract in the name and 
behalf of said City for the preparation of such site and the planning and 
construction thereon and the original equipping and furnishing of such new 
city hall.

This organization was incorporated under the laws of Massachusetts 
on October 25, 1915. 


The incorporators were twenty-one in number and included, besides 
the Mayor, the Corporation Counsel, the City Auditor, City Treasurer, 
Park Commissioner, the Principal Assessor and fifteen other city employees 
occupying responsible positions. 

Since its incorporation the Credit Union has been functioning for the 
benefit of the city employee by the promotion of thrift among its mem- 
bers and the loaning of money to members in need of financial assistance. 
These loans are made at a low rate of interest, saving the borrower from 
the exorbitant rates charged by loan agencies. During 1959 loans made 
to members amounted to $2,158,999.50 and a total of $30,415,698.00 has 
been loaned since organization. Approximately 90 per cent of the bor- 
rowers have their weekly loan payment deducted from their salary by 
means of the payroll deduction plan. 

The Credit Union at the present time has assets of $1,270,076.91 and 
reserves of $183,940.77, with 11,078 members, 5,138 of which are borrowers. 

Most departments of the City or County government are represented 
on the board of directors which consists of 21 members. Seven of these 
directors are elected each year for a three-year term.

The Commission was established by Special Act of the Legislature, 
for the care, custody and control of the Suffolk County Court House, 
and is required to appoint a Custodian and such other officers as it may 
deem necessary for the proper operation of the building, and to determine 
their term or terms of service. 


The Commission succeeded to the authority given to the Sheriff of 
Suffolk County over the Suffolk County Court House, in Chapter 525 
of the Acts of 1922, and took over the management and control of the 
Court House upon its completion during 1939, by the Special Commis- 
sion created under Chapter 474 of the Acts of 1935 for providing additional 
accommodations and facilities for the Suffolk County Court House. 


A thirty per cent contribution by the Commonwealth to the annual 
costs and charges of maintenance and operation of the Court House began 
in the calendar year 1939 when the additional Court House enlargements 
and improvements, made under authority of Chapter 474 of the Acts of 
1935, were “substantially completed” and in “actual use,” and the re- 
maining seventy per cent is paid by the City of Boston. While the 
Commonwealth now pays thirty per cent of the operating costs of the 
Court House, it has taken no part in its operations, other than the exercise 
of its authority in the make-up of the Commission in charge. 
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All debts and expenses of the County of Suffolk are borne by the City of

Chapter 489 of the Acts of 1906, establishing a court to be known as 
the Boston Juvenile Court for the ‘Care, Custody and Discipline of 
Juvenile Offenders,’”’ provides for the transfer to said court of the juris- 
dictions, authority and powers hitherto vested in the Municipal Court of 
Boston, under Chapter 334 of the Acts of 1903. The Act took effect 
September 1, 1906. 


The jurisdiction of the Court has been increased from time to time so 
that, at the present time, the Court has concurrent jurisdiction with the 
Boston Municipal Court over adults who commit the offences of Con- 
tributing to the Delinquency of Children under the age of 17 and against 
parents for neglect of minor children, and against parents for failing to 
have children attend school.

Brimmer’s term of office till the election of his successor, Thomas A. Davis, the Chairman 
of the Board of Aldermen, William Parker, performed the duties of Mayor. 

In the interim between the death of Mayor Davis, on November 22, 1845, and the 
election on December 11, 1845, of his successor, Josiah Quincy, Jr., Benson Leavitt, Chair- 
man of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor. 

There were three ballotings for the election of Mayor for 1854, between December 12, 
1853, and January 9, 1854. In the meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by 
Benjamin L. Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. J 

In 1873 Mayor Pierce resigned his office on November 29, on his election to the Congress 
of the United States. During the remainder of the municipal year Leonard R. Cutter, 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, served ex officto as Acting Mayor. 

Mayor Collins died on September 14, 1905. Daniel A. Whelton, Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year, viz., 
September 15, 1905, to January 1, 1906. : 

Mayor Tobin, having been elected Governor, resigned January 4, 1945. By Chapter 4 
of the Acts of 1945, the President of the City Council was given all the powers of the 
Mayor and served from January 25, 1945, for the remainder of the year. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 580 of the Acts of 1947, City Clerk John B. Hynes 
served, under the title of Temporary Mayor, with full powers as Mayor, for the period 
from June 26 to November 28, 1947, during the absence of Mayor Curley.

met by the income of said works and any excess over income from taxes; 
that appropriations for the maintenance and operation of parking meters 
and the regulation of parking and other traffic activities incident thereto, 
be met by the income from parking meter fees; that the other appropri- 
ations hereinafter specified be met out of the money remaining in the 
treasury at the close of business on December 31, 1959, exclusive of the 
money raised by loan or needed to carry out the requirements of any 
statute, gift, trust or special appropriation; by the income of the financial 
year beginning January 1, 1960; by taxes on the polls and estates in the 
City of Boston; and by the proceeds of any duly authorized loans. 


Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income of 
the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any de- 
partment or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury, and that all contributions made to any appropriation be 
expended for the objects and purposes directed by the several contribu- 
tors thereof. 


Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the city, and 
all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of the state tax for the 
year 1960, or for any other taxes or assessments payable to the Common- 
wealth, shall be due and payable on July 1, 1960. Interest shall be charged 
at the rate of 4 per cent per annum and computed from October 1, 1960, 
on all real estate and personal property taxes remaining unpaid after 
November 1, 1960, and assessed and payable in the year 1960, before said 
November 1, 1960, until such taxes are paid. All interest which shall have 
become due on taxes shall be added to and be part of such taxes. 


Ordered, That except as the appropriation for any purpose or item shall 
be increased by additional appropriations or transfers lawfully made, no 
money shall be expended by any department for any of the purposes or 
items designated in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out in excess 
of the amount set down as appropriated for such specific purpose or item.

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 3, 
Section 24, of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, we are 
pleased to submit herewith the first annual report of 
the Government Center Commission covering the year 
commencing January 1, 1959, and ended December 31, 
1959. Also incorporated herein are the initial steps 
taken to organize said commission in the months of 
November and December, 1958, upon which a report 
was not submitted previously. 

As this is a new commission established by the Legis- 
lature of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts to pro- 
vide for the construction by the City of Boston of a new 
City Hall and for the equipping and furnishing of said 
new City Hall, we submit below for your information 
and perusal a copy of the enabling act, Chapter 624 of 
the Acts of 1958, and a copy of Chapter 403 of the Acts 
of 1959, an amendment to the enabling act. 
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CHAPTER 624, ACTS OF 1958. 


AN ACT ProvipINnG FoR THE CONSTRUCTION BY THE CITY OF 
Boston or A New City Hat. 


Section 1. The Boston Redevelopment Authority is 
hereby authorized to convey to the City of Boston, with or 
without consideration, a suitable site for a new city hall for 
said city; and said city is hereby authorized to acquire 
by purchase or gift from said authority or otherwise or 
to acquire by eminent domain under chapter seventy-nine 
or chapter eighty A of the General Laws from said authority 
or otherwise, such site and to construct and maintain thereon 
such new city hall. Said city is hereby further authorized to 
assume in acquiring the whole or any part of such site from 
said authority any and all obligations imposed by or under 
section twenty-six LL of chapter one hundred and twenty- 
one of the General Laws. 


SecTIon 2. Until the completion of the construction of 
such new city hall, there shall be in said city a board, known 
as the Government Center Commission, consisting of the 
director of administrative services of said city, the chairman 
of the city planning board of said city, and the commissioner 
of public works of said city, ex officiis, and four other mem- 
bers appointed by the mayor of said city, as follows:— one 
from three candidates nominated by the Associated General 
Contractors of Massachusetts, Inc., one from three candi- 
dates nominated by the Building Trades Council of Boston 
and Vicinity, one from three candidates nominated by the 
Boston Society of Architects, and one selected at large by the 
mayor. Any vacancy in the office of any appointive member 
shall be filled in the same manner as the original appoint- 
ment. 

The member appointed by the mayor upon selection at 
large shall be chairman of the Government Center Commis- 
sion. Said commission shall elect one of its members as vice 
chairman, and shall also elect a secretary, who need not be a 
member of the commission. The members of the Govern- 
ment Center Commission shall serve without compensation 
but shall be reimbursed for their traveling and other neces- 
sary expenses incurred in the performance of their duties. 


SEcTION 3. The Government Center Commission created 
by section two shall have the power and duty to acquire in 
the name and behalf of said city by purchase or gift from 
said authority or otherwise or to request the public improve- 
ment commission of said city to so acquire by eminent domain 
under said chapter seventy-nine or eighty A from said au- 
thority or otherwise, a suitable site for a new city hall for 
said city, and, in acquiring the whole or any part of such site 
from said authority, to assume in the name of said city any 
and all obligations imposed by or under the aforesaid section 
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twenty-six LL. Subject to the provisions of sections forty- 
four A to forty-four L, inclusive, of chapter one hundred and 
forty-nine of the General Laws and the provisions of section 
six of chapter four hundred and eighteen of the acts of 
eighteen hundred and ninety, as respectively amended, the 
Government Center Commission shall also have the power 
and duty to contract in the name and behalf of said city for 
the preparation of such site and the planning and construction 
thereon of such new city hall. 


Section 4. For the purposes of this act said city may from 
time to time borrow not exceeding, in the aggregate, twenty 
million dollars and issue and sell at public sale serial bonds 
or notes of the city therefor which shall be registered or with 
interest coupons attached as the collector-treasurer of said 
city may deem best. Such bonds or notes shall bear on their 
face the words:— City of Boston, New City Hall Loan, Act 
of 1958. Hach issue shall constitute a separate loan, and 
such loans shall be paid in not more than thirty years from 
their dates. Debt incurred from time to time under au- 
thority of this act shall not be included in determining the 
limit of indebtedness of said city as established by law but 
shall, except as herein provided, be subject to the provisions 
applicable to said city of chapter forty-four of the General 
Laws, exclusive of the limitation contained in the first 
paragraph of section seven thereof but including the pro- 
visions of section seventeen thereof relative to temporary 
loans in anticipation of the issue of bonds or notes. 


SecTION 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 
[Approved October 6, 1958.] 


CHAPTER 403, ACTS OF 1959 


AN ACT ProvipINnNG FOR THE EQUIPPING AND FURNISHING OF 
THE NEW CITY HALL IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


SrecTION 1. Section 3 of chapter 624 of the acts of 1958 
is hereby amended by inserting after the word “‘thereon”’ in 
line 16, the words:— and the original equipping and fur- 
nishing — so as to read as follows:— Section 3. The Gov- 
ernment Center Commission created by section two shall 
have the power and duty to acquire in the name and behalf 
of said city by purchase or gift from said authority or other- 
wise or to request the public improvement commission of 
said city to so acquire by eminent domain under said chapter 
seventy-nine or eighty A from said authority or otherwise, 
a suitable site for a new city hall for said city, and, in ac- 
quiring the whole or any part of such site from said author- 
ity, to assume in the name of said city any and all obliga- 
tions imposed by or under the aforesaid section twenty-six 
LL. Subject to the provisions of sections forty-four A to 
forty-four L, inclusive, of chapter one hundred and forty-

nine of the General Laws and the provisions of section six of 
chapter four hundred and eighteen of the acts of eighteen 
hundred and ninety, as respectively amended, the Govern- 
ment Center Commission shall also have the power and duty 
to contract in the name and behalf of said city for the prepara- 
tion of such site and the planning and construction thereon 
and the original equipping and furnishing of such new city 
hall. 


SEecTION 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 
[Approved July 7, 1959.]

In accordance with the provisions of the statute, 
Robert M. Morgan is serving as chairman; M. Murray 
Weiss was elected as vice chairman; and Lawrence W. 
Costello as secretary pro tem. William Arthur Reilly, 
who served in the capacity of secretary pro tem for 
several months, was obliged, because of the pressure of 
other city business, to discontinue in this capacity and 
Mr. Costello, administrative secretary to the Adminis- 
trative Services Board, was elected in his stead. Mr. 
Gaynor Wellings was assigned by the Corporation 
Counsel, at the request of this commission, to serve as 
counsel to the commission. 

Under date of April 6, 1959, notice was received from 
the City Auditor to the effect that $20,000,000 had 
been appropriated for the construction of a new City 
Hall and that liabilities could be incurred at any time 
from that date against this appropriation. However, 
as the necessity for major expenditures did not present 
itself during the past year, the issuance of bonds was not 
required and, under the circumstances, an appropria- 
tion of $50,000 was set aside by the City Auditor for 
current expenses, for which a statement of account as 
of December 31, 1959, is submitted below:

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It will be noted that the only expense for operations 
during the past year involved professional services and 
travel. Through an inadvertence, two items of travel 
for Mr. Reilly and Mr. Weiss were charged to the Gov- 
ernment Center Study, a City Planning Department 
appropriation, amounting to $82.80, which the City 
Auditor allowed to stand. Therefore, the above state- 
ment of account is accurate and precise. 


Concerning reference in the above statement of ac- 
count to Becker & Becker Associates, we entered into a 
contract with this organization under date of June 18, 
1959, for a space utilization study to include preliminary 
and final space utilization layout plans, for which a 
performance bond of $20,000 was furnished by said 
organization. 


The payment of $27,200, covering the first phase of 
said contract, which was completed in August, embraced 
the setting forth of all information concerning the space 
requirements of the proposed new City Hall needed by, 
or useful to, the architect in designing the same, in- 
cluding public lobbies, hearing and conference rooms, 
open office areas, semiprivate office areas, private office 
areas, business machine areas, mail-handling facilities, 
libraries, vaults, supply and storage rooms, toilet 
facilities, maintenance and shop facilities (other than 
mechanical rooms related to operation of building), a 
parking space for municipal vehicles, and including also 
a schematic presentation of public access patterns 
within the proposed new City Hall and of efficient 
physical relationships between functions to be housed 
therein. 


Prior to submission of the final report of Becker & 
Becker Associates, preliminary copies were furnished to 
commission members who, after thorough study and 
consideration, recommended various changes which 
were incorporated in the final report, which was ac- 
cepted and approved on August 27, 1959. 
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The departments involved in the study included the 
following, which are proposed to be housed in the new 
building:

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The report indicates further that the total net area 
requirements of the new City Hall will be 351,778 square 
feet, with approximately 150,000 additional square 
feet in the core area to provide elevators, electric wiring, 
plumbing, and other such service equipment, or a total 
area of approximately 500,000 square feet (70 per cent 
of the area usable and 30 per cent allocated for service 
areas). It was estimated that construction costs would 
range from $27 to $30 a square foot, and the cost of 
furnishing and equipping the new building should not 
exceed $2,000,000. Thus it may be concluded that the 
$20,000,000 authorization for a new City Hall appears, 
at this time, to be adequate. 


The second and third phases of the above-mentioned 
contract include preliminary space utilization layout 
plans and final space utilization layout plans, requiring 
payments of $3,500 and $18,000, respectively, which 
work we trust will be initiated and completed this year. 
As set forth in the statement of account submitted 
above, an encumbrance totaling $48,700 has been made 
to cover the entire three phases of the contract, leaving 
an unencumbered and unexpended balance of $1,272.70 
from the 1959 appropriation of $50,000. 


The selection of Becker & Becker Associates to per- 
form the above work for this commission was the result 
of several inquiries being made into the space consultant 
field, after which it was the consensus that this organiza- 
tion, having had vast experience in this specific type of 
work in connection with the erection of several large 
public buildings throughout the country, was one of the 
finest, if not the best, in the entire profession. The work 
performed to date has been of the highest character and, 
upon completion of the contract, we should have a 
first-class workable plan to supply to an architect which 
not only will be of tremendous value to him but should, 
in turn, decrease our costs for architectural fees sub- 
stantially.

We have been most fortunate in having the facilities 
and services of the City Planning Department extended 
to us in our initial planning. Our initial planning was 
based on a report submitted by Arthur D. Little Com- 
pany issued prior to the establishment of this commission 
and a prospectus of the proposed Government Center 
project as prepared by the City Planning Board in 1958. 
In the early part of December, 1958, two members of 
this commission conferred with representatives of the 
Governor’s Office, the Planning Board, the Redevelop- 
ment Authority, an advisory committee of architects, 
and a site planning group for the purpose of urging all 
parties interested to act promptly in matters concerning 
them, to coordinate their activities, and, particularly, 
to determine specific areas to be occupied by buildings. 
All of these agencies have been most cooperative, but 
progress has been impeded, nevertheless, by several 
acts of indecision on the part of the federal government 
in the selection of a site for a new federal building within 
the confines of the proposed Government Center. This 
factor, coupled with the fact that the constitutionality of 
legislation enacted to construct a new State Office 
Building is being challenged by a group of taxpayers, 
has, of necessity, delayed our plans to comply, as 
quickly as possible, with the mandate given to us by the 
General Court. 


Preliminary discussions have resulted in a tentative 
conclusion by this commission that City Hall Annex 
could be renovated and converted into an office building 
for the School Committee. It was believed that by such 
action a substantial savings estimated between $2,000,- 
000 and $3,000,000 could be realized. It was estimated 
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further that renovation costs providing for air condi- 
tioning, new lighting, and all modern facilities would 
approximate $1,000,000, or $10 per square foot, which 
was considered normal for such alterations. The Annex 
is primarily a civic type structure and, with the expen- 
sive new elevators which were installed the latter part 
of 1958 and some of the floors already renovated, it was 
the consensus that it would be an ideal building for the 
School Committee and would very well fit into the pat- 
tern of the Government Center. Further, it adjoins the 
site of the first public school building in America, which 
would lend historic interest to the location as the center 
of a School Department activity. The sale of the 
present School Committee location would present no 
problem, as there would be a ready market for a building 
of this nature because of its proximity to the courts, the 
State House, and other governmental agencies, includ- 
ing the new Government Center. This building was 
valued by the Arthur D. Little Company at approxi- 
mately $360,000, while City Hall Annex was valued by 
the same organization at $1,100,000. 


Considerable time and study were devoted to the 
manner in which an architect should be selected, includ- 
ing consideration of an open competition, national, inter- 
national, or limited; direct selection; or selection from a 
chosen group of architects, by invitation. After review- 
ing these various methods of selecting an architect, it 
has been decided, tentatively, to consider an open 
competition on a national scale. It was felt that this 
type of competition would draw upon an extraordinary 
wealth and variety of talent, far greater than what 
would be available from any individually selected archi- 
tect or group of architects. In general, it was felt that 
the broader the competition, the greater the range of 
talent. Under the national competition plan, the archi- 
tect would be selected on the basis of his design prepared 
especially for the City Hall building. Its imaginative 
and aesthetic attributes as well as its functional ade- 
quacies would be judged in advance. It would excite 
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sustained interest, curiosity, speculation, and, hence, a 
better understanding and acceptance among the citizens 
of Boston. This would not result from the less news- 
worthy selection of an architect by the direct method. 
It would produce widespread favorable publicity for the 
city at no expense to the city, and the extent of this 
publicity would be in direct proportion to the scope of 
eligibility of the competing architects. At the present 
writing a majority of the commission favors a national 
competition. 


Prior to arriving at a tentative decision in the matter 
of selecting an architect, a meeting was held the latter 
part of April to which were invited several members of 
the Massachusetts State Association of Architects and 
the Boston Society of Architects, many of whom were 
members of the Joint Committee on Competitions. It 
was the majority opinion of this group that international 
competition should be considered because of the wide 
diversity of plans and designs that would be submitted 
from all parts of the world. However, the members of 
this commission considered that the expense and time 
involved would be prohibitive at the present time and 
were of the opinion that national competition would 
result in the securing of a design that would be more in 
line with American architecture and the surroundings 
peculiar to Boston. 


In the event national competition is definitely decided 
upon and members of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects are invited to take part in said competition, (we 
believe this is advisable, necessary, and imperative for 
beneficial results from the standpoints of national pub- 
licity and the selection of the best architectural design), 
we will be obliged to follow a code established by this 
Institute. This code provides for various steps that 
must be taken, including the selection of a jury, the 
appointment of a professional advisor, and the selection 
of finalists. 
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Preliminary discussions were held with Professor 
Walter Bogner of Harvard College, one of the profes- 
sional advisors suggested to the commission by members 
of the Joint Committee on Competition, who outlined 
in detail his past experience and training, the salary his 
services would demand, and other factors pertaining to 
the running of a national competition. Naturally, 
nothing has been decided in the matter of selecting a 
professional advisor until such time as the question as 
to whether or not we will run a national competition has 
been resolved. 


In the matter of running a competition, whether 
national or international, there are many complications 
that might arise where compliance with the Code of the 
American Institute of Architects would conflict with 
statutory requirements that the city is obliged to follow. 
However, our legal counsel informs us that, in his 
opinion, with the cooperation of the American Institute 
of Architects, a competition may be held, subject to 
any legal entanglements being resolved, prior to our 
making final decision. 


It might be well to note here that under date of 
September 1, 1959, a joint resolution was passed by 
Congress establishing a commission to formulate plans 
for a memorial to the late President Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt and granting said commission authority to 
hold a competition or competitions for the proposed 
memorial and to award a suitable prize or prizes in con- 
nection therewith, and granting further authority to 
refuse to employ any successful competitor if the com- 
mission deems that his design should not be used. This 
resolution was approved by the American Institute of 
Architects and, in the event we run a competition, we 
anticipate that similar approval or concessions will be 
granted to this commission by the Institute. 


Certain members of the commission have traveled to 
Washington and New York and have held several in- 
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formal discussions in Boston with representatives of the 
American Institute of Architects regarding competi- 
tions; with Becker & Becker Associates regarding their 
preliminary report on space utilization studies; and 
federal authorities on the location of a site for a new 
Federal Building. 


We have devoted considerable time to a study of the 
character of buildings that would be erected in the 
immediate vicinity of a new City Hall, as this will have 
an ultimate effect on the appearance and location of the 
new building. A City Hall Plaza has been given similar 
consideration, and it has been definitely decided to in- 
corporate a plaza in our final over-all plans. 


We are anxious to inaugurate a crash program this 
year that will take the issue of a new City Hall out of 
the discussion and planning stage and into the archi- 
tectural stage so that a definite plan of design will be 
available in the early part of 1961. It is estimated that, 
in the event we decide upon running a national compe- 
tition, the time necessary to reach our goal will encom- 
pass a period of at least ten months. Although this will 
be a time-consuming operation, we nevertheless feel 
that the results will prove most beneficial to the city, 
and the impact of the publicity anticipated will awaken 
the rest of the country to the fact that Boston is not 
lying dormant but is ready and willing to modernize 
its procedures and techniques in the matter of new con- 
struction. 


With the thought in mind that definite action by this 
commission in the selection of a site for a new City Hall 
might arouse similar action by the federal government, 
we have not only accepted the general concept for the 
development of the Government Center as proposed in 
a report submitted by Adams, Howard and Greeley 
and Associated Consultants to the Planning Board, 
dated September, 1959, but we have requested the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority to take by eminent 
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domain certain parcels of land as the site for the con- 
struction of a new City Hall and such other takings as 
are necessary to develop the areas contiguous to the 
site. The area involved is indicated as Parcels 9 and 
10, Figure 6, page 29 of said report. 


As soon as the aforementioned taking has been ex- 
pedited, or some time prior to the actual taking, con- 
sideration will be given to the following matters which, 
of necessity, have been deferred: 


1. Rental of Office Space. 

During the past fourteen months we have been 
meeting at the office of the Director of Administrative 
Services and were obliged, on one occasion, to use the 
Planning Board Hearing Room when invitations were 
extended to the architectural group, and the offices of 
the Boston Redevelopment Authority on another occa- 
sion. Because of the nature of our business and the 
lack of satisfactory or suitable space in the present 
Hall or Annex, we would propose to rent office space in 
one of the office buildings in close proximity to City 
Hall. Two of our members have been making individual 
surveys of available space with a view to securing the 
maximum space available at minimum cost, and upon 
their findings and recommendations will be based our 
decision. Even though space were available in the 
confines of the present City Hall or Annex, we believe, in 
the carrying out of our obligations as set forth in the 
statutes, a certain amount of privacy and remoteness 
from everyday city activities is not only necessary but 
essential to the success of our operations. 


2. Appointment of a Full-time Secretary. 

Since the establishment of this commission we have 
been fortunate in not being obliged to hire a full-time 
secretary, as both Mr. Reilly and Mr. Costello have 
graciously offered their services without compensation. 
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However, the time is arriving, after office space has 
been obtained, when it will be necessary to appoint a 
full-time secretary who will handle correspondence, 
minutes of Board meetings, and the tremendous amount 
of paper work that will be entailed in future operations. 


3. Secure an official opinion from the Law Department 
as to the legality of this commission running a compe- 
tition. 


4. If the commission decides to run a competition, the 
services of a professional advisor will have to be con- 
sidered, as he will assume the responsibility of direct- 
ing the conduct of a competition. 


The carrying out of a project of the magnitude of the 
Government Center requires the close collaboration of a 
number of public and private agencies, and it is largely 
on the effectiveness of this collaboration that its success 
will depend. The construction of a new City Hall, 
with which this commission is immediately concerned, 
is only one segment of the over-all Government Center 
picture, and, although we are prepared to go ahead 
with our plans as quickly as possible, we feel obliged 
to consider many other factors in addition to actions by 
both federal and state governments in the construction 
of a Federal Building and a State Office Building or 
Buildings, respectively. Other agencies upon which the 
finalizing of a definite plan for a new City Hall depends 
include the City Public Works Department and the 
Traffic Commission, which agencies will be responsible 
for the designing and construction of a local street 
system within the area. The State Department of 
Public Works and the Massachusetts Turnpike Author- 
ity likewise will be responsible for improvements in the 
major highway system within the project area and the 
working out of plans for approaches to the Sumner 
Tunnel. 
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It is our sincere hope that pending litigation and 
definite sites for a new Federal Building and State 
Office Building or Buildings will be resolved at the 
earliest possible date in order that we may go ahead 
with our proposed plans during the current year.

In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Sixty 





Be ut ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section 1 of chapter 40A of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947, as appearing in section 2 of chap- 
ter 7 of the Ordinances of 1956, is hereby amended by 
striking out clause (64) and inserting in place thereof 
the following clause: — 

(54) Cemetery Chapel, Use of. The charge to be 
paid to the cemetery division of the parks and recre- 
ation department for using for a funeral or memorial 
service a cemetery chapel shall be $25.00. 

SecTion 2. Said section 1 of said chapter 40A, as so 
appearing, is hereby further amended by striking out 
clause (55) and inserting in place thereof the following 
clause :— 

(55) Cemetery Grave Opening Charges. The charge 
to be paid to the cemetery division of the parks and 
recreation department for opening a grave for an in- 
terment or removal between the hours of 8:00 a.m. and 
4:00 p.m. on any day other than a Saturday, Sunday 
or legal holiday, hereinafter called regular cemetery 
hours, shall be $40.00; and the charge to be paid as 
aforesaid for opening a grave for an interment or re- 
moval at any other time shall be $50.00; provided, that 
the charge to be paid as aforesaid for opening a grave 
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for the interment or removal of the remains of an infant 
dying before attaining the age of six months or the 
cremated remains of any deceased person shall be, in 
the case of such an interment or removal during regular 
cemetery hours, $25.00, and in the case of such an 
interment or removal at any other time, $35.00; and 
provided also, that the charge to be paid as aforesaid 
for opening a grave for two simultaneous interments or 
two simultaneous removals during regular cemetery 
hours shall be $50.00, and at any other time $60.00, 
unless both interments or removals are of the remains 
of infants dying as aforesaid or of cremated remains, in 
which case such charge shall be, if such interments or 
removals are during regular cemetery hours, $35.00, 
and if they are not during such hours, $45.00. The 
charge to be paid as aforesaid for raising from an opened 
grave the remains of a deceased person shall be $10.00, 
and for transporting such remains from one grave to 
another within the same cemetery, an additional 
$10.00; except that the charge to be so paid for raising 
from an opened grave the remains of an infant dying 
before attaining the age of six months or the cremated 
remains of any deceased person shall be $5.00, and for 
transporting such remains from one grave to another 
within the same cemetery, an additional $5.00. 

SECTION 3. Said section 1 of said chapter 40A, as so 
appearing, is hereby further amended by striking out 
clause (57) and inserting in place thereof the following 
clause :— 


(57) Cemetery Monument Foundation Charge. The 
charge to be paid to the cemetery division of the parks 
and recreation department for constructing a foundation 
for a headstone or monument shall be $10.00 for each 
full square foot of surface area and $2.50 for each 
additional quarter of a square foot or fraction thereof.

INDEPENDENCE DAY ORATION, 1960

Your Honor, Mayor Collins, Mr. Chairman, Reverend 
Clergy, Distinguished Guests, and My Fellow Citizens. 

We gather here in Faneuil Hall, the Cradle of 
Liberty, to commemorate the signing of the Dec- 
laration of Independence 184 years ago today. 

It is a great honor to be the speaker at such a 
significant occasion, and to join the distinguished 
citizens who have appeared here annually for several 
generations. It is an inspiration to read their names, 
symbolic of liberty and justice. Amongst them 
are noted statesmen, educators, churchmen and judges: 
John Quincy Adams, Charles W. Eliot, Daniel L. 
Marsh, William Cardinal O’Connell, Richard J. 
Cardinal Cushing, Rev. John J. Horton, Henry 
Cabot Lodge, Horace Mann, Edward Everett Hale, 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, Lemuel Shaw and Louis 
D. Brandeis. It is a particularly rare honor that 
Mayor Collins bestowed upon me, a woman, only 
the third woman of 177 speakers, and the first woman 
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speaker born and brought up in Boston. I thank 
you, Mayor Collins, for this tribute to me and to 
my sex. 

I have spoken from the platform of Faneuil Hall 
on several occasions, at meetings marking the cele- 
bration of victories in war and peace, and at protest 
meetings against persecutions, but at no time have 
I been as touched as I am today. In memory I see, 
through the pages of my history school book, a little 
boy standing at the door of the hall where Congress 
was discussing the Declaration of Independence. 
His grandfather is standing near the bell waiting 
for word of the adoption of the Declaration. I hear 
the stirring words of the boy shouting, ‘Ring, 
Grandpa, Ring—Oh ring for Liberty’’—and Freedom 
and Equality for all were proclaimed throughout 
the 13 colonies. The immortal Declaration of In- 
dependence was born. Today through inspiration, 
faith, vision, sacrifice and work, the principle of 
Freedom for All has been established in the 50 states 
of our great nation. Freedom is our heritage. The 
major purpose of our Government is to make it 
possible for all people to enjoy freedom and to 
strengthen and preserve our ‘‘inalienable rights’’— 
Life, Liberty and the Pursuit of Happiness. 

Freedom which touches the human heart and 
soul, as well as the mind, has been written about 
extensively. It has been a favorite subject of poets, 
musicians and artists in their creative work. Before 
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preparing this address, I thought of how much there 
was to read with the vast amount of history and 
literature available. It seemed like a _herculean 
task and one which would result in much repetition. 
Then there came to me the advice to the young poet. 
He was told when he wished to write an immortal 
song. ‘‘Look into your own heart and write.”’ So, 
in planning this oration, I looked into my own heart 
and I speak as an American, giving you my personal 
experiences aS a woman, as a Jewess and as a Judge. 

It appears appropriate for a woman speaker to 
discuss the effect of the Declaration of Independence 
upon women. Hope soared in their hearts as they 
heard the enunciation of its principles of equality 
for all men, not a particular class or sect, but all men. 

This did not mean that they were equal in mental 
ability or had the same physical characteristics, but 
that they were all entitled to equality of opportunity 
and equality of privilege. It meant that all men 
are equal before the law. 

The Declaration of Independence further asserted 
that ‘‘All men are endowed by their Creator with 
certain inalienable rights, that among these are 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness.”’ It was 
assumed that ‘‘men’’ was used in the generic sense, 
including all mankind—which means women as 
well as men. But in spite of the proclamation of 
the principles of freedom enunciated in the Declara- 
tion of Independence, one half of the population 
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of the nation, namely women, were not equal to men 
before the law. Women were denied equal oppor- 
tunity with men to develop their inherent capac- 
ities, and their freedoms were largely curtailed. 

Abigail Adams wrote to John Adams in 1776 
when he was attending the Continental Congress, 
“Tf particular care and attention are not paid to the 
ladies we are determined to foment a rebellion and 
will not hold ourselves bound to obey any laws in 
which we have no vote or representation. ”’ 

This was almost the first gun fired in a campaign 
for Women’s Freedom. 

Liberty and freedom were mere oratorical words 
to women in 1776. Women, whether married or not, 
were classed with infants and insane persons and 
denied the right to vote. They could not hold public 
office, they had no share in law-making, jury duty 
was barred to them. 

On marriage a woman lost her legal identity for 
various business functions; such property as she may 
have brought with her into marriage became her 
husband’s, subject to his management and control. 

Wife and husband were one and the husband was 
the one. A wife became the property of her husband 
and except in Massachusetts he could beat her. 
There was, however, one stipulation, the stick must 
be no bigger than his thumb, so it behooved every 
bride to examine the size of the thumb of her pro- 
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spective husband. At the marriage ceremony the 
groom would state with love and devotion ‘With 
all my worldly goods, I thee endow” and he promptly 
became the possessor of everything she owned. The 
wife could not sue nor be sued. The husband re- 
gardless of his qualifications was the sole guardian 
of their children. 

Women were not admitted to higher schools of 
learning nor could they practice a profession; nor 
were they permitted, even in the great movement of 
anti-slavery, to speak from a public platform. Their 
freedom to belong to an organization was restricted 
almost to a seamstress society or a book club. There 
was no freedom for women to select the type of work 
they desired. 

A perusal of the denial of the many freedoms to 
women indicated that the great immortal truths of 
the Declaration of Independence were, as far as 
women were concerned, theoretical ideas only and 
needed to be translated into reality. 

Women, as human beings, were also created equal, 
and were also entitled by their Creator with the same 
inalienable rights as men. 

Mr. Justice Frankfurter of the United States 
Supreme Court in a speech about Thomas Jefferson 
well stated that ‘“‘The significance of the Declaration 
of Independence does not lie in the ideas which it 
expressed, but in their realization and their continuing 
ferment.”’ He (Jefferson) made abstract notions about 
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freedom a dominating faith and thereby the dynamic 
element in the strivings of man. 

The ideas expressed in the Declaration of In- 
dependence began to ‘“ferment’’, as stated above, 
for women as well as for men. Some years thereafter 
a bloodless battle for their ‘‘realization” was begun 
by liberal men and women who banded together in 
the Women’s Rights movement. Their goal was to 
work for the educational opportunities and legal and 
political equality for women. The Women’s Rights 
movement took its place among the great social 
struggles of the 19th and 20th centuries. Among the 
leaders were William Lloyd Garrison and Wendell 
Phillips. 

Side by side with men, women leaders organized, 
wrote, spoke and lobbied in legislative halls to remove 
their grievances. Carrie Chapman Catt sounded the 
clarion call to all. ‘‘We must replenish the fires of 
human freedom.’’ They went to the Declaration of 
Independence for their authority when they claimed 
for women the great liberties that men had achieved. 
A small number of heroic pioneers brought about a 
change in the fundamentals of American life. They 
appealed to the sense of justice of American men to 
make democracy complete and men responded. 

The First Women’s Rights Convention took place 
in Seneca Falls, New York, in July of 1848. The 
period of 1840 to 1940 was called the Women’s Century. 
The long hard battle to achieve equality continued 
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until the 19th Amendment giving women the right 
to vote throughout the nation was ratified on August 
6, 1920. 

I had the great privilege as a young girl at college 
and thereafter to participate in this battle for equal 
rights for women. Accompanied by the great im- 
mortal pioneers amongst whom were Carrie Chapman 
Catt, Maude Wood Park, Alice Stone Blackwell, 
Anna Howard Shaw, in Boston, New York, and 
throughout New England, I brought my plea for 
votes for women. I spoke from soapboxes at corners 
of streets, and from open automobiles, at times 
dodging such missiles as stale eggs and overripe 
tomatoes, hurled by alcoholic listeners. I brought 
my message at noontime to factory meetings and 
spoke at theatres during intermissions between the 
acts, by special permission of liberal managers. I 
marched in suffrage parades, organized and became 
president of the first equal suffrage college association 
at Boston University. 

The ‘‘ferment’’ worked because of the hard work of 
liberal men and women who brought a ‘“‘realization”’ of 
the ideas of the Declaration of Independence for wom- 
en as wellas men. We, the women of today, are the 
successors of those courageous trail blazers of history, 
those heroic pioneers who fought and won and opened 
the doors of freedom to the women of our generation. 


I am the living exhibit of the recipient of the 
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freedoms which had been denied to women and were 
extended to them during my lifetime or shortly before. 

1. I have the right to vote. This fundamental 
freedom was not granted to women until 1920. 

2. I became a member of the American Bar 
Association at their invitation. Women were not 
admitted until 1918. 

3. Even though I am a female, I speak at the 
gracious invitation of Mayor Collins from a public 
platform in Faneuil Hall to a mixed audience. 

4. I combine the duties of homemaker, wife, 
and mother with a career. Women were not per- 
mitted to practice law until the latter part of the 
19th century. Only seven trades were open to them. 
At present I believe they take their place in every 
trade and profession, except as has been said face- 
tiously, that of prize fighter and telephone linesman. 

5. I am equal guardian, with my husband, of 
my children. | 

6. I have held public elective office in Boston. 

7. Ihold public office as a Judge, through appoint- 
ment. 

8. As a Judge, I preside over trials with women 
on the Jury. 

For more than twenty years I worked to obtain 
jury service for women in Massachusetts, appealing 
to the Legislature annually as the representative of 
the League of Women Voters. When the jury service 
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bill for women was passed about ten years ago, I 
was presented with one of the quills which was used 
to sign the bill. 

In all the days of history, no century brought 
to men so many rights—so much freedom—as the 
100 years from 1840 to 1940 has brought to women. 
It was not a peaceful period. One hundred and 
twenty-eight wars between nations were fought within 
the century. Yet, in the Women’s Campaign, no 
blood was shed, no lives were lost, as women, aided 
by men, took collective action to remedy their griev- 
ances. 

Today there were over twenty-two million women 
workers of whom one half are married. . They hold 
one third of the nation’s jobs. They are one third 
of the college students. They hold important posts 
in the business and industrial world. Three hundred 
and forty-seven women sit in the State Legislatures 
of our nation; seventeen are in the U. 8. Congress. 
In Massachusetts, we have three women in the Senate 
and five women in the House. 

Running a home and rearing a family is the most 
important and gratifying call upon a woman, but it 
is essential that she also fulfill her role as a citizen. 
Numerous women have accepted the double challenge 
and have given outstanding service to the nation. 
Today, women of voting age outnumber men by nearly 
five million. How important this is in the year of a 
Presidential Election. Women are the key factors 
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in any election, not only through casting their ballots, 
but in getting out the vote and arousing the citizenry 
from their indifference and alerting them to active 
participation. With women equal to men under the 
law, our government is a government of the people, 
by the people, and for the people. 

The granting of freedoms to women had a beneficial 
effect on the nation. 

‘““As unto the bow the cord 1s, 
So unto man is woman. 
Though she bends him, 
Yet she obeys him, 
Though she leads him 
Yet she follows — 
Useless each without the other.” 

As I stand on the platform in the Cradle of 
Liberty, the freedom which was promulgated by 
the Declaration of Independence has particular sig- 
nificance to me, not only as a woman, but as a Jewess, 
whose parents fled to America from Czaristic Russia 
to escape persecution, and who came here in search 
of freedom. 

I think of some of the lines written by Emma 
Lazarus inscribed on the base of the Statue of Liberty 
in New York Harbor. ‘Give me your tired, your 
poor, your huddled masses yearning to breathe free. 
Send them, tempest-tossed, to me. I lift my lamp 
beside the Golden Door.” 
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So many times my parents told me and my sisters, 
as little children, how they came to America in the 
steerage of a slow sailing vessel, physically impov- 
erished from their furtive flight and from the 
oppression of Russia. How their hearts leaped with 
hope when they first caught sight of the Statue of 
Liberty which welcomed them to America as free 
persons! With joyous tears they thanked God for 
his Divine Providence for bringing them to the Land 
of Liberty. 

This was a haven for many races who had been 
oppressed in their native lands. To the Jews, America 
which promulgated freedom for all was not only 
their salvation, it was the answer to all their prayers. 
For more than 2,000 years they had been physically 
persecuted, socially ostracized, restricted in employ- 
ment, barred from education, forbidden to practice 
their religion. They had been tortured in the Rus- 
sian Massacres and in the fires of the Spanish In- 
quisition. Six million Jews had been exterminated 
in the gas chambers and in devious barbaric manner 
by Nazi tyranny. But here in America, the Jews, 
the Irish, the Poles, the Italians, are free—as free 
as those who came over in the Mayflower. Here all 
races had the right to liberty and the pursuit of hap- 
piness. 

Do you understand then why, today, commemo- 
rating the birthday of Freedom, I am very deeply 
touched? As I stand here, my heart is stirred through 
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memory. I hear again the glowing tributes to free 
America from the men and women from the ages 
of 17 to 65, of more than 24 nationalities, refugees, 
whom I taught in Americanization classes for five 
years in the public evening schools: I hear again 
the voices of my beloved departed parents saying, 
‘““America is a golden land of freedom. Here in 
America, you, my children, even if you are girls, 
will become educated. You need not hide in the 
loft of the barn to read a book, like your mother did 
in Russia. In America, you can speak freely, you 
need not be afraid.” 

There was inculcated in my heart and in the hearts 
of my three sisters, all born in Boston, not only a 
reverence and loyalty to America, but a deep love. 
My parents, having suffered so deeply, did not take 
America for granted. It was the land which recog- 
nized them as human beings. Here they walked 
unafraid. The prophecies of my parents as to the 
meaning of freedom were true. Their children, 
even if they were girls, became doctors and lawyers, 
married, have families and are trying to repay America 
for her gift of freedom to our parents and to us. 

We learned that in America it made no difference 
where your cradle, or your mother’s cradle was rocked, 
in Russia, Italy, Ireland, or the Mayflower. 

All citizens were equal. The exultation of living 
a free man’s life was inspiring and productive of 
service to blessed America. | 
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The spark of freedom upon the Jews was planted 
in their hearts centuries ago—when the Old Testament 
was written and when Moses received the Ten Com- 
mandments on Mt. Sinai. The hope of freedom 
sustained the Jews during their slavery in Egypt, 
it inspired them to wander for forty years to the 
Promised Land where each man was to have human 
dignity, where he could worship God as he wished, 
where social justice would prevail. 

The Bible, the Code of Ethics and the religious 
tenets of the Jew, had as its fundamental philosophy 
Freedom and Equal Justice for All under God. The 
Jewish prophets, sages, and scribes had preached and 
written for generations about the equality of all men 
and their God-given right of Freedom. So it is not 
surprising to learn that our Puritan fathers, creating 
and building our nation, took as the foundations the 
democratic cornerstone and precepts of ‘freedom 
for all” from the Jews. The Puritans accepted and 
openly acknowledged their indebtedness to the Jew- 
ish tradition. ‘The inscription on the Liberty Bell 
came from the Old Testament, ‘‘And ye shall pro- 
claim Liberty throughout the land unto all the in- 
habitants thereof’? (Leviticus). William Lecky, the 
great British historian said, ‘‘Hebraic mortar ce- 
mented the foundations of American democracy.”’ 
It is, therefore, easy to understand why America, 
which means so very much to all races, had a very 
particular significance to the Jew. His deep passion 
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for human freedom, personal dignity, and social jus- 
tice was the backbone of his religion. 

The same hunger for liberty was not only in the 
heart of the Jew, but in the heart of the Irish, the 
Italian, the Quaker, the Hungarian, the Negro, the 
Greek and other races which were oppressed, and 
were seeking freedom and progress. 

More than thirty-nine million immigrants came to 
America between 1820 and the present time. Each 
race and each religion made a valuable contribution 
to the building of America through their labor, through 
their gifts of mind, through their culture, and above 
all, through their spirit and faith in God. 

Today all are Americans, and we pay our grateful 
tribute to Thomas Jefferson and the founding fathers 
for their vision, their courage and their self-sacrifice, 
and the Anglo-Saxon tradition. 

In order to safeguard the heritage of freedom which 
was given to us, we must always remember that our 
government is a government of laws, and not of men. 
This vital principle is especially important today 
when Nations rule by force, and dictators are on the 
march. 

The President of the United States has set aside 
May 1 as Law Day in the Nation. In his Proclamation, 
he declares that ‘‘the Rule of Law is the Keystone of 
Peace and Order in our National and International 
Life.’”’ Our Freedoms are meaningless unless there is 
law to protect them. The purpose of the law is to 
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protect the rights of the individual, his person, his 
property, not only from injustices committed by other 
persons but also against abuses of government. 

There must be laws to enforce equality, so that 
no particular person or group receives special privileges 
to the detriment of others, or to the enhancement of 
his rights above others. Rights of one person cannot 
interfere with the rights of other individuals. As has 
been said in common parlance, ‘‘ Your right to swing 
your arm ends where the other person’s nose begins. ’’ 

Nor can the rights of one person interfere with the 
welfare of the people as a whole. 

“The true administration of justice is the firmest 
pillar of good government.’’ The courts have been 
established as an independent branch of our govern- 
ment to help insure our freedoms. 

I am deeply touched and humble because of the 
rare privilege I have and have had as a judge for 
almost twenty-three years, to help preserve our freedom, 
our most precious heritage. 

Judge Harold R. Medina said, ‘‘We must not 
confuse freedom with unbridled license.’’ Such con- 
fusion, lack of respect for authority and law, is pre- 
senting a grave challenge to our Nation today through 
increase in crime. 

In order to preserve our liberties we must start 
with our domestic problems. The home is the most 
important institution in our country. The startling 
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rise of juvenile delinquency, especially in crimes of 
violence, has alerted us to a coordination of all our 
forces for preparedness of parents in bringing up 
ehildren. An ounce of prevention is worth a pound of 
cure. It is better to build a fence at the top of a 
precipice than to place an ambulance at the bottom. 

Adults must set a proper pattern for behavior. 
Behavior is caught, not taught. Adult crime, moral 
turpitude, quiz frauds, payola, bribery, and other 
violations of law inculcate the young with a scorn for 
the rights of others, with the negation of the principle 
of equality for all, proclaimed by our Founding Fathers. 

Unless we have respect for authority, a government 
of laws, not of men, the basic truths of the Declaration 
of Independence are mere words only enunciating 
great principles, but theoretical only and barren in 
fulfillment. 

There are great challenges confronting us in the 
decade beginning in 1960, as there were in 1776— 
when the Liberty Bell pealed forth its clarion notes 
of Freedom for All. The most important of all is 
Peace. Without Peace we cannot enjoy the blessings 
of Liberty. An assured Peace will only come if all 
the people want it enough to work and sacrifice for it. 

The dramatic world events of the last years—the 
race for nuclear power, the launching of satellites and 
rockets in outer space, the subtle threats by hostile 
nations of the use of atom and H bombs and deadliest 
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weapons—alert us to the dangers confronting the 
existence of civilization. 

Russia and its satellites and Red China, with their 
devastating philosophy of communism would not only 
completely destroy the Freedoms proclaimed on July 
4, 1776—of Equality for all—but threaten complete 
annihilation. 

The failure of the Summit Conference, brought on 
by the deliberate action of Khrushchev, the proclaimed 
leader of the Soviet Union, the extensive and dangerous 
riots in Japan, the unrest and turmoil in Cuba, in 
Okinawa, in Korea and other parts of the world, the 
planned firing in Quemoy—especially at a time when 
the President of the United States was seeking to 
bring offerings of good will from the United States— 
are dire warnings of impending assaults on that 
Freedom of Peoples which was proclaimed on In- 
dependence Day, July 4, 1776. 

We received a precious heritage on July 4, 1776, 
through the Declaration of Independence. Let us 
preserve our heritage by assuming the responsibilities 
and duties of American citizenship as well as enjoying 
the privileges of liberty and freedom. Let us, in 
return for the blessings of freedom which we and 
our children have received, give our fullest measure of 
devotion to our beloved America. 

Let me close with some of the inspired and stirring 
words spoken by Rabbi Roland Gittelsohn, now 
Rabbi of Temple Israel, Boston, at the Dedication 
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of the Cemetery at Iwo Jima at the end of the Second 
World War. 

‘“We dedicate ourselves, first, to live together in 
peace the way they fought and are buried in this war. 
Here lie men who loved America because their an- 
cestors generations ago helped in her founding, and 
other men who loved her with equal passion because 
they themselves or their own fathers escaped from 
oppression to her blessed shores. Here lie officers 
and men, Negroes and whites, rich men and 
poor . . . together. Here are Protestants, Cath- 
olics, and Jews . . . together. Here no man 
prefers another because of his faith or despises him 
because of his color. Here there are no quotas of 
how many from each group are admitted or aliowed. 
Among these men there is no discrimination. No 
prejudices. No hatred. Theirs is the highest and 
purest democracy. 

“To this, then, as our solemn, sacred duty, do 
we the living now dedicate ourselves; to the right of 
Protestants, Catholics, and Jews, of white men and 
Negroes alike, to enjoy the democracy for which 
all of them have here paid the price.”’

SIR: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the Collector- 
Treasurer of the City of Boston for the period from 
January 1, 1957, to April 30, 1958, and submit the 
following report thereon: 

The financial transactions of the city, as shown on 
the records of the Collector-Treasurer were examined, 
checked, and compared with the records in the office of 
the City Auditor for the period of the audit. 

The books and accounts in the Auditor’s office were 
examined. ‘The recorded receipts were compared with 
the Collector-Treasurer’s books, as City Treasurer and 
as City Collector, while the recorded payments were 
checked with the treasury warrants and with the 
disbursements as shown by the books of the City 
Treasurer. The appropriations, transfers, and loan 
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authorizations, as recorded on the Auditor’s books, 
were verified by comparison with the City Clerk’s 
records of financial votes passed by the City Council. 

The general and appropriation ledger accounts were 
analyzed, a trial balance proving the accounts to be in 
balance was taken off, the necessary adjustments 
resulting from the audit were made, and a balance 
sheet, showing the financial condition of the city as of 
April 30, 1958, was prepared and is appended to this 
report. 

An examination of the appended balance sheet, 

«together with the appended detailed exhibits, shows a 
large number of outstanding tax, excise, assessment, 
departmental and water accounts which are long past 
due. It is recommended that the Collector-Treasurer, 
with the full cooperation of all city departments con- 
cerned, make a determined effort to collect these 
accounts, and, if any of the charges are determined to 
be uncollectible, that they be considered for abate- 
ment. The procuring of a prompt and complete settle- 
ment of the delinquent accounts would materially 
umprove the financial condition of the city. 

The books and accounts of the Collector-Treasurer, 
as City Treasurer, were examined and checked in 
detail. The recorded receipts were analyzed and checked 
with the records of the City Auditor, with the records 
of collections by the Collector-Treasurer, as City 
Collector, with the departmental records of payments 
to the Collector-Treasurer, and with other sources 
from which money was paid into the city treasury. 
The recorded payments were checked with the treasury 
warrants authorizing the disbursement of city funds 
and with the Auditor’s records. 

The cash books were footed, and the cash balance on 
April 30, 1958, as shown by the Treasurer’s books, was 
verified by actual count of the cash in the office, by 
listing the memoranda in lieu of cash, and by reconcilia- 
tion of the bank balances with statements furnished 
by the banks of deposit. 

The recorded payments on account of maturing debt 
and interest were proved with the amounts falling due 
during the period covered by the audit and compared 
with the cancelled bonds and coupons on file. The 
bonds outstanding on April 30, 1958, were listed, and, 
together with the amount deposited with the City 
Treasurer in advance of maturities, were reconciled 
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with the balance in the bond account as shown by the 
City Auditor’s controlling accounts. 

It was noted that no adequate controls were main- 
tained for reconciling the interest account, and ac- 
cordingly, assistance was rendered in setting up a new 
detailed debt record as of January 1, 1959, which 
provides for more adequate controls of the maturing 
debt and interest accounts by the Treasurer and by the 
Auditor, and facilitates the reconciliation of the out-~ 
standing bonds and coupons with the controlling 
accounts. 

The records of payroll deductions on account of 
Federal taxes, for Blue Cross and Blue Shield member- 
ships, for union dues, for payments to municipal credit 
unions, and for the purchase of savings bonds were 
examined and checked. The deductions were totaled, 
the payments to the proper agencies were verified, and 
the balances on hand were reconciled with the Treas- 
urer’s controlling accounts and with the Auditor’s 
ledger accounts. 

The records of the sundry tailings accounts, as well 
as of the other special accounts, as kept by the City 
Treasurer, were examined, listed, and proved with the 
City Auditor’s ledger controls. 

The savings bank books and securities representing 
the investments of the several sinking, trust, invest- 
ment, and retirement funds in custody of the City 
Treasurer were examined and listed. The sales and 
purchases of securities were checked with the broker’s 
statements, and the premiums, discounts, and accrued 
interest were verified. ‘The income was figured and the 
dividends on stocks were checked. ‘The transactions 
and balances in the several funds were compared and 
proved with the Treasurer’s controlling accounts, and, 
in the case of the retirement funds, with the records of 
the Retirement Board. The cash balances in the several 
funds were proved by reconciling the bank balances 
with statements furnished by the banks of deposit. 

Among the assets of the sinking funds are notes of 
the Boston Metropolitan District carried at a book 
value of $39,045,784.78 as of April 30, 1958, by which 
that district guarantees the payment of maturing 
principal and interest on the outstanding rapid transit 
debt if earnings and resources are not sufficient to meet 
the same, and also pledges the district to reimburse the 
city for all loss on the sale of United States government 
obligations held in the rapid transit sinking funds. 
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The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by 
the city were examined and checked in detail. The 
amounts added to the tax title account were checked 
with the City Collector’s books and with the Auditor’s 
records; the abatements, disclaimers, and foreclosures 
_ were verified; the redemptions and sales were checked 
with the entries in the Treasurer’s cash book; and the 
tax titles and tax possessions on hand April 30, 1958, 
were listed, proved with the Treasurer’s controlling 
accounts, and reconciled with the Auditor’s ledger 
accounts. The tax title and tax possession transactions 
were further verified by comparison with the records 
at the Registry of Deeds. 

It is recommended that foreclosure proceedings be 
instituted on all tax titles held over two years in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of section 50, chapter 60, 
General Laws, and that all foreclosures of tax titles be 
reported to the Auditing Department promptly, in 
order that the Auditor’s ledger may show the current 
status of the accounts. 

The books and accounts of the Collector-Treasurer 
as City Collector, were examined and checked in detail. 
The taxes, motor vehicle and trailer excise, special 
assessments, and water liens added to taxes which were 
outstanding on January 1, 1957, as well as all subsequent 
levies committed to April 30, 1958, were audited and 
proved with the warrants issued for their collection. 
The recorded collections were checked with the pay- 
ments to the Treasurer as shown by the Treasurer’s 
and the Auditor’s books; the abatements, as entered, 
were compared with the Assessors’ records of abate- 
ments granted; the transfers to the tax title account 
were checked with the Treasurer’s records of tax titles 
held by the city; and the outstanding accounts were 
listed, proved with the Collector’s controlling accounts, 
and reconciled with the Auditor’s ledger accounts. 

The records of departmental and water accounts 
receivable were examined and checked. The accounts 
outstanding on January 1, 1957, together with all 
subsequent commitments to April 380, 1958, were 
audited and proved. ‘The recorded collections were 
compared with the payments to the Treasurer as 
entered on the Treasurer’s and the Auditor’s books, 
the abatements were checked with the water and other 
departmental records of abatements granted, the water 
liens added to taxes were verified, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed, proved with the Collector’s 
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controlling accounts, and reconciled with the Auditor’s 
general ledger accounts. The outstanding water ac- 
counts were also checked in detail with the consumers’ 
ledger cards kept in the Water Department. 

Further verification of the outstanding tax, excise, 
assessment, departmental, and water accounts, as well 
as of the tax title accounts, was made by mailing notices 
to a large number of persons whose names appeared on 
the books as owing money to the city, the replies 
received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, 
are correct. 

The records of deferred sewer, street, and sidewalk 
assessments were examined. The payments in advance 
were checked with the Treasurer’s receipts as shown 
by the Treasurer’s and the Auditor’s books. ‘The 
apportionments were verified, the amounts due and 
added to taxes were proved, while the apportionments 
due in future years were listed and reconciled with the 
Collector’s controls and with the Auditor’s deferred 
revenue ledger accounts. 

The Collector’s records of receipts from guarantee 
deposits for street openings, private ways, and water 
services were examined and checked with the available 
records in the departments responsible for the per- 
formance of the work. The departmental records of 
guarantee deposits were analyzed for the period of the 
audit. The deposits received were checked with the 
payments to the Collector-Treasurer, the payments to 
the city and to contractors for the cost of work done 
were proved, the refunds to depositors were verified, 
and the deposits on hand April 30, 1958, were listed 
and reconciled with the Auditor’s ledger accounts. 

The various city and county departments collecting 
money for the city were visited and the departmental 
records of payments to the Collector-Treasurer on 
account of cash receipts, accounts receivable, deposits, 
refunds, and reimbursements, ete., were listed and 
checked with the books of the Collector-Treasurer as 
City Collector and as City Treasurer, and compared 
with the records of the City Auditor. 

The records of ‘‘taxes to be refunded,’’ as well as of 
‘‘duplicates and overpayments” held by the city, were 
examined and checked in detail. The transfers to 
these accounts during the audit period were checked 
with the Collector’s tax and departmental books, and 
lists were compiled of the accounts credited thereto and 
not refunded as of April 30, 1958. 
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The surety bonds on file for the Collector-Treasurer, 
as well as for the sundry officials and employees of that 
department, were examined and found to be in proper 
form. 

In addition to the balance sheet and attached exhibits, 
there are appended to this report tables showing a 
reconciliation of the Collector-Treasurer’s cash, sum- 
maries of the tax, excise, assessment, tax title, depart- 
mental, and water accounts, as well as schedules showing 
the condition and transactions of the sinking, trust, 
investment, and retirement funds in the custody of the 
City Treasurer. 

This audit was conducted in part with the active 
participation of the personnel of the post-audit staff in 
the City Auditor’s office, and for their able assistance 
and cooperation, as well as for the cooperation received 
from all the city officials, I wish, on behalf of my as- 
sistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

CLARIFYING CERTAIN PROVISIONS OF ORDINANCE 
RELATIVE TO LUMBER AND BUILDING MATERIALS 
YARDS AND WOODWORKING PLANTS. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Sixty 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SecTION 1. Chapter 3 of the Ordinances of 1959 is 
hereby amended by striking out section 18.01 and in- 
serting in place thereof the following section: — 


Section 18.01. Permit Required. No person shall 
operate a building materials yard without a permit; nor 
shall any person without a permit store in excess of one 
hundred thousand board feet of lumber except in cases 
where such storage is pursuant to a permit for operating 
a building materials yard or a woodworking plant; nor 
shall any person without a permit operate a wood- 
working plant except in cases where the operation 
thereof is pursuant to a permit for operating a building 
materials yard or for storing in excess of one hundred 
thousand board feet of lumber. 


SECTION 2. Section 1 of chapter 40A of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out 
clause (46A), as inserted by section 4 of chapter 5 of the

CONCERNING THE SALARY OF THE City CLERK. 
Section 1. The first paragraph of section 5 of chap- 
ter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, as amended, is 
hereby further amended by striking out clause (5) and 
inserting in place thereof the following clause:

‘The fee for an annual permit granted by the chief 
of the fire department under section 14.03 of the 
Boston Fire Prevention Code to engage in the business 
of fumigation and/or thermal insecticidal fogging 
shall be $25.00.

(178A) Magnesium, Permit to Process. The fee 
for an annual permit granted by the chief of the fire 
department under section 19.03 of the Boston Fire 
Prevention Code to melt, cast, heat treat, machine 
and grind more than ten pounds of magnesium per 
working day or to do any one or more said things 
shall be $25.00. 


SECTION 19. Said section 1 of said chapter 40A, as so 
appearing, is hereby further amended by inserting after 
clause (184) the following clauses :— 

(184A) Matches, Permit to Manufacture. The fee 
for an annual permit granted by the chief of the fire 
department under section 20.01 of the Boston Fire 
Prevention Code to manufacture matches shall be 
$25.00. 

(184B) Matches, Permit to Store. The fee for an 
annual permit granted by the chief of the fire depart- 
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ment under section 20.01 of the Boston Fire Pre- 
vention Code to store in excess of 864,000 matches 
shall be $10.00.

The fee for 
an annual permit granted by the chief of the fire de- 
partment under section 2.02 of the Boston Fire Pre- 
vention Code to conduct and maintain a tire recapping 
or rebuilding plant shall be $25.00. 


SECTION 25. Said section 1 of said chapter 40A, as so 
appearing, is hereby further amended by inserting after 
clause (315) the following clause :— 


(315A) Waste Material Handling Plant Permit. 
The fee for an annual permit granted by the chief of 
the fire department under section 3.02 of the Boston 
Fire Prevention Code to conduct or maintain a waste 
material handling plant shall be $25.00. 


SECTION 26. Said section 1 of said chapter 40A, as so 
appearing, is hereby further amended by inserting after 
clause (3818) the following clause:— 


(318A) Woodworking Plant Permit. The fee for 
an annual permit granted by the chief of the fire de- 
partment under section 18.01 of the Boston Fire Pre- 
vention Code to operate a woodworking plant shall 
be $25.00. 


SEecTION 27. Anything in section 3 of chapter 1 of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1947 to the contrary notwith- 
standing, this ordinance shall be published by the action 
of the city council in passing the same.

CONCERNING THE CHARGES FOR USE OF A CEMETERY 
CHAPEL, CONSTRUCTING THE FOUNDATION FOR A 
CEMETERY MONUMENT, OPENING A CEMETERY 
GRAVE, AND REMOVING THE REMAINS OF A DBE- 
CEASED PERSON. 

SECTION 1. Section 1 of chapter 40A of the Revised 

Ordinances of 1947, as appearing in section 2 of chap- 
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ter 7 of the Ordinances of 1956, is hereby amended by 
striking out clause (64) and inserting in place thereof 
the following clause: — 


(54) Cemetery Chapel, Use of. The charge to be 
paid to the cemetery division of the parks and recre- 
ation department for using for a funeral or memorial 
service a cemetery chapel shall be $25.00. 


SECTION 2. Said section 1 of said chapter 40A, as so 
appearing, is hereby further amended by striking out 
clause (55) and inserting in place thereof the following 
clause :-— 


(55) Cemetery Grave Opening Charges. The charge 
to be paid to the cemetery division of the parks and 
recreation department for opening a grave for an in- 
terment or removal between the hours of 8:00 a.m. and 
4:00 p.m. on any day other than a Saturday, Sunday 
or legal holiday, hereinafter called regular cemetery 
hours, shall be $40.00; and the charge to be paid as 
aforesaid for opening a grave for an interment or re- 
moval at any other time shall be $50.00; provided, that 
the charge to be paid as aforesaid for opening a grave 
for the interment or removal of the remains of an infant 
dying before attaining the age of six months or the 
cremated remains of any deceased person shall be, in 
the case of such an interment or removal during regular 
cemetery hours, $25.00, and in the case of such an 
interment or removal at any other time, $35.00; and 
provided also, that the charge to be paid as aforesaid 
for opening a grave for two simultaneous interments or 
two simultaneous removals during regular cemetery 
hours shall be $50.00, and at any other time $60.00, 
unless both interments or removals are of the remains 
of infants dying as aforesaid or of cremated remains, in 
which case such charge shall be, if such interments or 
removals are during regular cemetery hours, $35.00, 
and if they are not during such hours, $45.00. The 
charge to be paid as aforesaid for raising from an opened 
grave the remains of a deceased person shall be $10.00, 
and for transporting such remains from one grave to 
another within the same cemetery, an additional 
$10.00; except that the charge to be so paid for raising 
from an opened grave the remains of an infant dying 
before attaining the age of six months or the cremated 
remains of any deceased person shall be $5.00, and for 
transporting such remains from one grave to another 
within the same cemetery, an additional $5.00. 
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SECTION 3. Said section 1 of said chapter 40A, as so 
appearing, is hereby further amended by striking out 
clause (57) and inserting in place thereof the following 
clause :— 


(57) Cemetery Monument Foundation Charge. The 
charge to be paid to the cemetery division of the parks 
and recreation department for constructing a foundation 
for a headstone-or monument shall be $10.00 for each 
full square foot of surface area and $2.50 for each 
additional quarter of a square foot or fraction thereof.

CHANGING THE NAME OF THE SURVEY DIVISION OF 
THE PusLic WorkKs DEPARTMENT. 


SEcTION 1. The survey division of the public works 
department shall hereafter be known as the engineering 
division. 

SECTION 2. Section 33 of chapter 27 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947, as amended by section 56 of chapter 
2 of the Ordinances of 1954, is hereby further amended 
by striking out in the first sentence thereof the words 
“survey division’? and substituting in place thereof 
the words ‘‘engineering division.”

CHAPTER 8. 


CLARIFYING CERTAIN PROVISIONS OF ORDINANCE 
RELATIVE TO LUMBER AND BUILDING MATERIALS 
YARDS AND WooODWORKING PLANTS. 

SECTION 1. Chapter 3 of the Ordinances of 1959 is 
hereby amended by striking out section 18.01 and in- 
serting in place thereof the following section: — 


Section 18.01. Permit Required. No person shall 
operate a building materials yard without a permit; nor 
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shall any person without a permit store in excess of one 
hundred thousand board feet of lumber except in cases 
where such storage is pursuant to a permit for operating 
a building materials yard or a woodworking plant; nor 
shall any person without a permit operate a wood- 
working plant except in cases where the operation 
thereof is pursuant to a permit for operating a building 
materials yard or for storing in excess of one hundred 
thousand board feet of lumber. 

SECTION 2. Section 1 of chapter 40A of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out 
clause (46A), as inserted by section 4 of chapter 5 of the 
Ordinances of 1960, and inserting in place thereof the 
following clause: — 


(46A) Building Materials Yard Permit. The fee for 
an annual permit granted by the chief of the fire de- 
partment under section 18.01 of the Boston Fire Pre- 
vention Code to operate a building materials yard, 
whether or not including the operation of a woodwork- 
ing plant on the premises thereof and the storage on 
such premises of in excess of one hundred thousand 
board feet of lumber, shall be $25.00. 

SECTION 3. Said section 1 of said chapter 40A is 
hereby further amended by striking out clause (177A), as 
inserted by section 17 of said chapter 5, and inserting in 
place thereof the following clause: — 


(177A) Lumber Yard Permit. The fee for an annual 
permit granted by the chief of the fire department under 
section 18.01 of the Boston Fire Prevention Code to 
store in excess of one hundred thousand board feet of 
lumber, whether or not including the operation of a 
woodworking plant on the premises thereof, shall be 
$25.00. 

SEcTION 4. Said section 1 of said chapter 40A is 
hereby further amended by striking out clause (318A), 
inserted by section 26 of said chapter 5, and inserting 
in place thereof the following clause: — 


(315A) Woodworking Plant Permit. The fee for an 
annual permit granted by the chief of the fire department 
under section 18.01 of the Boston Fire Prevention Code 
to operate a woodworking plant, whether or not includ- 
ing the storage on the premises thereof of in excess of 
one hundred thousand board feet of lumber, shall be 


$25.00. [Approved November 1, 1960. 
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CONCERNING THE CHARGES TO BE PAID FOR THE 
ERECTION BY THE TRAFFIC COMMISSIONER OF 
LOADING ZONE SIGNS AND CERTAIN DIRECTIONAL 
SIGNS. 


SECTION 1. Section 1 of chapter 40A of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947, as appearing in section 2 of chapter 7 
of the Ordinances of 1956, is hereby amended by striking 
out clause (76) and inserting in place thereof the follow- 
ing clause: — 

(76) Dnvrectional Sign. The charge to be paid for the 
erection by the traffic commissioner of a directional sign 
upon the request of a charitable, religious, educational, 
literary, recreational, social, civic or veterans’ organiza- 
tion or of a hospital shall be $25.00, which shall include 
maintenance for five years. 


SECTION 2. Said section 1 of said chapter 40A, as so 
appearing, is hereby further amended by striking out 
clause (175) and inserting in place thereof the following 
clause: — 


(175) Loading Zone Designation. The fee for the 
annual designation of a loading zone by the traffic com- 
missioner under section 2A of chapter 263 of the acts 
of 1929 shall be $2.00 for each foot of curbing abutting 
on said zone, but in no event less than $40.00; and the 
charge to be paid for the erection by such commissioner 
upon the request of the applicant for such designation 
of a sign in connection with such designation shall be 
$25.00, which shall include maintenance for five years.

CHAPTER 10. 





TRANSFERRING TO THE TRAFFIC COMMISSIONER THE 
PowERS AND DUTIES OF THE COMMISSIONER OF 
Pusiic WorKS wWitH RESPECT TO SIGNS SHOWING 
THE NAMES OF STREETS. 

SecTION 1. The Revised Ordinances of 1947 are 
hereby amended by inserting after chapter 30 the 
following new chapter :— 
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CHAPTER 30A 
TRAFFIC DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Traffic Department, as provided in the 
charter as that term is defined in clause Fifth of section 7 
of chapter 4 of the General Laws. 

Section 2. The traffic commissioner shall place and 
maintain in one or more suitable, conspicuous places, to 
be selected by him, on each street in the city, one or more 
signs showing the name of the street. 


SECTION 2. Section 5 of chapter 27 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947, as appearing in section 2 of chapter 9 
of the Ordinances of 1954, is hereby repealed. 

SecTION 3. This ordinance shall take effect on 
January 1, 1961.

Dear SIR: 

The Zoning Commission submits herewith, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Section 24, Chapter 
3, Revised Ordinances of 1947, its first annual report, 
containing a statement of its acts and doings and 
receipts and expenditures for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1959. 

The new Zoning Enabling Act for the City of Boston, 
Chapter 665, of the Acts of 1956, was signed by the 
Governor on August 10, 1956, but did not gain the 
acceptance of the City Council until May 19, 1958. 
Two amendments to Chapter 665 were required before 
acceptance by the City Council. Chapter 408 of the 
Acts of 1956 simply extended the time for acceptance 
by the City Council for a period of one year. Chapter 
77 of the Acts of 1958 made several substantive changes, 
the most important ones being a requirement that the 
zoning commissioners appointed by the Mayor be 
subject to confirmation by the City Council and that 
the membership be increased from nine to eleven 
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members. The two additional members make a total 
of three members to be selected at large by the Mayor, 
one of whom must own alone or with one or more other 
persons, and must occupy in whole or in part as his 
place of residence, a dwelling house having not more 
than. three dwelling units. All zoning commissioners 
shall be residents of Boston; provided, that any person 
who on the acceptance: of the Act is a member of the 
Board of Zoning Adjustment may be a zoning com- 
missioner irrespective of his place of residence. 

In accordance with the foregoing provisions, the 
following names were submitted by Mayor John B. 
Hynes to the City Council under date of July 18, 1958, 
upon nomination as indicated:

The approval of the City Council was given under 


date of December 29, 1958. On September 30, 1959, 
Messrs. Gross and Regan were reappointed for terms 
ending May 1, 1962, following confirmation by the 
City Council. 


The commissioners may adopt a zoning regulation 
and from time to time amend it, upon petition or 
otherwise, by the concurrent vote of not less than seven 
of its members, rendered after a public hearing following 
advertisement. 

Votes of the Zoning Commission adopting a zoning 
regulation or amendment thereof shall be subject to 
the same provisions of law in respect to approval by 
the Mayor as orders or votes of the City Council, 
except that the concurrent vote of not less than nine 
members of the Zoning Commission shall be necessary 
to pass such a regulation or amendment over the veto 
of the Mayor. 


ZONING COMMISSION 3 


The first meeting of the Commission was held on 
January 6, at which meeting Mr. Albert V. Colman 
was elected chairman, Mr. William lL. Hyland, vice- 
chairman, and Miss Mary T. Downey, secretary. 

These officers were retained in office when in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Chapter 2, Section 9, 
of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, the annual meeting 
took place on May 20. At this meeting Mr. Thomas E. 
McCormick was appointed as engineer. 

Up to the end of the year thirteen meetings have 
been held at which the Commission reviewed the 
proposed zoning code as prepared and recommended 
by the City Planning Board in its published report as 
submitted to the Mayor in September, 1958. All of 
the above meetings have been held in the office of the 
City Planning Board, Room 1108, City Hall Annex. 
Pending receipt of an appropriation for the purpose of 
defraying’ expenses incurred in the discharge of its 
duties, the necessary investigations, clerical work, 
records, etc., have been assumed by the staff of the 
City Planning Board. 

A special appropriation of $2,500 was made available 
to the Zoning Commission on August 3, 1959. However, 
there was no expenditure from the fund during the 
balance of the vear.
